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PREFACE. 


TN the mnter and spring of 1875 the writer made the 
tour of Egypt and the Levant. The first portion of 
the journey is described in a volume published last summer, 
entitled ^^My Winter on the Nile, among Mummies and 
Moslems ; the second in the following pages. The notes 
of the journey were taken and the books were written be- 
fore there were any signs of the present Oriental disturb- 
ances, and the observations made are therefore uncolorcd 
by any expectation of the existing state of affairs. Signs 
enoiigli 'were visible of a transition period, extraordinary 
but hopeful; with the existence of poverty, oppression, 
superstition, and ignorance ’were mingling Occidental and 
Christian innucnccs, the faint beginnings of a revival of 
learning and the stronger pulsations of awakening com- 
mercial and industrial life. The best hope of tliis revival 
was their, as it is now, in peace and not in war.

FROM JAFFA TO JERUSALEM. 

S INCE Jonah made his short and ip^nominious voyage along 
the Syrian coast, mariners have had tlic same difliculty in 
getting ashore that the sailors experienced who attempted to land 
the prophet ; his tedious though safe method of dis(uni)arking was 
not followed by lahu- navigators, and the lauding at Jalfa has re- 
mained a vexatious and half tin; time an impos.sil)lc achievement. 

The town lies upon tlu‘. open 8t‘a and has no harbor. It is 
only in favorabh^ weather that V(‘ss(ds can anchor within a mile 
or so from shon% and the Mediterranean steamboats often pass 
the port without being able to land eitlna* freight or passeng(‘rs. 
In the usual eonditiou of th(i sea tlu^ big fisli would have found 
it dinieult to diseliarg(‘ Jomiii without stranding itself, and it 
seems that it waihul tliree days for the favorable moment. The 
best ehaiKH^ for landing nowadays is in the early morning, in that 
calm p(‘riod when the winds and tlie waves alike await the move- 
ments of the sun. It was at that hour, on tlie 5Ui of April,

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two persons can scarcely pass on them. But this is the only sea 
entrance to Jaffa; if the Jews attempt to return and enter their 
ancient kingdom this way, it will take them a long time to get 
in. A sea-wall fronts the town, fortified by a couple of rusty 
cannon at one end, and the passage is through the one gate at 
the head of these stairs. 

It seems forever that we arc kept waiting at the foot of this 
shaky stairway. Two opposing currents are struggling to get up 
and down it : excited travellers, porters with trunks and knap- 
sacks, and dragomans who appear to be pusliing their way 
through simply to show their familiarity with tlie country. It 
is a dangerous ascent for a delicate woman. Bonu‘how, us we 
wait at this gate where so many men of note have waited, and look 
upon this sea-wall upon which have .stood so many of the mighty 
from Solomon to Origen, from Tiglath-Pileser to Richard ( ’anir do 
Lion, the historical figure which most pmwadcs Jatla is that of 
the whimsical Jonah, whose connection with it was the slightest. 
There is no evidence that he ever returned here, Josephus, who 
takes liberties wdth the Hebrew Scriptures, says that a whale* 
carried the fugitive into the Euxine Sea, and there diseliargeil 
him much nearer to Nineveh than he would havt^ been if he had 
kept with the conveyance in which he first took passagt^ and 
landed at Tarsus. Probably no one in Jaffa ncJiefd the Httbi 
man as he slipped through this gate and look ship, and yd his 
simple embarkation from the town has given it more notoriety 
than any otlicr event. Thanks to an eiiduriiig [lieet^ of liteniture, 
the nuheroic Jonah and his wlial(‘ are better known tlmn St. 
Jerome and his lion; tiny ar(‘ the earliest assoemtes anti Ori- 
cntal aoquaintanecs of all well-brought-up eliiUlnni in ('liristtni- 
dom. Por myself, I confess that tlie strietne.ss of many a New 
England Sunday has been relu‘ved by the perusal of lus uuitiue 
adventure.

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travellers witk tlie perils of the coantiy. One, whom I remember 
on the Nile as a mild though, showy person, has bloomed here 
into a Bedawee : he is fierce in aspect, an arsenal of weapons, and 
gallops furiously about upon a horse loaded down with accoutre- 
ments. This, however, is only the beginning of our real danger. 

After breakfast we sallied out to see the sights : besides the 
house of Simon the tanner, they are not many. The house of 
Simon is, as it was in the time of St. Peter, by the seaside. We 
went upon the rpof (and it is more roof than anything else) where 
the apostle lay down to sleep and saw the vision, and looked 
around upon the other roofs and upon the wide sweep of the 
tumbling sea. In the court is a well, the stone curb of which is 
deeply worn in several places by the rope, showing long use. 
The water is brackish ; Simon may have tanned with it. The 
house has not probably been destroyed and rebuilt more than 
four or five times since St. Peter dwelt here ; the Bomans once 
built the entire city. The chief room is now a mosque. We 
inquired for the house of Dorcas, but that is not shown, although 
I understood that we could see her grave outside the city. It is 
a great oversight not to show the house of Dorcas, and one that 
I cannot believe will long annoy pilgrims in these days of multi- 
plied discoveries of sacred sites. 

Whether this is the actual spot where the house of Simon 
stood, I do not know, nor does it much matter. Here, or here- 
abouts, the apostle saw that marvellous vision which proclaimed 
to a weary world the brotherhood of man. Prom this spot issued 
the gospel of democracy : “ Of a truth, I perceive that God is no 
respecter of persons.” Prom this insignificant dwelling went 
forth the edict that broke the power of tyrants, and loosed the 
bonds of slaves, and ennobled^he lot of woman, and enfranchised 
the human mind. Of all places on earth I think there is only 
one more worthy of pilgrimage by aU devout and liberty-loving 
souls. 

We were greatly interested, also, in a visit to the well-known 
school of Miss Arnot, a mission school for girls in the upper 
chambers of a house in the most crowded part of Jaffa. With 
modest courage and tact and self-devotion this lady has sustained 
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it here for twelve years, and tlie fruits of it already Login to ap- 
pear. We found twenty or thirty pupils, nearly all quite young, 
and most of them daughters of Christians; they are taught in 
Arabic the common branches, and some English, and tlicy learn 
to sbg. They sang for us English tunes like any Sunday school ; 
a straige sound in a Moslem town. There arc one or two other 
schools of a similar character in the Orient, conduetod as private 
enterprises by ladies of culture ; and I think tlun’e is no work 
nobler, and none more worthy of liberal support or more liktly to 
result in giving women a decent position in Eastern society. 

On a little elevation a half-mile outside the walls is a duster 
of wooden houses, which were manufactured in America. Tliere 
we found the remnants of the Adams colony, only half a doxcu 
families out of the original two hundred and lifty pcTsous ; two 
or three men and some widows and children. The colony built 
ill the centime of their settlement an ugly little (‘hureh out of 
Maine timber; it now stands empty and staring, with broken 
windows. It is not dillicult to make this advcnituni appear ro- 
mantic. Those who engaged in it were plain New Ihiglaud peo- 
ple, many of them ignorant, but devout to fmatidsm. 'Tluy hud 
heard the prophets expound(5cl, and the prophet-itis of tiu5 latter 
days unravelled, until they came to Ixdic^vt', that the day i^f the 
Lord was nigh, and that they had lai<l upon tluun a itu.ssiou in 
the fulfilment of the divine purposes. Most of tluun wt*re frt»m 
Maine and New Hainpshmi, accustomed to bitter wiulers and to 
wiing their living from a niggardly soil. I do not wonder iltafc 
they were fascinated by the pictures of a fiir land of blue skies, 
a land of vines and olives and palms, where they wfu't* un- 
doubtedly called by the Spirit to a life of grc'attu’ sauettiy aiul 
considerable case and abundance. I think I 8et‘ ilulr d*iHiiiay 
when they first pitched their teats amid this Moshuu s(|ual<)r. and 
attmpted to "squat,” Western fiisluoii, u{)oii tiu* skirtH of the 
Plain of Sharon, which has been for some ages prtscnnjjft'd. 'I’liey 
eroded houses, however, and joined the otlu^r iuludiitants of tlie 
region in a struggle for existence. But Adams, the pr<‘a(*lier and 
president, had not faith enough fo wait for the unfolding of 
prophecy; he took to strong drink, and with general bad man- 
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agement tlie wliole enterprise came to grief, and the deluded peo- 
ple were rescued from starvation only by the liberality of our 
government. 

There was the germ of a good idea in the rash undertaking. 
If Palestine is ever to be repeopled, its coming inhabitants must 
have the means of subsistence ; and if those now here are to be 
redeemed to a better life, they must learn to work ; before all else 
there must come a revival of industry and a development of the 
resources of the country. To send here Jews or Grentiles, and to 
support them by charity, only adds to the existing misery. 

It was eight years ago that the Adams community exploded. 
Its heirs and successors are Germans, a colony from W lirtemberg, 
an Advent sect akin to the American, but more single-minded 
and devout. They own the ground upon which they have set- 
tled, having acquired a title from the Turkish government ; they 
have erected substantial houses of stone and a large hotel. The 
Jerusalem, and give many evidences of shrewdness and thrift as 
well as piety. They have established a good school, in which, 
with German thoroughness, Latin, English, and the higher 
mathematics are taught, and an excellent education may be ob- 
tained. More land the colony is not permitted to own ; but they 
hire ground outside the walls which they farm to advantage. 

I talked with one of the teachers, a thin young ascetic in spec- 
tacles, whose severity of countenance and demeanor w^as sufficient 
to rebuke all the Oriental levity I had encountered during the 
winter. There was in him and in the other leaders an air of sin- 
cere fanaticism, and a sobriety and integrity in the common labor- 
ers, which are the best omens for the success of the colony. The 
leaders told us that they thought the Americans came here with 
tlie expectation of making money uppermost in mind, and hardly 
in tlie riglit spirit. As to themselves, they do not expect to 
make money ; they repelled the insinuation with some warmth ; 
tliey have had, in fact, a very hard struggle, and are thankful for 
a fair measure of success. Their sole present purpose is evi- 
dently to redeem and reclaim the land, and make it fit for the 
expected day of jubilee. The Jews from all parts of the woidd, 
th('y say, are to return to Palestine, and there is to issue out of 
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the Holy Land a new divine impulse wliicL is to be the regenera- 
tion and salvation of the world. I do not know that anybody 
but the Jews themselves would oppose their migration to Pales- 
tine, though their withdrawal from the business of the world 
suddenly would create wide disaster. With these doubts, how- 
ever, we did not trouble the youthful knight of severity. We 
only asked him upon what the community founded its creed and 
its mission. Largely, he replied, upon the prophets, and espe- 
cially upon Isaiah ; and he referred us to Isaiah xxxii. 1 ; xlix. 

et seq . ; and lii. 1. It is not every industrial community 
that would flourish on a charter so vague as this. 

A lad of twelve or fourteen was our guide to the Advent set- 
tlement; he was an early polyglot, speaking, besides English, 
French, and German, Arabic, and, I think, a little Greek ; a boy 
of uncommon gravity of deportment and of precocious shi*ewd- 
ness. He is destined to be a guide and dragoman. I could see 
that the whole Biblical history was a little fade to him, but he 
does not lose sight of the proflt of a knowledge of it. I could 
not but contrast him with a Sunday-school scholar of his own age 
in America, whose imagination kindles at the Old T(^stament sto- 
ries, and whose enthusiasm for the Holy Laud is awakened hy 
the wall maps and the pictures of Solomon’s temple. Actual 
contact has destroyed the imagination of this boy ; Jerusahnn In 
not so much a wonder to him as Boston ; Samson lived just ovc^r 
there beyond the Plain of Sharon, and is not so much a hero as 
Old Put. 

The hoy’s mother was a good Hew Hampshire woman, whose 
downright Yankeeism of thought and speech was in odd contrast 
to her Oriental surroundings. I sat in a rocking-chair in the 
sitting-room of her little wood cottage, and (mxild scarcely con- 
vince myself that I was not in a prim H(;w Hampshire parlor. 
To her mind there were no more Oriental illiision.s, and perhaps 
she had never indulged any ; certainly, in her presence Palestine 
seemed to me as commonplace as New England. 

" I s’pose you Vc seen the mcetin’ house ? ” 

“Yes.” 

“ War it ’s goin’ to rack and ruin like everything else here. 
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There is n’t enough here to have any service now. Sometimes I 
go to the German ; I try to keep up a little feeling.” 

I have no doubt it is more difiicult to keep tip a religious feel- 
ing in the Holy Land than it is in New Ilampshire, but we did 
not discuss that point. I asked, “ Do you have any society ? ” 
Precious little. The Germans are drcfHe unsocial. The na- 
tives are all a low set. The Arabs will all lie ; I don’t think 
much of any of ’em. The Mohammetlans are all shiftless ; you 
can’t trust any of ’em.” 

" Wliy don’t you go home ? ” 

“ Wal, souHdimes I think 1 ’d like to see the old place, but I 
reckon I could n’t stand the winters. This is a nice climate, 
that ’s all there is here ; and we have grapes and oranges, and 
loads of flowers, — you see my garden there ; I set great store by 
that, and me and my daugliter take solid comfort in it, especially 
when he is away, and he has to be off most of the time with 
parties, guidin’ ’em. No, I guess 1 sha’n’t ever cross the ocean 
again.” 

It appeared that the good woman had consoled herself with a 
second husband, who bears a Jewish name ; so that the original 
object of her mission, to gather in the chosen ptH)ple, is not alto- 
gether lost sight of. 

There is a curious interest in these New England frausplauta- 
tions. Climate is a great transformer. Tlut habits and eusttuus 
of tbousands of years will iiisimsilily conquer the most stubborn 
prejudices, I wondt‘r how long it will reipiire to blend fliese 
scions of our vigorous civilization with the motley growth timt 
makes up the present Syriac population, — people whcjse blood h 
streaked with a dozen diflenmt stmins, Egyptian, Ethiopian, Ara- 
bian, Assyrian, Plueuieian, Greek, Roman, (’anaanite, Jewish, I^‘r- 
sian, Turkish, with all the races that have in turn mvaged cjr oeeu- 
pied the land. I do not, indeed, presume to say what the Hyrians 
are who have oceiipied Palestine for so many hundreds of years, 
but I cannot see how it can Im otherwise than that tlieir hlocul is 
as mixed as that of the raodeni Egyptians, i^^rhaps these New 
England offshoots will maintain their distinction of nice ftjr a 
long time, but I should be still more interested to know how 
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long the New England mind will keep its integrity in these sur- 
roundings, and whether those ruggednesses of virtue and thaso 
homely simplicities of character which we recognize as htlonging 
to the hilly portions of New England will insensibly melt away 
in this relaxing air that so much wants moral tone. These Ori- 
ental countries have been conquered many times, but they have 
ahvays conquered tludr couqxierora. I am told that even our 
American consuls are not always more successful in resisting the 
undermining seductions of the East than were the Romau pro- 
consuls. 

These reflections, however, let it he confessed, did not come to 
me as I sat in the rocking-chair of my countrywoman. X was 
rather thinking how completely her presence and aeccmt dispelletl 
all my Oriental allusions and cheapened the associatit>us of Jaffa. 
There is I know not what in a real living VankcH*. that puts all 
appearances to the test and di.s.sipates tin* colors of romance. 
It was not until I came again into the highway and found lu 
front of The Jerusahsn hotel a company of Arab acruljats aiul 
pyramid-builders, tlu'ir .swarthy bodies shining in tin* white sun- 
light, and a lot of idlers S{[uatiing about in (‘ujtiyimmt of the 
exertions of others, that 1 n'covered in any degree my tlclusioiiH. 

With the return of thes<*, it s<*emed not so im|>OMsible to be- 
lieve even in the return of the Jews; <‘spiTia!ly when we h‘iinied 
that ])r(‘parai.ious for them multiply. A secoiul Cnwimin eohmy 
has been established outside of the city, Thert^ Is aiuither at 
Haifli ; on the Jerusalem road the heginniug of cme has been 
made by tlic Jews themselvcH. It amounts to somethiiig like a 
“ movement.’' 

At three o’clock in the afttunoou we set out fljr Rnmleli, iguo- 
minionsly, in a wagon. There is a (‘arriage^roml freun Jalhi to 
Jcnisalem, and o\ir dragoman had promised us a “ |)rivate car- 
riage.” We (lecided to take it, thinking it would Ih‘ more com- 
fortable than horscbac'k for some of emr party. We matle a 
mistake which we hav<* luwer ceasctl to rt‘grc{. '‘rhe road I ctui 
confidently commend us tlie worst in tht^ world. The carriage 
into which we climbed belongcsl to the German cohmy, and was 
a cornpromis(j between the ancient ark, a modem dniy, and a 
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thresliing-macliine. It was one of those contrivances that a Ger- 
man would evolve out of his inner consciousness, and its appear- 
ance here gave me grave douhts as to the adaptability of these 
lioncst Germans to the Orient. It was, however, a great deal 
■worse than it looked. If it were driven over smooth ground it 
'vvoxild soon loosen all the teeth of the passengers, and shatter 
their spinal columns. But over the Jerusalem road the eftect 
was indescribable. The noise of it was intolerable, the jolting 
incredible. The little solid Dutchman, who sat in front and 
drove, shook like the charioteer of an artillery wagon ; but I 
suppose he had no feeling. We pounded along over the roughest 
stone pavement, with the sensation of victims drawn to execution 
in a cart, until we emerged into the open country; but there 
we found no improvement in the road. 

Jaffa is surrounded by immense orange groves, which arc pro- 
tected along the highways by hedges of prickly-pear. We came 
out from a lane of these upon the level and blooming Plain of 
Sharon, and saw before ns, on the left, the blue hills of Juchca. 
It makes little difference what kind of conveyance one has, it is 
impossible for him to advance upon this historic, if not sacred plain, 
and catch the first glimpse of those pale hills which stood to him 
for a celestial vision in his childhood, without a great cjuickeiiiug 
of the pulse ; and it is a most lovely view after Egypt, or after 
anything. The elements of it are simple enough, — niendy a 
wide sweep of prairie and a line of graceful mountains; but the 
forms are pleasing, and the color is incomparahle. The soil is 
warm and red, the fields are a mass of wild-flowers of the mont 
brilliant and variegated hues, and, alternately sw(‘pt by the shad- 
ows of clouds and bathed in the sun, the scene takes on the ani- 
mation of incessant change. 

It was somewhere here, outside the walls, I do not know the 
spot, that the massacre of Jaffa occurred. 1 purposely go out of 
my way to repeat the well-known story of it, and 1 trust that it 
will always be recalled whenever any mention is made of the cruel 
little Corsican who so long imposed the vulgarity and savagtaiess 
of his selfish nature upon Europe, It was in March, 1799, t hat 
Napoleon, toward the close of his humiliatirig and disasti'ous 
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campaign in Egypt, camed Jaffa, by storm. The town was given 
over to pillage. During its progn‘ss four thousand Albanians of 
the garrison, taking refuge in some old khans, otlered to surren- 
der on condition that their lives should be spared ; otherwise 
they woidd light to the bitter eiuL Their tenus were aeeeptetl, 
and two of Napoleon’s aids-de-eamp pledgtul thtnr htJnor for 
their safety. They were niarelu‘d out to the geueraFs heaihiuur- 
ters and seated in front of the tents with tludr arms htniiid be- 
liiiul them. The displeased coniinaucler ealled a et)uu(nl of war 
and deliberated two days upon their hite, and tlieu signt*d the 
onler f<)r the massacre of the entire body, llie exeuse was tliat 
the geiuTul could not be burdened with so matiy prisotiers. llnis 
in one day wex'C murderetl in cold blood about as many |K‘aph‘ as 
Jaffa at present contains. Its inhabitants may bt‘ saiil to have 
been accustomed to being massaered ; eight ihotisaml of them 
were butchered in one Ronum assault ; but I su|)pose all antiquity 
may be stiarebed in vain for an net 'of perfuly and enuby 
biued e([ual to that of the Ctraiid I'an[)eror. 

The road t)V(‘r which W(‘ rattle is a eaus(‘wuy nf loose stones ; 
the country is a plain of sand, but ehghed with a hiKuriant vege- 
tation. In the fiehls the* bnnvu husbandmen ar<' plowing, turn- 
ing up tlu^ soft red earth with a rmle iihuigli drawn by cattle 
yoked wide apart. Red-legged sttu'ks, on tiunr way, I siippose. 
from Kgypt to their summer ri-Hhleiiee further nortb, did the 
meadows, and are too busy picking up worms to mdiet^ tmr hab 
loo. Abd-el-Atti, who has a passion for Hhooting, begs per- 
mission to “ go fVir ” these household birds with the gun; Init 
we explain to him that we would ms tnore shoot a stork than one 
of the green birds of Rurudism QuailH are seinld ing abtmt, in 
tlu^ newly turm-il fiirrows, and song birds galntt* us IVtiin the tops 
of swinging eypn‘saeH- The Holy laiud is ngoieing in its iine 
season of beauty, its spring. (i nit*. 

Trees are not wanting to the verdant meadows. We still 
eneountt*r an oeeasional grove of oranges ; olives ubo apfiear. itnd 
aeacias, syeamores, eypr<‘ssi*s, ami tamarisks. T'he pods nf tin* 
carob-tree are, 1 bt*lieve, the husks upou whieh tin* pnMli‘*ai am 
did not thrive. patehes of Imrley are jawsied. Hut tlie 
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fields _ not occupied with grain are literally carpeted rvitli wild- 
flowers of tlie most brilliant bues, sucb a display as I ne^er saw 
elsewhere : scarlet and dark flaming poppies, the scarlet anemone, 
marigolds, white daisies, the lobelia, the lupin, the vetch, the 
gorse with its delicate yellow blossom, the pea, something that 
we agreed to call the Avhite rose of Sharon, the mallow, the aspho- 
del ; the leaves of a lily not yet in bloom. About the rose of 
Sharon we no doubt were mistaken. There is no reason to siip- 
pose it was white ; but we have somehow associated the purity of 
that color wdth the song beginning, “ I am the rose of Sharon 
and the lily of the valleys.''* It was probably not even a rose. 
We finally decided to cherish the red mallow as the rose of 
Sharon ; it is very abundant, and the botanist of onr company 
seemed satisfied to accept it. For myself, the rose by the name 
of mallow does not smell sweet. 

We come in sight of Eamleh, which lies on the swelling mounds 
of the green plain, encompassed by emerald meadows and by 
groves of orange and olive, and conspicuous from a great distance 
by its elegant square tower, the most beautiful in form that we 
have seen in the East. As the sun is sinking, we defer onr visit 
to it and drive to the Latin convent, where we are to lodge, per- 
inission to that effect having been obtained from the sister con- 
vent at Jaffa ; a mere form, since a part of the convent was built 
expressly for the entertainment of travellers, and the few monks 
who occupy it find keeping a hotel a very profitable kind of hos- 
pitality. The stranger is the guest of the superior, no charge is 
made, and the little fiction of gratuitous hospitality so pleases the 
pilgrim that he will not at bis departure be outdone in liberality. 
It would be much more agreeable if all our hotels were upon this 
system. 

While the dragoman is unpacking the luggage in the court-yard 
and hustling about in a manner to impress the establishnicnt with 
the importance of its accession, I climb up to the roofs to g(‘t the 
sunset. The house is all roofs, it would seem, at different levels. 
Steps lead here and there, and one can wander about at will ; you 
could not desire a pleasanter lounging-place in a summer evening. 
The protecting walls, which arc breast-high, are built in with cyl- 
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war than I tilth anti I suppciso my hastily nssunuul nuulosty of 
the soUlier seeuunl to him the rt-al thin^jT. It was my first rxptTi- 
euee of anything like n"il war, tht* ilr'.t tinu* I luul t'\a*r ooeupied 
any luiUtaiy position, aiul it tlul md scorn to he so unhums as has 
been rt‘prt‘senteth 

Great rt‘gret was expressiHl hy the supc^rior that they luul not 
antieipated uiY arrival, in order to have entertained mt‘ in a more 
worthy manner; the convent was uueomumnlv full of pilirrims, 
and it wouhl be ditlieult to bulge my suite as it deserveil. Then 
tluTo hdlowed a long diseussum iM^tweeii the hither ami one of the 
inoiiks upon our ilispositiou for the. night, 

“ If we givt‘ the gmieral and his lady the south room in the 
coui't, then the doctor " — etc., etc, 

urged the monk, “suppose the general ami his lady 
occupy the cell number Amr, then uuulemolselle can take 
etc., etc. 

The military commaiuh^r and his lady wert^ at last shown into 
a coll opiming out of tlic court, a lofty hut narrow vaidtcil room, 
with brick floor and thick walls, and one small window near tlui 
ceiling. Instead of caudles we had antique Roman Innqis, wldi’li 
made a humble glimmer in the cavern ; tlu^ <Hld<‘si water-jmrs served 
for pitcdiers. It may not have been damp, but it felt as if no sun 
had (wer penetrated tlie chill interior. 

“What is all this nonsense of the general?” I asked Abd-el- 
Atti, as soon as I could get hold of that managing fiudt stum. 

“liiiuno, be sure; these monk always pay more, utteniimi to 
’stinguish ])eople.” 

“ Rut what did you say at the convisit iu Jatfa when you ap- 
plied for a pin'init to lodge hen* ? ” 

“ Oh, I tell him my gentlt'inaii general Amerienn, but 'stinguish; 
mebbe he done gon<^ wrote ’(‘in tliat you ’stinguish Ameriean gen- 
eral. Very niet; man, the superior, spt-ak Italian heautifui; wlu*ii 
I give him the letter, h(‘ say he do all In* can for the general and 
his suite; lut Sony I not let him know ’tbrehamL” 

The dinner was served in the long reU'ettsiy, and there were 
some twenty-five persons at tubh*, nusstly plba'inis to Jcrusahnn, 
and most of them of the poorer claHS. Om* bright Italian had 
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travelled alone witli her little boy all the way from Yerona, only 
to see the Holy Sepulchre. The monks waited at table and served 
a very good dinner. Travellers are not permitted to enter the 
portion of the large convent which contains the cells of the monks, 
nor to visit any part of the old building except the chapel, I 
fancied that the jolly brothers who waited at table were rather 
glad to come into contact with the world, even in this capacity. 

In the dining-room hangs a notable picture. It is the Virgin 
enthroned, with a crown and aureole, holding the holy child, who 
is also crowned ; in the foreground is a choir of white boys or 
angels. The Virgin and child are both hlach ; it is the Virgin of 
Ethiopia. I could not learn the origin of this picture ; it was 
rude enough in execution to be the work of a Greek artist of the 
present day ; but it w'as said to come from Ethiopia, where it is 
necessary to a proper respect for the Virgin that she should be 
represented black. She seems to bear something the relation to 
the Virgin of Judma that Astarte did to the Grecian Venus. And 
we are again reminded that the East has no prejudice of color: 
“ I am black but comely, O ye daughters of Jerusalem “Look 
not upon me because I am black, because the sun hath looked 
upon me.’* 

The convent bells are ringing at early dawn, and though wc 
are up at half past five, nearly all the pilgrims have hastily de- 
parted for Jerusalem. Upon the roof 1 find the morning fair. 
There are more minarets than spires in sight, but they stand to- 
gether in this pretty little town without discord. The bells are 
ringing in melodious pei’suasion, but at the same time, in voices 
as musical, the muezzins arc calling from their galleries; each 
summoning men to prayer in its own way. Prom these walls 
spectators once looked down upon the batth'S of cross and cres- 
cent raging in the lovely meadows, — battles of cpiite as much 
pride as piety. A common interest always sofUnus animosily, and 
I fancy that monks and Moslems will not again r(‘sort to tlui fool- 
ish practice of breaking each other’s heads so long as they enjoy 
the profitable stream of pilgrims to tlic Holy Laud. 

After breakfast and a gift to the treasury of the convent accord- 
ing to our rank — I think if I were to stay there again it would 
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be in the character of a common soldier — we embarked again in 
the ark, and jolted along behind the square-shouldered driver, 
who seemed to enjoy the rattling and ruinlding of his elurnsy 
vehicle. But no minor infelicity could destroy for us the fresh- 
ness of the morning or the enjoyment of the lovely country. Al- 
though, ill the jolting, one could not utter a remark about the 
beauty of the way without danger of biting his tongue in two, 
we feasted our eyes and lot our imaginations loose over the vast 
ranges of the Old Testament story. 

After passing through the fertile meadows of Ramleh, we came 
into a more rolling country, destitute of houses, but clothed on 
with a most brilliant bloom of wikl-ilowcrs, among whi(’h the 
papilionaceous flowers were conspicuous for color and delicacy. 
I found by the roadside a black calla (which I should no more 
have believed in than in the black Virgin, if I had not seen it). 
Its leaf is exactly that of our calla-lily ; its flower is similar to, 
but not so open and flaring, as the white ealla, and the pistil is 
large and very long, and of the color of the interior of the fhnver. 
The corolla is green on the outside, but the inside is ineomparably 
rich, like velvet, black in some lights and dark maroon in others. 
Nothing could be finer in color and texture than this superb 
flower. Besides the blooms of yesterday we notiiHul buttercups, 
various sorts of the ranunculus, among them tin? scarlet aiul tlie 
shooting-star, a liglit purple flower with a dark purple centre, 
the Star of Bethlehem, and the purple wimUflower. S«'urlet pop- 
pies and the still more lirilliant scarlet aneinoiieH, tlaudeliuns, 
marguerites, filled all tlic fields with masses of eolfjr. 

Shortly we come into the hills, through which the road winds 
upward, and the scenery is very mueh like that of the Adinui- 
dacks, or would be if the rocky hills of the latter were deuiuird 
of trees. The way begins to be lively with paHSeiigers, and it 
becomes us to be eircumsp<*et, for almost every foot of ground 
has been couseemted or d(*se{‘nited, or in some immner made mem- 
orable. This heap of rubbish is the nmiains of a fortrer^H whieh 
the Saniceiis captured, built by the Crusaders to guani the entnuice 
of the pass, upon the site of an older fV#rt{fieatiou by the Macca- 
bees, or founded upon Itonian substructions, and meutionecl in 
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son, in wliicli he passed his playful ami :* * I;

travel; by the passing of caravan, nnt 
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mmimerable generations of peasants, of chariots, of horses, mules, 
and foot-soldiers ; here went the messengers of the king’s pleas- 
ure, and here came the heralds and legates of foreign nations ; 
this great highway the kings and prophets themselves must have 
trodden when they journeyed towards the sea ; for I cannot learn 
that the Jews ever had any decent roads, and perhaps they never 
attained the civilization necessary to build them. We have cer- 
tainly seen no traces of anything like a practicable ancient high- 
way on this route. 

Indeed, the greatest wonder to me in the whole East is that 
there has not been a good road built from Jaffa to Jerusalem; 
that the city sacred to more than half the world, to all the most 
powerful nations, to Moslems, Jews, Greeks, Roman Catholics, 
Protestants, the desire of all lands, and the object of pilgrimage 
with the delicate and the feeble as well as the strong, should not 
have a highway to it over which one can ride without being 
jarred and stunned and pounded to a jelly; that the Jews should 
never have made a road to their seaport ; that the Romans, the 
road-builders, do not seem to have constructed one over this 
important route. The Sultan began this one over which we have 
been dragged, for the Empress Eugenie. Rut he did not finish 
it ; most of the way it is a mere rubble of stones. The track is 
well engineered, and the road bed is well enough ; soft stone is 
at hand to form an excellent dressing, and it might be, in a short 
time, as good a highway as any in Switzerland, if the Sultan 
would set some of his lazy subjects to work out their taxes on it. 
Of course, it is now a great improvement over the old path for 
mules ; but as a carriage road it is atrocious. Imagine thirty- 
six miles of cobble pavement, with every other stone gone and the 
remainder shai-pened ! 

Perhaps, however, it is best not to have a decent road to the 
Holy City of the world. It would make going there easy, even 
for delicate ladies and invalid clergymen; it would reduce the 
cost of the trip from Jaffa by two thirds ; it would take away em- 
ployment from a lot of vagabonds who harry the traveller over 
the route ; it would make the pilgrimage too much a luxury, in 
these days of pilgrimages by rail, and of little faith, or rather of 
a sort of lacquer of faith which is only credulity. 
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Upon tins plateau we begin to discern signs of the neighbor- 
hood of the city, and wc press forward with tlu‘ utmost eagenuvss, 
disappointed at every turn that a sight of it is not disclosed. 
Scattered settlements extend for some distauee out on the Jaffa 
road. We pass a school which the Gennans have established for 
Arab boys ; an institution which does iu)t met*t the approval of 
our restoration driver; the boys, when they come out, he says, 
don't know what they arc; they are neitlun* Moslems nor Chris- 
tians. Wc go rapidly on over the swtJliug hill, but the city will 
not reveal itself. We expect it any monuait to rise up lu'hjn* us, 
conspicuous on its ancient hills, its walls .shining in the sim. 
We pass a guard-house, some towers, and newly built private 
residences. Our pulses are beating a himdnal to the minute, hut 
the city refuses to burst” upon us as it does ujxm (»ther tmv<-l- 
lers. We have advanced far enough to .see that tlu‘rt‘ is no (b-va- 
tion before iis higher than that we are on. Tlu‘ great sight of all 
our lives is only a moment separattnl from us ; in a few rotls nuin? 
our hearts will be satisfied by that loug-dreamed-of prospt-rt. 
How many millions of pilgrims have hurried along this road, lift- 
ing up their eyes in impatience for the vision! But it ilocs not 
come suddenly. Wo hav(‘ already seen it, when the driver stops, 
points with his whip, and cries, — 

“Jerusalem 1 " 

“What, 

Wo are above it and nearly upon it. What wa* set* is ehlftly

A.s we drive down along tho wall tjf tin* Rus- 
sian convent, wc btgiu to meet pilgrims and stmugors, with wlitiiu

JERUSALEM. 


I T was in obedience to a natiiml but probably mistaken impu^ue, 
that I went straight to the Church of the Holy Scpulchn* dur- 
ing my first iiour in the city. Ttubaps it was a uiistakc to go 
there at ail; certainly I should have waihal until I Imd hceome 
more accustomed to holy pluc(‘s.

Taking my chance in the line, I passed into the first apart- 
ment, called the Chapel of the Angel, a narniw ami ghamiy autf- 
chamber, which takes its name from the fragment of sttnie in tho 
centre, the stone upon which the angel sat after it had been rt*!led 
away from the sepulchre.

Stooping along the passage*, 
which is cased with marble like the tomb, and may cover natural 
rock, I came into the sacred place, and into a idaxe ^dlver 
lamps, and caudles.

Prom the house of the Roman procurator we went to the citadel 
of Sultan Suleiman. This stands close hy the Jaffa Gate, and is 
the most picturesque object in all the circuit of the walls, and, 
although the citadel is of modem origin, its most chaiT''teristic 
portion lays claim to great antiquity. The massive structure 
which impresses all strangers who enter by the Jaffa Gate is 
called the Tower of Hippicus, and also the Tower of David. It 
is identified as the tower which Herod built and Josephus de- 
scribes, and there is as little doubt that its foundations are the 
same that David laid and Solomon strengthened. There are no 
such stones in any other part of the walls as these enormous 
bevelled blocks ; they surpass those in the Harem wall, at what is 
called the Jews’ Wailing Place. The tower stands upon the 
northwest corner of the old wall of Zion, and being the point 
most open to attack it was most strongly built. 

It seems also to have been connected with tlie palace on Zion 
which David built, for it is the tradition that it was from this 
tower that the king first saw Bathsheba, the wife of Uriah, when 
“ it came to pass in an eventide that David arose from off his 
bed, and walked upon the roof of the king’s house : and from 
the roof he saw a wmman washing herself ; and the woman was 
very beautiful to look upon.” On the other side of the city 
gate we now look down upon the Pool of Bathsheba, in which 
there is no water, and we are informed that it was by that pool 
that the lovely woman, who was destined to be the mother of 
Solomon, sat when the king took his evening walk. Others say 
that she sat by the Pool of Gihon. It does not matter. The 
subject was a very fruitful one for the artists of the Renaissance, 
who delighted in a glowing reproduction of the biblical stories, 
and found in such incidents as this and the confusion of Susanna 
themes in which the morality of the age could express itself with- 
out any conflict with the religion of the age. It is a comment 
not so much upon the character of David as upon the morality 
of the time in which he lived, that although he repented, and no 
doubt sincerely, of his sin when reproved for it, his repentance

gmit pliiiruu*ss of speech. The Armcniaii clergy are celebrated 
h)r the spleudor of their vestments, and I eould not but think 
that this rose-eolorcd bishop, iu his shining framework, niust 
seem like a laung of another sphere to the boors btdbre him. lie 
almost imposed upon us.

On the 
premises is an Armenian chaix-l ; in it we were shown the prison 
in which Christ wa.s coiitmed, also the stone door of the sepul- 
chre, which the laitiiis say the Arm(‘uia,iis stole. But the most 
remarkable object here is the little niii.i"ljlo column (having carved 
on it a figure of Christ IkiuiuI to a pillai-) upon which the cock 
stood and crowed when Peter denied Kis Lord. There are some 
difficulties iu the way of liclieving this now, hut they will lessen

Outside this gate lie the desolate fields strewn witli the brown 
tombstones of the Greeks and Arnufiiuiiis, a melancholy spectacle. 
Each sect has its own omwUry, and tlie dead sleep peaceably 
enough, but the living who lmr\ fi-equeiitly quarrel. I saw 

one day a funeral proet^s'sion halted outside the\valis; for some 


reason the Greek pnt‘st luid rvfmvd tiie dead burial in the grave 
dug for him iu the (•einotery ; tht* bier was dumped on the slope 
beside the road, and half ovt-rfiirmal ; the friends were sitting on 
the ground, wningHng, Thv iiiuu had l^ecn dead three days, and 
the coflin had been by the rombidr iu this place since the day be- 
fore. This was in the morning t towards night I saw the same 
crowd there, hut a Turkish oilioial appeared and ordered the 
Greeks to bury their dc^atl and that without delay; to 

bury it for the sake of the puhlit* liralth, and quarrel about the 
grave afterwards if tluy nmst. A erowd collected, joining with 
fiery geslicidaiiou and (damor iu tin; dispixte, the shrill voices of 
women heirig heard above all; hut at last, four men roughly 
shouldered the hix, hmulling it as if it contained merchandise, 
and trotted off with it. 
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whole area is a tangle of unrestrained weeds and grass. The 
high wall cuts off all view, but we did not for the time miss it, 
rather liking for the moment to be secured from the sight of the 
a'wful desolation, and to muse upon the strange fortune that had 
dmvm to be buried here upon Mount Zion, as a holy resting- 
place for them, people alien in race, language, and customs to the 
house of David, and removed from it by such spaces of time and 
distance ; people to whom the worship performed by David, if he 
could renew it in person on Zion, would be as distasteful as is 
that of the Jews in yonder synagogue. 

Only a short distance from this we came to the mosque which 
contains the tomb of David and probably of Solomon and other 
Kings of Judah. !No historical monument in or about Jerusalem 
is better authenticated than this. Although now for many cen- 
turies the Moslems have had possession of it and forbidden access 
to it, there is a tolerably connected tradition of its possession. It 
was twice opened and relieved of the enormous treasure in gold 
and silver whicb Solomon deposited in it; once by Hyrcanus 
Maccabeus, who took what he needed, and again by Herod, who 
found very little.- There are all sorts of stories told about the 
splendor of this tomb and the state with which the Moslems sur- 
round it. But they envelop it in so much mystery that no one 
can know the truth. It is probable that the few who suppose 
they have seen it have seen only a sort of cenotaph which is 
above the real tomb in the rock below. The room which has 
been seen is embellished with some display of richness in shawls 
and hangings of gold embroidery, and contains a sarcophagus of 
rough stone, and lights are always burning there. If the royal 
tombs are in this place, they are doubtless in the cave below. 

Over this spot was built a church by the early Christians ; and 
it is a tradition that in this buildmg was the Coenaculum. This 
site may very likely be that of the building where the Last Sup- 
per was laid, and it may be that St. Stephen suffered martyrdom 
here, and that the Yirgin died here; the building maybe as old 
as the fourth century, but the chances of any building standing so 
long in this repeatedly destroyed city are not good. There is a

Apparition, a room not much more tluui twenty fei't sipiarc ; it is 
the Latin chapel, and besides its contiguity to tin* m puletirr Iiuh 
some specialties of its own. The ehapi*l is prohaljiv tao;ht liun- 
dred years old. In the centre of the pavt-mmi is tiio '^pot upon 
which our Lord stood when he app(*areti to tim \ irgln auer the 
resun'ectioii ; near it a slab marks tln‘ place \Uierc the tlirce 
crosses were laid afttw they were dug up by lirima, and uhrie 
the one on which our Lord was ertieified was iiltmtafunl h% »iir 
miracle that it work(‘d in healing a siek man. Hs>u!h 4>f iho ahar 
is a niche in the wall, now eovered tiver, Intt a nniml In no in hit 
in the covering. I saw pilgrims thrust a hmg stuL iutu tlm lunv, 
withdraw it, and kiss the end. The stick laul tuuehrd a frag- 
incut of the porphyiy eohmui to which the Savitiur v\as bound 
when he was s<*()urged. 

In the scinieircle at the east vnd t?f the uave aia* -n'vond inter- 
esting places: the prison when: (’liristwas etmtimnl hvU>rv \m 
execution, a chapel dedieatetl to the ceuturiou who pn-reed the 
side of our Lord, and the spot o!i whieh the M-Auwntn were 
divided. From thence we dest-end, |^by a lung lligia uf atrpn 
partly hewn in the rock, to a rmle, cryptdike rhaprl, m tin hv,,\y 
early Byzantine style, a damp, eheerleHs plaete eaih d thr t haprl 
of Helena. At the east end of it anotluT flight of .o pj ]r.ui ^ 
down into what was fonnerly a eiHLru, but in tmw tnillr*! flit* 
Chapel of the Invention of the Cross. Here the ero .4 ua ibuud, 
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ami at one sule of the steps stands the marble chair in which the 
niatluT tif (’tjnstaiitine sat while she snperiiitemled the di^^ing*. 
NtUhing is wanting that the most eretluUnis pilgrim ctniUl wish 
tn see ; that is, m>tlung is wanting in spah whcwe things were. 
Tliis ehapt‘l heiungs to the hatius ; that i»f Helena to the U reeks ; 
the Abvssinian etniv<‘iit is above htith of them. 

Oil th<^ s<uith sitie of tin* ehnreh, near the cut ranee, U a dark 
nnim called the ( 'ha[K'i of Adam, in whieh there is never mtwe 
liglit than a tVehle taper ean give. I groped mv w^ly into it 
ot'ten, in the hope of tiuding something; perhaps it is purpost'ly 
involveti in an ubseurity typical of the origin of mankind. Tlu*re 
is a tradition that A<lam was huried on iiolgothic hut the ordy 
tomb in this ehapel is that of Melehixtalek 1 The eha|>el formt‘rly 
contained that of (b)dfn*y dc Bouilhm, elected the first king of 
Jerusalem in ICIHI, ami of Haiti win, his hrotlim*. We wm’c shown 
the two-handed swonl of (oidfrey, with which !i<‘ clove a Saraetm 
leugihwise into twti t'([ual parts, a gtmuine relic of a hevtne atul 
barbanms agts At the end of this ehaprl a ‘diaunerin;'' light lt*ts 
ns see tiinmgh a grating a eraek in the roek made by the earth“ 
quakt' at tin* enndlKion. 

I'lie glntnu til' this iny'-lt rious ehapel, nliieh is haunted by the. 
spemre of that ciim sluuiow of mirealit}, Melelii'/.etlekt prepared 
ns to asefanl ttJ tittigutlia, abt»ve it. J'lu* ehnpels of (Jolgoiha 
are ajpp'Oftsi partly up«ni a reek whieh rises tUpani feet uIhivc 
tin- pavtanent t»f the <duireh. 'rin* first is that of the Kleviition 
of tin' thsjss, and belongs ((» the Hns'ks. I ader the* id tar at the 
ea*^t einl is a luile in the marble whieh is over the hole in the roek 
in whieh tlu' eross stiHul ; on either side of it are the Indes of the 
erns-a*s ai' tin* tw<i thieves, 'Hir altar is Heh with silvcT and gold 
and jewels, 'plir ehamljer, whmi we entered it, was blazing with 
liglit, and Latin monkH were performing their adorations, with 
chanting and k\\ ingittg ineen«e, IjefEire the altar. A tirei'k 
priest Mtimd at one side, watehiiig them, and tinge was plain eon« 
temp! in iii s laee. d1u‘ 1 1 reek prieHts are not wanting in tanuti- 
eisni, but they lower seem to me to possess tin* laith of the Latin 
braueli of the ( atholie ehureh. When the Latins had gtme, the 
(ireek to<»k us behisul the altar, ami Klmwed us another earth* 
ipiaki' i'ent in tin* roek. 
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Adjoining this cliapel is the Latin Cluipel of the Oueiflxion, 
marking the spot where Christ was nailed tcj the enws ; fnnu 
that we looked through a wiii<ic)w into an eKteritn* muni tiedieatetl 
to the Sorrowing Virgin, where she stoml ami behtdd the eriiei- 
fixion. Both these latter rooms do not Wid niHm the nmk, Intfc 
upon artifichd vatdts, and of course can inark the spots et»int«enio- 
rated by them only vi space. 

Perhaps this sensation of being in the air, ami of having no 
standing-place even ft)r tnidition, added soiuething to the stnmge 
feeling that took possession of me; a mingled ft*eliiig tlnd was 
no more terror than is the appn*htnision that one i'xprri^ nei's at 
a theatre from the manuhieture<i thimder h*Iuud thi^ seenes. I 
suppose it arose from cross curnmts meeting in the niiiHt, the 
thought of the awful signiheanee of the (^vents here represented 
and the sight of this tlieatrical represent at is >n. The cireadfid 
name, Golgotha, the gloom of this part <»f the huilding, a sort 
of mount of darkness, with its n*nt rtn^k ami p.n ternat ar,.l ^dimhnv, 
— the blazing contrast of the ehup<‘l \Uiere the ern^4 ntiuui with 
the dark passages about it, the eluuiting and tladuug lights uf 
pilgrims ever eoming ami going, the maghlHn’hood nf tlie nepuh 
chre itself, were well ealeulatetl to awaken an Inre the 

least sensitive. And, so suseeptihle in the mind to tiir intlm nee 
of that mental eleetrieity — if tlu^n^ is no better mune fi>r it - 
which proeee<ls from a mass ofmiudH having one tlnmght tand U. 
sometimes called public opinion), be it true or hd^^x ttmr what» 
ever one may believe about the real hieatitni of the lb*!_\ Si-nnh 
dire, he caniiot w'ituess, unmoved, the vast throiig of |nl Mini; tri 
these shrines, represent iug as they do evrrv ra-etuni of tlir eivd« 
ized and of the urieivilizetl world into whieh a l»elief in ilie ero m 
has penetnited. Tlie undoubted sineerity of the Uiajorify of thr 
pilgrims who worship here, makes m for the time forgo t tbr^ bun. 
dred inventions which so often allure and m eifcen mi sdiroet that 
worship. 

The Oluirch of the ILily Sepulchre olTer^ at all timci u 'o*r;it 
spectacle, and one always nov'td, in the strikm**' rorrimoiir > ami 
the people who assist at them. Clue of the nuiHf. t-xf raoriluiarv, 
tliat of the Holy Fire, at the Greek Easter, whieh m three week i 
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later than the lloniarn luul which han hetni so ofteu deseribtKh w«^ 
did not $ee. I am not surt^ that we saw even all tiie thir(\ -sevtm, 
holy places and olyeets in the chureli. It in^iy not he nnj^roiilahle 
to s<’t (lown those I can recall.

U is iurgelv an o|jc‘u jjats', 
green with grass; it is clean utul wholesonu*. and the sun lies 
lovingly on it. There is no part of the city where ihv trav<-Urr 
would so like to wander at will, to sit and muse, to divam awav 
the day on the walls overhauging the valhy tif the Kidnni, to 
lecall at leisure all the w’oud(*rful storv tjf it^ sphuidijr and its 
disaster. Lut admission to the ar<‘a is hud ouiv hv ^‘pfidal per- 
mit. Therefore tlie ordinary tourist goes not sn much uh he 
desires to the site of tlie dVniple that S<domnu builf. and i»f tin* 
porch where Jesus walked ami talked with his (iiseiph*.. Wlom 
he docs go, he ft'cls that he treads upon firm historieu! gnuuHi. 

We walked down the gutter (ealled streeti of David: we did 
not enter the Harem area Iry the Bah es-Siisih h Hiate uf tiie 
Chain), but turned northward and went in l)y the Bab eDKafaiun 
(Gate of the Cotton-Merehants), which m hlentitied with the 
Beautiful Gate of the Temple. B()th these gat<-s Itave tiviMc-d 
columns and are graceful examples of Samemde areidtet-ture. As 
soon as we entenal tire gate i\w. splrndor cif the arrui Ijur^t uptm 
us ; we passed instantly out of tire sordid citv into a ..rc.m plain 
out of which it could have Iremi ly a mugin wand only Imd 
sprung the most charming creations in stone : minarets^ domcji,

Nrar tlm rrutrt* of this g*rouu(b 
and upiio a broad jvamti plntbirm, paved with marble, stands the 
ef Irlir.deti Uiii -pui' Kubbrt es^Hukhndi, *’The Itome of the Eoek.” 
U 1 % built ovrr the Haeri-tl Jloek» 

Thi-s rot’k nmiis the site of the tlireslutig»fIuor of Oman, tlm 
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Jebusite, which David houglit, purehaHing at the same time the 
whole of Mount Moriah. Solomoii huilt tlu‘ Ttmiplr met tlm 
rock, and it was probably tlie “stcme of saiTtiun'/' At the time 
Solomon built the Temple, tht' level place tui Mermh uum searca-ly 
large enough ft)r the Jtao.s of that hiukiing, ami Suiiimau e\triuird 
the ground to the east and south l>y ereetiug arelir«4 aiul lUling in 
on top of them, and eoustruetiug a heavy relaiieier we.ll out:-.ide. 
On the east side also he built a porelu or luagiiiiita nt e4duuua4*% 
which must have produced a tine elfect of Oriental gnimii ur \\heu 
seen from the deep valley below or irtmi the Mount of ( ilivei 
opposite. 

To this rock the Jews used to eonu% in t!u^ bmrfli eenturv, anti 
anoint it with oil, and wail over it, as tin* siti* at' the lVmph% ()ri 
it once stood a statue of Hadrian. Wlum tin* MoHleiu:^ eaprurtvl 
Jerusalem, it heeaiue, what it has ever sinee been, mw of tlndr 
most venerated places. The Khalif ( )nmr eh-ari il the rub- 
bish from it, and built over it a nn^sipie, Tb,e Kha’uf AlHLel- 
Melek began to rebuild it in 4 . in ihiriny rite i^nemlen It 

was used as a Christian chureh. Alhm ing bn decay ami repairs, 
the present mosque is probably suimtmduil!v tliaf Inuk by \!hU 
el-Melek. 

At the extreme south of the area U the va*^t Mo u|ue af Mnn, 
a splendid basilica with seven aisles, ^vlueh may ev mm not be 
the Chureh of St. Mary built by Jimtiuiau iu the sivtli i'eninrv ^ 
architects dith-r about it. This tpu-^tiuu it i to mv vt rv 
ditlieult to deeide from tin* architeeture of the biiildme* iHCiuine 
of the habit that Christians ami Mosleum lH>th had of a|i|jrupruit- 
ing columns and cjipitals of uncient Htnicturc’^ in thru- iimidiie'H; 
and beaiusc the Moshuns at that timet umal ImuIi tlic rtiimd ioid 
the pointed arch. 

This platform is beyoml all etunimmim flic t Inauriffd 
place in Jerusalem, mid its ftiirydike hnudiim^ when .ero iViun 
the hill opposite, give to the city its chief claim to t )ri*na.d fne^ 
turesqucncss. 

The dome of the mosque Kubljct-es^Ssukhrah is pcrlia|i 4 tli»* 
most bcautifid in tlie world; it secerns to tluat in tb- mr bke a 

blown bubble; this effect is proilueed by a -.li-hi .h.itti:, ' »» .1

tlie base. Tliia contmetuiu of tliu dome is not suflieieut to g-ivo 
the apeetator any fbtding of insetnirity, or to luditth' this arehitec- 
tund marvel to the likeiu‘ss (if a big toy; the builder hit the 
exact mean bet\v<'eu niuHsiveness and (expanding lightness. The 
inos([ut^ is octagonal in ft)nn, and although its just proportiems 
make it ap]n‘ar small, it is a hundred and fifty tt‘et in diameter; 
outside and in, it is a l)laze of color in lirilliaut marbles, fine 
iiKisaies, staiiuHl glass, and beaut ifid Saracen ie tiles. I'lie lower 
part of the extt'rior wall is ('oveml with eolonul marbles in iutri- 
eate patttwns; alKive are poiided windows witli stained glass- and 
thi* spaees hetwee-u tlu^ windows art* eovert-d by ghized tiles, with 
anilH*stpie designs and wry rieh in eolor. In the interior, which 
has ;dl the soft warmth luul richness of PtTsian needlework, are 
two eorritiors, with rows of columns and pillars; within the inner 
row is tiu* Haertul Hock. 

This rock, whieh is tin? most remarkable stotui in tlu^ wan-ld, if 
half we lu-ar of it be true, and whieh by a singular fortum*. is 
saert*d to three religious, is an irn-gtdar bowlder, standing some 
five feet alxive the pavt*mt-nt, and is something like sixty feet 
hmg. In pluees it has been ehist-lled, sit‘ps are cut on one side, 
luul various nieheH are hew n in it ; a round hole ]>u‘rees it from 
t<»p to Ixittom. 'riie rock is limestone, a litth* eolortul with iron, 
and beautiful in spots \vh<*re it has been polished. One would 
think that by this time it omrht to be worn smooth all over. 

if we may lieli(-ve the Moshaus and doubt our <iwn senses, this 
niek is Huspended in the air, having no support on nay side. It 
was to this rciek that Mohammed made Ids midnight joiirm*y on 
ICl Burak ; it was from here tliat he aseemled into Paradise, an 
exeurshm that oeeupi<*d him altogether only forty minutes. It is, 

I am liK-lined tej think, the mlraeulous suspension of this vStoiie 
that is the Imsls of the (‘hristiun Lible of the suspension of 
Mohamnuars e(dlui,*«»“ii minieh- unknown to all Moslems of 
whom I have impdn*d eonet-ridug it.

“ Ho I have humlerstood ; thim say so.” 

But do you believe it? ”

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At the south end of the rock we dcscentletl a flight of Rte| 
and stood under the rock in what is i-alled the K<?iile Lave, 
small room about six h‘et high, plasteml and u lutrwashed. I'hi 
is supposed to be the sink into whieh tlu* bluud cif the 
sacrifices drained. The plaster and uhitewash hitie the tjriirim 
rock, and give the ^loslems the opportututy to assert that then’ i 
no rock foundation under the big stone, 

we said to AiHl-eUAttk " if this rtn’k ImiisrH in the aii 
why eannot we see all around it? Whv these plaster wails tha 
seem to support it P 

“ Bo him used to he. This done so, I hear, on aeeoutit of d 
women. Thim eoine here, see this niek, fldni lierry iiiiH’h frii^ht 
ened. Der little shild, what you call it. get hnm in tie Wiirhl lie 
fore him wanted. Bo thim make this wall under it/' 

There arc four altars in tins eave. «me of tfiem drdieatrd U 
David; here the Moslem prtiphets, Abrahatn. liavid, BelutiHin 
and Jesus, used to pray. Iti tin* on’k is a rteauil indeutatiiu 
made l)y Mohammed’s head when h«' first attmn|ifrd iu mv u 
heaven; imir it is the hole through whieh lu^ ro^f. On the up 
per southeast cormu- of the nwk U the print of tlie |in»phf't’;s i\mi 
and close to it the print of the haiui td the anm’i Miehat'h wlu 
held the rock down from following Midiammed iuu^ the j4ies, 

In the mostpie above, Ahd-<*LAtfi led us, with nmeh '.nhuunify 
to a small stone set in the pavt-meid near thf imrfh fadiaiiee. It 
was perfonited with holes, iu some cd whieh were hrmn nails. 

“ IIow many holes you make ’em there? 

“Thirteen.” 

“ IIow many got nails ? ” 

“Four.” 

“Not so many. Only tlinn* and ii half naiia. t seni tu Iw 
thirteen nails. Now only three ami a lialf, Whm th*-^* 
then the world come to an end. I t’ink it leu hnrv hm-/’ 

“I should think the Mndems would wateh tld ^ \a rv 

carefully.” 

M^hat diffttrence? lou not Link it come wlit-n de tifiie 
come P ” 

Vfa noticed some piect‘3 of money on the stone, ami n«ke<l whv 

that was. 
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WhotwtT lie liiy backsheeHli on tliis stone, lie certain to go 
into Paratlise, atul be ta<ik by our prophet in his bosom.’’ 

We wandered for some time ulumt the green esplanade, dotted 
with eypnssdrces, and adinii'cd the little donu*s : the Dome of 
the Spirits, the dome tluit marks the spot where David sat in 
juilgment, (de, ; some of them cover cisterns and reservyirs in the 
rock, as old as tin' foundations of the Temple. 

In the corriilor of the hlosque of Aksa are two cohmius stand- 
ing close together, and like those at the Mos(]:Ue of Omar, in 
(’airo, tln^y are a test of character; it is said that whoever can 
squeeze lK*tweeu tlumi is certain of Paradise, and must, of course, be 
a good Moslem. I suppose that when this test was established 
the Moslems were all lean, A black stone is set in the wall of 
the |)orch ; whoevtT can walk, with elosed ey(*s, across the |)oreh 
pavement and put Ids fing(‘r ou this stouc may he sure of entering 
Paradise. Aceortling to this cntcrion, the writiT of this is one 
of the elect of tlu^ Mohammedan Paradise and his dragoman is 
shut out. W<^ wj'r(‘ shown in this moscpic tlu‘ print of OUrisDs 
foot in a stone; and it Is said that with faith one can Lsd in it, as 
he can in that of Mohammed's in the rook, the real tlesh. Open- 
ing from this uKisipu* is tin* small Musijue of Omar, ou the spot 
where that '/.eahms klialif prayed. 

The massiv(’ pillared substructions umler Aksa are supposed by 
Moslems to be of Stdomou's time. That wise monarch hud dcjil- 
iiigs with the invlHible, and no doubt eontnilled the genii, who 
went and came and built and delved at his bidding. Abd-el-Atti, 
with haste ami an air of myst<*ry, drc‘w me along under the arches to 
the window in t]w south <‘ml, and showed me the opening of a 
pasHage under t!u* wall, now half ehoked up with stoneH. This is 
the beginning of a subterranean paHsngtt matlc by the prophet 
Soliimoii, that extemlH all the way to Hebron, ami has an issue in 
th<‘ moHfpie over the tomb of Abnihum, Tiiis hiet is known only 
to Mosleue;, and to very few of them, and is eonsidertHl one of the 
great Heerefn. I>ef<jr(‘ I Was admitted to sliuri! it, I am glad that 
1 passcil btdweeM tin* two eolumus, and touched, with my eyt'S 
shut, the black stone. 

Ill the southeast eorner of the Ifartun h a httlc huilding called 
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tlie Mosque of Jesus. We passed thnui^h it, :uul deseended the 
stairway into what is called Solomotfs Stables, heiiig* sIkiwh on 
our way a stone trough which is said to he the enulle <if tlie iiihint 
Jesus. These so-called stables are subterniiieaii vaults, builf, no 
doubt, to sustain the south end of the Tcuuple platbwni. We saw 
fifteen rows of inassive squan^ pillars <»f umuptal si/es and at un- 
equal distances apart (as if intended fiir supports that would not 
be seen), and some f<)rty fi‘et higli, etuint'etcHl by round archt^s. 
We were glad to rtmscend from this wet and taqdeasaul mvern to 
the sunshine and tlu‘ gn'tuisward. 

I fi)rgot to mention the Well of the Lt*af, near the entninee, in 
the Mosque of Aksa, and the pretty Al<islein legrmi that It a 
name, which Abd-el-Atti ndates, thtmgh nut in tlie words of the 
hand-book : — 

** This well berry old ; call him Wtdl the Leaf ; ’wafer same 
as Pool of Solomon, healthy water; I like Idm very mueh. Ntit 
so deep as Bir el-Arwfdi ; that small woll, you set' if. undt-r the 
rock; they say it goes down into (leheunad’ 

“ Why is this culled the Well of the l.eaf ? 

Once, time of Suhdman [it was Omar], a frimtl of our 
propliet come here to pray, and wheti he draw water to wunh he 
drop the bucket in the bottom of the well. No way ta it tip, 
hut he must go down. When htt was on the iHittion, there he 
much surprised by a door f>pcu in the grmnul, ural him l«Trv 
cur’ous to see what it is. Nohudy there, scj be hiuk in, niul then 
walk through berry fist, nml hjok <jver him shnulder to the 
hucket left in the well. Tin* plaee when* he wm etime wa^ the 
most beautiful garden ever was, ainl he walk h»ng tinie umi fiiitl iifi 
end, always more gardcui, so eool, aiul water run in litllr 
and sweet smell of roses and jasinine, and litth' hirda that 
and big tecs and dates andoniugeH and palms, inure kiiul, 1 t’ink, 
than you see in the garden of his viee.n.yuL \S\wn the nmu have 
been long time in the ganhm he bejdn Ut have IVi-hf, nml piek a 
green leaf ofl a trts% and run Imek ami ennm- up fu ids iVieml n 
He show cm the green leaf, Init nobMKly have Iw lirve wfiat ht^ 
say. Then tluw tell him story to the kmli, and the k.ali aemi 
men to see the garden in the bottum of the well. Tlwy mi 
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fuul any. not find any dt»or. Thtni iliv kadi ho iiiako him a h’ttor 
tt> tlio i^uhati luTry wwi* num -’-and ht* say (sn I rmd it in uur 
hbtaryk ‘ prn|i!irt say.

And dc» you hoHovo it ? ” 

** I oannat say otUaoly whoro him luam. Whort» you t’ink ho 
<lauo got that !c‘ai ? 

Along tlio tatsi wadi of tho Hanmi thon* are no romains of tho 
hmg ooUmnado oallod Hiihmuuds roridi. not a otdunm of that m- 
sphuuh'ut miirhlo pavilion whioli amght ilio tirst mys of tho mm 
over the mo\mtains of Moah, and whieh, with tho shining tomplo 
towering ladtind it, tuust have |iresetiie<l a more magnitieent np- 
pearaneo than llalwlon, and have rivalled the ureiut^mtimd glories 
of IkudlNH'. Tfie ciulv tiung in this wall wcuahy of note now is 
the todtlen Uate, an entrauee no longer used. We tleseended 
i!ifo its arehways, ami found siiim* fme eolitnuH with eompteudo 
eapitals, ami other Horitl sione-\V(»rk id a ratln-r taHtidess and du- 
hased iuuiian Sf \ le. 

We elimhed thi* widl by means of the steps, a series of wldidt 
are pket d at intt rvah, iiutl sat a long time looking upon a lund- 
seape, every h>ot of whieh is hi^ii ideal. Merely to hmk Upon it 
is to neall a great pnHioii of the Jewish history ami the inoinen- 
tous events in th*? hnef lib* of the Haviour, whieh, brief ns it was, 
sullleed to newly create the earth. Thert^ is the Mount of Olives, 
witii its eomineinoraUvi' ehupehi, heaps of stone, and Mtmttered 
tribes; there is tin? aueient hiot^jjath up whieh David fled ns a 
fugitive by niglit. froni the eonspiniey of Ab?«iIom, wliat time 
Hhiniei, tlie relative <»f Haul, sUmnl lum ami eursed hiui; aud 
chmu that Way t#f Triumph, the old roml sweeping round its buHe, 
enme the pm, » ^ ion cif the Hou of David, in whose path tin; mub 
tittnle ea a their garnimtH and hmneheH of trees, and eried, Ho- 
fiaima in llte hi*die J.’* There on those hills, i^Iount Heopus and 
Olivet, wt reonee t neamped the Assyrians, ami again the Persians; 
there r.hom* the eagh s of loune, borne by In r eompu ring legions; 
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and there, in turn, Crusaders ami Sameeus pltehetl tludr tents. 
How many times has the air been darkened with uuHsiies hurled 
thence upon this shining prize, and lunv uianv antin^H have ehiMetl 
in about this spot and swurmcil to its (h‘struetum I d’here the 
Talley of Jehoshaphat curves down initii it is luerjietl in the Val- 
1(W of the Brook Kitlrou. Tlu‘re, at the junetinu of the ri>atls that 
run over and around Olivet, is a elump of trees surnnuided !sy 
a white wall; that is the (hmleii of Ctethsemaue. Near it is the 
tomb of Mary. Farther down you see the toitd> of Alvsidum, tlie 
tomb of St. James, the monolith p\ramid-tipp(’d tomb of ^ueharias 
(none of them apparently as old as they elaim to hei. ami the n*- 
mains of a little temple, tht‘ model of wlueh enme fruiti tlie hanks 
of the Nile, that Solomon !)uilt for his Kiryptian wife, tlie daui^hter 
of Idiaraoli, wherein they worshippt‘d the ^oils of her eountrv. It 
is tradition also that near here were some of the ttuttpleH he built 
for others of las strange wives: a tetnph* !<» (iHunnsh. the Moab» 
ite god, and the image of Moloeli, the devnua r tsf eluldren, Se.b 
oinon was wiser than all men, wiser than Henuau and Chaleo), 
and Darda, the sons of Mahol; his frhunl llirani of Tyre tised to 
send riddles to him whieh no om* iri tlu’ wenld but Snhnuou efndtl 
guess; but his wisdom failed him with the uther ?^r\, ami there 
probably never was another Orumtul eouri so etmipietely ruled 
and ruined by 'wonum as his. 

This valley below us is perhaps tin* luost melanelndy on t’arth *. 
nowhere else is death so visibly mastt r of the * t'ene; nature is 
worn out, man tired out; a gray despair has setthnl d<jwn uptm 
the landscape. Howii thert* is the village of Hiliinui, a village of 
huts and holes in the rocks, oppositt* the cave of that nam**, Jf it 
W'ere the abode of wolves it would have a better eiui,ra<*ler than it 
has now. There is the grim east of sin ainl exhaustion upon the 
scene. I do not know exactly how much of this U owing to the 
Jewish bury iug-ground, whieh oeeupies so miieli td the opptmite 
hill. The slope is thickly shingled uitli giaiy that iir in a 

sort of regularity whieh suggests their purpose. \ on fall to etun- 
puting how many Jews there may In; in that hill, layer u|Hm layer; 
for the most part they are <iissoIve<l away into tfu; eartli, hut yon 
think that if they were to put on th<‘ir mortal botlies ami eome 
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jft)rth, tlu' Viillt v itsf'ir would hv filled with tlieni alniost to the 
iieij^ht of tlir wall, (hit of theHe sratc-s, giviuir upfm this vallev 
of deufiu huiHln-il thuiHand IuhIu s of tiictMt* who had Htnrvt'd 
weiv tlinmu tluriiu^ the niv^^v, mid unu^ heiun- Titus sttU'mfil tlu* 
rity.

Frtuu an urifiee in the hattlemeufed wall where we sat |)rtiieets 
a rtiuiul eolunuu ineHiiited there likt* a enuuuu, and periui|rs iu- 
temled to lieeeive mt enemy into the indief that the wall in fiirti-* 
fled. It is astrule this etduinu, twerhaiuriiur this drwulfiil valley, 
that Muhmumed will sit at the last, the jud-pnent dnv. A line 
fnu‘r than a hair aiitl jHhar|H^r thaii a rmor will reaeh fnim it to 
the tower on the MiUint ot OhveH, streteldu^ aver the vulh*y of 
the ch*ad. llus is the line Herat « Mohiuiinual will superin- 
tend the passa‘fe tjvrr it. For in that day all who t‘ver lived, 
risen to jud-’meul, mmi walk this ramrdine; the *^ood will eross 
in satety : tiie hml will tall into hc*H, that is. into (lehenuii, this 
hlastetl ipdf and JOiledull hflow, thiekly sown with tiepurtinl Jews. 
It is in view ist this prrilous pioeaitn* that the Moslem everv day, 
ilurintr the ahluthm of his hs-t. |mtys; *M), make my tmi mi to 
slip on Ks-Herid, on that day when feet rfudl slip.’' 
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W HEREVER we come upon tniees of tlu* KriitcUt^ of Joiui, 
there a door cipeiis ftir us into romaiie**; ilw vvrs tmm 
suggests valor and caurtesy anil charity. Every fimn iti the 
East that is so fortunate as to have any inrinoriaiH tsf theiin 
ever its other historic association^, iditaiuH an ad<lithufal and 
special fame from its eouucctiou with this hrroie toiler, llu' city 
of Acre recalls the memory of their inch ms pruut-iH in thi^ last 
struggle of the Christians to retain a foot holt I in i’ale-tine ; the 
name of the Knights of Rhodes hrintts hefein* every travrlier, who 
has seen it, the pietures(|ue eity in wldeh tlie arnnu-ial in-^aguia at 
this order have for him a more living intert-Mt than any nufitpiities 
of the Grecian Rose; the island tt»rtresH at the gate tif the Levant 
owes Jill the interest we feel in it to the Knight i fd !^!alta ; and 
even the city of Uavitl ami of the Mi'^Miah Inn an addrd lu ti^e a^ 
the hirtliplaee of the Knights of St. John of Ji^rnsalein. 

Prom the eleventh eentury to the fifteenth, thr\ are the rhirf 
figures who in that whirhviiul of war etuifi'Htrd the p,. . ^ uf 

the L(‘vant with the Saraeeus and the Turks. In tiie ha’eiVnut 
of every l>attle was seen their liurnisheil mail, in the ghtinijy rear 
of cveiy retmit were lieard their voices of eonMfauey mul tif entir* 
age; wherever there were ertiwns t<» he i-raeked, or woniidH tti he 
hound up, or broken hearts to he ndni-*fered tfo there Wire the 
Knights of St. John, soldiers, priesrs, servant . !;uin ^ a. ide the 
gown forthecout of mail if need he, ctr e\ehaii dug she euiia o 
for the white cross on the breast. Orlginalh. a eharifaldr tedi-r, 
dw'clling in the Hospital of BL John to miid ^trr Ui :||e rd'-oam » 
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to ami eoinpoij(Hl of young soldiers of Godfrey, wlio 

took the vows of poverty, dmstity, ami obedit‘ne(S tluw msiiuiecl 
their arms upon the pressure of intidel hostility, and suhst‘(piently 
divid<‘d the oriler into three elasses : soldiers, priests, and ser- 
vants. They spetHlily aetpunnl great power and wealth ; their 
pahiees, their hjrtihcatious, their ehurehes, are even in tlieir ruins 
the adminitioii and wonder of our age. The purity of the order 
was in time som(*wluit sullied l)y luxury, hut their valor nevcT 
sutltTtal the slightest eclipse; whether the field tluy contested 
was lost m won, their hmvery always got new honor from it. 

early opposite the court of tlu^ (’hureh of the Holy Bepulehro 
is the gnani fielti of Muristan, the site of the palace, chureh, and 
hospital of the Knights of St. John. The field was, on an aver- 
age, twenty-five had above the surrounding stnads, and a portion 
of it was known to rest \ipon vaults, d'his plot of ground was 
given to the Ih'usHiau govan-iummt. and its ag(*nts have been mak- 
ing exeuvations thert* ; tht‘se wtu-e going on at the, time of our 
visit. The disclosures are of great arehiteciural and historical 
interest. Th(‘ (‘titrama* through a peculiar Got hit* gatew'ay leads 
into a eoiirt. Here, tin* fir^t t*xcavuihms \ver<* !nade. several years 
ngt), atid diselostul stone splendid rtmiuins *. tlu* apse of the costly 
ehureh, ehnsters, fim* windows and nrelu*s of the ht‘st Gothic 
style. Beytuid, the diggings have brought to light some (if the 
ft*atures (if tin* palact* ami hospital; an exeavation of twenty-fivo 
feet reat’heH down to tin* nrehes of the substruetun', which rtjst 
tipcm pillars from forty t<j fifty feet high. This gives m some 
m>tion <»f the maguitleent group of buildings that onee occupied 
this s(|unre, and alstj of tin* industry of nature as an entomher, 
since somt* four eenturies have Hufliced her to bury these ruins so 
fiir htuunUh the soil, that peasants ploughed over the palaces of 
the kniglits witlunit a suspieiou of what lay hemtath. 

In one corner of this fitdd stainlH a slender minaret, marking 
the Hptit wlu’rt' the great Omar once said his prayers ; fimr e(‘n- 
turies after this, Saladiti is said to have* made his military head- 
<{iiarters in the then deHcrted palace of the Knights of Ht. Jolin. 
There is no spot in J(*ruHalem where one touches more springs 
of romance than iii tins field of Muristan. 
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Perliaps the most interesting ami tlitlefiil walk one rati toke 
near Jerusalem is that into the ValU^ of Kidron auil through Acel- 
dama, round to the Jafhi Gate, tmversiag ‘‘ the wlude valley of 
the dead bodies, and of the ashes,’' in the cheerful wurtb of 
Jeremiah. 

We pudced our way through the filthy streets and on the slip- 
pery cobble-stones, — over which it seems ilangertuis to ride and 
is nearly impossihle to walk, -—out through Ht. Stephen’s Gate. 
Near the gate, inside, we turned into an alit*y and eliinlw-d a heap 
of rubbish to see a pool, which the guide iuHisttsl upou calling 
Bcthesda, although it is Birket Israih Having seen many of 
these pools, I did not expect much, hut I was still dis:i|»p.)int< ih 
We saw merely a hole in the grt)und, which is voitl of all jippear* 
aiicc of ever having been even damp. The fact is, we havt- come 
to Jerusalem too late ; we ought to havt‘ been liere about two 
thousand years ago. 

The slope of the hill outside the gate is etiVerc'd with the tnr- 
baned tombs of Moslems ; we passed under tin* walU and tlirtuigli 
this cemetery into the deep valhw ladtiw, erussing the hetl td' tlie 
brook near the tombs of Absalom, Jelnishaphat, Hi. James, ami 
IZacharias. These all seem to he tif Homan eountruetitm ; Imt 
that called Absalom's is .so firmly helh-vetl to be his tliat for een- 
turies every Jew who has passetl it has east a stom' at it, and 
these pebbles of hate partiully etiver it, \Vi^ also a<ided to the 
heap, but I do not know why, ftir it is nearly imposMihh* Ui liate 
any one who has betai dead so hnig. 

The most interesting phenomemm in the valley h ilie Ffuintain 
of the Virgin, or the Fountain of Aeeust’il Womm, m It uw-d to 
be called. Tlie Moslem traditi<m is tliat it wm a tc‘sf the mi- 
faithfiilness of women ; those who dnink of it and wvrv guilty* 
died; those who were irmoeent receivotl no harm. Tlir Virgiu 
Mary herself, lining aeeused, aeeeptt-d tliis test, drank id the 
water, and proved her ehnstity. Him-r thm the hnintain has* 
borne her name. The fountain, or well, h in tlw siih- liilf, under 
the rocks of Ophel, and the water spriugH up in an artifieial cave. 
Wo descended some sixteen steps to a long eharubf'r, andud with 
ancient masonry ; we passed througli that and tleseoutlril hiiirfeen 
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stqjs luim* iiiio a |rn?tln, whrre \vv saw tlu' water tlowinp: iti anti 
iw a Huhterratiean passage. Ahotit this finuitaiu wera 
Ltniuging griUipM i»f itllers, nuwtly winueu uiul cliiUln'ii. 

Mot tiir (ilFa Mu^lem was s-iyi»ig \m prayers, prtJstmtuig himself 
[jelore a pni\er-iae!u*. We hail tUilieiiitv iti luakiiig tinr Wiiy 
down the steps, mu eiieuitihertHl were they with woineu. Heveml 
of ihmu sat upon the lowest stt-ps in the ilump euvertu guMsiping, 
tiiliiig their waCer»j4iiis, or patldliug alMiut with uaketl feet. 

Thi* Well, like niaiiy others in Syria, is intermittent and irrt'gii- 
lar iii Its rising and ialiing ; stHneCimes it b dry, and then siul- 
deidy it huhbles up and is hill again. Some seholars think thb 
is the Fool Ih^rht'Mda of the New Testament, athers think that 
Ih tln sda was Siheiun wfiieh b In low this well and ftsl hy it, and 
would exhiliit tlie same irregtdar rising mul hdling, Tins inter- 
Uiittent eharaeter St, John attriluited to an angel who eame ihnvti 
ami tmtilsled the water; the iVloMhaus, with the same nuperstithm, 
say that it eau^etl bv a ilragim, who sleeps tb'nnn and clu'cka 
the Htream wdieii be wakes. 

On our vva\ to tin? Fool of Siioam, we passed the village of Sb 
hann whieh in ialmbited by abotiit u tlnmnand MoshntiH, — a nest 
of shme hiitM aiid eaves elinging to the shhohill, ami eicaetly the 
gray eolor of itn ?ifones. The oeeupation of the itihuhiiatits ap- 
pears to be begging, and hunting tor old eopper eijins, initeH, and 
other piisa* i cif Jewinh mutiey. l’ln*se ndies tl»‘y pressed upon us 
with the utinoMt urgeniw. It Was easier to satisfy the beggars 
than the trailers, wlni sallieil out upon us like hungry wolves from 
their mves, Tliere in a great ehoiee of iliwignauible plaees in the 
Fast, but I eannot now think of any that I should not preh‘r as a 
resitlenee to Sdoann 

The Fciul of Siioam, tnagiiihed in my inhmt mind as '' Siloam’s 
shady nil,” ia an tuiattraetive fjink«hole of dirty water, surroumhal 
by modern masonry. The valhy' hc*re is very stony. Just below 
we mine to Solomoids ( lanlen, an arid spot, with patches of atone- 
walb, struggling to be a vegetable-garden, and «oim*what gnum 
with let t nee and Jerusalem artieh<»kes, X have no <loubt it was 
cpiite another thing when Solomon and some of his wives tiscsl to 
walk here in the cool of the day, ami even when Bhallum, the son 
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of Col-liozeh, set xip “ tlie wail of the Pool of W the 
garden.” 

We continued on, down to Joah's Well, passin*r on the way 
Isaiah’s Tree, a decrepit wamort' proppeil tip hy a stmie pillar, 
where that prophet was sawn asunder. There is no taul t<s the 
cheerful associations of the valltT. The Well of .hialn a luiiuired 
and twenty-five feet det‘p, and xvalled and arelied with fine nia- 
sonry, has a great appearance of autupiity. Wv phn-ketl niaitlen- 
hair from its crevices, and read tht' Old Testaniont rofercriiH^s. 
N(jar it is a square pool fed ly its water, Siouf distant*e 
below this, the waters of all these wells, pools, dmins, sitiks, or 
whatever they are, reapp(‘ar Imrstiug up through a Ihisiu uf suiul 
and pebbles, as elmr as eiystal, and run bmwiing otf thmn ifus 
valhy under a grove of large olive-trees, - a hcvuv rural and in- 
viting. 

I suppose it would be possible to tnua- th.e whoh^ system of uii« 
dergrouiid water ways and cisterns, from Soloinon^. ri>ol. whieh 
send? its water into town by an acpietlnet iirar the Jalfa (late, to 
Hezekialds Pool, to the eisterns under the Harem, anti uut to 
the Virgin’s Well, the Pool of Siloam, and the filial of swuet 
water below. This valhy dmins. proliahly iirtifiomllv an well m 
naturally, the whole city, for iio sewers e\isf in tjif latter. 


Wc turned back from this sparkling brot>k, whirh spt^oiiih sinks 
into the ground again, absorbed by tho thirsty part of the vallrv 
called Tophet, and went up the Valhy (d Hinnom. passing iuitler 
the dark and frowning ledges of Ae<-Idaimi. immy t’.nnli* d with 
tombs. In tins “ fh'ld of blood ” a grim sttmt- struct nr*' fonns the 
fiont of a natnral eave, whi<’h in thf eliarufidiouMi* wlit-re tin’ dt ad 
were cast pell-mell, in the belief that tin* salts in tin- *-arlh Wiiuld 
speedily consume them. The path we travt-l is rug-, d. ^ trrp. and 
incredibly stony. The wdiole of this reghm h im ^piv : ih*.. iii 
late, worn-out, pale, ummnny. The hc-ight abovr tlu i roek^ tt'r=.

This sava; 4 e hw the Valley of Ilinuoin is little more 

than that in its nurrowest part, lias ft'W assoeiations that are not 
horrible. Here 8«uumon set up the inuu^es (“the groves,” ortho 
graven iniages\ and tin* teiuplcs tiir the laseivious rites of Aslita- 
rotli or tht‘ lutninn suentiees to Moloeh. IIer<‘ the Jews, the 
kings ami suecrssors of SiJomon, with a fV‘W exeeptions, and save 
an tuvasumal :p:ism4H!it' saerihee t(» Jehovah when ealmnity nuule 
them fear him, |jraetistnl all the abominations ofulolatry in use in 
tliat age. The Jinvs had always lieen inon‘ or l(‘ss adtlieted to 
the \vtn%hip of the g<ul of Aiunmn, but Solomon first formally 
establislusl it in lUnUiMn. Jeremiah writes of it bistorieally, 
“They have huib tin* higli plaees (»f 'fophet, uliieh is in the val- 
ley <if flu* sun iif Mintium, to hum their sons and tluar daughters 
in tin* J’his Mofneh was as ingenious a pieet^ of cruelty as 

ever tried tfie faith of hercties in hiter times, ami, siiiee it was 
imrely a mt%ans of human saerifus*, and not a means of grace (as 
Impii J(»u‘i;d tortures were supposed to he), its use is eouelusive 
proof (d‘ the M.ivage barlianty of the people wlit> deliglitetl in it. 
Moloeh was the lUinistrotis limss image of a man with the hmd 
of an t»x. It was holhm, and the interior eoiitained a furnace liy 
whic'h the statue was madi* red-hot, (‘hiltiren — the otlerings to 
the god Were then plaeed in its glowing arms, and drums were 
Insiten t«) tioiwn their enes. It is lyainfiil to recall these things, 
hut tlie tmvt'llcr ?ihould alw*iys endeavor to obtain the liistoneul 
llavor of tin* plaee he visits. 

(’ontimiing tmr walks among the arithjuities of Jerusalem, we 
Went tint t»f the IhunnHeus (tate, a noble hatilementisl HtnK'turc, 
thnneth which runs the great northern lughway to Samaria and 
hamaseUH. The road, howevtux is a nKwe path over ledges and 
thnuigh Itiiee stom-H, fU only h»r donktys.

AltlitHiich all these pilgriuis owed alleidaiuv to the Cmr, they 
represeiiteii a eotisiderahie varit'ty of mees, I'liey €‘anie froiu 
Arehauj.!:el, fmiu d'oluilsk, from tlie luiuks of the Und, from Kur- 
land ; they hml huiiid their way along* the Ihmuhe* the Uuit'per, 
the I>on. 1 sp(»kt‘ with a g*roiip of men aiul women wht> had 
walktHl over two thousaiul miles hehme tliey reaeluHl Odessa and 
took ship ft)r Jatla. There were iiiuong them C’ossaeks* wild and 
unthly, ligld -haired harhariaas fi-om the C'ammsuH, dark-skitinetl 
men ami women tVom Moscow, representatives from the remotest 
prtjviuees afgrt‘at Russia; for the most part simple, rude, elumsy, 
honest Ikhu's. In an interior c(»urt we found men and woineu 
<seated on the sunny flagging, busily oeeupied in arranging and 
paeking the. souvenirs of tluur visit, 'riien* was rosemary spread 
()Ut to dry ; then* wen* li((h‘ round eakes (jf l)h*sst‘d bread s(aiU|>ed 
witii file iiuae:?* of the Saaiour; tlu-re uere bramlies of p:ilm, 
eno\ns <jf (loirus, au<l stalks of eeau* eiit at the Jtn-dau; then^ 
Wen* tin eas's of .b>nlau \\af<T; (hen* wen* long s(ri[)s of t'ottoii 
eloih Mtamjied in blaek with vaimms iiisigiiia <d' <leath, to s<’rve at 
iiome fur eotruM-ovs'i's ; there were skull *eaps in retl, yellow, and 
white, n}M> stajuped uitli Indy images, to be jmt <ui the Iieacls of 
the dt*ad. I eoidtl !n»t but in mind follou these pet)plt: to their 
tbstaiit homes, ami think of tin* pritle with whieh tht‘y would 
slniw thesi* trophies of tlieir pilgrimav^e ; how tlu‘ rude neighbors 
Would hamlle witfi awe a stiek eut tin the banks of the Jordan, 
or eat with faith a bit of the holy bread. Ilt»w saered, in tlit)He 
hoim*s (jf fne-t aiul snow, will not these meimuitoH of a land of 
Mun, of a laml so saeretl, beeome ! I can see the wtHabni ehest iii 
tin* eabiu when‘ the roHemnrv will be treasun'd, keeping Hweet, 
agaiin^ tln^ ilay of in-ed, tlje eaps and the shrouds. 

dliesi* people Will need Ui iijakc! a good many uiore pilgrimriges, 
aiiii perhaps to tput lln*ir morose land nlfogeilnn*, bt*fore they eaii 
burly rank aiinuig the eivilized <}f the earth. They W(*n^ thiek- 
sel, patldeddt-ggeib shijrtdjoclhal, uninfeiligeiif . ^riie faces of 
many of tln*m were worn, m if stonn-beab'n, and sonm kept 
4 
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tlieir ejes half closed, as if they were long used to face the sleet 
and blasts of winter ; and I uotieed that it gavt^ their (ncm a veiy 
different expression from that protluml l>y the habit tiie I'lgyp- 
tians have of drawing the eyelids close tugetimr on acctmut of 
the glare of the sun. 

We took donkeys one lovely moruiug, and rode iroin the Jalhi 
Gate around the walls on our way to the Mount of (Hives. The 
Jerusalem donkey is a good enough tloakey, Ind he gu. He 
is ridden w'ith a halter, and never so elegaiifly caparisnjted as 
Ids more genteel brother in < niro. In order to get hiin tuiuui: at 
all, it needs one man to pull the halter md antither to folunv 1 h*« 
hind with a stick; the chinkey them moves hy inehes, if he is 
in the humor. Tin* animal that I rode st?gj[ied at tmer, whvu he 
perceived that his driver was absimt. No peraiu’Tms af mine, 
such as kicks and whacks of a heavy stick, eould nuns* liuu on ; 
he would turn out of the road, put his In-ad against the wall, autl 
pretend to go to sleep. Xoxi wtmld imt suppijne it ptmsililc a 
beast to exhibit so much eoutt-mpt for a man. 

On the higli ground outside the wall wen* pitelu'd thv tents ot 
travellers, making a very pn-tty etfeet amiii the olive.trrrs ami the 
gray rocks. Now and then nu Anih hor:a-mau eamr charging 
down the road, or a Turkish ofllchd canti-n-ii by ; ^vtuju-n. veih d, 
clad ill white balloon robes that covered them frum heail to fiitH, 
flitted along in the snnshims mere whib- appearanee i of womein 
to whom it was impossible to attribute any surh errand m going 
to mark(‘t; tln-y seemed always to be gtdug to or returning frt»m 
the eemeti-ry. 

Our way lay down the niugh patli and the wiiitling rteid to the 
bottom of the Vulh-y of Jehosliaphat. leaving the iUrd^ n of 
Gethsemane on our right, we elimljed up the ruggrd, ^itony, - ti rp 
path to the summit of the hill. There an- a few idau- tree ».n 
the way, enough to hinder the vh-w where tin' Mijue.walli vomid 
permit us to se.e anything; importunate begging Mo .hujoi In* t 
us; all along the route we eneou uteri ( I shabbine ami -unialur* 
The rural sweetness and {Htaee that we a-rujeiate vui it thi ^ dv^t 
mount appear to have been wcini away ceuturie-^ agu. We ditl 
not expect too much, but we were not prepared Un* aueh a e.habby 
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:4i'»\v It we eiHikl «wwp awiw all tlie filthy Imlhtathnis and 

liiiltHUis huililing^ mi tlie liilh ami It'avt^ it In nattms ur. imlerth 
euuVcTt che‘ ^urhire into a Wt'lla?r<lemi garileu, the s^pot wtuiUl he 
one of the attmetive iu the wurld. 

We heped that wlieu we mielitHl the!Mummit we should eauie iute 
au open, ^treeu, ami shadv plaee, free frtuu the disagiveidife pres* 
eiiee nf human greed ami all the artifieiality that iuterpused itself 
iH'twreii us ami the sentiment of the }daee. But the traveller need 
mtt f*\peet III Bnlestiue. Kvery tiling is staked out ami made 
a slujw of* Arrivetl at the sunimit, we eould see little or ludhiug ; 
it is enmiusi with the <lila|ndated tliapel of the Aseensiom We 
entered a tlirty eonrt. wht*re the eustotlian and his ftimily and his 
luduuds live, and from tlnmee were mlmitttsl to the ehnreh. In 
the pavement is slunvii the footjjrint of our aseemling I ami. al- 
though tile Aseeasiou was made at Bethany.

AUfmugh this mount is csmserrated l^ the hsspient preseneeiif 
(diriHt, who Hit oltru erossf'd it ingoing tf» and from BtHlmuy, and 
rfiired liere to niediiate ami Ui eommune with his lovtsl followers, 
evervtiuag that the travfljrr at present eueounfers {>11 its Huimnit 
ii out o( sympathy with his ineniory. We eseaptsl fi’om the beg* 
gars ami the showmen, elimbtsj Htitne Htone-walls, ami iu a rough 
fitid u*ar file brow id tin* hill, in a positiim neither eomnEulahlo 
nor private, but the be^t that we fduml. read the I'hief events in 
the life of {'hri ‘ t eonnet'teii with this mount, the triumphal entry, 
and the last aeenea trauHaeted on yonder hill. And we eiwlcav- 
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orecl to malce tlic divine man live nipiin, wlia so tifreri rm<l r.ur- 
rowfiilly regarded the tlieri shining city of ^ion fmm this 

To the south of tlie clnireh and a little tUnvn flu* hill is file un- 
called site of the giving of the Lord's !*myer. I tlo mi hum mi 
what authority it is thus nanuHl. A ehaprl is htiilt tfi mark flu^ 
spot, and a consideral)le space is encltjsed hr-fore it, in whic'h art* 
other objects of interest, and these wt*re slunvn to m hy a ph\*i 
spoken lady, who is conneeted with the etifivtair, luid has hdrli 
equal to the demands of h(‘f posititni. Wt* first eufertHl a 
ranean vaulted room, with twt‘lve rough half-pillars on eaeh sitle, 
called the room where the ApoHth*s eompivu-d flu* ereed. \Ve 
then passed into the ehapel. i-po!i the fViur walls of its arnide 
is written, in great ehnraefers, tin* Lorcl’s Fniyer tn ikhiii4wu 
languages ; amotig them the “ (kmadian.’" 

In a little side ehapel is the hunh of Aurelia <lr \mnm, iTin* 
cesse do la Tour dWiivergne, Duehesse dr Houilhuu the hulv 
whose munificence establishcil this ehapel and e\eeuii*d the pra\er 
in so many tongues. L'pon the side of flu* t<uiih rhi . fart of Uw 
benevolence is amumneed, and the < \|n efaf inn in esnrr^ id, 
in French, that “ (lod will overwhelm lu-r \viih liles die- for rvrf 
and ever for her good deed."’ Hti-eteheti upon the |b i ai U 
a beautiful marble effigy of the princess ; flu* fi:^m*e h loulv, rlut 
face is sweet and seraphic, aiul it is a perh-et likene i-i of her hulv* 
ship.

only this lifts but, at tlie same time, all tin* post humous reputn- 
tiou that a lovely tomb and a reeunl of her muiutieenet' engnivetl 
theretju ean give. We sometimes hear of, hut we seUlom see, a 
person, iu these <h*generatt‘ days, living iu this WiJrld as if ulreatly 
ill the other. 

We went tni over the hill tcj Ihdhany ; we had elimlHul up liy 
the path ou whieh David fled fVoiu Ahsalom, iiuil we were to return 
hy the- road of the Triumphal Kutry. All ahuig the rulge we 
eujtyetl a maguitieeid pauonima : a blue piece of the Dead Hea, 
the Jordan plain extending tar np towards Hermon with the 
green ribbon of the river winding througli it, and the long, even 
range of the Moab hills, blue iu the distanee. 'Fbe prosptu’t was 
almost Swiss iu its <‘lmraet<*r, but it is a mass of liare bills, with 
seareely a tree ex<'ept iu the imuu'diate f<u*egrouud, and st) nuked 
ami desolate us to make tin* heart aehe ; it would l>e <*ntirely des- 
<>Iate but for tlu* dts*p blue of tin* sky and an atmosphere, that 
hatlu's ail the grtsd s\v<*cp of peaks and plains iu eoltir. 

iMtliany is a .‘'tpialitl hamlet elinging to the roeky hillside, 
with t‘ui\ oiir ri'de«*uiiui^ feature almut it, tin* ju’ospeet, A few 
wn-tehetl one sttoy huts of stcuie, and a miserabh* handful of 
Mtedems, oei’U[jy this tavorit(* home and rent iug-pluee of our 
Loril. Cluse at hand, by tlie roatlsitie, eut iu the roek and 
reaehc*fl by a stei-p deseeut tif twenty six steps, is tlie damp and 
(luutitrul tMuiii uf Lazarus, down iutu nlueh any mw umy go for 
lialf a frnui- paitl tu the M<ejem guanliuu. Tiii» house of Mary 
and Marflia i i exhibited auumg the big roeks ami b'agrmsits of 
uails ; ti])ou older bmudatltuiH bume walls ant laid, rudely and 
rtH-eutly pateljrd up with eut stom*s in fi-agmeuts, ami pit*ees of 
Ibimuu eoluuuis. Ydie innise <if Siuiou tint le[jer, <JV(‘rlooking 
thr whole, is a imu'e heap of ruins. It do(‘H not matt(‘r, howev(U^ 
that all th«*a* (hveliings are modern ; this is Betiiuuy, and when 
We get away from its present wretehedueHH we reimuuber only that 
wv have stsm the very pku’e that ( 'hrist loved. 

We niurmsl along the highway of the Lutry slowly, pausing to 
identify tlie ptdidsj t/f that memtjruble progress, up to the crest 
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where Jerusalem broke upon the sii^ht of the Lonl and whenee 
the procession, coming round the eurvt* ot the hill, would luive 
the full view of the city. He who rules that way tti-tlay has a 
grand prospect. One finds Jerusideiu most poetic when setai from 
Olivet, and Olivet most lovely when seen ironi the distauee of the 
city walls. 

At the foot of the descent we turned and entt^red the eiiclosure 
of the Garden of Gethsemane, Three stone-wall emiosures here 
claim to he the r(‘al garden; one is tswuetl liy the Greeks, another 
Iw the Armenians, the thlnl by the Latins. We eliost* the la^t, 
as it is tlie lai^'st and phuisiintest ; perhaps the garihau w ldeh 
was certainly in this vicinity, once includetl them all. Auer stune 
delay we were adndtttd by a small door in the wall, am! taken 
charge of by a Latin monk, whose young and sweet face was uut 
out of sympathy with the place. The garden eontaius a h-w aged 
olive-trees, and some small plots ed' earth, fenced aliimt ami se- 
cured by locked gates, in whieU tlowers grow. Tin? guarilian 
gave us some falling roses, and tlid wind he could to reiii^ve the 
scene of its artificial appearanw; artmud the wall, in ode, are the 
twelve stations of tlie jmssion, in the usual taudrv -Uyle. 

But the birds sang sweetly in the garden, tlu* Ihmer^^ of ^usring 
were blooming, and, hemnu'd in la the high wall, we hatl ‘tune 
moments of solemn p(‘ace, broken cmly by the sfiuml tif a Modem 
darabooka drum throbbing near at hand. lH‘-eeratt d an ildn -.pot 
is, and made cheap liy the petty ereatiuns of lifi.m, one ean- 

not but foel the awful signifteunee of the place, aiul the weight of 
history crowding upon him, where batilcH rugeil ftu' a titoieiand 
yetirs, and where the gmatest vietoi-y tif all waii wt»n vvloii (‘hri’4 
commanded Peter to put up his HWiml. Near her** Tdii^ hu int il 
his columns which stonmai the walLaml eapturt d tlw* hmoie eity 
after its houses, and all this vidley itseif, were fUltd wath Jew* h 
dciul; but all this is as nothing to the event of that awful ne Jd 
when the servants of the high-prirst led away the unn d4ing 
Lord. 

It is this event, and not any (ither, that putM an iinineieaimble 
gulf between this and all other cities, and |HThapH thiH diilVreiit'e 
is more felt the farther om k from Jeru.,aieim 1‘ae \i dor

expects too mucli ; he is unreasonably impatient of the contrast 
between the mean appearance of the theatre and the great events 
that have been enacted on it ; perhaps he is not prepared for the 
dgnorance, the cupidity, the credulity, the audacious impostures 
under Christian names, on the spot where Christianity was born. 

When one has exhausted the stock sights of Jerusalem, it is 
probably the dullest, least entertaining city of the Orient ; I mean, 
in itself, for its pilgrims and its religious fetes, in the spring of 
the year, offer always some novelties to the sight-seer ; and, be- 
sides, there is a certain melancholy pleasure to be derived from 
roaming about outside the walls, enveloped in a historic illusion 
that colors and clothes the nakedness of the landscape. 

The chief business of the city and the region seems to be the 
manufacture of religious playthings for the large children who 
come here. If there is any factory of relics here I did not see it. 
Nor do I know ■whether the true cross has still the power of 
growing, which it had in the fourth century, to renew itself under 
the constant demand for pieces of it. I did not go to see the 
place where the tree grew of which it was made ; the exact spot 
is shown in a Gi'eek convent about a mile and a half west of the 
city. The tree is said to have been planted by Abraham and 
Noah. This is evidently an error ; it may have been planted by 
Adam and watered by Noah. 

There is not much trade in antiquities in the city; the shops 
offer little to tempt the curiosity-hunter. Copper coins of the 
Eoman period abound, and are constantly turned up in the fields 
outside the city, most of them battered and defaced beyond recog- 
nition. Jewish mites are plenty enough, but the silver shekel 
'would be rare if the ingenious Jews did not keep counterfeits on 
hand. The tourist is waited on at his hotel by a few patient and 
sleek sharks with cases of cheap jewelry and doubtful antiques, 
and if he seeks the shops of the gold and silver bazaai’s he will 
find little more. I will not say that he will not now and then 
pick up a piece of old pottery that has made the journey from 
Central Asia, or chance upon a singular stone with a talismanic 
inscription. The hope that he may do so carries the ti-aveller 
through a great many Eastern slums. The chief shops, how-i. 
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ever, are those of trinkets raaimfaetured for the pil^nnis, of 
wood, ivory, hone, aiinels' teeth, and all manner of nuts and 
seeds. Tliere are more than fifty sorts of lH*ads, strimi^ (av pro- 
fane use or arranged for rosaries, ami some of tlnmi have pathetie 
names, like “Job's tears." Jerusalem is entitled to be ealled the 
City of Ih^ads. 

There is eonsidend)le aetivity in Jewish olyt'ets tliat im* old 
and rather' unelean ; and I think I diseovered Simiethin^ like an 
attempt to make a “ eorner " iit phylaeterles, that is, in oUl ones, 
for the new are ma<h^ in t‘xeess of the dtunaiuL If a ptTStm dtu 
sires to airiw luime a phylaetery to e^luhit to his Bumi;iy sehtml, 
in illustnition of the religion of the Jews, he wants one that ha^ 
been a long time in use. I tlo md it poMsibie that the 

education of any other person is as cb'fieient as mine was in the 
matter of these ornanumtal aids in worship. But if there is t>ne, 
this description is for him : the [«h\laeterv, eiunmon fmte, is a 
leathern box about an inch atid a half m|uare, with two tmrrtHv 
straps of leather, about three feet long, sewed to the Ijottom 
corners. The box contaiiis a pareliment ri»ll of saend writiug. 
When the W{)r.shipper performn his <levotlt>us in the ‘ vn;eo»‘’;ne, he 
binds one of the phylaeteries about Ixh left arm and tlie (dlo r 
about his head, so that the little box has something cd' the n|ipear=- 
ance of a leathern horn sprouting out of his forrliead, Bh^lae- 
tcries arc worn mdy in tln^ sYnagogm-, and in thiH re fM-tU ddfor 
from the greasy leatliern talismans tjf the Nubians, whieh etmtidn 
scraps from the Komn, ami an‘ never taken tdF. Whatever 
nificance the phylaetc*ry onee had it) the Jt:w d MeemH iitjw tu have 
lost, since he is willing to makt' it an nrtiele uf merehandise. 
Perhaps it is pov(‘rty that eomiMds him idMO to .ell Iiis aneirut 
scriptures ; parehnient rolhs of faYau'ite bocjks, Mueh M iher, that 
are some centuries old, are oeetisiouallv tt» In* bciughi, and new 
rolls, deceitAdly doctored into an appearama^ of an!ii|nif\ , are 
offered freaJy. 

A fow years ago tlm antiquarian worhl wan put infti ii f Tmtad 
l)y what was called the “Hheepira (‘olleetion," a lairt- {|tiantify id 
clay pottery, — gods, votive offerings, imagi* jars aiid fuher Vf- ^ 
sels, Yvith inscriptions in unknown charaetern, wiueii aid 
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to hare been (lu|? up in the land «f Moal), bi^yotul the Jerdatu and 
was expected tn thniw^reat b^ht upon eertnin passai^es of Jewish 
history, auti espceiaily up<jn the religion of the hfathea who oeeu- 
pietl l^alestine at the time of the eantpiest* IHie eolleetimi was 
sent to Berlin; some euuuent German promo met d it genu- 

ine ; nearly all the HngUsh seholars bnimleil it as an inipudt'iil 
imposture. Two eolb'etions of the artieles have been sent to BtT- 
iin, wliere they art* stortHl out of sight of the publie genendly, ami 
Mr. Hhtepim has made a third eoUeetion, whieh he still retains. 

Mr. Hluepim ia a Ht‘brew antitpiarian and bo(jks(iU{*r, of some-. 
what eeetmtrie tnauntirs, but au tmthusiasi. He makes tlie im- 
pressitni (if a man who In'lieves in Ids diseaveries, and it is gtmer- 
nlly thought in Jerusalem that if his eolleetion is a ho 

himself is impOHed on. The aeeouut wideh he givtns of tin* plaees 
where the images and utensils wen* found is anything but clear 
or definite. We are nupiirt-d to believe* that tiny have been dug 
up in (’av<\s at night and by stealth, ami at the peril of the lives of 
the di.'U-overors, and that it is not sab* to vi.sit these eaves in the 
day time on aeeoiuit of tin* Bedaw(*en, Tin* fresh d iaked a|)pearaiiee 
of some of the artieles is ailmitted, ami it is said that it was neces- 
sary to roast them tii pn-vent tludr erumbling when expostul to 
the air. Our theory in n*gard to these singular objeets is that a 
b-w (}f thoH(‘ first ^dlfnv n wen* aetuallv dis{'(W«'red, and that all the 
nunaiiuler havi* been made in imitation (#f them. Of the ehanuv 
tc*rs {or alphabet) of the inseriptions, Mr, Hhcepini mVH he has 
(ietermiuetl twentydhret: ; sixteen of these an* Bluenieian, and the 
others, his erlties say, are im^aningless. All the olyeets are ex- 
ceedingly rude and devoitl tjf the Hlightest art; tlu^ images an? 
mauy tif th<*m imleeeut ; the jars an? clumsy in shape, but the in- 
seriptiouH are put on with soim* skill. The figures are supposed 
to have been votive oib*nngs, ami the jars either m(*uioriul or se- 
pulehnd urus. 

Tilt* hideous (*oIlectitm aj)pt*anul to me gnierh^ althougli 
sfuiu* t»f tht? inmgeH rescudih? the rudest of those ealU‘tl Phtenieian 
whieh General di (‘esnola unearthed in (Cyprus. Without merit, 
they Si‘em to bt*loug to a rude age nither than to be the inartistic 
product of this age. That is, supposing them to be bjrgeries, I 
4 ^ 3 @* 
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cannot see liow tliesc figures could be conceived by a miHltTU 
man, who was capable of iuventiug a fraud of tliis sort, lie 
would have devised something better, at least soinethiug less sim- 
ple, something that wfitiid have somewliere betra\<al a little 
modern knowledge and fi'cliug. All the td^eets have the same 
barbarous tone, a kind of <*hanieter that is tlistinet from tlunr 
rudeness, and the sanu^ images and tlesigns are ri'peiited over uiul 
over again. This givt*s color to the thettry that a tvw genuiue 
pieces of Moabite patteiy were fimud, wlueh gave the idea lor a 
large mamifiu'ture of them. And yet, tluTe are people who sec 
these tilings, an<I visit all the holy plaees, ami tbeu gti away and 
lament that there are no manufii<*t(wleH in Jerusalem, 

Jerusalem attraets while it repids ; and luith it nml all Palestine 
exercise a spell out of all propiinitm to the eousideration they hud 
in the aneieut world. The stutleut tif the mere faets tg* lustory, 
espeeially if his studies wvyc madi* in Jerusalem itsrlf, wtmld he 
at a loss to aeeouut for the place that the llnly they oeeupic's lu 
the thought of the modern world, aud ilu* importanee attui’heii to 
the history of the handful of pt*ople who made thtouHelves a home 
in this rocky country. The Hehrmv nation iiHclf, iluring the lit- 
tle time it was a nation, tlid not play a part in (Jrieutal aifaiis at 
all commensurate with its posthuimms reputation. It was not 
one of the great kingdoms of aniitpiity, ajul in that tlieatre of 
war and eompiest whiiJi spri*ad from Mtlii«)pia to the ( 'impian Sea, 
it was scareely an appreeiahie fiiive in the great drama. 

The country the IlcbrewH oeeiipietl was small; they never con- 
quered or occupied tht^ whole of the Prtjmisrti Lamb w liieh ex- 
tended iroiu thti Mediterram-uu Hea to the Arabian plain, frtnu 
Hamath to Hinui. Their territory in aetual po, u-i'4ua rtaelied 
only from Daii to Beershclm, Tin; etiast they never wubdmal ; 
the Philistines, who came* fn»m (’retc aud grew U* U* a ‘^reat 
p(‘Qple in the plain, held tin* lower pnrticm of PuleHt iue tJii the ^eu, 
aud the Piiteuieians the up|)er. Lxeept duriug a hriiT |H-ritHl in 
their history, the Jews were conttmal to the lulLetitUitry. (hdv 
during the latter part of the reign tif liavid aiui two thirds of that 
of Solomon did the Jewish kingdom Like on the pngjmiintj i c»f a 
great sLitc. l)avid exltmded the IrtraeUtish power from the (hilf 
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of Abiba tu tht‘ Kuphmto^; namiwotH luud lumfrilnift*; 
rupioJ tho tif hh nltl ih** Vhll'^AllU' ^ I^U! !/h- 

(luiu of IVrt^ fitill ill tlif pus-;t*s-iion of tiinuii, inarM'd thf 
of Jinvinh Hway In that ilirtvtiou. Thh orritul o.f trrnt'->nal 
soqucnico was iudtnal linof* Brforo Hiilointni was in hi, 
tho romiuosts luspioallird to him by hi"* hithrr Iw^itn b> nlip from 
his hniuL Tho lifo of tho Israelites iis ii uiiitfil iiiiliou, as any- 
thing tUsconhuit. luui warring trilves^ iifter the tleatli of Josluia, 
is all iuchulftl in the reigim of I>a%nd ami Bolomutg -- perhaps 
sixty or seventy yt*ars. 

The tsmeUtes were osseutially highlanders, Btmm one hm 
natieetl their rt^semblanee to the Beoteh Highlauders in uitMleH of 
warfiire. In fighting they aimed to oeen|>y the heiglits. They 
descended into the plain reluetantly ; tliey madt* iu'eanniml htnos 
into the lowlands, but tlieir hiUs were their strength, as the Fsalm- 
ist said; ami they found seeuritv among tlieir erags aiid ‘u^rhuhsl 
ghms from th<' agitations wliieh .slojok the great empire of the 
ICasttn-n w'orld, Iiivusioies n’treats, puraut%, the ailvaner of ile. 
Vouriug hosts or tin! tligiit i»f pauie-striekeii unease i, fir a hmg 
time* passeil by their ritlg<* of eouutry ou eitln'r side, along the 
]Me<lderraneau or through the laml <if Moat), They wero out of 
tin* track of Oriental cummeree as Wf*il an of war. Htt removed 
were they from p;u-tieipaiioii isi the stirri ng allairs ftf their era that 
they Seem even to have* escaped linMimnivornuH Isgyptmn efmf|iter* 
ors. Ftir a long period eompiest passetl ihem by, and it W'a» not 
till their aeeumuUthm of wealth tem|ifetl the avariee of the great 
Asiatie powerH that they were involvetl in the eofd{iet« whieh 
fmally destneoHl them, dlie small kiugilom of Judidg long after 
that of Israel had In-en utterly swept away, owed its <*ontinuanei! 
of lih* to its very <leteuMible |Kisitioii. Holomon left Jerusalem a 
stomg eiiy, w<dl snpplieil with water, and eapahle of sustaining a 
long siege, while the rugge<i country arouml it ofh'retl little com* 
fort to a besieging army. 

For a Hhi»rt time Itavid made the name of Isnud a power in the 
w<irhi, ami Hohjimm, inheriting Ids reputation, luhled tht! triumphs 
of efmimt*ree to those of eonqucHt. By a jmlici<ms Imathen allB 
auee with Miram of Tyre he was alile to buihl veaneis Ott the 
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Sea and man Hiem witli Plicrnicuin sailors, f^ir vtiya^es ia hulh 
and Ceylon j and lie was adniitted by Hiram to a p:irtiit*rsliip in 
his trading adventures to the Pillars of Ht*n‘uU*s. Hut these are 
only episodes in the Jewish career; tlie nation’s part in Oritmtal 
histoiy is comparatively insigiuficaut tintd the (hiys of their great 
calamities. How nuudi atttuition its heroism ami sutL-ring at- 
tracted at that time %ve do not know. 

Though the Israelites during their oe<Mipaii<m of the hill-coun- 
try of Palestine were not couccTned in tlu^ great dynastic strug- 
gles of the Orient, tluw were not, how<wc*r, at peace. Either the 
tribes were fighting among themselves or tht*y were involved in 
sanguinary fights with the petty hmthen ehiefs idumt them. We 
get a lively pieture of the luihits of the time in a stuiteneo in the 
second hook of Bamuel : “ And it euine to pass, the yi-^ir was 
expired, at the time when kings go torth to hattle, tliat Havld 
sent Joal) and his servants with him, am! all Israel ; and tlu*y 
destroyed the children of Ammon, and hesiegrd Habhah.” It 
was a pretty custom. In that season wluii birds pair and build 
tlieir nests, when the sap mounts In the trees and travidlers long 
to go into far countries, kings felt a mdih? impulHr in tlu-ir veins 
to go out and fight other kings. Hut this primitive fdmplicity 
was mingled with shoeking harharity ; Ihivid tmee put his cap- 
tives under the saw, and there is nothing to show that the Ismel- 
ites were more movtal by sentiments tif pity ami coujpas iiuu tlmri 
tlieir heatlicii neighbors, Hu*rc was tu’easicinallv, ho%vevta% a 
grim humor in tht*ir cruelty. Wlu-n Jmhdi capturml King Atloni- 
bezek, in Ih*zt‘k, he cut off his great tties and Iuh tlmmbH. Adtini- 
bezek, who could apprcciat<i a good thing, aet'epted the liiutilation 
in the spirit in which it was olleml, aiid said that he had liinmrlf 
served seventy kings in that fashion ; “ three; aa.rr and ten kimrs, 
h^lving their thumbs and great Uh’s eut t»tL giiiheretl thm meat 
under my table.” 

Prom tlie dmilb of Joshua to the bill of Hamaria. ilie Id^.ituy of 
the Jews is largely a history of civil war. Preun aosiut ‘evtm 
hundred years before (lirist, Halcstine was evauitialf^ a satrapy 
of the Assyrian kings, as it was Iat<*r to hecome one uf tlu* 'unatl 
provinces of the Homan empire. At the time when Beiina*'heril* 
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was waiting bt^Rwe Jt'rusalem f<»r llm'kiah to pun'bast^ his with- 
ilniwal hv stripping the gold Irum the d(iurs of the Teuiple, tin; 
jhnmdatiuns id a city were luul on the binkn of the Tiber, whieh 
was to extend its sway over the known world, to whose doiuinion 
the utmost power of Jerusalem was only a petty sovereignty, and 
whieh was destined to rival Jerusalem itself as the spiritual eapi- 
tal of the earth. 

If we <h) not find in the milihiry power or territorial eonse- 
qiK'uee of the Jews ati explanation of their inftueuee in the mod- 
t‘rn worhl, still less do wo find it in any huthfulness to a spiritual 
religion, the knowledge of wldeh was their elutd distiuetion among 
the tribes about them. Their lapses from the worship of Jeho- 
vah were so ft’etjmmt, and of such long duration, that tiunr re- 
turns to the worship of tlie trueCJod sisnn Uttle more than breaks 
in their pnietiee of idolatry. And these spasmodii; returns w<‘re 
due to ealamilii^s, and fears of worsi* judgments. Solomon snne- 
tioued by national authority gn^ss idolairies whieh had hemi long 
praetised. At his death, ten of the tribes se(*eded from the do- 
miiiion of Juilah ami s<*t \i\) a kingdom in whieh idolatry was 
made and remained tin; stat<‘ religion, until tln‘ ten tribes vau- 
islied from the theatre of history, 'riie kingdmn of IsraiJ, in 
onler to mnphasi/.i* its separation from that of Judah, set up the 
worshij) of Jehovah in the iumgt* (d* a goldim eulf. Against this 
.state religion of imagi'-worship the projiliets seian to have thought 
it in vain to protest ; they eontented themselves with Imttling 
against the more; gross uiul lieeutious idolatries of itol and Ash- 
taroth; and Israid alwjiys eoiitinued ih<; idol-worship established 
by Jeroboam. Tin; worship of Jehovah was the state riJigiou of 
tin; little kingdom of Judah, but during the period of its (‘xist- 
eiiee, Indore the (’aptivily, I think that only four of its kings were 
not idolaters. The people were eonstantly falling away into the, 
heatlnmish j)raeiie<‘H of tlieir neighliors. 

If neitiier territorial eonse<|uenee nor religious sU^ail fast ness 
gave* the; J(*wh rank among the; great iiatieins of anti(|uity, they 
would eepiallv fail of the eejiiside^ration they now eaijoy hut for one 
thing, anel that is, after all, tin; eliie'f anel eauluriiig prexliud, of any 
nationality ; we nn*au, of eourse, its Iiti‘niture. It is ly that, that 
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the little kingdoms of Judah and Israel huhl tlu-ir sway tntT the 
world. It is that which invests aneient Jeru^alfm with riiarin 
and dignity. Not what the Jews did, hut tlu* of tieir 

poets, the warnings and lamentutions ot tlieir lai- t en-iu 

ing talcs of their story-ttdlers, dniw us it> Jenrsdiau In ih*- 
powerful influenees tiiat atleet the liumau miiicL Aiui lar. i uf 
this unequalled litemture is the produet of soasiuis iif turhul.-aeo, 
passion, and insecurity. Kxeept the Lroverl»s and S.uig r.f 
mon, and such pieces as tlu‘ poem of Job mid tlie oi Unth, 
which seem to Im the outcome of liti mry lei-ams tiio llctirew 
writings were all the (dlspriug of exeitiiur |w*rirHU, Uavitl mm- 
posed his Psalms — the most marvelhsiis i:dt r|uvtrj' of overy 
human aspiration, ex^dtatuui, want, and pa^^iou \%iih lu^ jnrord 
in his hand; and ilm prophets abva\s appimr tt» rid»r ii|win u 
whirlwind. The pow<‘r of Jerusalem cner thi- world is m trulv a 
literary one as that of Athens is <inc^ ot art, Iliat literutiiri^ wui^ 
unknown to the ancients, or unapprocdatejl : oiherwint' eouiompo- 
riiry history would have amsidered its vvvaUm more 
qncnce than it tlicL 

We speak, we have been s|H*akiug, cif the Jerii^dem bef ore our 
era, and of the interest it has iudt'pemb lii id thr uma event 
which is, after all, its chief eluiui to immortal mtmmnvnu It be- 
comes sacred ground to us because tiiere, in Ik-tlilrheiin i lirist 
was born; because here — not in these sfrrrts, biit upjui this 
soil — he walked and talke<l uml taught ami miiu'»trred ; breau-e 
upon Olivet, yonder, he often sat with hii dru-qfo ’i. and here, 
somewhere, — it matters not wheivt, « he sutlVn d tli afu aoti vm- 
qiu‘red deatli.

These seareerowH an* apparently 
paradeii ou the highway its make tnivelh-rs think it is inseeun*.

( hir idiierg the Syrians, please us Is'tter. There is a French- 
ifkd Hy rian, with his wife, from Mansuni, in the Delta of 
Kgypt.

complexion, black eyes, and a low fort*heatl; a luitive ui Hulou. 
She wears a dark green dress, and a yellow kutia on her head, 
and is mounted upon a nude, inau-tashiou, hut upoji a fiad- 
die as broad as a feather-bed.

We straggle down tiirough tln^ Valley of Jidioshaphat, and 
around the Mount of Olives to ih-tliany ; ami frtun that sightly 
sltipe our rtnU<’ is Mpreml Indue ua as if we were lotiking u|Km 
a map. It lies tlinnigh the wilderness of Jmhead* We are 
obliged to revise tuir Western notions of a wildernesa as a region 
of gniss vegetatiun. T1ie Jews knew a vvilderness wlieu tht^ saw 
it, and how to imme it. V<iu would be intcuestiM to know- what 
a person who lived at Jerusidem, or aiiVwluTt: along the Imekhoau 
of ^•a^e^Jiue, wiiiihi rail a wihiernesH, Nothing but the ab.solute 
nakedue n of ilescdathm could msuii to him dnmry. But this 
regiim mu t have *atistied even a persou aeeustotiietl to deserts 
and pasture i of rocks. U is a jumble of stivage lulls ami jagged 
ravines, a land of limestone rt»eks and letlges, whitish gray in 
eohsr, glaring in the auu, even the stones wasttal Ijy age, relieved 
nowlnu’e by a tree, ar n^tdeed liY a Hingle blade of gniss.

low and open in front ; and the costume is completed by a jaunty 
jacket of yellow, prettily embroidered. The heap of clothes on 
the bank did not promise much, but the result is a very handsome 
boy, dressed, I am sure, most comfortably for this climate. While 
I sit here the son of the sheykh rides his horse to the pool. He 
is not more than ten years old, is very smartly dressed in gay 
colors, and exceedingly handsome, although he has somewhat the 
supercilious manner of a lad born in the purple. The little prince 
speaks Trench, and ostentatiously displays in his belt a big re- 
volver. I am glad of the opportunity of seeing one of the desert 
robbers in embryo. 

When it is dusk we have an invasion from the neighboring 
Bedaween, an imposition to which all tourists are subjected, it 
being taken for granted that we desire to see a native dance. 
This is one of the ways these honest people have of levying trib- 
ute ; by the connivance of our protectors, the head sheykhs, the 
entertainment is forced upon us, and the performers will not de- 
part without a liberal backsheesh. We are already somewhat 
familiar with the fascinating dances of the Orient, and have only a 
languid curiosity about those of the Jordan ; but befoi-e we are 
aware there is a crowd before our tents, and the evening is dis- 
turbed by doleful howling and drum-thumping. The scene in 
the flickering firelight is sufficiently fantastic.

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B ethlehem lies about seven miles soutb of Jerusalem. It 
is also a hill village, reposing upon a stony promontory that 
is thrust out eastward from the central mountain-range ; the ab- 
rupt slopes below three sides of it are terraced ; on the north is a 
valley which lies in a direct line between it and Jerusalem ; on 
the east are the yawning ravines and the “ wilderness ” leading to 
the Dead Sea ; on the south is the wild country towards Hebron, 
and the sharp summit of the Erank mountain in the distance. 
The village lies on the ridge; and on the point at the east end 
of it, overlooking a vast extent of seamed and rocky and jagged 
country, is the gloomy pile of convents, chapels, and churches 
that mark the spot of the Nativity. 

Erom its earliest mention till now the home of shepherds and 
of hai’dy cultivators of its rocky hillsides, it has been noted for 
the free spirit and turbulence of its inhabitants. The primal 
character of a place seems to have the power of pei’petuating itself 
in all changes. Bethlehem never seems to have’ been afflicted 
with servility. During the period of David's hiding in the Cave 
Adullam the warlike Philistines occupied it, but David was a fit 
representative of the pluck and steadfastness of its people. Since 
the Christian era it has been a Christian town, as it is to-day, and 
the few Moslems who have settled there, from time to time, have 
found it more prudent to withdraw than to brave its hostility. 
Its w^omen incline to be handsome, and have rather European 
than Oriental features, and they enjoy the reputation of unusual 
virtue; the men are industrious, and seem to have more self- 
respect than the Syrians generally.

trial; you do not find in it that niral and repiea iul tur wliit i* 
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associate with the birthplace of our Ijonh The people are sharp, 
to a woiuaii, aiul liave a keen eye for the purse of the stnui^er. 
Evei-y other house is a shop for the manufaeture or sale of sonic 
of the Bethlehem speeialties, — carvings in olive-wood and ivory 
and niotlier-of-pt‘arl, crosst*s and erueifixes, and niodtls of tlut 
Holy t^epulehre, and every sort of sacred trinket, and lu'ads in 
endless variety ; a little is dune als<i in silver-work, espeeially in 
rings. ()iu‘ may ehanee upon a Meeea ring there; but tlie ring 
peeuliar to Bcdhlehein is a silver wedding-ring ; it is a broad ami 
cingular band of silver with pendants, and is worn upon the 
thumb. As so(>n as W(* eome into the town, we an* beset with 
sellers of various wares, and we never escape them except when 
we art‘ in the convent. 

The I^atin eonvent opems its doors to tourists ; it is a hospita- 
ble housis and the monks are very eivil* they let us sit iu a 
it-Tfiajigtr, whih^ waiting for dinner, that was as damp and eliill as 
a dungeon, and tiny gave us a weil-inteiided hut uneatabh^ meal, 
and tlie most p<‘euliar wine, all at a goiid price. The wine, white, 
and nnl, was madc^ by the monks, tlit'V .saul with some pridi' ; we 
trietl huili kiudK, uiul I ean n'eomnieud it to the Amerieaii Tem- 
peranee I niou : if it eau he iiUrodiuasl to the public, the publie 
will (‘mlsraee total ahstin<*nee with eulhusiusm. 

Whde we were wailing hw the proper hour to viHiL the crypt of 
the Nativity, we went t)ut upou the esphuuule l)efbre the eonvent, 
ami Itioketl down into the terraeed ravines which are endeartal 
ta us by so many nsHt>euitions. Stunewhere <lowu there is the pateli 
of ground that the mightv man of wenltli, Boiiz, owned. In whieli 
sW(‘et Ruth went glean iug iu the barli-y-liarv(*st. Wliat a pieture 
of a primitivi' time it is, — the iioouday meal of Htaiz and his 
hamlmaideiis, Ruth invited tt> jtiin them, ami dip h<*r morsid iu 
the vinegar with the rest, anti the hospitable Boaz handing lu‘r 
pareiietl eorn. \Ve ean underHtaiid why Ruth had gocul gleaning 
(jver this stony grtnuid, uRct the rakes of the handmaidens. We 
know that her tlress tlid imt diller from tiuit worn hy Oriental 
women miw* ; for Iier veil/’ wdiieli Ihia^. filletl with six measures 
of barley, was the heatRsluiwl still almost uuiverHallY worn, 
thougli imt by the UethleUemite wtmien. Tlunr lieatl-tlress is 
t) 
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peculiar; there seems to be on top of the he:ul a ju|uare imm, 
aiicl over this is thrown anti fcihletl a pieee al Mlutv eUuU. The 
women are thus in a nianuer erowm-il, aiul tiu* tires?, h as Ureuai- 
in<^ as the somewhat similar heati-eoverin^ tU the Uiuiiau peaN.uas, 
We learn also in the sttiry of Hnth that the mcstltrr-i!i4aw i»i lit r

The cave railed the Cinitto of the Xativif^ han :,'rf*ar aiitn|uitv, 
TIui haud-book says it hud this repute as (‘arlv the sreoiitl reio 
tury. In tin* year 'Ail tin* nnithei* of ( 'onstantiiie biidt u ehnieli 
over it, and this busilii’a still stands, and i » the uldeif npeihttieu 
of (’hristian mTliiteeture in v%htvt\ci\ exetiif perhiipi the lower 
eluireli of Ht. Tlemenr at lumn*. It is tht* ohle^l ba.iliea above 
ground retaining its pc'rleet aueieiit b>rm. Ilie maiu part of the 
ehureh consists ot a nave and toiir ai^ih's, wpaiMteil bv tour row =5 
of Corinthian murbh* eolunms, tradithin my^. taken tVom the lem* 
pie of Holonnm. The walls were ouee ad.*rne.l wirli nr - taie ., !,uf. 
oidy IVagmeiits of them remain ; the pitif li deeavrd and leakv, 
the paveiinmt Is bi'okeu. I’hi^ part of (hr eluireh i i wlrdh nr>; 
li‘drd, b{*(‘aUHc* it hrlongs to the ?irvrral sert^ ili isaemon, and C 

nieiady the arena ffir an cieeasioiuil fitrld. The ehoir i - ooa?rd 
from Urn nave by a wall, and m divideti iiito iw** elinpri -nr -f 
the Gre(‘ks, the other of ihe Ariueumns. Tiir Crotio uf tlie 
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[Nativity is underneath these chapels, and each sect has a separate 
staircase of descent to it. The Latin chapel is on the north side 
of this choir, and it also has a stairway to the subterranean 
apartments. 

Making an effort to believe that the stable of the inn in which 
Christ w'as born was a small subterranean cave cut in the solid 
rock, we descended a winding flight of stairs from the Latin 
chapel, with a monk for our guide, and entered a labyrinth from 
which we did not emerge until we reached the place of the nativ- 
ity, and _ ascended into the Greek chapel above it. We walked 
between glistening walls of rock, illuminated by oil-lamps here 
and there, and in our exploration of the gloomy passages and 
chambers, encountered shrines, pictures, and tombs of the sainted. 
We saw, or were told that we saw, the spot to which St. Joseph 
retired at the moment of the nativity, and also the place where 
the twenty thousand children who were murdered by the order 
of Herod — a ghastly subject so well improved by the painters 
of the Ilenaissance — are buried. But there was one chamber, 
or rather vault, that we entered wdth genuine emotion. This 
was the cell of Jerome, hermit and scholar, wdiose writings have 
gained him the title of Bather of the Church. 

At the close of the fourth century Bethlehem 'was chiefly 
famous as the retreat of this holy student, and the fame of his 
learning and sanctity drew to it from distant lands many faithful 
women, who renounced the world and its pleasures, and were 
content to sit at his feet and learn the way of life. Among those 
who resigned, and, for his sake and the cross, despised, the allure- 
ments and honors of the Eomaii world, was the devout Paula, 
a Eoman matron who traced her origin from Agamemnon, and 
numbered the Scipios and Gracchi among her ancestors, while 
her husband, Joxotius, deduced a no less royal lineage from 
iEneas. Her wealth was sufflcient to support the dignity of 
such a descent ; among her possessions, an item in her rent-roll, 
was the city of Nicopolis, which Augustus built as a monument 
of the victory of Actium. By the advice and in the company of 
J eroine, her spiritual guide, she abandoned Eome and all her vast 
estates, and even her infant son, and retired to the holy village 
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of Bethlehem. The great Jerome. %v!io wrote her md 

transmitted the story of her %drtues to tcie iU-Aaiif 
stowed upon her the singular title <n the M<‘iherdn law (T Uoil ! 
She was buried here, and we look uihhi tui* tiuuo \uili M'.uvtiy 
less inten‘st than that of Jeronu* liim^elL who iu thiH 

thrice holy ground. At the begimiing ot the iiitii erinttry. wiieu 
the Goths saeketl Rome, a crowd of the !u»blr aiul the rk*ii. e^m|»» 
ing with nothing suve<l frtim the wreck but lite and ihiunir. af« 
traetetl also by the reputation of Jeronie, appeared m beg.^irH in 
the streets of this huuilde villagtn No di*u!if they tiiriujgni to 
the cell of the venerable hither. 

Tht‘re is, I suppose, no douhi tiuit this is tin* sliuly in wbieli he 
composed many of Ids more imp*wtunt treatiseM, it k ii 
chamber, alwufc twenty b‘et square !w nine iVet higli.

poodle-dog of the most worldly ami U’%ele‘r^ hI the enniur l^nn if. 
The artist should have H<*eu the real -^iutlv of rlie befiiuL a 
uuormimented vault, in whieh he passetl Id 4 tlayw- in inoif iii4’;Ui43n>i 
of the body, hearing always ringing in \m eari, in hi ^ iloii*rderril 
mental and physicfil eomlition, the last tnunp of jiu! . 

We passed, gr<jping our way idiuig in fiiH r* bgi^uis ei ibr, 
through a wimling, narrow |Kis?<age in the rock, some tueiUy lAe 
feet long, ami came int<i the place of phu'c ^ lie- ’ooy t 'haor! of 
the Nativity. In this low vault, tldrfv»t i^dil b i t ood * v. u 

leet wide, hewn iu the rock, is an idtar at one enil. ihiAiv ilim 

altar — and wc can see everytidng with dbuinrtiir e fa- 
silver lamps are Imrning alKmt it tln-rc is a maiLlr da!* in ilo- 
pavement into which is let a silver star, with thi -riili'nci ’ V'cand 
it: JIlc de Vitgint*. MtiTui JrmtH r.t, l‘ho ‘Oi o' 

dian of this sacred spot was a Turki sh '^oidb r. uho d di a* 
with his gun and fixed bayonet, an atritnde which u . . 

taught him is necessary to keep tin: peaet^ among tin' i Lriim:. . 
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who meet here. The altar is without furniture, ami is draped by 
each sect which uses it in turn, Ht^ar by is the chapel of the 

inan*?er/' but tlie manm‘r iu which Christ was laul is in the 
church <jf Santa Maria Ma^iriore in Rome. 

There is in Bethlehem am»tht‘r ancient cave which is almost as 
himmis as that of the Nativity ; it is called the Milk (Irotto, ami 
tluring all u^es of the Church a most marvellous virtue has attached 
to it * trn^imaits of the stone liavt* been, and still coutiaue to be, 
broken off ami sent into all Christian countries ; women also make 
piU^rimajres ti> it in hiith. The grotto is on the edge of the town 
overlooking the easteru raviiu's, ami is arninged as a show-place. 
In our walk thitlier a atately Btulawee, as by aeeulent, fell into our 
company, and acted as (uir cict*rouc. He was desirous that we 
shouUl kriow that he also was a man of the world and of travel, 
and nitcd at its proper value this little corner of tlie earth, lie 
had servt'd iu tin' French army and taken ])art iu many battles, 
and had betm iu Baris and se(m tlu* tomb of tlu‘ great emptn-or, ™ 
ah, then* was a man ! As to this grotto, tlu‘y say that tlu* Virgin 
used U) Ht*tid to it for milk, - many thiiik so. As for him, he 
was a soldier, and <Ud not mueh give his mind to stieli things. 

This grotto is an exeavation in the chalky rock, and miglit be 
a very good plaeo to ston^ iiiilk, but f()r the popular prejudice in 
cities against eludk and water. We entered it through the court 
of a private house, and the damsol who admitted us also assured 
us that the Virgin proeunul milk fn)m it. The tradition is tliat 
the Virgin and (diild wen* eoneealed heni for a time beft^re the 
flight into Kgypt ; and ever sinee then its stone has the miraeu- 
lous power of im*r(‘asing the: flow fd the mat{*rnal breast. The 
early tathers eneourag(*d this and tlu; like superstitionH iu the 
doeih* minds of their fair eonv<‘ris, and themselves testified to the 
efheaey of this n'lnarkable stone. These superstitions belong 
rather to the. Orient than to any form of religion. Th(*rc is a 
flum>us spring at Assioui in Kgypt which was for eenturi(;s mueh 
resorted (o by ladies who desin‘(l oflspring; ami tlie Arabs on the 
ljppt*r Nile bi-day, who wish for an heir mah*, r(‘sort to a pluiit 
whieh grows in tlu; n;mote desert, rare and diflieult to find, the 
leaves of whteh are “ good for boys.” This grotto scarcely re- 
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pays the visit, except for the view one obtains of tlie wiki counti^ 
below it. When we bade good Ijv to the eourtly Arab, wt* Imd 
too much delicacy to moiU'V to such a goutleumu and a sul* 
dier of the empire; a deliciuw iiot shared Iw hinu however, Ltr he 
let no Mse modesty hinder a recpiest for a little^ imeksliee*sii ftir 
tobacco. 

On our return, and at some distance from the gate, we tliveig-i tl 
into a lane, and sought, in a rocky field, the traditionfd well uhose 
waters David longed bn when he was in tht‘ (’ave t»f Atlullain,- - 
“ 0 that one would give me <lrink of the water of the well t*f Heth- 
lehem, which is Iw the gate! ” ntiwbeit, when the three mighty 
men had broken through the riulistine guards niid |irtH-uretl him 
the wtder, l>aviil would not drink that wideh was bruught ut »ueh 
a sacrifice. Two very eomdy Hethu hem girU hastened at our 
approach to draw wattn fnan the well ami gavt* us tti drink, with 
all the fiTcdom of Oriental hospitality, in which there k aiwass 
an exptH'tatlou of hac*ksheesh. llie wat<‘r k at any raCt' very guttd, 
and there is no reason why these pretty girls slionid m»t turn an 
honest penny upon the strength of David’s thirst, whether this be 
the well whose water he desired <n not. We were tody itH* thank- 
fid that no minieulous pro|HTty is aitrilmtid ti» it^ waters. Ah 
we returned, we had the evening liglit upem the gray walls and 
towers of the city, and were able to invest it witli suiurthiug of its 
historical dignity. 

The u(‘xt excursion that we nm<le from Jerusalem was sti iliflVr- 
cut from the one to Bethlehem, that hy way u( I put 

tlicm together. It was to the eonveut *»f Mar Halm, wliieh Hi h in 
the wildeniesH towards the Dead Hen, alMUit two hour - niid a half 
from the city. 

Xu those goml old days, when piety was nuse iir* *1 !n fru salir\ 
in the use of the liath, when the holy huhers prai-rd >{ tlio-so 
hermits who washed least, when it might perimp. hr ihr him t 
of more than one virgin, dev»tetl to the mvviw iik, that in h. d 
lived fifty-eight years during whieh wnt* r luid tuuehf A n* nlo r hrr 
hands, her hiee, her feet, lujr any part of her body, I’.ik Ijia wa 
after Egypt, the favorite resort of the fauatitmh th»' unbotnii .tr, 
and the laz.y, who, gathered iuto eommunities, c»r dwidbug in ;ob= 
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itary cavos, oflVnul to tlu^ Imrlmrian world n speotuclc of siiporsli- 
titui and ahascinoat und(T the uaaio of (’hristianity. But of the 
swarm of lauaailH and innukH wlio houfi^cMl iii the cities and bur- 
rowed ill the euV{*s of the Utily Laud in tlie fiflii century, uo one 
may |U‘rhaps he spokem of with mtua^ n'spect than St. SuIkih, who, 
lu'sides a rt*putatiou tor sanctity, has left that of luauliuess and a 
virih' ability, which his self-mortincatious did not extirpate. And 
of ail tlie ui(>nasteries (if that period, that (»f Mar Baba is the only 
one in Jiuhea which has preserved almost uribrokcm the type of 
that tiima St, Sahas was a ( appaihician who came to I-nleslinti in 
st‘arch tjfa [jermanent retreat, savai^e enouj^h to aatisfy his austere 
soul, lie hmnd it in a cave in one of the wildest gorges in this 
nufst desolatt' {if lands, a ravine vvhieh opens into the mountains 
from th<‘ hrotik Kidron. The fami' of his rami and piety attraeted 
tinuHandH tf) Ids neighhorhood, so tliat at one time there were 
almost as many hermits roosting aluml in tlu^ rocks near liim as 
there an* iidiahitauts in the city of Jerusalem now. lie was once 
enabled to lead an army of monks to that city and chastise the 
Mon<i[jliysite heretii's. His cave in the stt‘ep si(h^ of a rocky preci- 
pice heeann* the mieh’UH of his eonV(‘nt, which grmv around it and 
attached itself to the face of tin* rock as lH*.st it could. For the 
eimvent of Mar Saha is not a Indlding, nor a eolh'tdion of hiiild- 
iiigs, so much as it is a group of nests attached to the side of a 
precipice. 

It was a liright Baturday artenioon that a young divinity stu- 
dent and L taking the volatiht Hemetrius with us tor iuterpn‘t(‘r, 
roih^ out of Bt. Bt(*pheids gate, into Jtdioshaphnt, past tlie gniy field 
of Jewish gnives, down througli Tophet and tlic wild nivinc of 
the Kidron, 

It is unph'asaut to interrupt the prosperous start of a pilgrim- 
age hy a I rilling ini’hhmt, hut at our first desc(*nt and the slightest 
fensitm on I In* hridic-nans of my horse, they parted from the liit. 
M’lds aceideiil, which might he serious in other lands, is of the 
.sf>rt tliat Is aiitieipatiul ln*re, ami f may say assiinsl, hy the fon;- 
thought of the owners of saddhsliorses. Upon dismounting with 
as much haste as dignity, I disco vt*rcd that the reins had htam 
listened to tln^ bit hy a single rott(‘U string of cotton. Luckily 
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the horse I rode was not an aiumal to take atlvantai^i* i-f ilie wcjik- 
iiess of his toggery. It was a Syrian lun’^-e, n h-ht ^urri l. and 
had no one of the good points of a horse i \iv|sl tlie Uiorie and 
general shape. Ilis walk was sltiu ami rehirranf. liis trot a high 
and nou-progressive j(»h. his giiHop a hirgc iip .mei alMV. 'a ;/vitanoii. 
To his bridle of strings ami shrrtls mi u.e* ; 

no horse in Syria is snlijeet to tiiat r<-<tniinf. Whi-n I p,n':! the 
bit he .stieks up his nose; when I suiteh him hr k:ek-.. \\ i^rn [ 

hohl him in, he won't go ; when I let htm hns'iv', Uv gin s m. his 
nose. I disinonni ami look at him with eur^tl^i^^% ; I WHittirr all 
the journey wlnit his Jhr/e is, but I never ilise*n, r. I eoiieluilo 
that he is like the em|H*nir Ibmorius, whom ibblMm as 

‘‘without passitjus, ami eo’e-eipn ntly wiflneat ta!enf*i/' 

Yet he was not so bat! as the roads, ami perhaps no hfirse 
would do niueh better mi these stony ami biokt-n h-4 p.^riis. 
Tiiis horse is mn a model (hw aovtlung !»nt a ebjihe^rliHi- r?, but 
from my observation I think that great injn ^ier ha^ bei n doni- 
Syrian horses by travellers, who have only tin nou Ive^ fo hi sme

by bays iu tlie coarse brown and striped gaments of tlie country, 
whiilt give a state-prison aspect to most of the itduibitants, — 
but th(‘re was iio otluw life, and no trees ofb'r relief to the hard 
landscape. But the way was now and then bright with llt)wers, 
thickly carpeted with searltd anemones, th(‘ Star of Bethlehem, 
and tiny dandelions. Two honrs from the city we passed several 
camps of Btalaween, their bn)wn low camers-hair tents pitched 
among the rtjcks and scarcely distinguishable in the sombre land- 
scape. About the tents were groupe<l camels and donkeys, and 
from them issued atid pursuecl us begging boys and girls. A lazy 
r>eda\v(‘t‘ appean-d lun’e and tlnwe with a long gun, and we could 
imagine that this gloomy region might be nnsafc after nightfall; 
but no danger c'Ver seems possible iu such bright sunshine and 
uiuUt a sky so blue aud friendly. 

When a half-hour from the convent, we turned to the right 
from the rouil to the l)t*ad Sea, and asetmding a steep hill found 
ourselv(‘s riding along the <‘(lge of a (h'ep winding gorge ; a Iwook 
flows at the bottom, ami its sides are sheer preeipiees of rock, 
generally paralhd, hut oeeasionally widening into auiphitlicatres 
of the mt)st fantastic rocky formation. It is on one side of this 
narrow raviiu‘. that the eouvcmt is built, partly excavated iu th{‘. 
rock, partly resting on jutting ledges, and partly hung out in the 
form of balconies,— buildings clinging to the steep side like a 
Comh of wild bees or wasps to a rock. 

Our first note of approach to it was the sight of a square tower 
and of the roofs of huildings below us. Descending torn the road 
by sevend short turns, and finally l)y two steep paved inclines, we 
came to a lofty wall iu which is a small iron door. As we could 
go no farther without aid from within, Demetrius shouted, and 
soon we hud a r<*sponse from a .slit in the wall fifty feet above us 
to the lt*fl. Wi‘, could see no one, but tlie voi(Ui demaiuled who

Hern 
wt^ uhamltint'd cuir htn-sos, and wnro taken in charge hy a monk 
whtiin the htdl had suiniuonetl frtnn lu-ltnv. He eoiuliu‘ted us 
dtjwu several long flights ttf xigzag stairs in the rock, amid hang- 
ing Imihiings autl cells, until w<^ mnic to what appears to ht* a 
hntad halge in the prceipic*e, and tduinl ourselves in the central 
part of this singular hive, that is, in a small court, with cells and 
reeks on om side and the convent duireh, which ovta-luings the 
precipice, on tlie oilier. Ih'sitle the ehureh and also at another 
siile of the court are huihlings in which pilgrims are lodged, and 
in the eentrt^ <jf the court is the tomb of Bt, Sabas himselb 
Hen; our passptmts worn examined, au<l we were assigned a cheer- 
ful and airy room looking upon tln^ court and tomb. 

One of lilt* brotlH‘rs soon brought us eofle(\ and tlu‘ ])rmnptnes.s 
of this hospitality augured wcdl for the r(‘mainth*r of our fare ; re- 
lying uptm tlu^ reputation of the convtmt for good cheer, we had 
brought nothing with us, not so much as a biscuit. Judge of our 
disgust, th(‘n, at hearing the following dialogue between Demetrius 
and the (trci^k monk. 

‘‘ What tiimt can tin* gentlemen dine?” 

Any time they like.” 

What have you for dinner?” 

** Nothing.” 

“ You can give us no (liinuT? ” 

To he sure not. It is hist.” 

Hut we hav<‘ n't a mors<d, we shall starve.” 
rcrliapH I can find a little bread.'* 

" Nothing <dse ? ” 

W(* have vi-ry goo<l raisins.” 

“ Well/’ wo iiitorp(jsc*il, “ kill US a cluckim, give us a fc.w oys- 
ters, Mtowrd or broiled, we arc not particular.’* This hudty, wiiiidi 
was horn of desperation, for the jidling ride from Jerusah'in had 
indisposeil us to k<*cp a hist, especially a hist establishetl by a 
ehur<*h tin* ortinshjxy of wlujse creed we had stnmg rt'usons to 
tlould, did not atlect the monk. He n‘pli(*d, " (Jhiekeu 1 it is im- 
pOHsible.” We shrunk our requisititm to eggs. 
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'* If I can find an egg, I will sec.” And the hrafher ih^parietl 
with carte blanche from us to squeeze his entire (*sta!»hshiueiit. 

Alas, Listing is not in l\Iar K^alni whut it is in New Kugland, 
where an appointed List-day is hailetl as an <ippfjri unity te Lirego 
liincli ill order to have an extniordiuary appetite lor a better din- 
ner than usual 1 

The tomb of St. Sahas, the eentnd worship of this liive, is a 
little plastered hut in the middle of the etmrt ; the interior is 
decorated with pictures in the IWzantiue stvle, and a binp is 
always burning there. As we stootl at the tomb wt* heartl voiees 
chanting, and, turning towards the rock, we saw atuior fi-om which 
the sound came. Pushing it open, we were adiiiifted inti> a inrgt^ 
cliapel, excavated in the rock. I'he serving of v<’spers was iu 
progress, and a liand of Ilussian pilgrims were ehanting iu rich 
bass voices, producing more mehuly than I had ever heart! In 
a Greek church. The excavatiou extends some tliNtanee iuttj the 
hill; we were shown the cells of St. Ji»hn of numascun ami other 
hermits, and at the end a chanieUhoust* piltnl full of tlo* hones of 
men. In the dim light their skulls grinned at us in a horriil 
familiarity; in that ghastly joeularlty which a skull ahvays puts 
on, with a kind of mocking commentary uptm tlic si rung ('hunt of 
the pilgrims, which reverberat<‘d in all tln‘ reee^sHes of the glotuny 
cave, ■— fresh, hearty voie<»s, such us thest* skulls have heard lif 
they can hear) Lir many centuri<^s. Tlie pilgrims come, and 
chant, and dt'part, genendion after gem ratinn * tlie lionm and 
skulls of the Liurteen thousand martyrs in this clmruel bin ei}j«>y 
a sort of nqnilHive immortality. The mimk, who was our *otitlr, 
appeared to care no irum* for tiu- renmins uf tlie mari%r=» than ft»r 
the presence of the pilgrims. In vi-ating MUeh lum turn 
cannot but be struck by the light Luniliurity wieh the riiii‘s uiid 
insignia of death which the monks have aef|uirei!. 

This St. John of Damascus, whose remainM repu e here. wa 4 a 
fiery diaracter in his day, and Livored by u special mirai le lirjbre 
he became a saint. He so dtHtinguisluHl himst if fiy hr. invreii^r i 
against I.teo and Constautim* ainl other teonoela d erript’njr at

Tlie story is flmt it was iustaiitly 
reston'd by the \ irgiu Muvy. It is wtwthy of note that the s\i- 
perstitious Oriiait luore readily gave up ulolati-y or image-worship 
under the MtHlems than umier the Christ inns* 

As the sun was setting we left the pilgrims ehanting to the 
martyrs^ aiul hasteiu‘d to explore; the premises a little, heton' the 
light shuuhl huhx We followed our guide tip stairs and down 
stairs, sometimes eut in the stone, soimdimes wooden stairways, 
along hanging gallc‘ries, through eornilors hewn in the rock, amid 
eells and little eliapels, — a most intrieatc laljyrinth, in whieh the 
uninitiated would soon lost; his way, Ilere and there we came 
stidilenly upon a little garden spot as hig as a bed-blanket, a ledge 
iipou whieh s(h 1 had betni deposited. Wo walktal also under 
grape4,rellis<‘H, we saw orange-(r(*es, and the single palm-tree 
that tlu; eouvent boasts, said to have bi‘cn planted by St. Sabas 
himself. The plan of this establishnumt gradually devdoped 
itself to us. It ditlers from an ordimuw emivimt ehully in this, — 
tht^ latter is spread out flat on the (;arUi, jMar Saba is sid. up 
etlgt‘wise. Put Mar Saba on a plain, and these little garden 
.spi}ts ami graperies would be eourts and sipiares amid buildings, 
tlu'sct gaileruvs wouUl be bridges, these eells or horizontal caves 
would he pm'peudieular tombs and reservoirs. 

When we arrived, wt; supposeil that we w(‘re almost the only 
guests. Hut w<; found that the place was full of Greek and Bus- 
sian pilgrims ; we eneouutered them on the termces, on the flat 
roofh, in the eaves, and in all oiit-of-thc-way nooks. Yet th(‘se 
’were not the most pleasing nor the most animated temmts of the 
phu’e ; whenwer we wemt the old rook(‘ry was made eliciTful by 
the twittering notes of black birds with yidlow wings, a species of 
grakle, whieh tlie monks havi; cloim^siiealed, and which breed in 
great numb(;rs. St(*eled a.s th(‘se good brothers an; against the 
otluu' sex, wt; wi're glad to diseov(‘r this streak of softness in their 
naturi'. iligh up on the pn;eipiee there is a hidl-towcr attached 
to a litth; ehaped, and in it hang twtmty small ])idls, which are rung 
to call the inmati-s to prayer. Even at this height, and indeed 
whenwcT wi; pemdrated, we were followed by the monotonous 
chant whieh issiuul from tin; eharnel-house. 
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We passed by a row of cells aivu|iifd Ity the monks, \na 
were not permitted to look into iheiii ; imr were weallout d tn 
see the library, wliieli is said to be rieli in iiluniK ati d m ,

Our dinner, when it was brouirht into onr apart liirni, answered 
very well one’s iiUai of a ih^ssert, but it was a vrry jjorni ibaentai 
dinner. The chief articles were a pieee of hard blark bread, and 
two boilial enp, cold, and pruliably broutdd by pi!-a,m 

from Jerusalem ; but besides, then* were mi nn ^ eb* i nr, fk; 4, 
oranges, a bottle of golden wiiu*, atul tea, bhe wine w, s wno?h% 
to be celebrated in classic verst*; nom* s«} i =, I aui ‘ore. 

made elsewhere in Syria; it was iit|uhl mundane , mul 
manutaetnied by’ the monks, it gavt* us a new re'^^prii'i fui' tln'ir 
fastidious tastt*. 

The vaulted chamber whieh we oeeupied was fariiidud on 
three sides with a low divan, which auswereil the tloiddr purr^irro 
of chairs ami eouch.

halustrade of the stairs, and rejrardiiig tin? scene with IMoslem 
complaetmey. The hivt* settled slowly to n^st. 

But the plae(‘ was by no mt‘ans still at night. There was in 
the court an old pilgrim who had brought a cough from tin? heart 
of Russia, who seemed to be trying to cough himself iusidi? out. 
There were t)ther noisi^s that eouhl not be explaim'd. Tlu‘re was 
a good (h*al of elalttu’iug about in wooden sho(\s. Bv(‘ry sonnd 
was multipHisl and rmluplieated freun the (uhoing rocks. The 
strangentvss of tin? situation did md. (*onduet‘ to sl(*ep, not even 
t(i an e(ligy-lik<‘ repose; but alU‘r looking from tin? window upon 
the march of the epuet stars, aln-r wateliing flu? new moon dis- 
nppi*ar betw«‘eu tlu‘ roofs, and after Si'cing that tin* dotjr of Ht. 
Sabas’s tomb was ehwed, although Ids light was still Imrning, I

J^n)m this 1 was arouHttd liy a noise that sesuned like tlie mil 
to judgment, liy tin* most elainorous jangh* of diseordant bells,— 
all the twenty were ringing at onee, and eaeh in a dillereut key. 

The 
jieals wtu’c <*eliot‘d I’roin tin? opposite ledges, and r{?verberal<*d 
among tin? rocks and eaves and shar]) angles of tin* eonvenl, 
until tin? crash was intolerable. It was worse? than tin* .shim, 
bang, shriek, clang, clash, roar, dissoiimn-e, thunder, and hurricane 
with which all musicians tbiiik it absolutt'ly in'cessaiy to close 
any (wertun*, symplnniy, or tmishvd eomposilion whatever, Imw- 
ever d(‘eent and <{ui<‘t it inay la*. It was (‘nough to rouse? the 
deafest pilgrim, to wake the elead martyrs and set the* fourteen 
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thousand slculls hunting h>r tlu*ir hnno^. oall rvt’u St, Salum 
himself fi*oiu hb tomb. I arose. I sau in the ^turliglit figures 
moving about the court, monks in tlu-ir simiue islaek guwns. It 
was, 1 eomprehended then, the cull to niiilnigln tnayi-r in the

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We paid our tribute, climbed up tlic stairways and out the 
grim gate into the highway, and had a glorious ride, in the fresh 
nioniiug air, the way eidivcucd l)y wild-flowers, blue sky, llecl- 
aween, and troops of returuing pilgrims, and finally ennobled by 
the sight of Jcrusalcin itself, oouspieuous on its hill.

THE EAIE OP MOSES; THE ARMENIAN I’ATHlARClI. 

T he Moslems Wievo that their n-liir uni Nuper-tnif ti aiuil.i: ntt 
anil Christianity, — Mohammed ehisinii- tlu* enlimiiatiHit ^■vru'^ 
of six great prophets, Adam, Noah, Alirahiun, ^l n'K 

Aloliammed, — and that they have a right tt* atliiiiiii:4rr <iii tlif 
effects of both, Tht‘y api^ropriale our Muered tii norv and rmhrb 
lish it without the least scruple, assnme rxelie ivt^ r!”iu to tuir 
sacred plact^s, and enroll in their own ealemlar all tmr iiMtalde 
heroes and saints. 

On the 16th of April was inaugnratetl In JertHah-m the jVft 
and hiir of the Prophet Alos<‘8. The fair is hehl vearh at Neby 
Afusa, a Aroslem wely, in the wildernesH nf Jmhea, Nume threr ur 
four hours from Jerusalem on a dirca-t line tu the in ad Hm. 
There AIoscs, according to the M<ish'in tradithm, wun htined, and 
thither the hiithfiil ri*sort in great crowds at thin unruverHary, and 
hold a four days' fair. 

At midnight the air was huimning with prr*para,ti*<n : ; the 
whole city huzml like a hive nhout t^i swarm. For mauv da \4 
pilgrims had been gathering h>r this h-stivaL eoming in tmnil ffie 
mountain roads, from (hith and Askalon, From Ht l,i ’till, tV’Un 
Nablous and Jafhi, — pilgrimH as mdous uml as rag-ed a . tla...* 
that gsither to the Holy Hepulehre ami on the Imido. td' tiir J;>r 
dan. In the early morning we hc'ard the ptninfling tif driifii's^ 
the clash of cymbals, the s<|umklng of fiths. and an tn'e.-i msnal 
gun, let off as it were by aeeident, vt^ry' mueh like thr daw n i.f 
a Pourth of July at home. PrncTssioim were ’:{r;s>'’due^ ah.^ut 
the streets, apparently lo.st, like wxird-dclrgatiomi in eareh of th*' 
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beginning of St. Patriek’s Pay ; a (liaortlerly scvaiuble of rags 
and color, a rabble Uustling along without step or order, preeedial 
usually by half a dozen enonnou.s flags, green, red, yellow, and 
blue, embroidered with various devices and t(‘xts fnun the Koran, 
which hung lihfless on their staves, but gnniped in mass mm\c as 
lively a study of color us a bevy of sails of the C'hioggia tishing- 
boats flocking into the port t‘f Venice at sunrise. Belbre the 
banners walked tlu? musicians, tilling the narrow strtsds witli a 
tearful uproar of rude drums and eyinbals. These people seem 
to have inheritetl the musieal tahmt of the anei(mt Jews, and to 
have the same passion t\)r noist‘ and ilist’ord. 

As the procession would tiot move U) the Tomb of Moses until 
afternoon, we devoted the morning to a visit to the Artneniau 
Patriareh. Isaac, archbishop, and hy tin* grace of (loti I^itriareh 
of the Armenians of Jerusah*m, o(‘eupant of tin* holy apostolic 
.st‘at <)f St. Jann*s (tin* Armc’uiau convent stands upon the tradi- 
titjnal site {)f the martyrdom of SI. James), claims to lu* the 
spiritual head of live millious of Armenians, in lhirk(*y, Syria, 
Palestine, India, and Persia, By firman from (In* Sultan, the 
(opts and the Syrian ainl tin* Ahvssinian (fliristians an* in some 
sort under his jurisdiction, but tin* authority is merely nominal. 

Tin* ret*e[fliomroom of the couv<*nt is a hauflsomc hall (for 
JcrusaU*m), (*?ctcnding over an archway of tin* street below and 
looking upon a ganlen. The walls are hung with (*ngravirigs ami 
lithographs, most c)f them portraits of eontemponiry sovereigns 
and prinees of Kurope, in whose august 1*ompany the l^atriareh 
seems to like ti) sun himst’lf. We had not tc? wait long belbre he 
appt‘ared and gave us a emirteous ami simple weleoaie. As soon 
as he hmrned that we were Americans, he said that In; had sonn*- 
thing that he thought would interest us, and going to his tabh; 
took out of the drawer an old number of an Amerieau ptwiodieal 
eontaining a portrait of an Ameriemi publisher, which he set 
great store by. We eongratulaled him upon his possession of 
this treasure, and expr<*ssed our passionate IVjtul ness for this sort 
of thing, for we. soon diseoviTed the delight tin; Patriarch took in 
pietun’S anti espta'ially in portraits, and not l<*ast in photographs 
of himself in the full regalia of his suer(*d oflice. And with rca- 
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son, for lie is proluiElv the haiulsniuest pc»ft*!Uato in tlu* wurU, 
He is a tall, liiiely propiirtioned man oi riny \rar-^ and hi-i 
(It'portmeut exhiluts that happy eoiirtrsy v.hieh is ..f 
of approbation aiul a kindly apiuion of self.

Abd-{*1-Atti, I did tell himj that the great Armeiuan t’»niVfUi| at. 
Ahmiee, wdiieh bolds with the Pope, aeeepts tlu* l^atin cm 
of the clause, lie seemed, never to huvt* lienrd of the* gicai Anru'^ 
niaii convent at Venice* At this pennt of the conver afiMH hc 
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tliouglit it wise to fliiish the sulyeet hr the trite remark that we 
believed a man’s life was after all more imporfaiif {ban his creed. 

'*So am I,'’ responded the dragoman, and the ]-atriarch seemed 
to be of like mind. 

A new turn was given to our interview Iw the arrival of re- 
freshments, a sneeession of swi‘et meats, cordials, candies, aiul 
cofh‘c, d’ln‘ sweetmeats first served were a iltdieate preservt' of 
plums. This was haiuled anuuid in a jar, from whieli eaeli guest 
dipped a spoonfid, and swallowed it, drinking from a glass of 
wattT iiuuualiat<‘ly, - exactly as we used to take medieiue iu eluld- 
hood, Th<‘ preserve was tak<‘U away when eaeii person luwl tasted 
it, and shortly a delieious tirange eiwdial was brought, niul handtal 
around with eaiuly. t’otlee hiilioved. The Fatriareh then led 
the %vay about his palaec% and with so!m» priih^ showtHl us the 
gold and silver insignia of his otliee ami his rieh vestments. On 
tiie wall of his stinly luuig a euriuus map of the world, priutetl at 
Amstfnbun in in Arntenian eharaeters. lb* was so kind 

also as to giv<‘ us his phot<v.‘,raph, eurielual with his unnsulable 
autograph, atul a book prtiiteil at the eonveui, entithnl Dnur ,///.? 
dt' St‘Jnur rn JhyMinit' ; and \sv had the phsisure of staung tdst) 
the heroi-s ami the author of tlu^ luiok, two Anueuiati imntks, 
who umlerbaik, on tin Hnglish suggestion, a niissit)ii to King 
I'heodore, to iuttUTede tor the release of the KugUsli priHouerH 
ht'ld by the tyrant of that land. They were detained by its 
treui’heroUH and barbarous eiueft, robbed by |M‘{iple iiud priests 
alike, never reaehed the heaihpiartc’rs of the king, and tvere re- 
leased only after two years of miHenible eaptivity and Hutlering, 
This htxjk is a faithful reeonl of tlndr jcjurney, and eontains a 
etunplete tleseription of the religion and euHtoms of tlie Abyssiu^ 
ians. set tlown with the candor and verbal iiakedness of Ilerod- 
utus, Whabwer ( liristianity the Abyssiniaus may ouee have 
had, tludr religion mjw is an othl mixture of Judnistn, fttiehisin, 
and (’hri^tian dogmas, and their ni<»ra}s a p<*rteet reproduetiim 
of ttinse in Vogue just hehus* the flood; there is iio vlee or {lisisisc^ 
ed' barbarism or of eivili/.atiou that is not with them of tniiv'T= al 
aeeeptauee. And the priest TiintitheuH, tin* writer of this narra- 
tive, gavf* the Aby . siniair; abiding in Jerusalem a eharaetm* no 
better than that of their einiutrvmen at home. 
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Tlie Patriarcli, with many cxpvt-'jsions t>f oivili^v, gavr us int<> 
the charge of a monk, who showrcl us all the parts in tlit* roiivent 
we had not seen on a previous visit. The ct>uvent is nut <nilv a 
wealthy and clean, but also an enli^hteued e?itahlis!inie!il. Wiiiuti 
its precincts are nuns as well as monks, ami f^tuHl sehtif?lM are iiuun- 
tained for children of both sexes. The sehtJuldiumr. n itu its 
commodious apartments, was iu>t unlike one uf (»ur Isnililie-s fV^r 
graded schools; iu the roonis we saw many eases id antiijnuirs 
and curiosities from various eountries, ami speeiruenH id minia*al 
A map ivhieh hung on the wall, ami was only mw itnmlred \ears 
old, showed the lied Sea flowing into the I tend Sea, ami tht* riv* r 
Jordan emptying into tin* l\Iediterraueaii. Terhnps ihe sehulars 
learn ancient geography only. 

At twelve the I^Ioslems said pmy<*rs in tlu* Mosque of ihmr, 
and at one o'clock the proeessiou was nmly to nn^ve rmr of Hi, 
Stephen's Gate.

bv the imperliiu'ue(*s which belittle the name of religion. It has 
alwiiys been held well that the place of the burial of Moses was 
uiiknowu. It woidd perhaps have condueed to the purity of the 
Christian faith if no attempt had ev<‘r been mack^ to brt‘ak through 
the ohseurity whieh rests upon tin* plaee of the sepulehre of Christ, 
luvtmtion has grown upon invention, and we have the Jerusalem of 
tt)-day as a result of tin' cxngg<^mtt‘d importance attached k) the 
loealizutiou of tlu' Divine nmuik'statioa. Whatever interest Jeru- 
salem has for the aiJkjuariau, or for the devout nuud, it rs unde- 
niabh* that tnu' must seek In other lands and among otluT people.s 
for thc^ rolmst virtm*, the hatred of shams and useless forms, the 
sweet eharity, the invigorating priiieiples, the high thinking, and 
the simphj worship ineuh‘at.<‘d by the Foumkn* of Christianity. 

The horses were ready. Ji'rnsalem had just bt'gun to stir ; an 
itinerant vcuik/r of ecitfee. had set up his tray on tlu‘, street, and 
was lustily calling to catch the attentiou of the early workmen, 
<m tin*, vagrants who piek tln'inselves up from tln^ doorsteps at 
{lawn, and begin to n‘eonnt)iti*{‘ for tin* neeessary and eheap task? 
of eoflei*, with wliieh the Oriental day opems ; the sky was over- 
<*ast, and a tlrop or twtj of ruin fi‘Il as we wen? gidting into tlm 
siwldk*, but ** It is nothing,’’ mid the stirrup-htjlder, ** it goes to 
be a beautiful tiau* " ; and so it proved. 

Ht*uret'ly were wt; outside the eity wln?u it eh*ared superbly, and 
we set forwanl on {)ur lt>ng ntU? of thirty-six miles, to the s(*a- 
eoast, in lugli spirits. We turned to eatch the first mmliglit 
up<m the gray ToW{‘r of Daviil, and then W(?nt gayly on ovit the 
etKiI rr<-(' hills, inhaling the sparkling air and tin* perfutm; of wild- 
tlowcrH, ami cxehanging gre(‘t.ingH with tlie pilgrims, Moslem and 
Christian, who must have broken up their camps in tin* hills at the 
earliest light. There an* all van{‘ti<*H of natunialily and costmm*, 
ami many of tin* p<*aceful pilgrims are anncil us if going to a 
military remlexvijns ; perhapH our eavalemk*, which is also an as- 
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sorted one of liorses, donkeys, and niules, is as mnimu^ as any 
we meet. I am certain that the horse that oiuMjf the lailirs ridt-g 
is uniqnfe, a mere framework of bones wlueh rattle an In* ;iu-iuue 3 
himself; a rear vimv of the animal, and his tui>un*r ami inter- 
lacing legs, when lie nu>vt‘8 briskly, sugg«*st a (‘hiuesr puzzle. 

We halted at the outlet of Wady 'Aly, where there is an inn, 
which has the appearauee of a Hen ot Thieves, aiui ttuik tnir 
lunch iipoii some giant rocks under a tig-tree, tin* irtuc ot wiiieh 
was already half grown. lltTe I disetjveretl ainittier hiaek eallfn 
and borrowed a pick t)f tlu‘ laiullord to eiuleavor tu tlig up gs 
bulb. But it was impossible to extmet it trom tlie rt»i'ks, and 
when I returned tlm to(d, the owner demamletl pay h>r the use ut 
it; I told him that if he wouul eoiiu* to Anuahea, I wenild leml 
him a pick, and let him dig all day in the gafilen, - a liberality 
which he was unahh* to eompn'Iumd. 

By four o'clock we were at liamleh, ami tununl asule inspret 
the so-called Banieeu tower ; it stamls uptm one siile a large 
euelo-sure of walls ami arches, an extensive ruin ; under gronml 
are vaulted constructions appanmtly t‘Xtetidiiig as fu* the ruins 
above, remiudiug one of the remains of the Ibe piee of St, Juhn 
at Jerusalem. In its fr^nu ami treatimmt and iVidun^ (Iuh nohlr 
tower is Clothic, ami, taking it in eouuec'tion with the reinaius 
about it, I should have said it was of <*hristi:ui eonsfruriittu. in 
spite of the Ambie inseription ovi-r one «jf the d<*t,ru;sy , uliieU 
might have been added when the Sanieen*4 tof4 pi# of if ; 

but I believe that anti(|uariaus have {b-euiod that the tower uan 
erected liy Moshnns. These are the ino-it ‘‘rural ruiin had 
seen in the Bast; tiny are tiine^staineil ami ueatinn'-etdurril, likf* 
the remains of an Bnglish aijlny, ami s^taml in the nud g t#f a 
green and most lav{*ly country ; nosaud.no nakednev,, no fn-nu- 
gars. Gniss fills all the eaelosure, and grain fit Ifl i pre ei e!t»nr 
about it. No view could be niore enehanting than that of thi* 
tower and the roUiug plain at tluit hour i tlie bbuim ini flie uheat^ 
fields, flecked with flaming |K>ppies ; the silvrr of the olive 
groves; the l>etls of s<*ar!et aneinones and yollow buitereup?!, 
blotching the meadows with brilliant eolorH like a pic-tuiv ui 
Turner; the soft gray hills of Juda*a; the sleeplt fi and miiiareta 
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of tlic city. All llainldi is built on and amid ruins, lialf-covcred 
arclics and vaults. 

Twili^rlit came upon us while we wore yet in the interminable 
plain, but Jada aiinounood itsdf by its orani^i^-blossoms long 
before we ent(‘re{l its stratju^ling suburbs ; indeed, when we W(‘re 
three miles away, the odor of its gardens, wtui^hted by the niii;lit- 
air, was too heavy to be agreeabh^ At a distance this odor was 
more perceptible than in the town itself; but next day, in the 
full heat of the sun, we found it so overpowering as to give a 
tendeiu*y to headache.

and defeated. Tiie grotto of Elijah is show'ii in the hill, and the 
monks who iuhal)it the convent regard tlunnscdves as the succes- 
sors of an uiihrokeu siicees.siou of holy occupants since the days 
of the great prophet. Their sumptuous (piarters would no tloxd)t 
excite the indignation of Elijah and Elisha, who would not prop- 
erly discriniinate l)(dween the modern reign of Mammon and the 
ancient rule of Ikal. Haifa itsadf is only a huddle of houses on 
the beach. Ten miles acwoss the curving Iniy we saw the battle- 
ments of Akka, on its triangle of land jutting into the sea, above 
tlu' mouth of Kishou, out of the fertile and world-renowned plain. 
We s(*e it more distiuetly ns we pass; and if we wer<^ to laud xve 
shoidtl stHi litth', morti, for fenv fnigmenta remain to attest its many 
masters and strangt'. vieis.situdes. A prosptu'ous seat of the Plux^- 
nieians, it ofhu'ed hospitality to the fat-loving tribe of Asher; it 
was a Clret‘k city of wcudth and eons(‘([U(‘nec ; it was considered 
the k(W of Pah‘sti!i(! during the (Umsades, and the h(‘ad (piarters 
of the Templars and the Knights of St. »]ohu ; and in more modern 
times it liad the (*redit of giving the cdieekmate to the fei^ble inu- 
taiiou of AIi‘xander in the East atteniphxl by Napoleon 1, 

Tin; day was <*loudy and a litth; cool, and not unpleasant ; hut 
there cxistial all day a ground-.sw(‘ll which is full of all na.stiness, 
and a short sea xvhich aggravated the ground-swell ; and although 
we sailed by tlu^ Ijebauou mauutains and along an historic coast, 
brisfliug with sugg(?stions, and with little but suggestions, of an 
liei'oic past, by Akka and Tyre and Sidon, xvc were mostly indif- 
hwent h) it all. The Mediterranean, on occasion, takes away one's 
appetite even for ruins and ancient history, 

Wc. can distingui.sh, as ’we .sail liy it, the mean modern town 
which w(‘ars still the royal purple name of Tyre, and the penin- 
sula, foruua*ly tlui island, upon which the old towm stood and 
whieh gave it its iiauui. The Arabs still call itTsur or Sur, 'M.he 
roek,'’ and the aueie.nts faneied that this island of rock had the 
form of a ship and was tyjfu'al of the maritime pursuits of its 
peoples Home have thought it mor(‘. like tlu; cradle of commerce 
wliieh Tyre is some.timt;s, though erroneously, said to be; for she

The arts of t!u* Plneniemns the Jews wawe m»t apt to leiiru; the 
heiiutitul hron^e-work of tlieir teiitple’s wuh exeeuted |jy 
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and tlulr curious work in wood also ; the sctu'ct of tlie fanuiiis 
purple dye of the royal stutrs which the Jcwh coveted was known 
only to the Tyrians, who extracted from a sea-uiii^^^cl this tlark nul 
violet; when the Jews built, Tyrian worknum wen* uecessai-y ; 
when Solomon undertook his eommereial ventures into the tar 
Orient, it was IVrians who built his shi[)s at Kxii)ii-pd)er, ami it 
Avas 'rvriau sailoi's who manned them; the riuenieianH earrieil the 
niamdaeture of ^lass to a perftwtion unkmnvii to tlu*am*ieut I’ktyp- 
tians, ])rodueinjr that bt*a\itiful wan* the art of whi<*h was nndved 
l>y the Venetians in the sixteenth eeiitury : tin* Jews tlid nut learn 
from the Phu'uieiaus, but the (Jret'ks <luh how to make that irmee- 
fiil pottery and to paitit the vases whieh are the clespair (»f nuKh^rn 
imitators; the Tyrian mariners, followiiu^ tin* Hidontnn, snppiuHl 
the Mediterram*an countries, ineludiiut khtMn, with tin htr the 
manufaeture of bronze, by a{lvt*nturous voya‘tes ns far as Britain, 
and no p(‘opl(^ ever exeelhul th(‘m in the working*’ t>f hnnize, ns 
none in their tinn*, e([uall(‘d tln*m in the earvlni^ of ivory, tlu* en- 
graving of ])reeiou.s metals, and the eittiiiig and staling (»f jewels. 

Unforiunattly seareely anything remaitjs of the alnnulant liter- 
ature of the llnenieiaus, ‘for tln^ Oanaanites w(‘n* a literary pccj» 
pie betbn^ the invasion of Joshua; their latiguage was Semitic, 
and almost identical with tlu* Hebrew, aUhough they were tle- 
seendaiits of Ham; not oidy their light litendure but their his- 
torical records have disapp(*aretl, anti we have small knowled*^* of 
their kings or tln-ir great men. Tlie one we art* most himiltnr 
with is the shrewd and libend Hiram (f ennnot bdl why he always 
reminds me of Gtmeral Gnint), who exchanged ritldhts with Holo- 
mon, and shared with the inountaiu king the profits of his mar- 
itime skill and experience. HininPs tomb is still pointed out 
to the curious, at Tyre; and the nuitations of rt'Iigit>nH and the 
freaks of fbrhine are illustrated by the ehanee that lias grouped 
so elosiJy together iht; gniv(‘s of Hiram, of TnuUwiek Barbarossa, 
and of Origtni. 

Ijate ill the afternoon we came in sight of Ridou, that aueient 
city whieh tlui hand-book infers was famous at tin* time of the 
appearance of Joshua, since that skilful ea])tain sp(‘akH of it ns 
Great Zidou.” Famous it doubtless had Inam long before his 
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arrival, but the epithet ‘‘^reat” uierely the two 

cities; for Sidon was divided like lyrt*, (Ireat Hithin” Wing 
on the shore and “Little Sidon at some {listiuiee iuhitid. 'Fm- 
dition says it ’was built by Sidon, the gn‘iit-uu‘‘iu(Ki?n cjf Ntmh; 
but however this may be, it is doubtless the oldt‘st Fhuuiieian city 
except Gebel, which is on the coast north of Ley rout. It in uuw 

for the antiquarian little more than a m'enjpolis, aiul a ht ap of 
stones, on which fishermen dry their nets, althaugli mtiiv iiiui* to 
ten thousand people occupy its squalid lunisos. What wo ?tro 
it is the ridge of rocks fbnning the sliallow harlior, and the 
turesque arched bridge (with which <‘ngraviugs have nuule m 
familiar) that connects a ruined fortn‘ss ou a detaelu'd rock with 
the rocky peninsula. 

Sidon carries us far back into aufitiuify, ^\1uoi the ( uuann- 
itish tribes migrated from tlndr scat oti tiie PcTHinn CJulh a part 
of them continued their mandi as far as Kgypt. It seeuui tii he 
settled that the Hittites (or Khitas) were the invaders wlui over* 
ran the land of the Pharaohs, sweeping away in their hHrliarou^ 
violence nearly all the monuments of tin* eivili^atiou i4 piveriiin'^ 
eras, and placing upon the throne of that old empire race of 
Shepherd kings. It was doubtless during the i!yii;e^fy of the 
Shepherds that Abraham visitc'd Egypt, nml it was a Vlmmih of 
Hittite origin who made Joseph his minister. It wa a utter im 
expulsion of the Shepherds and tlu' establishmeiit of a dumHty 
“which knew not Joseph” that the Isnudites wore ; ed. 

But the Canaanites did not all pass heytujd Syria aiid lal* 
tine; some among them, who afterwards were distiuetivt iy kiumri 
as Phoenicians, established a maritime kingdom, ami haiiidcd 
among other cities that of Bidom This maritime ImiUch no 
douU kept up an intercourse with the other portioim of the (‘a. 
naanite family in Southern Syria and in Egypt, hvtnve the um* wjw 
driven out of Egypt by the nwolution whieh n-itored the rule of 
the Egyptian Pharaohs, and the other expelled hv the advriit of 
the Philistines. And it seems altogether prolmhie that ftic Pine, 
mcians received from Egypt many arts which they ufterminh inu 
proved and perfected. It is tolendily certain that they tK.rrowed 
from Egypt the hieratic writing, or some of its ehaKiett-r^, wldidi 
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them to represent the souncU of tlunr kiignap^e hy the 
alphabet which they pfavc to the world. The Sidouiaiis wt;re sub- 
jug-atcd by Tliotnies III., with all riuxmieia, and %vere for eeutii- 
ries the useful allies of the Kiryptiaiis ; but their dominion was 
over the sea, and tluw spread their eoloiiit‘s lirst to the Grt‘ciau 
isles and tlnm alon^ the African coast; and in the other direction 
scut their venturesome barks as far as C’olehis on the Black Sea. 
Thtw st'em to liavti thrived most under the Egyptian supremacy, 
for tlie Pharaohs had need of their sailors and their ships. In 
the later days of the empini, in the reign of Necho, it was Phcmii- 
eiau siiilors who, at his command, eireuniuavigated Africa, pass- 
ing down the Hod Bea and returning through the Pillars of 
Ilercule.s. 

The low remains of Sidon which we see to-day are only a fcjw 
centuries old, — six or seven ; there are no monuments to carry us 
back to the city famous in arts and arms, of which Homer sang ; 
and if tlun-e were, the anti(piity of this hoary coast would still 
elude us. ncu'odottis says that the temple of Melkarth at Tyre 
(the daughttu' of Sidon was built about 2300 B. c. Probably 
he tuTH by a couph*. of c(mturi(‘8 ; for it was only something like 
twc!dy-thn‘e c(*nturies belbre ( -hrist that the Gamuinitc^s came into 
Palestine, that is to say, late in the thirteenth Egyptian dynasty, — 
a dynasty which, a(‘eording to the list of Manetho and Mariettc 
Ihy, is separated from the nugn of the lirst Egyptian king by an 
interval of twamty-stwem centuri(^s. When Abraham wandered 
from Mesopotamia into Palestine he found tlie Ganaanites in pos- 
session. IBut they were comparatively new comers ; they had 
found the land already occupied by a numerous population who 
w'(!rc so far advanced in civilization as to have built many cities. 
Among tin*, pt‘oples holding the land IxTore them were the Ile- 
phaim, who had si.xty strong towns in what is now the wihhirncss 
of Bashau ; ilu!V(‘. W(‘re also the Emim, the Zamzummim, and the 
Anakim, — pevrhaps primitive rac(‘S and p^jrhaps conquerors of a 
people fariluu’ l)a(‘k in the twilight, remnants of whom still re- 
mained in Pal(‘stine when the J(;ws began, in tluur turn, to level 
its cities to the earth, and who lived in the Jewish traditions as 
giants.’’

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“[Not to sLot;? ’em passport,” says Abd-el-Atti, wlio wastes no 
affection on tlie Turks ; “ tiefs, all of dem ; yon Le six months, 
not so? in him dominion, come now from Jaffa; I tell him if 
the kin’ of Constantinople want ns, he find ns at the hotel.” 

The hotel BeUevue, which looks upon the sea and hears always 
the waves dashing upon the worn and jagged rocks, was over- 
flowed by one of those swarms, which are the nuisance of inde- 
pendent travellers, known as a “ Cook’s Party,” excellent people 
individually no doubt, but monopolizing hotels and steamboats, 
and driving everybody else into obscurity by reason of their num- 
bers and compact organization. We passed yesterday one of the 
places on the coast where Jonah is said to have left the whale ; 
it is suspected — though without any contemporary authority — 
that he was in a Cook’s Party of his day, and left it in disgust 
for this private conveyance. 

Our first care in Beyrout was to secure our passage to Damas- 
cus. There is a carriage-road over the Lebanons, constmcted, 
owned, and managed by a Prench company ; it is the only road 
in Syria practicable for wheels, but it is one of the best in the 
world ; I suppose we shall celebrate our second centennial before 
we have one to compare with it in the United States. The com- 
pany has the monopoly of aU. the trafiic over it, forwarding freight 
in its endless trains of wagons, and despatching a diligence each 
way daily, and a night mail. We ’went to the office to secure 
seats in the diligence. 

“ They are all taken,” said the official. 

“ Then Tve would like seats for the day after to-morrow.” 

“ They are taken, and for the day after that — for a week.” 

‘‘ Then we miist go in a private carriage.” 

‘‘ At present we have none. The two belonging to the com- 
pany are at Damascus.” 

“ Then we will hire one in the city.” 

“That is not permitted ; no private carriage is allowed to go 
over the road farther than five kilometres outride of Beyrout.” 

So you -will neither take us yourselves nor let any one else ? ” 

“ Pardon ; wffien the carriage comes from Damascus, you shall 
hnve the first chance.” 
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Fortunately one of the carriages arrived that night, and ihc 
next morning at nine o’clock we were fii ronic’. 'riie diligence 
left at 4 A. M., and makes the trip in tliirt<-cn hours : wc were in 
break the journey at Stoum and diverge tn Ba'ulhek. 't’he citr- 
riage was a short omnibus, with seats inside for fi.nr, a br*i:,,l 
seat in front, and a deck for the baggiige, painted a nn.-d vi-iinw ; 
three horses were harnessed to it abreast, — one in tin- .-itii! 

one on each side. As the hoi-S('s were to be changed at slu.ri 
stages, we went forward at a swinging pace, rattling <»nt of tin- 
city and commanding as much rc.spect a.s if wc had bc* n the 
diligence itself with its six horses, three ahrca.st, ami all its 
haughty passengers. 


We leave the promontory of Beyrout, dip into a long dt {jres. 
sion, and then begin to ascend the la-banon. The road is iun-d, 
smooth, white; the soil on cither side is red : the country U i-s. 
ceedingly rich ; we pass villas, extensive plantations of tigs, iu„l 
^•eat forests of the mulberry; for the silk eulturc is tin- chief 
industry, and small factories of the famous Syriuii silks arc scat- 
tered here and there. As the road winds upward, we timl ih,. 
hillsides are teiTaeed and luxuriant with (ig.tn-cs aiul : raiH-vinc,- 


— the latter flourishing, in fact, to the very top of the mountaiiis, 
say 5,300 feet above the blue Mediterranean, which sparkh-s 
below us. Into these hills the people of Beyrmit come to jtasn 
the heated months of summer, living in little villas which art- 
embowered in foliage all along tlu-sc lov.-Iy slopes, VVe ci,. 
counter a new sort of hou.se; it is one story high, built of bm,.. 
stone in square blocks and without mortar, It.aviu-; a il.g r.«,f 
covered with stones and soil, — a very [irimitive con ,‘rucii. -.j h>g 
universal here. Sometimes the building is in i„,. p.r- irt,’’, 
(loiible log-cabin, but the opening between the tn,. i , ;dw ,v'. 
arched: so_ much for art ; but otherwise the honse. without win. 
dows, or with slits only, looks like a seetion of stonew all. 

As we nse, we begin to get glimpses of the s,„hvv peak . whi.-i, 
make a shai-p contrast with the ravishing view held ml m. el,, 

aU like a ribbon. As we look down, the limestom. wall , ..f U,;. 
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teiraccs are concealed, and all tlie white cliffs are hidden hj the 
ample Terdurc. Bntenug hirther into the mountains, and ascend- 
ing through the grim Wady namuuina, we have the eonsidi^rable 
village of that name l)eluw us on the left, lying at the bottom of a 
vast and asli-colored mountain basin, like a gray heap of ciiuU'rs 
on tht‘, edge of a crattn* broken away at one side. We look at it 
with interest, for there Lamartine once lived for some months in 
as sentimental a s(‘elnsion as one could wish. A little higher up 
wo come to snow, gnat drifts of it by the roadside, — a phenom- 
enon entirely heyoml the eomprelumsion of Abdallah, who has 
never seen sand so cold as this, which, nevertheless, melts in his 
hands. At’ter eneountering the snow, we drive into a cold eloud, 
which seems mueli of the time to hang on tlu; top of Lebanon, 
and have a toueh of real winter,- — a disagreeable experieneci whieli 
wc had hoped to tdiminate from this year; snow is only tolerable 
when s(!(*n at a great distance, as the l)a(‘kground in a summer 
landscape ; near at hand it congeals the human spirits. 

When \v(‘ wt‘re over the summit and had emerg(‘il from tlie thick 
cloud, suddenly a surprise greeted us. Opposite was the range 
of Auti-Lei)au()n ; two thousand feet btdow us, the broad plain, 
which hud not now the appearance of land, but of some painted 
scene, — a singularity which is partially cxphiim^d by the reel color 
of the .soil. Ibit, altogether, it presented the most bewildering 
mass of color ; if the valley had been stn;wn with watered silks 
over a carpet of 1-ersiau rugs, the effect might have been the 
same. Tlua*e were p«atehes and strips of green and of brown, 
dashes of red, blotches of burnt-umber and sienna, alternations of 
ploughed field and young grain, and the whole, under the passing 
clouds, took the sheen of the opal. The hard,. shining road lay 
down the mountain-side in long loops, in ox-bows, in curves ever 
graceful, like a long piece of white tape flung by chance from the 
summit to the valley. We dashed dowzi it at a great speed, 
winding backwards and forwards on the mountain-side, and con- 
tinually shifting our point of view of the glowing picture. 

At tlie litthi post-station of Stoura we hd’t the Damascus road 
and struck north for an hour towards IWalliek, over a tolerable 
carriage-road. But the road ceased at Mu’dlakah; bewond that. 
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Ba'albek stoned a pai-t of the way, and intcadfd to \u

taiL, is the town of Zahleh, the largest in the L. ham.n ; ana 
there we pm-posed to pass the night, having b.-.-u e..«iim-m.. .. .a 
the hospitality of the missionaries there by l>r. .le.isnp «! 1.. % i-a.. 

Our halted establishment drew a crowd of etirwuM 
about it, mostly women and children, who ha.l prolmbly iirv. r 
seen a carriage' before ; they exaiiiiiied us and e.miuit iit.-<l uihiu 
us with perfect freedom, but that was the extent of tlu-ir b<*'iu- 
tality, not one of them was willing to earn a para by carry iiig .mr 
hag^ge to Zahleh; and we started up the hill, leaving the drag. 
Oman in an animated quarrel with the entire populalh.n. wh,., in 
turn, resented his comments upon their want of religi.m and 
good manners. 

Climbing up a stony lull, tlircading gullion nnd rnvinr ^ uml 
finally rough streets, we came into the ampliiiUentn^ in tin* lulb 
which enclose Zahleh. The town is unique in its vinmrtu^tuni. 
Imagine innumerable small whitcwasheil wooden lusunt-n 
ill concentric circles, one above the other, on the ^hqn id llie 
hasin, like the chairs on the terraces of a Utnuaii eiren^. 
town is mostly new, for the Ilrus(‘s capturinl it and bnrin il it ui 
1860, and reminds one of a New England taottn-y Its 

situation is a stony, ragged basin, three thousand tVet Hie 

sea; the tops of the hills bcliiiid it were still eoverrd wiih 
and we could easily fancy that we were in Hwitzc rlmid, Tin* t- n 
or twelve thousand inhabitants are nearly all Maroiutt-i, a ^ ^ rt *4 
Christians whom we should call Greeks, but who are in v^numuu- 
ion with the Latin church; a people ignorant and n|?j r rif , ^ 
governed by their priests, occasionally turbulent, and rdwuvi 
the point of open rupture with the mysterious aiul suhtii* Hru .f f 
Having the name of Christians and few of the qualities, flpy ar^* 
most unpromising subjects of missioimry lulmr. Vet the liu . .n ti 
here makes progress and converts, and we were glad to r** r ih;d 
the American missionaries were universally respi-clnd. 
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Fortunately the Amerieim name and Christianity are exceed- 
ingly well repn'seiited in Northern Syria by gentlemen who xiiiito 
a thorough and varied seholarship with (Uiristiau simplieity, eiuT- 
gy, and enthusiasm. At first it seems hard tlrnt so much talent 
and eultiini should be hidden away in such a place as Zahhdi, and 
xve were incliiual to lanu'ut a lot so far removed fi*om the living 
sympathies of the world. It seems, indeed, almost hopeless to 
inakt*. any impression in tliis auticpie and cotieeiH'd mass of super- 
stition. Hut if Syria is to be rt'generatcal, and to be ever the 
home of an industrious, elt‘au, and moral ptK)ple, in sympathy 
with the enlight(‘ued world, the change is to bt‘ made l)y exhibit- 
ing to the people a higher type of Christianity than tiny* have 
known hitherto, —a Christianity that reforms mamun-s, and betters 
the social condition, and adds a new interest to life by lifting it to 
a higher plains ; physical conditions must visibly improves under it. 
It is not enough in a village like this of Zahleh, for instance, to 
set up a new form of (diristian worship, and let it droin^ on in a 
sh^epy fashion, how(*ver (U*vout and eireumspt‘(‘t. It ue(‘ds 7nen 
of talent, sei(‘utilie attaiumeiit, practical sagat^ity, who shall make 
the (’hristiau name rt^sp<‘et<al by superior (pialities, as well as by 
devout lives, 'riiey must show a beittU' style of livitig, more 
thrift and comfort, than that which pn'vails here. The people 
will l)y and ly sta! a logieal eonneetion btdween a wcll-ordensl 
imuse and garden, a firm seientifieally euitivated, a ]>rosperous 
fietory, and the profitableness of lionesty and industry, with the 
superior civilizatiou of our Western (diriatianity. You ean al- 
ready see the influenee in Syria of the aeeompHshcd scdiolars, 
skilful physieians and surgeons, men versed in the sciences, in 
botany and g(‘ology, who arc abh*. to understand the resources of 
the. eomitry, who are supported there, but not liberally enough 
supported, by the Christiaus of America.

W ’E were entertained at the house of the Hev» Mr. Wtiful, who 
accompanied ns the next day to Ba'aiiiek. minfsiMri frr- 
ritory including that ancient scat of splemlul pagani^fii. 
sort of religious in the neigldmrhood had ahsorlnHl Ihi* hr^t 
saddle-beasts, and we were indifIVrently nunintcd on ihv oi 

donkeys and horses, Abdallah, our most shining >r . ^1' .n, ruU 

ing, as usual, on the top of a pile of baggage. 1'he mhnhilmilH 
were very civil as we passed along; we di<l not kmov whrihf^r to 
attribute it to the influence of the missioimrit’s or to tin* rarifv 
of travellers, but the word backshee.sh ** iM‘ard not «nior in 
Zahleh. 


After we had emerged from Mu’allakah upon the open pUin, 
we passed on our left hand the Moslem viilugr tif Krrah N 
which is distinguished as the burial-phuv of the proplirl Noah ; 
but we contented ourselves with a sight of the tioiuo, 1‘hi. 
mariner lies there in a grave seventy fret long, <ir sevi ntv Viird^ 
some scoffers say; but this, whatever it is,' is not tho nJ i uiv 
of the patriarch. The grave proved too short, md 
buried with his knees bent, and his fr^et extending thnvnw .a.i in 
the ground. 

The plain of Buka’ais some ninety miles long, iifid in f 
tion of it about ten miles broad ; it is well watfi-t d, mu! sh ai h 
the red soil is stuffed with small stones, it is i.-rv i 

puld yield abundantly if cultivated; but it is nu.'stlv an .V..* 
doned waste of weeds. Tlie ground rises unulualiv u! I !>,. , 

to Haalbek, starting from an elevation of tlin-e tlunis.i..d . t‘ 
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the plain is rolling, and the streuins wliieh rush down from the 
near mountains are very swift. Nothing eould be lovelier than 
the snowy rangt‘s of mountains on either hand, in contrast with 
the browns and reds of the slopes, — like our own autumn foli- 
age, —and tlie gretai and brown plain, now sprinkled with wild- 
iluwers of many varieties. 

The sky was eov(‘red witli clouds, great masses floating about ; 
the wind from the hills was eold, and at length drove us to our 
wraps ; then a tine rain inisued, but it ilid not last long, ftm the 
rainy season was over. We. crossed tlui plain diagonally, and 
lunehed at a little khan, half house and half stable, raistal above 
a stream, with a group of young poplars in front. Wo sat on a 
niised <livan in th(‘ covered court, and lookcal out through the 
arched doorway over a lov(^ly expanse of plain and hills. It was 
difUcult to tell which part of tlu; houst; was (Un'oted to the stable 
ami which to the family ; from the door of the room which I .se- 
lected as the neatt'st eame tin*, braying of a donk(‘y. Tlu^ landlord 
and his wile, a young woman ami rather pretiv, who hud a baby 
ill her arms, furnisluHl pipes and tobaeeo, and the travellers or 
idlers — tiny ar(‘ one— -sat on llie gromul smoking narghihdis. 
A .sejuad of rulhauly M{‘lawileh, a sect of Moslems who follow 
the Koran strietly, and n‘j<‘et th<‘. traditions, pm'haps like tho.se 
who cull themselves Bibh- ('hristiaiis in distinetion from theologi- 
cal (diristiaus, ™ came from (he field, deposited their ploughs, 
which they curried on tlunr shouldtTs, on tin? platform outside, 
ami, seating tliemselves in a row in tlie khan, looked at us stol- 
itlly. And we, having the opportunity of saying so, looked at 
them intelligently. 

We went on obliquely across the plain, rising a little through a 
region rich, but only lialf cultivated, crossing streams and Ihnin- 
dering in miuUholes for three hours, ou a walk, the wind grow- 
ing stronger rrt)m the snow mountaius, and the eold becoming 
almost umnidurable. It was in vain that Abd-el-Atti spun 
hour after hour au Arab romaiiee ; not even the warm colors of 
the Oriental imaginatiou eould soften the piteous blnst. At 
length, whmi patieiiee w*as nearly gone, in a depression in the 
plain, close to the foot-hills of Anti-Lebanon, bidiold the gn^at 
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Ba'aHjek, that is to say, a Moslem villafie o( tlirce ih<ius;i!;it to 
four thousand inhabitants, fairly clciui tuid .M.yhtly. and tin- rntus 
just on the edge of it, the six well-known gi-auiu- t ..nnUuaa 
pillars standing out against the gray sky. Mever was Mghi nuuv 
welcome. 

Ba'albek, like Zahleh Jias no inn, ami we Imi-rd in a r ra.jc 
liouse near the ruins. The house was oiu* story ; it cioi-i 1 1 
four lari?e rooms in a row, looking upon the sttuie-wail i-neh .;uv, 
each with its door, and w'ith no eommimieatuMi het\U'r!i [hr?u. 
The kitchen was in a separate Imilding. These ruiuiis had la-h 
ceilings of beams supporting the tlut hxjC wiudnws uirh 
but without glass, divans along one side, and in tme eoriier n lire* 
place and chimney. Each room had a niehi‘ extemiing tic 

floor almost to the ceiling, in which the beds are piled in the d.iy» 
time; at night they are made up on tlu' divans iir mi cl.e 
This is the common pattern of a Syrian houst\ and win n we r 
a fire blazing in the big elummy-plaei? and ht^gau to tliaw enit ..ur 
stiff limbs, and Abd-el-Atti brought in s(Uiiething iVoiu the kiu In n 
that was hot and red in color and may havt* had spitr tin tin- 
of it, we found this the most comfortahle ri*^id<mee in the u^ud. 

It is the business of a dnigomaii to produee tint im[«n^bah!e in 
impossible places. Abd-el-Atti rubbed his lamp :md eMHVrriid 
this establishment into a tolerahle inn, with a pruhile kitefien nad 
an abundant table.

agreeable water in the world. The ^roslems have a proverb which 
expresses its unique worth ; Tlie water of Ba'alhek inn-er It'aves 
its home.” It rushes past the village, almost a river in size, and 
then disappears in the plain below as suddenly as it came to the 
liglit above. 

We made our way across the stream and along aqueducts and 
over heaps of shattered walls and columns to tht^ west end of 
the group of ruins. This end is defended by a battlemeuted wall 
some fifty fi'ct high, which was built by the Saracens out of ineon- 
gruous materials from older construetions. Tlu^ northeast corner 
of this new wall rests upcni the ancient Iduenician wall, which 
sustained the original platform of the saeretl buildings; and at 
this corner are found the three famous stones which at one time 
gave a name, The Tlu*(‘c-Stoned,” to tlie gr(‘at tcunple. As I do 
not intend to enter into the details of tlies<i oft(‘u dc*scribed ruins, 
I will say lieri% tliat this ancient Pluenieian wall appe^ars on the 
north side of the platform detaclu'd, showing that the most an- 
ei(‘nt temple oecupi(*d a Iarg(‘r anui than the (Ireek and Roman 
buildings. 

'riiere are many stoiu's iu tin* old platform wall whit*h are thirty 
f(‘<!t long; hut tin* thn'e large on(‘s, which are <‘lt‘vated twfuity feet 
above tlu‘ ground, and are iu a lines are r(‘sp(’etiv{‘ly t>4 feed, long, 
/),3 feet 8 iuelies, and ():> feed, and about 18 feed in height and in 
dtq)(h, Wh(*u 1 measurt‘d tlie first stoiu^ 1 made it 138 had. long, 
which I knew was an error, but it was only by careful iuspeetiou 
that 1 discovered tiu^ joint of the two stones which I had taken 
for one.

Tlu^se iuas,siv{‘ eoustnietioiis, wlum first redise'overed, were the 
subject of a great deal of woiuhn* and speculation, and wctc re- 
ferred to a remot(^ and misty if not fahuloxis period. 1 Ixdic've it 
is now agn‘{‘d that tliey wcaa? the work of th<‘, Phtxmieians, or Ca- 
naanit(‘s, and that tiny are to be referred to a pc'rlod subseqmuit 
to (lu‘ eoiupK'st of l''gy})l, or at least of the Delta of Kgypt, l)y tlui 
II ittit(;H, when the Egyptian influeiiee was felt iu Syria ; ami that 
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this Temple of the Sun was at least suprgcsttHl, as well as the wor- 
ship of the Sun ^od here, by the Temple of the Sun at II< !io|i(ili,s 
on the Nile. There is, to be sure, no nseord of the irreat city of 
Ba'albek, but it may safely las refem^d to tlie. period of the frreat- 
est prosperity of the Phamician nation. 

Much as we had read of the sphnidor of these ruins, and 
familiar as we were with photog’niphs of tliein, we wrn- struck 


wdth surprise when we climbed up into tin; sfreat court, that is. to 
the platform of the temples. Tlie platform extends over cirht 
hundred feet from east to west, an oIevat<«il theatre tbr the ilisplay 
of some of the richest arcldteeture in the world. The sreiiir.il 
view is broad, impressive, iii.spiriufr beyond anyshiujj else in 
Egypt or Syria; and when we look at details, the ruins eliarni 
us with their beauty. Eound tlirec side.s of tlu- gn-at eonrt rmw 
a wall, the interior of whisdi, reees.sed and niehed, was oiice 
adorned with the most elaborate mrvinw in desitji,* jimre ffriuv.

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court to the east of the larger one, which was once ajiproachcd 
by a great flight of steps from below) are remains of a Christian 
basilica, referred to the reign of Theodosius. Underneath the 
platform are enormous vaults, which may have served the succes- 
sive occupants for store-houses. The Saracens converted this 
position into a fortress, and this military impress the ruins still 
bear. We have therefore four ages in these ruins : tlu; riiceui- 
cian, the Greek and Roman, the Christian, and the Saraceiiie. 
The remains of the first are most enduring. The old bnihlers 
had no other method of perpetuating their memory except by 
these Cyclopean constructions. 

We saw the sunset on Ba'albck. The clouds broke away and 
lay in great rosy masses over Lebanon ; the white snow ridge for 
forty miles sparkled under them. The peak of Lebanon, over ten 
thousand feet above us, was revealed in all its purity. There was 
a red light on the columns and on the walls, and the hills of 
Anti-Lebanon, red as a dull gurnet, were speckled with snow 
patches. The imagination could conceive nothing moi’o Ixmitiful 
than the rose-color of the ruins, the ilaining sky, and the iimmie- 
ulate snow peaks, appanmtly so close to us. 

On our return we stopped at the bi*autirul cinudar temple of 
Venus, whii‘h would be a wonder in any other neighborhood. 
Dinner awaited us, and was marked by only one novelty, — what 
we at first took to be brown napkins, fantastically folded and laid 
at each plate, a touch of elegauec for which we were not pre- 
pared. But the napkins proved to be bread. It is made of 
coarse dark wheat, baked in circular cakes as thiu as brown 
paper, and when folded its resemblance to a napkin is complete. 
We found it tolerably palatable, if one could get rid of the notion 
that he was eating a limp rag. The people had been advertised 
of our arrival, and men, women, and boys swarmed about us to 
sell eoppiu* coins ; most of them Roman, which they find in the 
ruins. Pew are found of the Greeks ; the Romans literally 
sowed the ground with coppiu’ money wherever they went in the 
Orient. The inhabitants are Moslems, and ratluir (hjccnt in 
appiuirance, and the women incline to good looks, though not so 
modest in dress as Moslem women usually arc ; they arc all per- 
8 
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sisteut beggars, and bring babies in their arms, burrinving 
that ptirpose all the infants in the iieigliburhnsHl, io iueite ns ty 
charity. 

We yielded to the average sentinuMit oi ('hristeiuhnn, and 
sallied out in the cold night to see the ruins uiuli-r the light tT 
a full moon; one of the party going simply that he iiught 
the r(‘proaeh of other tnivellers, — It is a pity you ditl unt set* 
Jhdalbek l)y moonlight.’’ And it must i>e eoiih'sst’d that tliest* 
ruins staiul the dim light of the iiukui better than uitisf niins ; 
tluy are so brtuul and distinet that they show themst lves v\tni m 
this disadvantage, whieh those of Karuuk da ntg. din* six 
lated eolumus seeme<l to float iu the sky ; lH*t\veeii thetu suttwy 
Lel)anou showed itself.

T he station at Stouni is a big stahlo anti a tlirfy little inn, 
whirli 1ms the kiteheu in one shanty, the (!ininj:-n>»nn in 
another, and the beds iu a third ; a swift nioimtain stream rium 
behind it, and a grove of poplars on the banks imnum and rustles 
in the wind that dniws down the I ad union gorge.

Thirty and furty (d tlu^se 
freight vehicles travel in eeunpany, ami wv wvw eiintinually meet- 
ing or |«issing them ; their nunduT is an indieatitui of the large trade 
that Damascus has with Beyrout and the Mediterranean. There 
is plenty of color in the people and in tlmir ciiNtume. We W(*re

they differed nuieh from the Marotiites; but I eUileuvored to see tim 
treacherous villain in them.

The river, sn tilh-u and rushing 
amid the trees on its hanks, was frigiittully rapid. The valley 
winds sharply, and gives room only ibr the river aiul the ruatl, 
and sometimes only for one of them. Hmueliuies tlie river is 
taken out of its bed and carried altjng one hank or tlie tuher ; 
sometimes the road crosses it, anti again pursues its way bet ween 
its dividetl streams- We wtre excited !»y its ru?^li ami volume, 
and ly the rich vegetation along its sides. We eamt^ to tantastie 
Sanieeiiic eountiy-seats, to arcaded and latticed htmses set high 
up over the river, to evitienees of wealth ami of prt>\imity to a 
great city. 

Siultlenly, for we setmu'd to have become a part tjf tin* rushing 
torrent and to share its rapidity, wtt Imrst tmt tif the gorge, and 
saw the river, overpassing its narrow banks, tloning straight on 
before us, and beyond, on a level, the minandH ami tlonu’s of 
Panmseus 1 All along the river, on both Isanks <if it, and ahmg 
the high wall by the roadside, were erowiU of men in Ihtrkish 
costume, of women in pure white, tjf Arabs sitting c|nietly by 
the stream smoking the nurghileh, squatting in rt>w?i along the 
wall and along the wut(*r, all pulling at the watt rqnpe. Tliere 
were tents and booths ererted by tln^ river. In a further reach of 
it men and Ikivs were bathing, banks ami irronp-j of veiled 
women and chihlren ertuiehed on tin- damp stiil eioMr ttj the flood, 
or sat immovabie on sonu^ sandy p<Mut. It in a th lieiijm^ luditiny 
for two or three women b) sit the livehnig day by watc-r, nmniug 
or stagnant, to sit there with their veils dntw u over their heads, 
as rooted as water-plants, ami ns innnimute us bags of fluur. It 
was a striking Oriental picture, played on by the sun, eidivened 
by the swift curn-ut, which ilashes fidl into tin* city. 

As we spun on, the erowtl thiekenetl, stddiers, grave Turks 
on caparisoned horses or wlule donkeys, Jews. Idaeks, I’er aans. 
"We crossed a trembling bridge, ami rattled into town ovt r .{o!.\

I T is a popular opiuioii that ilwvv h nothing of wt>rk 

ahl(T than IhuuaHcuH ; thciv Is ccilainly norliiii^ nv\xvi\ Thu 
city preserves its persoiial ideutity as a uian ket-ps hi^ from youth 
to iUjje, throiejjh the (’ou-staut ehanu;c of suh-tunre. "Fhe man hes 
in his IhuIv not an atom of tlu’ hoy ; luit if thf l?oy iiiourriul 
sears, they art‘ perpetuated in the niau. Ikiuiaseus lia^ some 
scars. Wc say t>f titlua* aueieut cities, *• This part Is tihl, that 
part is luav.” We say of Uamaseus. its lift* is that of n tree, 
d<‘eay(‘(l at heart, droppiiuj^ hrauelu^s, eastiu|^ ieuves, hut always 
reiunving itself. 

How ohi is Daiuaseus ? ( )r, ratlu-r, lusw lun^ has a city of 

that uam(‘ existetl here on the hatiks iT the Ahana? Ac’etirdinit 
to J(‘wish tnulititm, whieh we have nu nsiMou tti tUuiiit, it vvas 
ftuuuled hy T^, the s(m uf Aram, tlie sfat tif Sliem, By the 
same tnulitioii it was a irreat city wlieii a remarkahle man, of the 
tenth ^euerathm from tlie lieluge, a per on of «o‘eat siemeity, 
not nustuken in his opiuious, skilful in tin* eele li.d seiem’e. com, 
pelled to leave (iiahit-a when he wan Mi-veut} fivi* year-i tild. uii 
account of lus reli^icms tjpinious, since he ventured to pnhhHh 
the notion that there was Imt one thid, the freator of tlie I ui- 
verse, ~ eame with an army of ih^pemlaut » ami rei*-ned ’* in the 
city of Uz. After norm* time Abmham removt-fi intn (‘aiiaan, 
which was already oeeupunl hy the (Tuiaauitrs, who Uatl etnne 
from the Persian (tuH, eAtaliltshed themselveH in wall ttiwiiH in the 
hills, built Bidou on the eoast, and mrried their eontpie Us info 
Egypt. It was doubtless tluriug the reign of the iliitifeo or 
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Shepliord Kings, tliat AEraham visited Egypt. Those nsnii^ers 
occupied the throne of the Pharaohs for something like five hun- 
dred years, and it was during their occupancy that the Jews set- 
thul in the Delta. 

Now, if we can at all fix the date of the reign of the Shepherd 
Kings, we can approximate to the date of tlic foundation of Damas- 
cus, for I cz was the tliirtl gtmemtion from Noah, and Abrahain was 
the tenth. We do not know how to reckon a generation in those 
days, wlum a life -leasts was such a valuable estate, but if we should 
assume it to be a ctmtury, we should have about seven hundred 
years between the foundation of Damaseus and the visit of Abra- 
liam to Egypt, a very UbtTal margin. But by the chronology of 
Marieite Bey, tlu‘ approximate date of the Shepherds’ invasion 
is 2300 n. 0 . to 2200 n. o., and somewhat later than that time 
Al)raham was in Damasetis. If Damaseus was tlum seven him- 
drcnl y(‘ars old, the date of its foundation would be about 3000 b. c. 
to 2000 n. c. 

A.ssuming that Damascus has this positive old age, how old 
is it comparatively? When we regard it in this liglit, we are 
ohlig<’d to conf<‘.SH that it is a modern city. When IJz and his 
friends wandere‘d out of the prolifie East, ami pitched tlunr tents 
by the Abana, tluwe was already on the banks of the Nile a civil- 
ized, polished ra(*e, which had nearly completcid a cycle of national 
cxistemui much longer than the dimition of the Homan Empire. 
It was about tlie (Seventh dynasty of the Egyptian kingdom, the 
Great l^ramid had bt»eu built more than a thousand years, and 
the already d('gtmerate Egyptians of the ** Old Empire ” liad for- 
gotten the nol)le art which adorned and still renders illustrious 
tin* reigns of tlie pyranud-huiklers. 

But if Damaseus cannot claim the highest antiquity, it has ont- 
Hv(‘d all its rivals on the earth, and lias fioni'ished in a freshno.ss 
as ])enuiiual as tlui fonntain to which it owes its life, through all 
the revolutions of tlie Orient. As a necessary eonunerdal (‘apital 
it has pursu(‘d a pretty uniform tenor under all its various inas- 
ters. Tiglath-Pih*st‘r attempted to destroy it ; it was a Babylo- 
nian and then a Ptwsian .satrapy for centuries ; it was a Griiek eity ; 
it was the capital of a Homan province for seven hundred years ; 
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and tlie sight now and then of the paved, pillared court 
of a gayly painted nK)st[ue. 

One ought not to complain when the Arab barber wiicj trims 
Ills hair gives liim a iuu‘ghileh hi smoke during the operation ; but 
l)anmHeus is not so Oriental as C’airtn the {irethuninant Turkish 
elernent is not so pietuivstpie as the Kgyptiain And this must 
1)0 said in the fiee of tlie universal use of the nargluieh, whieh 
more tlian any other one thing imparts an Oric-ntab luxnrituis 
tone to the elty. 1'he pipe of Mgypt is the eliilkmk, a stem of 
clu^riy tive i\*et long with n small ekw btiwl ; however riehly it 
may be oruamimttHl, fiiniishtHl with a costly amber numthpiece, 
winuid with wire of gold, and stuthletb as it often is, with dia- 
luouils and other shines of prie<% it is, at the best, a Htilf nlbur; 
aiul even this pipe is more ami more displae<’d by the eigar, just 
as in (iermany the meersehaum has yiehled to the cigar as tin* tb*r- 
mnns have iHuaime aect^ssihle to tbreigji Iniluenees. Hut in Ua- 
inaseuH the pietnrest|m* narglnleh, eueourager of idleness, i;4 ntiil 
the itnivc’rsal medium of suuAe. 'riu* management nf tin* nargUi- 
leli rtapiirt's that a person Hlniuhl give hi-^ nmlivided miml tu it ; 
in return fVir that, it gives him peaet*. The %imp|i*'U nargluleh is 
a ocuaemut-sUelb with a tle%ib|e uetu attaelied, and an open nnial 
Ixnvi oti ti»p for the toba<’eii.

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Our first walk in the city was on ^^inuhiy tlu^ eliurrh uf tlie 
PresWterian mission; on our way ut* thrrailtui a u ihionu’sH of 
bazaars, nearly all of them rooted toer, iiui'-t of tiietn suinliro auti 
gloomy. Only in th(‘ glaring heat of siuuiiua* enuid thev he 
agreeable places of re{\ig{*. 'riie rcioliug id' these ttuaniae, sireets 
and lanes is not .so mueh to (‘xeludi' tlu* sou. I iiuaainr, as in 
keep out the snow, and the roofs an* ennseiHif'Ut 1\ 'Oshstaj.th-d ; 
for Damaseus lias an (‘Xperieuee of wiiitt^r, being tneiitv twii hun- 
dred feet above the S(*a-level, nearly ns high as Jc*riisa|ein. I’hest* 
bazaars, so mueh vaunted all through tin* < Uaeiit. tiisappoiiiied us, 
not in extent, fiir they an* iuhTtniiudih*, Init in wauiiiig the pie- 
tnresqueness, oddity, and riehiiesH of those of Cairu. Aiui this, 
like the g(‘ueral appearanee. of the eity, is a di ; itJpnin! iie id hard 
to be borne, for W(* have be<*n taught t«> believe that rhunaseus js 
a Paradise on earth, and that here, if an} where, ne -shouhl eoiue 
into that region of (‘neliauinient whieli the purls <,( the Anihiau 
Nights’ tales have imposed upon us as the aeiua! ( )rie»ar, Hhi»uld 
we have reeognized, iii the low and partialh fn»uiled strip td' 
land through wlueh we drov(^ from flu* moutii c*f the Alrtua gorge 
to the western gate of the eity, the- greiui J/r/p of the Arahiatt 
poets, that g<un of the earth? The lauu* of it ha ; gone ahruad 
throughout the world, as if it were a uniipte gift of Ailali iu \m 
favorit(?s, fiy> every Oeeidiuital laud has a tjulhon ghute wa- 
tered, green-sodded, tr<‘e-emhow(*red, nuu’e hnadv tiiau thig that 
no po(jt has thought it \v(irtli while to eeiehrate. 

We louml a little iiamlfid of WiU’-dnpners at the nu'^ doii elutreh, 
and among tlu*m ■=— rieaven fingivc^ us fu* loukiug at Iht m 
Suiidav !- an ec*eentrie ami -soi!i<*\vhat liotoritjus laieiish l.idv of 
title, who shares the bed and hoard <if an Andt shrvkh in Ids 
haiem outsidi; tlie walls. It makes nu* hlmdi tor the utfraefive* 
n(‘ss of my own eountiy, ami the slighted taseuiaritm <*f the nolde 
ml man in his paint and shoddy hiaiikcd. when 1 M-e a lad\, *sifed 
with the tame eivilization of Hugland, thrtm herself iniu the nriun 
of one of the.s<; eoarsi' higaiuists of fiie dt* aTf. Has hr no repu- 
tdtiou in the Mother eouutry, our mdjlc*, eluvalnevis Walk 1 uder- 
thc-G round ? 

We saw something of the missionuriefi of DamamntH, but a?! f 
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was not of the established religion at the court of Washington at 
the time of my departure from home, and had no commission to 
report to the government, either upon the condition of consulates 
or of religion abroad, I am not prepared to remark nauch upon 
the state of either in this city. I should say, however, that not 
many direct converts were made either from Moslemism or from 
other Christian beliefs, but that incalculable good is accomplished 
by the schools w'hich the Tuissionaries conduct. The influence 
of these, in encouraging a disposition to read, and to inquire into 
the truth and into the conditions of a better civilization, is not 
to be overestimated. What impressed me most, however, in the 
fortune of these able, faithful servants of the propagandism of 
Christian civilization, was their pathetic isolation. A gentleman 
and his wife of this mission had been thirty years absent from 
the United States. The friends who cheered or regretted their 
departure, who cried over them, and prayed over them, and fol- 
lowed them with tender messages, had passed away, or become 
so much absorbed in the ever-exciting life at home as to have 
almost forgotten those who had gone away to the heathen a 
generation ago. The Mission Board that personally knew them 
and lovingly cared for them is now composed of strangers to 
them. They w'ere, in fact, expatriated, lost sight of. And yet 
they had gained no country nor any sympathies to supply the 
place of those lost. They must always be, to a great degree, 
strangers in this fierce, barbarous city. 

W e wandered down through the Christian quarter of the town : 
few shops are here ; we were most of the time walking between 
mud-walls, which have a door now and then. This quarter is 
new; it was entirely burned by the Moslems and Umses in IS 60 , 
when no less than twenty-five hundred adult male Christians, 
heads of families, were slaughtered, and thousands more perished 
of wounds and famine consequent upon the total destruction of 
their property. That the Druses were incited to this persecution 
by the Turkish rulers is generally believed. We went out of tbe 
city by the eastern gate, called Bab Shurky, wliich name profanely 
suggested the irrelevant colored image of Bob Sharkey, and found 
ourselves in the presence of huge mounds of rubbish, the accumu- 
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lations of refuse carted out of the eity tlurin|i: iiiaiiv cauitiirie?*, 
which entirely concealed fi'om view tlu‘ c<uuitry luwtuicL We 
skirted these fora while, with the cnunnlin^ cifv wall mi the hit 
hand, passed thronj^h the hard, gmy, tlesulate Turkish eetnetery, 
and came at length into what might be calleil etnuitry. Not that 
■we could see any country, however; wt* were alv^ays betwef U high 
inud-walls, and could see nothing beycmil theiu, eKet|it the sky, 
unless we stepped through an open d<uir into a gardt-n. 

Into one of tlu'se ganlens, a publh* tme, aiitl otie <if the 
celebrated in the rhapsotlies of travelh^rH atid h% the iiiveutive 
poets, we finally turned. When you are walking ti>r pleasurt* in 
your native land, and indulging a rural ftH-ling, wnuld you vu|im« 
tarily go into a damp swale, and sit on a intuit stnl tunler a %viL 
low ? This garden is low, eoiishh'rably Unwr than the eity, whieh 
has gradually elevated itself t)n its tiwu tu eay, utiil is eiit ly little 
canals or sluiceways fed by the Aluinn, which run with a guod 
current. The ground is well e<jvt*n‘d with ctfar-e id' the 

vivid green that one finds usually in lew grtnuul, ami liberally 
sprinkled with a gniwth of wilhms and piiplars. In this garden 
of the Ilesperidcs, in whieh there art* ft*w if any Ihmers* anti no 
promise of fruit, there is a rougli wootlen sheth riek* ty ami iie- 
caving, having, if I renumihtu* rightly, a baleony, - it mu d ImVi^ 
a balcony, and there pipes, potm lemomub?, ami pinui r itv- 
cream are served to customerH. An A nib baml <»f hnir |m r loieg 
one of them of course blind of an eye, seatetl ertiNsdeggeti ti« a 
sort of bedstmd, was picking ami thumping a iiifmotniifum, 
never-ending tune out of the usual instnuneuls. vinild not 

d(my that the v'ivid grei-nery, ami tiie gayly app.-ov!,'- jI 
sitting about under the frecH and mi the waterVi ed-**, mmU- n 
lively scene. In another garden, farther on around ti;r uaU, the 
shanty of entertainment is a rnauygralleried shaky (soi rrmhi.it, 
or a S(‘ries of platforms and terrac'cs of wtjod, rh ur ,:n- the 
swift Ahana. In the daytime it is hut a -.Imhly M'*du ; buf at 
night, when a thonsand eolorc'd glilies light it witlit>ui r« iredin,e' 
its poverty, and the lights dance in the wamr. ami hmum d ^ of 
turbaned, gowmed narghileh^smoker. aiul eiillVe-cinukrr ‘ hmiige 
in the galleries, or gKicefuIly take their easie by the park ling 
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current, and tlie faint thump of the daniLouka is iu'ard, and sotne 
gesticulating story-teller, mounted upon a Ltnieh, is n‘oling off to 
an attentive audience an interminable Arabian tale, yc)u might 
Lmcy that the romance of the Orient is not all invented. 

Of other and private gardens and enclosures we had glimpses, 
on our walk, through open gates, and occasionally over the walls ; 
we could imagine what a fragrance anti color would greet the 
senses wlum the apricots are in l)loom, aiul tin* orangi‘s and lemons 
in flower, and how beautifid the view might be if the ugly walls 
did not eoneeal it. We returned by the saddlers’ bazaar, and by 
a ftimoiis plane-tree, which imiy be as old as the Moslem rdigion ; 
its gnarled limbs are like the stems of ox*dinarY trees, and its 
trunk is forty feet around. 

The remark that Damascus is without momnmmts of its past 
nmis qualiheation ; it wa.s made with nderenee to its <*xist<'tu’e 
before the ('hristian era, arid in comparison with ()tlier capitals of 
antiquity. Hemains may, indeed, be uu't in its t‘xt<*rior walls, and 
in a broken ('olumu here and there built into a nuHh rn house, <>1* 
Komau workmanship, and its < I rent Mos^jne is an liisttuneid 
luonumeut <}f great interest, if not (»r the highest anticjuity. In 
its struetun* it reprt'sents three religions and thre(' periods of 
art; like the mos(jue <)f St. Sophia at ( 'oiistantinople, it was for 
eefituries a (liristian ('atlnslnil ; like the Dome of the Ht>ek at 
Jenisalem, it is built upon a spot eoiiHeemted by the most ancient 
religious rites. Situaled in the midst of tln^ most densely pe<>- 
pled part of the city, and pressed on all sicles l)y its most erowde<l 
bazaars, oeenpyiug a <|nadmngle nearly five- hundred feet one 
way by over three lumdnul the other, tlie wanderer among the 
shops is eonstantly <’oming to otu* sitle or auotht^r of it, and gt*t« 
ling glimpses through the spaciouH portals of the eolonuadtul 
apace within, irenuned in us it is, it is only by diving into 
many alleys and imshing one’s way into tlu! rear tif tlirty Mhops 
and elimbiug upon the roots of houses, that one (‘an get any idc*a 
of the exteri(ir of the moscjue. It is, indeed, endy iVtun an end- 
neuee that y<ui can see its three la'antiful minarets. 

It dtjes not appear that (’htJHroes, the IVi-Mian wlitj erieamped 
Ids anny in the delicious gardens cif Iiamascus, in the year tH4, 
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■wlieii lie was on liis way to tlie dostructioii of Jorusulciu aiul the 
massacre of its Christian inhabitants, clisturhcd the cliurch of 
John the Baptist in this city. But twenty years later it m into 
the hands of the Sanieens, who far a h*w years were eouttnit to 
share it with the Christian worshippers. It is saitl that when 
Khaled, the most redoubtable of the Friends of t\w Pniphet, 
whose deeds entitled liim to the sobriquet of The Swonl at' Cmh 
entered this old church, he asked to be eonduettsl into the snered 
vault (which is now beneath the kiMch of the nit?sqiu‘j, aiul that 
he was there shown tlu^ head of John th(‘ Baptist in a srohl eask(*t, 
which had in Greek this inscription : This easket eonlaius the 
head of John the Baptist, son of Zaehariah.” 

The huildiiif^ had been then hir over tliree eetitnries a Christian 
church. And already, when (’onstantiue dedieuttHl it to Christian 
use, it had for over three hundred years witnessed the worship of 
pagan deities. The present edifice is inueh shorn of its original 
splendor and proportions, hnt suHieieut remains tt) show that it 
was a worthy rival of the temphus of IWalhek, Palmyra, and Jem- 
Salem. No part of the building is older than the Utunau cieeu- 
pation, but the antiquarians are agretal to thitik that tliis wan tht? 
site of the old Syrian temple, in which Aluiz saw the heuntifnl 
altar which he reproduced in the tenqde at J erusaieiii. 

Pieces of superb carving, recalling the temple of the Hun at 
Ba'albek, may still he found in some of the gateways, and tlie 
noble Corinthian columns of the interior an* to he relVrred to 
Boman or Greek workmen. Christian art is npresf-ntt-d in the 
building in some part of the walls ami in the r(iun{i4o|ipt*cl win- 
dows ; and the Moslems have siip(*rimposed upon all iuinarrts, a 
dome, and the gay decomtions of colored marbles and tluring in- 
scriptions. 

The Moslems have either lieen hio ignorant or too careless to 
eflace all the evidences of (Jiristian oeeupation. The doors of the 
eastern gate arc embossed with brass, and among the embiein^ is 
the Christian sacramental cup. Over an andi, which can only Im; 
seen from the roof of the silversiniths' bazmir, is this inneription 
in Greek : Thy kingdom, O (dirist, is an everlasting kiiigdtinq 
and thy dominion endurcth throughout all geueratioim.” 
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It required a special permit to admit us to the mosque, but 
when we were witliin the sacred precincts and shod with slippers, 
lest our infidel shoes should touch the pavement, we were ft)llowed 
by a crowd of attendants who for the moment overt'ame their re- 
pugnance to our faith in expectiition of our backslu'eslu The 
interior view is impressive by reason of the elc'gant mimin'ts and 
the iinc colonnadeil open court. Upon otic of the minarets Jesus 
%vill descend wlieu he comes to juclgc the world. The spacious 
mosque, oeeupying one aide of the court, and open on that side 
to its I’oob is <livided in its length by two rows of ('orinthiaii 
coIumn.s, and has a certain cheerfulness and hospitality. The 
tesselated marble pavenuait of the interior is much worn, and is 
nearly all covert*d with carp(‘ts of l\‘rsia and of Smyrna, 'riie 
only tonib in the inoscpie is that of Bt, John the Baptist, which is 
dra])ed in a richly enibroiden^d cloth. 

We w(‘r(i an(‘w impreHsed by the homc-lik<‘, dennoeratic char- 
aeter of the gri‘ut mosques. This, opiming by its four gat(‘s into 
the busiest bazaars, as we said, is mueh fri'cpuMiteil at all hours. 
At the seasons of j)ray(‘r you may si-e great numbers prostrating 
theinselv(‘s in devotion, and at all otlier times this eool retreat is a 
refuge tor the poor and tlu' weary. The fuuntaiu.s t)f running water 
in the court attract pt‘opl(!, ■ those who desire only to sit there 
and rest, as well as those who wash and pray. About the fijuntains 
aiul in the mos<pie were st'attal groups of women, eating tlunr 
iioomlay bread, or resting in that dumb attitude under which 
Kasteni woiueii disguise tludr diseouteiit or their intrigues. This 
is, at any rab^, a Imvtm of rest for all, uml it is a goodly sight to 
see all elassc-s, rich and poor, floeking in here, leaving their shoes 
at the door or carrying them in their hands. 

The view from tin* miuartd which we aseended is p(‘euliar. On 
the horizon W(* saw tlie. tops of hills and mountains, snowy Hcr- 
mon among them. Far over the plain we could not look, for the 
city is beset by a thi(4et of shmdiw trees, whieh wc*re just then 
in fresh h^atage. Witlidniwing our gaze fi'om tint environs, we 
looked tlown upon the witle-spread oval-shaptsl eity. Mt>st eon- 
spicuous were tin; minarets, then a fi*w domes, and then thousands 
of domoshaped roofs. You see the top of a covered eity, but not 
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tlie city. In feet, it scarcely looks like a city ; you see rni strcrts, 
and few roofe proper, for wo liave to kuik twice to cviiiviucr mir- 
selves that the flat spaces eovered with t'arth atul Mvn ixwm with 
vegetation (gardens in the air) au^ actually rcH»fe tif Iu)Uhcs. Tim 
streets are either roofed over or are so narrow thiit wc canniJt $m 
them feom this height. Damascus is a sort of niidntdutrrow. 

Not fer from the Great Mosque is the tomb cjf Nahulia. We 
looked from the stmet through a gnitt-d wimlijw, tit tlie Ihith of 
which the feithful have tied iuruiiucnibie nigs ami striugM i pious 
olferings, which it is supposed will bring rhem gtHul facki into a 
painted enclosure, and saw a large eatafelquc, nr '»arcHphagus, ctw- 
ered with a green mantle. The t<imb is near a iuo>^t|ut*. and 
side a busy cottou-buzaar ; it is in the midst n( traffic and tnivch 
among activities and the full rush of lifts - just whore a umu 
would like to be buried in order to !h‘ kept in r<*mo!u!iram'*% 

In going about the streets we notieo tho ju'cvalrntc of color in 
portals, in the interior courts of h<ms<*s, ami In the Imths ; there is a 
fondness for decorating with broad gay stripes of red, y. llow, ami 
white. Even the whit(‘ pet slu*cp which are leil afumt by children 
have their wool stained with dabs id liriliiant enhir, ptu haps in 
honor of the Greek Easter. 

The baths of Damascus are many ami vmy goiKl, not st) Heveni 
and violent as those of New York, nor so tlutnumh ai thuse of 
Cairo, but, the best of them, clean ami agreeable, \Vc pm h usitle 
a gay curtain from the street ami descend Ijv steps into a st|iiam 
apartment. It has a dome like a inostpm. I micr tin* dinne is 
a large marble basin into which water is nuiuing; tin* tlour is 
tessclated with coloreil marbles. }^vh side h a rcec .s w ith a liaiD 
dome, and in the recesses are elevated tlivans pifed with cunhiinm 
for reclining. The walls are painttsi in stri|M's cif li!m% vriltiiv, 
and red, and the room is bright with various ( iriental .tul! .. * llirre 
are tnrlianed and silken-attiretl attendants, whtisf geurlr ihci : might 
make them mistaken fur ministers of rcdigimi as wi 11 a . of i*hmu- 
liness, and upon the (livans reeline those who rtttut" tr-jiu thr 
hath, enjoying kitf, with pipes and cotbre, h an aUmm^ 

phere of perfect contentment in the plaeig ami I can ima^ irc' IlMV 
an effeminate ruler might see, almost witliout u sigh, ihc < in|hr»*

to take the skin off. It is easy enough to make all this pri»ooss 
read like a martyrdom, but it is, ou the e{Uifraiy , so thdight i’ul that 
you do not woiuler that the aneiouts s|u-iit si> nuieh tiau* ia the 
bath, and tiiat next to the amphitheatre the emtieroix ami tvrants 
lavished most money npou these estahlislumnits, of nlut-h the 
people were so extravagantly fond. 

Fresh towels were woiuul rouiul ns, (urbans wtTe pur on tnir 
heads, and we were hal haek to tin* nmin first entered, uhert* ut' 
were re-enveloped in ehniis and ioutls. ami h‘t> to rei-liae upmi 
the cushioned divans; pipes and etjtlt*e were brought, and wt* 
enjoyed a delicious sense of rt'pose uml luHlliy lightiiess, IcMikiag 
dimly at the grave figures about us, ami retaevai/,ing in tlumi nor 
men but dreamy images (jf a physi<-al paradise. Ncj rude \chees 
or sharp movements broke* the repose of tin* chain Inn*. It was as 
ill a dream that 1 watched a handsome Ih^v, w!io, with a long 
pole, Avas handling tin* washed towels, ami admiretl the unerring 
skill that tosseel the strips of eloth high in the air ami eawM-d 
them to catch and hang .squan-ly upon the eords .-^treteht nertiss 
the reecs.ses. The, mind was e(|uul to tin* olKervation. hut m^t to 
the eomprehension, of this feat. When we were ^^niheirntlv eooh d, 
we were assisted to dress, the variems avtlcW^ nf Frank apparel 
afibrding great amusement to the OneutalH. Tiw eliarge tor tlie 
whole entertaiimieut was two fraues eaeh. prnhahlv abtmt fmr 
times what a native would have paiil.

OTEim srciiTs in Damascus. 


D ay after day we continued, like tlie inonrners, to go about 
the streeLs, in tlu‘ tangle of the bazaars, under the dark roofs, 
endeavoring to see Dainaseus. When we enHn-g(‘<I from the city 
gade, the view was not much less liinittul. I made the eireuit of 
the wall on the north, in lanes, by running stnuuns, canals, en- 
('los(‘d gardens, sianng (werywlu're hnndn‘ds of patient, summer- 
loving men and woimui sipiaiting on the brink of every rivuh't, 
by ev(‘rv danij) spot, in idl(‘ and perleet repose. 

We stumbled about also on the south si<lt‘ of th(‘. town, and 
saw the reputed platan of St. PauTs <‘seap(‘, whieh has htum latelvr 
ehangeti. It is a ruimsl Sarueeuie tower in the wall, undiu' whi(*h 
is Bab Kisan, a gate that has Ixam walhui up for .s(wen huudr(‘d 
y<*ars. The window does not any more exist from whieh tlui 
apostle was let down in a Imskid, but it used to he pointed out 
with eoutidenee, and I am told that the Imsktd is still shown, but 
we= did not see it. Th(‘n^ are still some houst‘s on this south 
wall, and a few of them have projiading windows from whieh a 
person might (‘asily lu' lowered. It was in sueh a house that the 
harlot of .I«‘rieho liv(‘d, who eontrivisl tlui eseaix* of the spies of 
dtishua. And we sis* how thick and substantial tlu^ town walls 
(if t hat city must have been to support human habitat ions. Ibit 
they wen*, blown down. 

d’urning southward into the eountry, we eaine to tlie tomb of 
the porter who assist<‘d Paurs (‘HeajH*, and who now sleeps hen; 
under the weight of the sobriijuet of St. (leorge. A litth* hir- 
ther out on tlie same road is loeatixl the spot of SanPs eonverHiou. 
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Near it is tlie Euglish cemetery, a small iiigh-walUHl em‘!«)sure, 
coutaining a domed building surmoiiuted by a crass ; mul in this 
liistorical spot, whose mutations of nice, religion, and g<»verumcut 
would forbid the most supcrticial to construet for it any east*iron 
sclieme of growth or decay, amid these alnu^st mciancholy |Kitehes 
of vegetation which still hover in the Oritaital imaginatiiui as the 
gardens of all delights, sleeps imdisturbeil hy ambition ttr hy erifi- 
cism, having at last, let us hope, solved the tlieory of aivi-rnges,'* 
the brilliant Ilenn' T. iUiekle. 

Not far off is the (diristian cemetery. ” Who is burhai here? ” 
I asked our thiek-wittiHi guide. 

“0, anybody,’’ he replied, elieerfiilly, Greeks, Ereneh, Ital- 
ians, anybody you like’*; as if I eouhl please myself hy iiderring 
here any oiu‘ I chose. 

Among the graves was a group of women, hair <iishevelled ami 
garments loosened in the ahandim of mourning, seated alamt a 
rotigh cofllu open its entire length. In it lay the IhhIv of a young 
man who had been drowned, and reet>vered from the water after 
three days. The women lifted np his ileud hands, \vi them drtsp 
heavily, and then waihsl ami howled, throwing tliemsi'lvfs iiOo 
attitudes of the most pa.ssionatt* grief. It was n pitcuns sight, 
there under the open sky, in the [jrestmei* t*f an uu' v mpaild/ing 
crowd of spectators. 

I{(^tm*ning, w*e went round hy tlie large ‘Moshnn etnm'trry, situ- 
ated at the southwest earner of the city. It is, lik*' all Mosh-m 
l)ui*ying-grounds, a melaneholy spisUachs a masM of ^nmll 
whitewashed mounds of mud or brick, witli an inscribttl head- 
stone, —but here rest some of the mont tunums men anti wtufieu 
of Moslem history. Here is the gnivc of Il»n* A^akrr, the histo- 
rian of Damaseus ; hert; rt*sts the fu ree Mnawyt h, the fimnder of 
the dynasty of tlie Orneiyadt's ; and hen* arc huricti three of the 
wives of Moliainmed, and Imtimeh, his giMiidilamdu* r, the ehihl 
of Ali, whose j)laee of sepulture no man km»w«. Gpfiu nearly 
eveiy tomb is a hollow for water, and in it is a sprig uf nnrtle, 
which is renewed every Friday by the women win* etmie here to 
mourn and to gossip. 

Much of the traveller’s time, and perhaps the mml euj«»yable 
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part of it, in Damascus, is spent in the bazaars, cheapeiiinp: scarfs 
and rugs and the varknis silken products of Syrian uiul Persian 
looms, picking over dishes of antique coins, taking inqjrt^ssious 
of intaglios, hunting for curious amulets, ami searching for tin* 
quaintest and most l)rilliaut Sanieeuic tiles. The ([uest of the an- 
tique is always exciting, and the inexperienced is ever iu»peful 
that he will find a gem of value in a heap of rubbish ; this hopi‘. 
never abandons tlie most hlatit' tourist, tliough in tinu* he eoim*s 
to understand that the sharp-nosial .It'w, tw the oily Armen iaiu ov 
the respectable Turk, who spreads his delusive wares beftire him, 
knows quite as well ns the seekiT the vahn^ of any bit of antiquity, 
not only in Damaseus, but in Coustantinople, I'aris, and Loudon, 
and is an adtqit in all the eounterfeits and impositions ol' the. 
Orient. 

The hazmirs of tlic anti(pn\ of old armor, inieit^ut brasses, and of 
curiosities generally, and even of the silver and gold smiths, are 
disappointing after (■airo; they aregimerally full of rubbiHii from 
which the choice things semu to hav<* been (mlled ; iiuhsHl, tin*, 
rage, for autupnties is now so great that sharp buyrrs fr«nii Luriqu* 
range all (lu‘ Orieiit and h‘av(’ litth‘ tor tlu' inuoeent and Inqs-ful 
tourist, who is aghast at the prices demamh tl. and usually bads 
himself a victim of Ids own eievernesH wlnai In* pa\H for uuv arti- 
cle only a fourth of tlu* price at first aske-d. 

The silk bazaars of Ihunascus still pr(‘si’rve, howt-ver, a sort tjf 
pre-endnenee of opportiuiity, alt hough tlu-y are largely suppHetl 
ly the hibries inauuhietured at Ihwrout ami in other Hyrian towns. 
Ck»rtainly noplaee is more tempting than one of tin* silk khans, 
gloomy old courts, in tint galleries of which you find little apart- 
ments stuired i\x\\ of the sediietions c)f Lastern iooms. Lor myself, 

I eonft'ss to tin* taseinatiou of those st nil’s of brilliant dyes, HlHif. 
with threads (>f gold and of silver. I know a tall, tdh tijm-urd 
Armenian, who has a little eliamber full of Hhelves, from which In^ 
takes down one rich scarf al'ter another, unldlds it, shakes <nn im 
shilling liueM, and throws it on the heap, until the room i . litter* tl 
with gorgeous stnfm. llv Idinself is elutl iu silk attire, he is tall, 
suave, iusimiating, gravtt, ami overwhelnuugly emnleseemling. I 
can sec him now, when I (piestiuu the vahu* pul up.m a eritaiu 
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article wliicli I lioltl in my liaiul ami nn dmht hrtray niy admira- 
tion of in iny eyes, — I can see him miw thrtnv haek his ht-ati, half 
close his Eastern eyes, and t‘xelaiiu, as if he luul ii(»i |Hidtiiu*r in 
his mouth, “Thot is tluT larster price.’' 

I can see Ahd-el-Atti now, wiiea \ve liad made up a package 
of scarfs, and ollered a C(‘rtain siiui ftn* the lut, whit-h the sha k asul 
polite trader refused, with his eternak ** Tlu»t is tlaw larmier priced' 
sling the articles ahout the rtKiui, aiul dt^pari in nigt*. And I 
can see the Armenian how us into the- cmTitlor with the same 
sweet courtesy, knowing very \vt‘Il that the trade is (»nly just 
begun; that it is, in taet, undtT gotul headway ; that the Arab will 
return, that he will yit‘ld a little Ihmi the larster priee,” and 
that we shall go away lomhal with his wart-s, leaving him ruined 
hy the trausaetiou, hut pnnid to lu* (>ur friend. 

Our oxperienee in purehasing old Saraeejiie and 1‘ersian tiles 
is perhaps worth relating as an illu.stratitm of the eharaeter of tln^ 
traders of Damascus. Tiles were phndy enough, for several 
ancient houses luul recently Iutu torn down, ami the dealers eon- 
tinually acquire them from ruined muhtpies or thnsr that are 
undergoing repairs. The diugciman hmiul sevm'al hos in privatt* 
houses, and made a bargain for a eertaiti nundier at two franes 
and a hall each; and when tlu^ bargain wan made, I spent half 
a day in selecting the speeimens we (h‘sin*d. 

The next morning, hefhre hn^akhist, we went tt» make sure that 
the lots we had bought woidil he at <mee paektul ami Hhifipetl. 
Diit a elumg(‘ had taken pluee in twelve hours. Thvvv wan an 
l^nglishmau ui town wlio was also huviug tile«i; tlus tirtHlueetl 
a fever in tlie market ; an impn*s-dtm w»mt abroad tliat there wuh 
a foituiuj to be made m td<*s, and vvt*. tMuml that our hanfain wan 
cutiicly ignoied. 1 In* owners supprised hat the tiles wt* had 
selected must have some speeial value; and they tiemanded thr 
the thii t\ "(dght wiiieh w<? hacl elioscni anreenc',' to pav for flicm 
two IVanes and a half apieee thirty pemndH. In tlie htiime where 
wc held laid aside s(*V(‘nty-thn*<* others at the Haine priee, not a 
tile was to be discoveia'd ; the <j!d wtiutan who j*lifjwed uh the 
vacant chamber said she knew not what had liceomt* of them, but 
she believed they had Ijeen sold to an KngHshman. 
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We returned to tlie Rouse first mentioned, resolved to devote 
the day if necessary to the extraction of the desired tiles 
from the grip of their owners. The contest began about eight 
o’clock in the morning; it was not finished till three in the 
afternoon, and it was maintained on our side with some disad- 
vantage, the only nutriment that sustained us being a cup of tes 
which we drank very early in the morning. The scene of the 
bargain was the paved court of the house, in which there was i 
fountain and a lemon-tree, and some rose-trees trained on espaliers 
along the walls. The tempting enamelled tiles were piled up a‘ 
one side of the court and spread out in rows in the leiodti^ — the 
open recess where guests are usually received. The owners were 
two Greeks, brothers-in-law, polite, cunning, sharp, the one in- 
flexible, the other yielding, — a combination against which it is 
almost impossible to trade with safety, for the yielding one con- 
stantly allures you into the grip of the inflexible. The womer. 
of the establishment, comely Greeks, clattered about the cour' 
on their high wooden pattens for a time, and at length settlec 
down, in an adjoining apartment, to their regular work of em- 
broidering silken purses and tobacco-pouches, taking time, how- 
ever, for an occasional cigarette or a pull at a nargliileh, and, ii: 
a constant chatter, keeping a lively eye upon the trade going or 
in the court. The handsome children added not a little to the 
liveliness of the scene, and their pranks served to soften the 
asperities of the encounter ; although I could not discover, after 
repeated experiments, that any affection lavished upon the childrer 
lowered the price of the tiles. The Greek does not let sentiment 
interfere with business, and he is much more difficult to dea'. 
with than an Arab, who occasionally has impulses. 

Each tile was the subject of a separate bargain and conflict. 
The dicker went on in Arabic, Greek, broken English, and dis- 
located French, and was participated in not only by the parties most 
concerned, but by the young Greek guide and by the donkey -boys, 
Abd-el-Atti exhibited aU the qualities of his generalship. He 
was humorous, engaging, astonished, indignant, serious, plnyful. 
threatening, indifferent. Beaten on one grouping of specimens, 
he made instantly a new combination ; more than once the trans- 
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action was abruptly broken off in mutual rage, a!>Hfinaey, and 
recriminations ; and it was set going again by a timt-ly jatuilarity 
or a seeming concession. I can sec now the st)ft tirt'fk take up 
a tile wbich had painted on it some tpuiint hgurt^ or sonu* hivt'ly 
jflower, dip it in the fountain to bring out its brilliant ctilar. and 
then put it in the sua for our adminition ; and I can set* the 
dnigoman shako his head in slow depreeiatifju, ami piesh it one 
side, when that tile was the one we hatl resnlveti tti pussfss tff 
all others, and was the iiiub't'luriHl centre! of euntest in all the 
combinations for an hour tliert*afttT. 

When the diiy was two tliirds spent we bad pnrehasrd one hun- 
dred til(!S, jealously watehetl the paeking of eaeh t}m\ anti seen 
the boxes nailed and eortled. We ctndil not havt* lieen nu>re 
exhausted if wo had uiidtTgone an exatuinatiou for a dtiet* irate of 
law in a Gorman tuiiversity. Two boxes, Wfighitjg two hundred 
pounds each, were hoisttal uptm the baekH of mulrs ami sent to 
the Trench company’s station ; there dot*s not appi ur to be a tlraj 
or a burden-cart in Damascus ; all freight is eurric’d upon the back 
of a nixile or a horse, even long logs and wlmle trunks of tna s. 

When this transuetiou was finished, our (irefk guidt% who had 
heard me ask the master of the Ikhihu far l»rass trays, tnhi me 
that a fellow whom I hatl notieetl hanging ahiiut ilun- all the 
morning had some trays to show rue; in fati, lu- had at his Inmse 
“ seventeen tniys.’* 1 thought this a rich hiul, fir the iH'iiutiful 
antique bnisses of rersia are becoming rare evfu in DauumruM; 
and, tired as we were, we rutle neross the city tor a milr tn a 
eluded private house, ami were shown into an uppt-r ehainlier. 
What was our surprise to hml spread out tliere tin* sauu* ^.iweniy- 
three ” tiles that we had purehaseil the day iH'fbre, and whit'h had 
been whisked away from us. By sevc*uttTn tray,” ihv gitidi! 
meant “ seventy-three.” We told tlie Imm-st tiwner that he wa» 
too late ; we had already tiles enough to cover Iuh tuiub.

colors. If the e .t.d)li'ifuueut b-esi' d» a Si - ^ . 
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beyond this court a second, larirer atul hner, mth more fiunitains, 
trees, and flowers, and a lioiise uujre highly decoruted, Tliis is 
the harem, and the way to it is a crooked alley, so that Uy na 
chance can the slaves or visitors of the luaster get a glimpse into 
the apartments of the wonieu. The first house we visited was of 
this kind ; all the portion the geutleiuen of the party were ad- 
mitted into was in a state of shabby deeply ; its court in liisrepalr, 
its rooms void of comlbrt, a eonditiou of things ti) wliieh we 
had hecome well aecustomed in everything Moslem. lUit the lutlit‘3 
found the court of the harem beautiful, and its apurtments (>ld 
and very rich in wood-carving and in arabi'siiues, something like 
tlic best old Saraeeute houses in C’airo. 

The houses of the rich Jews whieh we .saw* are built Hk«* tliose 
of the Moslems, about a paved eourt with a fountain, l)ut ttitnily 
dilfercut in areliitecture and tleearatlou. 

In speaking of a fountain, in or abotit PamaHeus, I nhvayji 
mean a basin into whieh water is diseharged fnnu a spout. If 
there are any jets or upspringing fountains, I was not so fortu- 
nate as to s(^e them. 

In passing through tiu‘ streets of tin* Jews* (piartt’r wv en- 
countered at every step beautiful ehihlrcn, imt alwayH clean Sun- 
day-school children, but ravishiuglv lov<J%% the hand-cime.st, uh to 
excpiisite complexions, grac(‘ of features, ami Ijcauty tif eves, that 
I have ever seen. And looking out from the opc-u wintbiws of 
the balconies whieh hung over tin* street wt-re luvi-iy Jt*wisli 
women, the mothers of tlu^ la'antlful cliiidri'n, and tin- maidrns tti 
whom the humble (diristiau is gmtefid that they tire thenmelves 
and look out of windows now us they diil In the days of the 
prophets. 

At the first Jewish house we etitered, we wcto reeelved by the 
entire family, old and young, newly married, hrtnuhed, eouHins, 
uncles, and maiden aunts. They were evidently expeetiug etmu 
pauy about these days, and not at all averse to exlubittiig their 
gorgeous house and their rich apparel. Three dum|iy, mithlle- 
aged women, who would pass fcjr ugly anywhere, weletmied m at 
first in the raised recess, or lewan, at one cud of the mnvi ; wo 
were seated upon the divans, while the wumeti scpmtted upon 
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cushious. Then tlie rest of the hinuly hc^aa to appear. There 
Avere the haiulsome owiht of the house, his younj’-er hroilun* just 
iiiarried, and tlie wih* of the latter, a tall and })ri'tty woman of 
the strietly wax-doll ordor of beauty, with lar^e, swiinmiuL;' eyes. 
!Slu‘ wore a short-waisted “-own of bine .silk, and diamonds, ami, 
strange to say, a dark wi^; it is the hishion at marriage to shave 
the lunul and put on a wig, a most diseitehanting peidbnnanee for 
a bride. The numerous ehildreii, very pretty ami sweei-inan- 
ner<‘d, eaine forward ami kissed our hands. Tlie litth‘ girls were 
attinal in white siiort-waisted (lress(‘s, ami all, exet‘pfc the very 
smallest, wort‘ diamonds. One was a bride of twadve years, whose 
inarriage was to be eoncl tided the next year. She wore an oninge- 
wrt‘ath, her high corsage of white silk sparkled with diamonds, 
and slu» was .swt'ct and engaging in manner, and spoke French 
prettily. 

The girls evidently had on the family diainonds, and 1 eonld 
imagine that the bazaar of iMoses in the city had liemi stripjied to 
make a holiday for Ids ilanghters. Surely, W(‘ iwwv saw such a 
display out of tlu* Sidtau’s tr(‘usure-eliamh(‘r. The head-dress of 
om^ of (he cousins of th(‘ family, who was rtuamtly married, was a 
jiretty hat, the coronal front of whieh was a mass of diamonds. 
We saw this samt‘ style of dress in other hous(*s afterwards, ami 
were permi({(‘d to admire other young women who wtn-e literally 
plastered with theses precious stomps, in wreaths on the heatl, iii 
brooches ami neeklaees, — masses of dazzling diamonds, which 
aft(!r a time eame to have no more value in our eyes than glass, 
so eommon and cheap did tliey seem. If a wicked ptvrsori eould 
persuade one of these dazzling ereatur(‘s to eloptt with him, he 
would he in poss<‘ssion of treasure (mongli to f()und a college frir 
thi‘ eouversiou of the Jews. I could not hut lx* struck with the 
n*seud)lam'e of one of the plump, glowing-cli(‘(‘ked young girls, 
who was S(*t before us for worship, clad in whitt^ silk and im‘sti- 
m:d)le j(*wt*ls, to the images of the Madonna, deckiul with (‘(pial 
alfeetion and lavish wt*alih, whicli one s(‘es in the Italian ehurehes. 

All the women aiid ehihlren of the family walked about upon 
wooden paitens, ing(‘nit)usly inlaid with ivory or pearl, the two 
supports of whieh raise them about three iiielies fi'om the ground. 
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They are confined to the foot hy a stmp across t!ie halL hut being 
otherwise loose, th(*y clatter at every step ; eourst\ guieefnl 
walking on these little stilts is im})ONsihle, and tlie wt»nuai go 
about like hens whose toes have been froxen uth Wheti they ^tep 
up into the lewun, they leave their pattetis oti the marble 
and sit in their stock ing-feet. Onr eonvers»ttit*u with this hos- 
pitable collection of relations consisted chietly in int^iuriea al>otit 
their coniiection with each other, and an etbjrt on ilirir |Kirt to 
understand our relationship, and to know why we had not brunght 
our entire fiimilies. Th«*y wen^ also extretaely euritois to know 
about our houses in America, chiefly, it wonUl seetii, tt» enu*ree the 
contest betwcHui our plainness and tiieir luxury. When we hatl 
been served with coffee and eigaretti^s, they all nm ami slunvnl 
ns about the apartments. 

The first one, the mltm, will give an idea (>f the otIuTs. It 
was a lofty, hut not large niom, with a highly puinte<l ceiling, and 
consisted of two parts ; the first, level with tht^ court anti paved 
with marble, had a marble l)asin in the e<‘utrt» supp<n1ed ou earved 
lions ; the other two thinls of the apartment was raised about a 
foot, carpeted, and furnished with chairs <jf wood, itdatd with, 
niother-of-peurl, stiffly set against the walls, d’he chairs wtu'e mi 
comfortable to sit in, and tluy were the sole funuttire. The 
wainscoting was of marble, in sen‘en-work, im<i mmt chdsnati ly 
carved. High up, near the ceiling, wer<‘ windtnvs, ihjiihh* win* 
dows in fact, with a 8|Kiee between like a gallery, so that the laee- 
like screen-work was exhibiteti to the utmfwt utlvaulage. There 
was much gilding and (‘olor on the marble, and the whole was 
costly and gaudy. The 8h;eping-rooms, in the seeoucl storv, were 
also handsome in this style, hut they were litemlly all windows, 
on cdl sides ; the space between the wimbiws was never mtjre than 
three or four inches. Thtw am admindde i'uv light and air, Inn in 
enter them is almost like stepping out of dotjrs. They are ad 
en suite, so that it would seem that the fiuailv nuiHt retire simul- 
taneously, exchanging the compamtive privjwy of the iMolattul 
rooms below for the community of these glass u|mrtmeiits. 

The salons that we saw in other houses were of the same gen- 
eral style of the first; some had marble niches in the walls, the 
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arch of which was supported by slender marble columns, and 
these recesses, as Wi‘11 as the walls, were decorated with painting, 
usually landscapes and cities. The painting giv(‘s you a perf(U‘tly 
accurate idea of the condition of art in the Orient ; it was not 
only pre-Raphaelite, it was pre-Adainite, worse than Byzantine, 
and not so good as Chinese. Money had beem freely lavisluul in 
these dwellings, and whatever the Eastern chisel or brush could 
do to enrich and ornainent them had been done. 1 was mueh 
pleased by the picture of a city, — it iniiy have been Damascus, 

— freely done upon the wjdl. The artist hud dotted the plus- 
t(^r with such liouses as chiUlreu are accustomed to make on a 
slate, arranging some of them in rows, and inserting here and 
there a ininaret and a dome. There was not tlui slightest attempt 
at shading or ])(U*spt‘ctiv(\ Yet the owners contemplated the 
result w'ith visible satisfaction, and took a simple and undisguised 
pleasure in our admiration of the work of art. 

'' Ahis,’^ [ said to tlie d<*light<‘d Jew connoisseur who had paid 
for this picture^, wi‘. have nothing like that in our houses in 
Ani(‘riea, not even in tln^ (ki])it()I at Washington ! ” 

“ But your (’ouiitry is muv,” he n‘plied with amiable considera- 
tion ; “ you will have of it one day.” 

In none of thes(^ v<‘neered and stuecocul palaces did wo find 
any comfort; everywlu‘re a |)r<)fuse expenditure of money in Ikd- 
iau marble, in carving, in gilding, and glaring color, but no taste, 
„^xccpt in some of the wood-work, cut in Arabesque, and iulaul, 

— a reminisecnee of the almost extinct Baraeenic grace and in- 
vention. And the construction of all the buildings and the orna- 
mentation were shabhy and cheap in appearance, in spite of the 
rich materials ; the marbles in the pavement or the walls were 
badly joined and raggedly cemented, and by the side of the most 
mostly work was sure to be something mean and frail. 

We supposed at first that we ought to fi*el a little delicacy al)Oufc 
intruding our bare-faced curiosity into private houses, — perhaps 
an tinpanlonable feeling in a traveller who has lieeu long <mough 
in tlie Orient to lose the bloom of Oceideutal modesty. But we 
need not have ftuared. Our hosts were only too glad that we 
should sec their state and luxury. There was something almost 
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comiciil in tliese Jewish wiuueu arniving tlu'mMi'hrs in tlunr lliivst 
gowns, and loading tliomsnlvos with ilinincnuiH, t'ariy in the 
diiy (for tlu*y wore ready to n'oeivt* us at ifu tdrifiekn aiul in tlanr 
naive eiyovinout of our uilaunitiuii. Hureiv ne ttught nut tu have 
thought that eouueai wliieli was kiutllv uirrudtil. I ecmld nut 
hut wonder, howtwer, wind resuuree ftw the rest of the <lay etndtl 
remain to a woman wht» had hegun it by dressing in all her orna- 
ments, hy erowning herself with e(»ri»nets and soniys of tiiauitinds, 
l)y hanging iuT neek and ariuH with glitteriinf gems, tm if she hml 
been a statue set up ibr idtilatry. AUerthis supreun' rilbrt of the 
sex, the nunainder of tla* day mnsi In* intoh rably flat. For 1 
think one of the pleasures of lite must be the gradual Iratmtbrma- 
tiou, the blooming from the ehrysalis of elegant morning 
diiie into the pii'ftrt llower of the evening toilet. 

These prinet^sses of Turkish diamonds all wore dresses with 
the ehissie slnu't waist, whieli is the nuM Wiunauly and lueouiing, 
and perhaps their apparel impartetl a ?':rvoa\ea oh- ^ in theu* manner. 
We were <*very wli<*re eordially reeeived, and usmdlv tjlfered eotfee, 
or sherbi't and eonfeetions, 

n. IL the Fmir AlHl-ebKmler lives iu n house soitalsit’ to a 
wealthy ^loslmn who has a harem, d’lu* ohl ehieftain had ex- 
pressed his willingiu'ss tt) rtH*eive us, ainl N. Meshaka, the Ainer- 
icau consular ug<*nt, sent his hurans to ueeiunpany us to his 
resideuee at the appointed hour, 'riie ohl geiifUanan img us at 
the door of his reeeption-rtjom, whieh is at one tuid of the ftnm- 
tallied court, lie wore the pkiu Arab etHtunng with a white 
turban. I had Indu’d st) mueh (U the striking, veuerahle, and even 
mnguilieent appeaninett of thin ft»rmuiuhle tle^iert hero, that I 
experieneed a little di.sa(jpoin(i!ienf in the reality, and learned 
atuwv that the hero should Ijc seen in aetion, or (hrotigh the lenses 
of iniaginutivit deseription whieh ean elothe the body with all the 
attributes of the soul. The demigtHls n(i sehhuu c’tjine up to 
their reputation! AlKl-eUKutler luav have uppearetl a gtgautic 
man when on hor.Hebaek in the sinoke and whirl of an Alet rine 
combat; but he is a man of medium size and seaia’ely medium 
height; his hcml, if not large, is linely shaped and inteileetuak and 
bis lace is open aiid pleasing. He wore a beard, trimmed, which

I snspet'f. ought to bu wliitc, but which was black, and T h^ar 
dyed. You would judgv him to be, at h'ast, mwaaiiy-rivt', and his 
ag'c b('g:ius to show by a little pallor, by a visible waut of bodily 
ft>rccj aud l>y a lack of lustre iii those ouce licry and untamable 
eyes. 

His manner was vtay g'raeious, and had a simple dignity, nt)r 
did our interview mainly consist in the usual stniined compli- 
ments of sut‘h oet'asions. In n‘ply to a question, he said that he 
liad livc'd over twenty years in Damascus, but it was evident that 
his long exile had not dulhal his interest in the progress of the 
world, ami that he watcdied with intense feeling all movements of 
peoples in the tlireetiou of freedom. Thert* is no such teacher 
of detnoerai'y as misfortune, but 1 fancy that Abd-cl-Katler 
sincendy desires for others the liberty he covets for himself. 
He certainly has the. courage of his opinions; while he is a very 
strict Moslem, he is neither hig(»ted nor intolerant, as he showed 
hy his conduct during the massacre of tin* (’hristians here, in 
18d0. His rae(‘. lighted up with ph'asun^ when I told him that 
Americans rememb<*rt*d with much gratitmlti lii.s interference in 
b(‘huif of tin* (’hristians at that tinu*. 

Tin* talk drifting to the state of Frane<; and Italy, he (‘xpn^ssed 
hi.s full sympathy with the lilieral movenu'ut of the Italian govern- 
ment, hut as to France In* had no hopt^ of a repuhlh* at prestmt, 
he did not think tin* people capable of it. 

** But Ameriead' he said with sudden enthusiasm, “ that is the 
countiy, in all the worhl that is the onbf eountry, that is the land 
of real fr(*edom. '' I hope,” he added, ‘‘ that yoti will luive no 
more trouble among yourselves.” 

We asked him what he thought of tlic probability of auotlier 
outburst of the Drus(*s, which was getting to he so lotully whis- 
p(‘red. Nobody, he said, could tell wdiat the l)ru.s(‘s wcut. think- 
ing or doing ; lui had no doubt that iu the former rising and 
massaere they were abetted hy the Turki.sli gov(‘rinmmt. This 
led him to .sjieak of the eonclition of Byria; the p(‘ople wt*re 
fearfully ground down, and 0 ])pressed with taxation and (ex- 
actions of all sorts; in comparison he did not think Fgypt was 
any better otf, but mu<*h the same. 
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In all our conversation we wen' gmitly inspn‘ss<*il by tlie calm 
and compreliensive views of the t»hl Iuto, his philosophiail tem- 
per, and his serenity; although it was easy to sc*e tliat he chafed 
under the Imnishnunit which kt^pt m eager a soul from |mrtieipa- 
tion in the great luovenu'iits which he weighed so well and so 
longed to auL When refresliments had luam servetl, we took our 
leave; but the emir insisted upon ueeoiupauying us tlmnigh the 
court and the tlirty alleys, even to tlie puluie strt*et where our 
doukt*ys awaited us, and hade us farewell with a profuaion of 
Oriental salutations. 
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I T is to be re«:rettcd that some one has not the leisure and the 
genius — jfbr it would n^quire both — to study and to sketch 
the more peculiar of the travidlers who jounu‘y during a season 
in the Orient, to photograph tlmr impressions, and to unrav<d 
the motives that have s(!t them wandering. 'riuTc was at our 
hotel a countryman whose observations on the Kast pleased 
me mightily. I inhuTiul, correetly, from his slow and deliberaht 
mantuu* of spi^eeh, that he was from the gnjut Wijsi. A g<mth‘- 
man spare in figun* and .sallow in eomj)l(‘xion, you might have 
mistaken him fora ^^nuunber” from TenuessecMir Illinois. What 
you sp(H*iaIly admired in him was his <‘ntire siiie(*ri(y, and his 
impervionsiK'ss to all the glamour, historical or romantic, which 
interest(*d parties, Uk(i poets and historians, have sought to throw 
over the Orient. A heap of refuse in the street or an improvi- 
dent dependant on Allali, in nigs, was just as olftmstve to him in 
Damascus as it would be in Big Liekopolis. lie carried his 
scales with him; he put into one balance his cmxuty-seat and 
into the oth(*r the entire Eastern civilization, and the Orient 
kiekcid the beam, — and it was with a mighty, though secret joy 
that you saw it. 

It was not indeed for his own pleasure that he had left the Ai- 
miliar eroui(‘,H of his own town and eome into forcugn ami uueom- 
foriable. ])ar(s ; you could see that he woidd much pn^fer to Ixj 
again among tlui “ dinu-tors ” and stoekhokhtrs '' and opcTators, 
(exchanging ilu; dry chips of gossip about stocks and rat(;s ; but, 
being a man of ‘‘ means,” he had yielded to the imperious press- 
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ure of oiir modorti sm’ifty whu'li iusisis on tnivoU juhI to the 
natunil tlesire of hia Limily t(i see the uorUL Kuropo Inul 
pleased him, altiumirh it was iiitorosrinir hw an tihl ronutna ami 
there wer«‘ a hoe |iluet‘s, tho iuaiul I ui l\iriH !!?|- iiHtuuot*, 

where one h'cds a iutU* at luone. Iluiuinu^s, eatuialivil*' * \ es, 

some of them W('re vei'v tine, hut thtTo was iiothiuj^' in Kuropo tu 
(‘(pial or approaeh the (apittd in Wasliiuirtuu. \nd giuh-ries; 
inv w'ite likes them, aiul tuy tlau^hter, 1 su|ip4ea- I have walked 
through miles and miles tif them. It may liavt‘ heen in the nature 
of a eontideutiul e(5nfi‘ssum, that he was into the Kast, 

though he made no eoiu*ealment <if has rejneniaiiee to h.ring liere. 
But wlieu he hud erossed tln^ Mediternim*an. Kuropt^ hatl attrae« 
tions for hitii whleh he had n<‘Ver imatrined uldfe he uns in it. 
If he had been left to himself he wimhl have th d haek fnim tkairo 
as if it were infested with plague; In* liad tome no farther tip the 
Nile; that miserable lude, C airo, \vas sulheieut tor him, 

“They talk,*’ he was saying, spoaking uilh that tlrhbernto 
pause and emphasis upott every utird. whieh i'haraeterno*-* the oou- 
versation of his seetlon of the eountry, *“ thes talk ubota the eli- 
mate of Kgypt; it is all a humbug. <’ain» is the mo 4 disagree- 
able city iu the world, no sini, nothing hnt du t ami winth I 
give you my word that we had (udy om* ph*:o:uit tlay in a week; 
cold, — you can’t get warm in the Imtel ; the on!\ tlreeni day we 
had iu Egypt was at Sue?:. Fruit? What do you get ? Home 
pretend to like th(me dry dates. The tirangf^ are no sour you 
can’t eat them, exeept the Jatla, whieh are all pfel. Yes, the pyr- 
amids are big piles of stone, but wlitui you enme to arehileeturtg 
what is tinge in ( airo to eompan* to tin' d’uilerieN? d1ie mos<pie 
of Mohammed Ali is a tim* building; it suit*^ me hottor than the 
moscpie at Jerusalem. But what a eity to live in ! ” 

The fjirther our frieinl jonringjal in the Cirient, the deeper be- 
came his disgust. It was ('xtreine in JeriHuh-m ; hut it had a 
pathetic tone of ri'signation iu Damaseim; ln*|H ‘ won <hmd within 
him. The day after we had visited the priv.ite hnti>.rs^ sceue <me 
asked him at table if In* was imt ph-aHrti with i)ama' ens. 

“Damaseus!” he repeated, “ Damnseus is thr mtM ChKhhw- 
saken place 1 have ever been in. There is ntdhing to eat, and 
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nothni^ to I hat! hoartl ahtuii fiu* b:t/aar>^ of Ibniastnis ; my 

daughter must sta* t!u' ha/aars of nainasrus, is uutuin;^ in 

them; I luivo iUHUi tVum our rud of tlicin U* tlu- otlu-r, if is a 
nu'ss of nibhish. I suppose* vtm were hauual throiprh wlial thrv 
call the private houses? Thert‘ is a ijiMul deal iW luarlde and a 
gaud d<*al of show, hut tht^re is idt a house in namaseiH tliat a 
respectaljle Amerieaa would lire in ; there is n’t one he 4'ouid lie 
comfortahh^ in. 'flu' old uuistjue is an iatereHtiug plane » I like 
the mosqu<‘, aiul I have been tln-rc* a etmple tif times, aiul 
shmdd if t miiul gtuiig again ; but I 've had enough of UanmHeus, 
I doiffc intend to go out iloors again until my huuily are i*eady to 
leave.” 

All these iutenst* dislikes of the W<»stern tihserver were warmly 
combated by the ladies present, who found |)amasens almost a 
paradise, and wc‘re glowing with enthusiasm over every plane and 
iueideut of tlu'ir jourmw. Having delivi-rtsl his (jpinion, onr 
frituid let tli(‘ <’onversit ion run on witlnnit inttaferenee, as it 
ranged all ovan* Palestine. H<‘ sat in sileiiee, as if he were pa» 
tiently enduring ainov the niartualom of his plea urn t rip, until 
at length, oluy ing a seeming neee , ity ^jf n-lieviug his trrlingM, 
he h’amsi forward ami adtlres .ed th(* ladv m^xt but one te» him, 
imsisuring <‘V(‘ry word with jiulieial slow itess,

Jmlma -aiul ** tin* Jordan - and Haniaieus auii Jeru 

It is always relVt^shing in Inivel tti nus-t a eandiil man who is 
not hindered by aiiv weight tif histcirie eonseiousne ^s frcuti ex- 
pressing his opinions; ami wiilnmf exaetly knowing why I Ml 
under great tibiigations to this gtmtlemau, Uir geufieman hr 
et'rtainly was, even to an old he lutMieti eourtew fliat aiamed fht* 
best lu'eediug of the Arabs. Ami after this whob-. .dr * Urrp <if 
the Oneiila! lioard, 1 ex|H'rienei-{l a new ploasurr in g nir- ahnuf 
and ])ieki!ig up tin* fragiiieni s of niinaiiec- ami smtimeut tUal tjur 
miglit hi ill admire. 

I here was another pib»^riin at I)ama aaih to uhoiu Pan- f inr was 
larger than all the world besides, ami w ho magnitiisl it ; r< laiiiiu 
to the rest ot the lairth as luiirh as our iijon’ wiit<i\ frav< lb .! I'neuil 
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belittled it. In a waste but damp spot oiitsuie the Hah -eU Hud id 
an incongruous Cook’s Party hud pitched its tents. ™ a eanip 
which swarmed during the day witli itiueraut nuTehunts and beg- 
gars, and at night was the hivorite resort of the nu>st dissolute 
dogs of Damascus. In knowing this party one had an tippcsrtu- 
nity to observe the various motives that bring people tci the litjly 
Land; there wore a divinity student, a college pnjfcssor, a well- 
known puhlislier, some indomitable Knglish ladies, some Lomlou 
cockneys, and a group of young men who nuuh* a lark of the 
pilgrimage, and saw' no more sigulHeum-e in the ttuir than in a 
jaunt to the Derliy or a sail to Maigute. I was ttjlil iliut the 
guide-book most read atid disputed over !)V this party wm the 
graphic itinerary of ^lark Twain. The pilgrim to whom I rifer, 
however, scarcely needed any guide in the Hnly Lamb Uc was, 
hy his own I’epreseulation, an illiterate shoemaker from the Bouth 
of England ; of schooling he had U(‘ver enjoyed a day, mu* of 
education, except sueh as sprung from his conversion,” which 
happened in his tw'cntieth Year, At that age he joined the 
Primitive Methodists,” and beeume, without abniulouing his 
bench, an occasional exhorter and field. pn^aelier ; his stutly, to 
which he gave every moment not demanded by his trade, was the 
Bible. To exhorting lie added the lalmr on Sunday of tt*aehiug, 
and for nearly forty years, without interrupt iun, he hatl taken 
charge of a Suuduy-sehool class, Ue wan very poor, and the 
incessant labor of six days in the week hardly sulheetl tt) the sup- 
port of himself and his wihs and the family that iHgau tt» fill his 
liumhle lodging. NevertludeHS, at the very timer tif his eouver- 
sion he was serized with an intense hiiiging to make a pilgrimage 
to the Holy Land. This desire sinnigtheiietl the more he reatl 
the Bible and heeame interested in the seenes tjf its prophreieN 
and miracles. He resolved to go ; yet to umlertake ho expensivt; 
a journey at the time was impossible, utir ecndd ids himily sparti 
his daily labor. But, early in his married life, <*ume to a not- 
able resolution, and that was to lay ly somt tlung c*verv year, no 
matter how insignificant the sum, as a fund hir his pilgrimage. 
And he tnxsted if his life were? sparetl Icjiig enough he Khouhl Iwj 
able to see with hia own eyes the Promised l.uud ; if that might 
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1)0 granted liim, his object iti life would he attained, and he should 
be willing to depart i)i peace. 

Filled with this solo idea he labored at his trade w-itliout relaxa- 
tion, and gave his Sundays and evenings to a most diligent study 
of the Bible ; and at length extended his reading to other hooks, 
coimueuturies and travels, which bore upon his favorite object. 
XiKiYs passed by ; his Palestine fund aecuinulated inor'c slowly 
than his inrornuition al)Out that laud, hut he was never discour- 
ag{Hl ; lu‘ lost at one tinu^ a considerable sum by misplaced confi- 
dence in a eomrude, but, nothing disheartened, he set to work to 
hammer out what would replace it. Of course such industry and 
singleness of purpose witc not without result ; his business pros- 
pered ami his fuml increas(;d ; but with his success new duties 
opened ; his children must be educated, for he was determined that 
tlu^y should havti a b(‘tt(ir ehanee in England than their father had 
be(‘n giv<‘u. The cjxptmse.s of Ilnur education and his contribu- 
tions to the maiuttmance of the worship of his soehdy int(u*fcred 
sadly with his pilgrimage, and mont than thirty years passed be- 
fore he saw himself in p()s.st‘Hsioii of the sum that lu^ could spare 
for tln^ purehast*. of a (’ook’s tiektd to tln^ Ifoly Land. It was 
with purdonahle pri<bt that In^ told this story of his life, and 
adth'd that his business of shoemaking was now prosperous, that 
he had now a shop cd* his own and men working under him, and. 
that om^ of his sons, who would have as good an education as 
any noblenum in the kingdom, was a student at the college in 
London. 

Of all the party with whom he tnivellcd no one knew the Bible 
80 well as this sho<*tnaker ; he did not necnl to read it as tlujy 
<^xph>r<‘d th(* historieal places, h<^ <juote(l chapter after chapter of 
it, without hesitation or eouseiousmuss of any great achievement, 
and he. knew almost as well tlie books of travel that ndate to the 
eijtmtry. Familiarity with the English of the Bible had not, 
however, euused him to abandon his primitive speeeli, and he did 
not show his respeet for the saered book by adopting its gnimmat- 
ieal lt)rma. Hueh pbraseH us, ** U does I good to sc^e eat,” 
in respeet to a eouvaleHetml eomrade, exhibited this peculiar- 
ity. Luked, he preserved his imU^peiideuee, and vindicated the 
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reputation of Ids craft the world over for a certain obstinacr 
of opinion, if not philosophic habit of mind, which pounding 
upon leather seems to promote. He surprised his cumnules l)y 
a liberality of view and an absence of narrowness whieli were 
scarcely to be expected in a man of one idea. I was pained to 
think that the reality of the Holy lauul might a little iin|>air 
the celestial vision he had cherished of it for ftirty ye:irs ; Init 
perhaps it will l)e only a temporary obseundiou ; for the imagina- 
tion is stronger than the memory, as we see so tjfteti illustrated in 
the writings of Oriental travellers ; and I have no dovdit that now 
he is again seated on his bench, the kingdoms he iH-hobb an; 
those of Israel and Judah, and not those tliat Hr, (\H>k showed 
him for an hundred pounds. 

We should, perhaps, add, that onr shoemaker cared for lU) part 
of the Orient except Pal(*stine, and for no history exca^pt that in 
the Bible. He told me that he was forwarded from lanitlou to 
Borne, on his way to join (’ook's Filgrims at ( airo, in the (xnn- 
pany of a party of Select Baptists (so tliey wtTC Htyhai in the 
prospectus of their joxiruey), and that, unexpectedly to himself (for 
he was a man who could surmount prejudiei^s), he found them 
very good fellows ; but that he was obliged to speml a whole day 
in Home grtiatly against his will ; it was an <ild and dilapidated 
city, and he did irt sec why so mueh fuss was nuule t>ver it. 
Egypt did not more appeal to his biney ; I think he rather loathed 
it, both its past and its present, as tlie seat of a vain heathenism. 
Eor mins or aiiti<piities not mentiantHl in tlie Bible he eared 
nothing, for pn>fane arehiteeture still less ; I^aleHtine^ was his 
goal, and I doubt if since the first erusade any pilgrim has tnul 
the streets of Jerusalem with sinJi ftrvor of enthtisiaHm as tliis 
illiterate, Bihle-groundtal, and spiritual-nundetl shfu*maker. 

We rode one afternoon up through the suburb of Halahiyeli to 
the sheykh’s tomb on the naked hill north of the city, ami dowji 
along the scarred .side of it into the Abana gorge. This mueh- 
vaunted ride is most of the way between mud-wall« .so high that 
you have a sight of nothing hut the .sky and tint tops of ami 
an occasional peep, through chink.s in a rickety gate, into a damp 
and neglected garden, or a ra^ed field of grain under tntes. But

tlie view from the heights over the vast plain of Damascus, with 
the city embowered in its green, is superb, both for extent and 
color, and quite excuses the enthusiasm expended on this peren- 
nial city of w^aters. We had occasional glimpses of the Abaua 
after it lcavt‘8 the city, and wo could trace afar off the course of 
the Idiarpar hy its winding riI)l)on of green. The view was best 
long before we reac'hed tlie summit, at the cemetety and the ruined 
nu)S(^U(‘, wh(*n the minarets showed against the green beyond. 
A city needs to Ijtt soim from some distance, and from not too high 
an elevation ; looking directly down upon it is always uninteresting. 

Boniewlune in the side of the mountain, to the right of our 
course, one. of the Moslem h'gends has located the cave of the 
Bt‘ven Sh'cpers. Knowing tliat the cave is really at Kphesus, we 
did not care to anticipate it. 

The 8k(*vkh’s total) is simply a stucco dome on the ridge, and 
exposed to the. draft of air from a valley l)ehind it. The wind 
blew witli such violenee that we could searedy stand there, and 
w<* made all our oljservations with great discomfort. What we 
saw was tlu^ (‘ily of Damaseus, .shaped like an oval dish with a 
long liamlle ; ilu^ handle is the suburb on the stree.t ruimiug from 
the (iat(* of (Jod that s(‘(‘h the annual procession of pilgrims de- 
part for Mecca. Maiiy browti viliug(‘,s dot tlu‘- emt^rald, — there 
are said to be forty in the whoh*. plain. Towards the east we .saw 
the desert and the gnty sand fiding into tht^ gniy sky of the hori- 
i^on. 'Iliat way lies I^ihnyra ; l)y that routt^ goes the dromedary 
post to Bag<iad. I shoidd like to send a lett<*r by it. 

Th(‘ vi(‘W of the Abana gorg<^ from the height beft)ni we de- 
setuuied was uni<pu‘. The narrow pass is tilled with trees ; but 
through them wc; could see the whitt* Treneh road, and the Abatia 
<livided into live stroams, carried at difftTent levels along the sides, 
in tjnler to <’oiivey wa{(*r widely over the plain. Along the meadow 
roatl, as we trotted towards the city, as, indeed, (W(*rywh<‘n‘ about 
tin- t'ity at this st-asoii, we ftniud the grouutl marsliy and vivaeious 
with fri>gH. 

The street ealhsl Straight runs th(‘. length of the city from east 
to west, and is straight in its geuenil intention, although it np- 
ptuirs to have been laid out ly a donkey, wliost^ atteutiuu was eon- 
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stantly diverted to one side or the other. It is a tatallj uninter- 
esting lane. There is no reason, however, to suppose tliat St. 
Paid intended to be hicctious when he sptike of it. In his thiy it 
was a magnificeiit stniight avemu% one humlretl ft*et wide ; and 
two rows of Corinthian eolonnades extending a tnile from gate to 
gate divided it it‘ngtliwist‘, Tliis was an areluteetunil hishitju of 
tliat time ; the colonnade at Pulmyni, which is seen stalking in a 
purposdess manner across the desert, was doubtless tin* onuunent 
of such a strecd. 

The street life of Damascus is that panontma of the mean and 
the picturesque, the sordid and the rich, of silk and rags, of many 
costumes and all colors, which so astonishes the Oriental traveller 
at first, but to which he spee{iily heeoines so aeeust<uned that it 
passes almost unnoticed. The majority of the women ari* veihal, 
hut not so scrupulously as those of Cairo. Yet the nnire we sec 
of the women of the Hast the more eouvineed we are that they 
are exceedingly gocHl-h{?arte<i ; it is out of consideration fiir the 
feelings of the persons they meet in the st n*et that tln-y go veiled. 
This theory is supported by the fact that tin* daughtiTs of Petli- 
lehem, who arc all comely and many of them handsoung never 
wear veils. 

In lounging through the stretds the wh(»h* life and tratlle of 
tlie town is exposed to you : donktys loadetl with pauuit*rH of 
oranges, or with sickly watermelon cut up, sttqj the way Cdl 
the melons of the East that I have tastetl an; flavcirles^) ; men 
hearing trays of sliced boihal beets cry aloud tlndr di-Ueioustiess 
as if they were some fruit of panidiHe; litiys and w<}iuen st'ated 
on the ground, having spread befim* them <iu a paper some sort 
of uninviting candy ; anybody plantetl by tin* roa<bule ; dt^gs l>y 
the dozen snoozing in all the pathH,^^ the dogs that wake at night 
and make liome howl; the various tnulesmen hammering in their 
open shops ; the silk-weavers plying the shuttle; the rnakers of 
“sweets” stirring the stieky comptmiulH in th<*ir shining copper 
pots and pans; and what never ct^ases to exeitt* your adminitiou 
is the good-nature of the surging crowd, the imiiflerenee to being 
jostled and run over by horses, don key m, and ramel-H, 

Damascus may be— we have abundant testimonv that it is— a 
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good city, if, as I said, one could see it. Arriving, you dive into 
a hole, and scarcely see daylight again ; you never can look many 
yards before you ; you move in a sort of twiliglit, which is deep- 
ened under the heavy timbcT roofs of the bazaars ; winding 
tlirough endh'ss mazes of lanes witli no view except of a slender 
strip of sky, you occa.sionally may step through an opening in 
the wall into a court with a scpiare of sunshine, a tank of water, 
and a tre<‘ or twtn The city eaii be seen only from the lull or 
trom a minaret, and then you look oidy upon roofs. After a few 
days the cooping up iu this gorgeous Oriental paradise became 
oppressive. 

We drove out of the eity veiy early one morning. I was 
obliged to the' nun^zzin of the lujurest minaret for uwaketiiug me 
at four oh'loek. From our window we eau see his aerial balcony, 
~ it almost ovtu'hangs us ; and day and night at his appuinUui 
lu)ars we see tlu* tiirbau<‘d miu*zzin (-ireling his high pinuaele, and 
hear him proj<*eting his long eall to prayiu* over the eity roofs. 
When we eame tnU at th(‘ wi‘st gate, tint sun was high enough to 
eolc)r Hernion and th(‘ minarets of tlu^ west sid<‘ of the. eity, and 
to gleam on the Abana. As we passetl tin* diligenee station, a 
tall Nul)ian, an employe of lh(‘. eompany, stood tlien^. in the atti- 
tude of scmeHeiial of tlie eity ; uglin(‘.sH had marked him for her 
own, giving him a large, damaged expanse of hiee, from which 
exuded, however, an inexpungihle good-nature; lie sent us a 
cheerful Halnm “ the p('a<te of Ciotl be with you ; wa 

crossed the shaky bridge, and got awjiy up the swift stream at 
the rate of ten miles an hour. 

Our last vit-w, with the levid smi eoming over the roofs and 
spires, ami ih<! f(>r<-grouml of rapid water and verdure, gave us 
Damaseus iu its lovctlitrst aspeel. 
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I T was an iminenst* rvlicf t(» frnm naniastniH lutn 

rout, — into a cKy <»pfrij thoniul; it was to rr-cntt'r thv 
world. How l)ri<i;htly it lies iipou iis suiuiy |u*oiutnYto,r\ , vliuib- 
in^ up the slopt-s and crowning ovory omiuono<- with trrc-tuii- 
bowcred villus! What a varital |n‘«>^pf(’t it ronunatulN tjf spark- 
ling scuuiud curv it shorn ; ofooinitrv hroknn into ilir mu 4 phsts- 
ing diversity of hill and vain, wouillandH and pm tun-"^; of pnri* 
pita's that am draped in foliaue ; of idon^ that n tain ihoir prituilive 
wildness, slri[)s of dark ])im‘ forest, nrotips of e\ proNsos uinl tjf 
palms, sprt'udiug mulberry (nabanl'^, and terraee’i draped hy \ine^i ; 
of villages dotting the landseapt*; of eonvents eltngltig to the 
heights, and the .snowy peaks td’ ladjanou ! llomitemiN hmil of 
silk and wane I 

Beyrout is the brightest spot in Syria i'alestirte, the only 
pleasant eily that we saw, and the eentm <>f a mo>’al and iutel, 
Icetual impulse th<* importauec- of whieh we eansiut ovt-reMimate. 
The mart ot the great silk industry of tin* region, and the Heaport 
of l)amaseuH and of all 1‘pper Syria, the fitful ainl nniiiteliigent 
Turkish rule <*ven eanuot stitb* its exubemid pne^[ierity ; Init 
above all the advautageH whic’h nurui-e has given it, I shuuiti at=. 
tribute its brightest pro-peets to the iidlut*nec* of the Ameriean 
Mission, and to the eHtablisjiment of Beyrout (‘ullege. Fur almost 
thirty years that Missiim has sustained hm*e a hand of erudite? 
scholars, whose iuveHtig;it iijnn have made the win*ld more tandlinr 
with the physical charueter of Ikdestiue than the |ieople <if (ani- 
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Tiecticut are with the resources of their own State, and of wise 
managers whose prudence and foresight have laid deep and broad 
the foundations of a Syrian civilization. 

I do not know how many converts have been made in thirty 
years, — the East has had ample illustration, from the Abyssiniaus 
to the Colchians, of “ conversion ” without kr.owhulge or civili- 
zation, — nor (It) I believe that any reports ” of tlie workmen 
themselves to the Board ” can put in visible array acletjuately 
the results of tlui Amerit'an Mission in Syria. But the transient 
visitor can see something of tlunn, in the dawning of a better 
social \i(e, in the bt'ginning of an improvennmt in the condition of 
women, in an unmistakable spirit of iiupiiry, and a recognizable 
taste fc)r intt^llec.tual pursuits. It is not too much to say that the 
birth of a dt‘sire for instruction, for the enjoy numt of Iittn*ature, 
and, to a (’ertain extent, of scieime, is due to tln*ir schools ; and 
that tlunr admirably conducbul pnuss, which has stmt out not only 
translations of the Scriptures, but periodicals of stamlar literature 
and information, and clcnumtary g(‘ograpbi(‘s, lustorit^s, and scicu- 
titie treatises, has satistied tht‘ want whieh the sehools ereat(‘<L 
And this nt*w leaven is not eonfumd to a seel, nor limited to 
race ; it is working, slowly it is trm*, in the whole of Syrian 
society. 

The press establishment is near the pretty and substantial 
ebureh of the MisHlon ; it is a Inisy and welborth’red printing and 
pnbliMhing house ; sending out, besides its ndigious works and 
sehool-hooks, a monthly and a wet-kly publieution and a child’s 
piper, wliich has a large and pJiying eireulation, a great number 
of its sul)s{'nber.s being Moslems. These n'gemn-ating agemeies 
-- the sehools and the press — an) happily supplemented by tlio 
college, which onVrs to tlu* young num of the Orimit the ehanee of 
a high (‘ducsition, and attracts Htudents even from the banks of the 
Nile. We were ueeotnpaiii<‘d to the eollege l)y Dr. Jessup and Dr. 
Fost, and spent an int.eresiiiig morning in inspeetiiig the buildings 
and in the enjoynumt of th<‘ lovely prospetJ tli<*y eommand. As 
it is not my (h*hir<^ t<) enter into details rt'ganling the Mission or 
the (‘ollege any further tliau is neet'ssary to (*inphasize the su- 
preme importance of this enterprise to the civilization of the 
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Orient, I will only add that the college has alrt‘ady some interest- 
iiig collections in miturul history, a pariicularly vaiualdo liorbanum, 
and that the medical (h^partmeut is not sceund in promise to the 
litemry. 

It is sometimes ohserved tliat a city is likt* a mait, in that it 
will preserve* through all mufationH nml cii^asterH et rtaiti funda- 
mental traits; the character that it obtains at tirst is utOf-r wludly 
lost, but reappears again and again, asserting its imlividuality 
after, it may be, centuries of obst'uritY. Bcyriuit was oarly a scat 
of learning and a centre o( literary intluenec ; l\>r ncarlv three 
hundml years betbre its desolation by tin carthtiuake in the middle 
of the sixth century, ami its sulcaapient devasjatitm by the ftd- 
lowers of the Arahian prophet, it was thronged with students from 
all the Must, and its seliools of pliilosophy ami law mmjyril the 
highest renowm. We believe that It is gradually reHuming its 
ancitmt preditje. 

While we were waiting day after day the arrival of the Austrian 
stcamhoat for C'onstautinople, we were drawn into a little drama 
which uffortbal us altmainte vexut u>n and amusrinent ; an ontliue 
of it may not be out of place here as an illustration <if the vieissi- 
tudes of travel In the East, or for t»ther reasons uhieh may ap|»ear. 
I should premise that the American emistd who residfsl lirre with 
his ftimily was not in good repute with manv of the ftu-eign resi^ 
dents; that he was ehargcai witli making personal etuitributitmH 
to himself the eomlitiou (jf tlu' e(»ntinuanee in odliee of Iiim sub- 
agents in Syria ; that the eliaraettT of lus <ira»romHns, or at least 
one of th<*m named Ouanly, was exetsslingly hml, and linmght 
the consular oflice and the Amerieau name iutn rtHifrmpt : and 
that these chaj'ges liad been iiivt*'*^tigated bv an <00 nt niait from 
the ministerial bureau in {’onstantinople. The draguman * of the 
consulate, who act as interpreters, and are i xreuturs of tlie (Hin» 
stiUs authority, have no pay, but their po'^ition give-i them a etm- 
sideration in the community, and a proteetifm whitdi tln-y turn to 
pecuniary account. It shouUl be added that tlie salary of the 
consul at Jleyrout is two thousaml doilarM, a sum, in tluH expen- 
sive city, which is insuflieient to support a eimsnl. wlm has a 
family, in the style of a respecdable eitixen, and is wlioiiy inade- 
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quate to the maintenance of any equality with the representatives 
of other nations ; the ‘»fov(‘rnment allows no outfit, nor does it 
provitle for the return of its consul ; the cost of transporting him- 
self and family honu* would consume almost half a year’s salary, 
and the ttmun^ of the ollice is uncertain. 1’o ace(‘pt any of sev{‘ral 
of our Oriental consulships, a man must <‘ither havc‘ a private 
fortune or an uusrrupulous knack of living hy his wits. The 
English name is almost uuivtTsallv rcspeetial in the East, so fir as 
my limit<al cxperimn'e goi‘s, in the eharactcr of its consuls; the 
same eaniiot be said of the American. 

The nmnilng after oxir arrival, destamding tlu^ steps of the hotel, 
I found our dragoman in a viohmt altercation with another drago- 
man, a Jmv, and a rc‘sident of Bcyrout. 'riuTc is always a latent 
enmity lietween the Egyptian and the Syrian dragomans, a national 
hostility, as old jierhajis as the Shepherds' invasion, which it needs 
only an occasion to blow into a ^lam<^ disputants were sur- 
roundctl by a moth-y erowd, m'arly all of tliem the adherents of 
the Syrian, I had scnm Antoim* Ouardy at Luxor, wlnm he was 
the dragoman of an English traveller. IL^ was now in Frank 
dress, wtNiriug a shining hat, an euonuous cluster sliirt-piu, and 
a big st‘al ring; and with his aggn-ssive nos(‘ and lirazen face ho 
hail the ajipearama* of a Irading mo<-k-an<’tion<*er in tin: Bowery. 
On the Nile, where AlnLeLAtti enjoys tin: distinethin of Sultaii 
anumg his class, the fellow was his humble Hcrvaiifc ; but he luul 
lUJW caught the Egyptian away from Innne, and was (Usposed to 
make the most of ids ailvaiitage. ( Imneing to meet Ouanly this 
mondng, Abd-el-Atti had asked lor the paynnmt of iwt) pomnls 
lent at Luxor; the <lebt was promptly denieti, and whtni his own 
due bill for the momw was produced, he declared that he had 
received tlu^ inotny from Abd-cEAtti iu payment ftsr some cigars 
whieli he iiad long ago purchased for him in Ah^xandria, Of 
course if this had Ix-eu tru<% he would not have givc-n a note for 
the momw ; and it liappened that 1 luul been present when the 
sum was borrowed. 

Thc‘ brazen d<*uial exasperafed our dragfunan, and wlien I 
arrivi-tl the cpiurrel had eomc nearly to blows, all the injurious 
Araliic epithefH having been exhausted. Tlic lie direct had been, 
lu 
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given back and forth, Init the crowning insult was added, in Eng- 
lish, when Ahd-el-Atti cruHl,— 

“ You Ye a luuiihiig ’ ” 

This was inon* than Oiumly could stuiuL Bursting with nige, 
he shook his fist in the Egyptian’s face : — 

You cidl me luuulnig ; you hunt^//y, yourself. You pay for 
this, I shall have sat isf act ion by the law. 

Wo suceeed<*d in sepaniting aiul, I hopeti. in reducing tliem to 
reason, but Antoine went otf muttering vengeauee, and AlubeUAtti 
was def<‘rnii!ied to bring suit hir his numey. I represented the 
hopelessness a suit in a Turkish eourt. tlie delav and the cost 
of lawyers, and the certaiiitv that Ouanly wouhl pOHlucc wit- 
nesses to anything he dcsirctl to prove. 

What I care, hu two p<uind ! ” t*x;elainit*d tlu‘ heatcul dnigo* 
naan. I go to spend a hundred poinul. hut I haY<' justice.*' 
Shortly af’ter, as Ahd-eUAiti was walking thnnigli the foii^aars, 
with QUO of tlui hulies of our party, he w as set u[jou by a gang of 
OuardyY friends and kinieked down; the <sld man reeinered him, 
self and gave battle like a valiant fruaul of the Bropliet ; Onartly s 
brother sallied o\it from his shop to take a haml in the sta'inuimge, 
and happened to get a rough haudiing from Abd-el-Atti, wlm was 
entirely ignorant of his relatiduslup to Anttdne. I’he whole 
party were then earned (>11 to the stu’aglio. where Abtl^i’bAtti, as 
the party attaeked, was presunietl to lie in the wromr, and was 
put into custody. In tin* in-’erutable aihiiiiiistnUitHi nf TtirkiHh 
justiet^ tin* nian who is knocked tlowa in a tpiarrel is always 
arrested. When news was bnuight to tis at the InUel t?f this inis- 
hap, 1 sent for the Ann*rieau eciiiNul, as tnir (Iragoman was in the 
service of an American i-itwen. The eonstd ’^ent his sun and his 
dragoman. And the dnigtnnan Heut to an Ainericaii, em- 

harrussed liy the loss of his M^rvant in a stnuige city, turned tint 
to be the br()thcr of Antoine < tuarih . and the %ery bllow that 
Abd-el-AUi had just beatt-ii. Here was a eoinpiieatioin Hrago- 
man Ouardy showed his w (Minds, and wanted eompeu' atiou bir 
his injuries. At the very moment we nisaU-d the pn4t*rtion of 
the American govenwueut, its repreM-uiaiive appcaml m our 
chief prosecutor. 
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However, we sent for Abd-el-Atti, and procured liis release from 
tbe seraglio ; and after an hour of conference, in which we had 
the assistance of some of the most respectable foreign residents 
of the city, we flattered ourselves that a compromise was made. 
The injured Ouardy, who was a crafty rogue, was persuaded not 
to insist upon a suit for damages, which would greatly incom- 
mode an American citizen, and Abd-el-Atti seemed willing to 
drop his suit for the two pounds. Antoine, however, was still 
menacing^. 

“ You heard him,” he appealed to me, “you heard him call me 
bumbug.” 

The injurious nature of this mysterious epithet could not be 
erased from his mind. It was in vain that I told him it had 
been freely applied to a well-known American, until it had be- 
come a badge of distinction. But at length a truce was patched 
up ; and, confident that there would be no more trouble, I went 
into the country for a long walk over the charming hills. 

When I returned at six o’clock, the camp was in commotion. 
Abd-el-Atti was in jail 1 There was a suit against him for 20,000 
francs for honible and unprovoked injuries to the dragoman of 
the American consul ! The consul, upon written application for 
assistance, made by the ladiei^s at the hotel, had curtly declined to 
give any aid, and espoused the quarrel of his dragoman. It 
appeared that Abd-el-Atti, attempting again to accompany a lady 
in a shopping expedition through the bazaars, bad been sent for 
iDy a messenger from the seraglio. As he could not leave the 
"dady in the street, he carelessly answered that he would come by 
and by. A few minutes after he was arrested by a squad of 
soldiers, and taken before the military governor. Abd-el-Atti 
Tcspectfully made his excuse that he could not leave the lady alone 
in the street, but the pasha said that he would teach him not to 
insult his authority. Both the Ouardy brothers were beside 
the pasha, whispering in his ear, and as the result of their de- 
liberations Abd-el-Atti was put in prison. It was Saturday after- 
noon, and the conspirators expected to humiliate the old man by 
beeping him locked up till Monday. This was the state of the 
game when I came to dinner; the faithful Abdallah, who had 
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reluctantly witMrawn from watcluri^ thr tnitsiilr of tlie semrfio 
where his master was couhiunh was clivitltHl in nitinl hrrwt-en 
grief and alarm on the one sitit‘ ami hm thny nf haljituai rhet rfnl- 
ness to us on the other, and eiinsti|Ufi-tK mimninerd, AluLt4- 
Atti, seraglio,'’ as a piece of gcnul hcwh; the athisr hai! got wind 
among the c({f(% when* there was a ut triuniph t>ver tlie 

Egyptians; and at the lu‘tci every luuly was flmvvn infu the t*x- 
citcment, diseussing the assault and the arrest of the jesudted 
party, the Ameriean eonsul ami the elumteter of iiH dr.-oajan, 
and the genenil inalnlity of American eotmuls ta help Itu ir couu, 
trymen in time of n<*ecL 

The prineipal ehatnpiou of AlnUeLAtt i was Molmmineil Aelimed, 
the dmgoman of two Ainerieau latlies %vho had beeti tiavefling in 
Egypt ami Palestine. Aehined wiis a t'Uaraeter. He Inul tlie 
pure Arab physiognomy, tiu» vivaeity of an Iralmn. tlm rcsiless,. 
ness of an Ameriean, the eourteny at' the nioNt pf?hHhrtl < h'ltndat, 
and a nnique use (»f the English totiguc. i’opious in speeeh, at 
times flighty in manner, gravely humorrms, and more :h;s.ip uiftfsl 
than the ‘'cutest'' Yimkee, he was uu exceedingly rvp. ricnci d 
and skilful dntgomau, and periVetly bme-d t<i his t uiplou r-!, 
Acluncd was ehul in haggy trousers, a silk searf ah*iut Ins waist, 
short open jacket, and wore his tarboosh on (hr kick of Ids slop, 
ing head. He had a habit of fhr<iwing liaek his heatl ami half 
closing his wand(‘ring, reHtless bhiek eyes in speaking, and his 
gestures and attittides might have heejt mlhsl rheatrn'al hnt fdr a 
certain simple sincerity; yet any extniVinranee of ^pf-eeh or aigion 
was always saved from an appearaueo of nliHiu'iiity In a lunuMrviioi 
twinkle in Ids eyes. Alexandria was his hoiii. , while Add el. \*ft 
lived in Cairo; the natural rivalry hetwa-en ilu- dra-o!fi.;ij . the 
two cities liad been imluttered by mjum* per .t,nal id m n-ei loeof, 
and they were only on terms of the nuHt <ii 4ant cnility Ida 
Abd-el-Attiks misfortune not only rouaetl hi-, nadeneil prlh\ but 
touched his cpuck generosity, and he surpri eii lu, emfihner. l^y 
the enthusiasm with which he espcut^fl tiu- r:iu r hml ii^butlod 
the character of the man he had so latch ro-.^nb-d :r. anyddn-; 
but a friend. He went to work with tm adthh ^v:d Ut procure luu 
release; he would think of nothing else, hdk of nothing elm. 
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‘‘How is it, Achmed,” they said, “that you and Ahd-el-Atti 
have suddenly become such good friends ? ” 

“Ah, my lady,” answers Achmed, taking an attitude, “you 
know not Abd-el-Atti, one of the firste-class men in all Egypt. 
Not a common dragoman like these in Beyrout, my lady ; you 
shall ask in Cairo what a man of esteem. To tell it in Cairo that 
he is in jail ! Abd-el-Atti is my friend. What has been some- 
time, that is nothing. It must not be that he is in jail. And he 
come out in half an hour, if your consul say so.” 

“ That is not so certain ; but what can we do ? ” 

“Write to the consul xA^mencan that he shall let Abd-el-x\tti 
go. You, my lady,” said i^chmed, throwing himself on his knees 
before the person he was addressing, “ make a letter, and say I 
want my dragoman immediate. If he will not, I go to the 
English consul, I know he will do it. Excuse me, but will you 
make the letter ? When it was the English consul, he does some- 
thing ; when it was the American, I pick your pargin, my lady, 
he is not so much esteem here.” 

In compliance with Achmed’s entreaty a note was written to 
the consul, but it produced no effect, except an uncivil reply that 
it was after office hours. 

When I returned, xA^chmed was in a high fever of excitement. 
He believed that Abd-el-x\tti vrould be released if I would go 
personally to the consul and insist upon it. 

“ The consul, I do not know what kind of man this is for con- 
sul ; does he know what man is xAbd-el-x\tti ? Take my advice,” 
continued Achmed, half closing his eyes, throwing back his head 
and moving it alertly on the axis of his neck, and making at the 
same time a deprecatory gesture with the back of his hands turned 
out, — “ take my advice, Mesr. Yahl, x\bd-el-xA.tti is a man of re- 
spect ; he is a man very rich, God forgive me ! Eirste-class man. 
There is no better family in Egypt than Abd-el-xAtti Effendi. 
You have seen, he is the friend of governors and pashas. There 
is no man of more respect. In Cairo, to put Abd-el-xAtti in jail, 
they would not believe it ! When he is at home, no one could 
do it. The Khedive himself,” he continued, warming with his 
theme, “would not touch Abd-el-Atti. He has houses in the 
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city and farms and plantations in the eountry, a man vrry wdl 
known. Who in (Jairo is t(» put him lu jaii? /Hih, with a ^mlu* 
of derision.] I think he take mit and put iii |iriM}|i almost auv- 
hody else he like, Moluimnuai KtU-iuU Abd-el-Atci. See, w hen 
this Oimrdy coiues in Hgypt ! 

We hastened to th(‘ (Huisui’s. I told the enuHid that I was de- 
prived of the serviee of my dramumiu, that he wuh luyustly iin- 
prisoned, simply for deiendiu^ himseli when he was as^aihal liy a 
lot of rowdies, and that as the etnuplaiut against him was sup- 
posed to issue fi'om the eonsulate, I douhtecl not that the eoaHui’s 
infliieuee could release hiiu. The eousul r<*plied, \^ith suavity, 
that he hud nothing to do with the <|uarrel of his dragoman, and 
was not very well informed about it, only he knew that Ouardy 
had been outrageously assaidted mul beatmi by Abd-el Atti ; that 
he could do nothing at any rate with the pasha, even if that fuiie- 
tiouary had md gone to his harem outside tin* eity, where uulnMly 
would disturb him. I ventured to say tlmt both the Onard\H had 
a very bad reputation in the eity, it was, in laet, infamous^ an<l 
that the eonsulate was brought into eoutein|jt by them, Theeonsul 
repUecl that the reputation of Antoine mi dd be laid, but flmt \m 
dnigoman was a respeetable merehnnt ; and then he ei.m|dainetl 
of the missionaries, who had pt*rseeuted Idju ever sinee Im had 
been in ileyrout. I said that I knew nothing tif Ins grievatieeH; 
that iny information alamt his dragoman eame fftnn general re- 
port, and from some of the bauk<*rs and nio?4 respeetuble eitizenn, 
and that I knew that in this c*a^e my dragoman had been set upon 
in the first instanee, and that it was believed that ilietiuurdya 
were now attimiptiug to <‘xt(jrt immey batm him, ktiow ing him to 
be rich, and having got him in their eiutehes away from las 
friends. The etinsul still said that he etiiud tltj nothiiig that 
night; lie w'us very sfirry, very sorry for my emli.irgi’ autmt, and 
he wg)uld send for Ouurdy mul advi^* him to reluupie h Ian ptajM- 
ecution on my aeeount. “Very well,'' I said, ri ing to gc», “if 
you cuiunot help me I must go elsewhenn Will v<»u give nie a 
note of introduetiou to the pasim r " lie would da that wdU pleas- 
Tire, although he was eertuin that tuithing wtmld ecuiie tif it, 

Achmed, who had bcteu impatiently waiting fm ilte high piazm 
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(it is a (‘harming situation overlooking Iht- Mnliternun-anh mw 
that I had not siuTeedecU and was tc)r going at oiua* to the Mug- 
lish consul ; for all dragomans have entire coutuleuee that Kiiglish 
consids are alUpowerful. 

No/' I said, “ wt‘ will fiy the paslia, tts whom I have a letn-r, 
thoiigli the consul says tlu‘ pasha is a rrieml td Diuirdyd’ 

“ I believe you, Oiiardy lias women in his houHe ; the pasha 
gf>eH idten there ; s(i 1 liear. Uut we will go. I vvill speak to 
the pasha ulstj, ami tell him what tor a man is Ahtlad-Atti. A 
Very pleasant maiij tiit' pasha, and speak all languages, verv well 
Kuglish,'' 

It was eneouraging to know this, and I began to ba*! that I 
could make some iinpressiou ou him. We toi?k a earriage and 
drove into the suburbs, tci the house of the pasha. 1 1 is i/xeelleucy 
%vaH in his harem, and dining, at that hour. I was slmwn Ijv a 
burermited servant into a barrmi parlor furnished iu the ICunipeau 
style, ami iiifonmsl that the padia Wiuild si-e me pn'-ejuh . After 
a whlh‘ cigarettes and (‘oliVe a p<MU‘ subaoutt* ibr tb'iiiifa* hir a 
pm’suu who had had nom* were InMu-ht iu ; but uo pa Jia. 

I waitejl there, 1 suppo e, jiearlv an hmir i\,v the •ojve-rnor to 
fmish his <Umier : and uieautiiue eompu .rd a e-unp! oiu-ut.ir*. tira- 
tiou to ileiiver upon his arrival. Wh<*n his I-AerlhoMW at hod 
appeared, I ladudd a large, sleed 1‘urk, wfuise taee *diowed 
nature and selbindulgeuee. I had hope-- fd him. and. advaneiiig 
to salute him, began an apuh»gy Ibr di- lurbing his repfea* at thia 
unseasonable hour, but his Mxiadleney Ii«4eil perhs tly blank. He 
did not umlerstaml a word Kugbdi. I gave him tie* Iftti r of 
the eonsuhaml nieiititmed flte name Amenean ( ‘on ni ** 'rhe 
pasha took the letter ami opened it ; but as he wa- cLleo-ilb, . 
amining It upside <lo\vn, I saw that lie lihl mg nad lae-b h. I 
must introduee myself. 

Opening tin* <lnnr, I ealleil Afhmetl. In eomhi*^ iutfi ihe 
presenee <jf this high mnk. all ids biufyanev am! bm^.Mh. vain 
mheil ; h(’ ob setjuinu sly waiti-d. I told him to say f,. hr. liveid 
leney hoiv extremelv sc,rry I was to liinturb his rrrr»s* af s-rli an 
unseasonable hour, but that mv tlneoiman, who <■ -riarrm I 
neerded, hml Ix'eu unlorf unutely loideo up ; that I w.js an Ana r- 
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ican citizen, as lie would pemnvt* by tlio Ivitvr (mm the ronsul, 
and that I would detain him only u nuuneut with my Uusinrss. 
Aehmed put this into ehoiee Andne. Ills H'weeliemw looked uuire 
blank than hetbre. He did uut uiiderstautl a wtwil of Arabie, 
The interview was ^ettiu^ to he iuterestiiii^. 

The pasha then atep|Hal to the door nml eaUed in hi^^ tlra'^onian, 
a hurefuoted hallow in a tatteretl ^tiwn, 'riu‘ two interpreters 
stood in Utie iH-hire us, and the jmsha uotlded to me to la-ijiii. 1 
opened, perhaps, a little tt )0 eluhanitely ; Aeiimetl pti! my remarks 
into And)ie, and the seeond dm^ijinan translatetl that Ui^ain into 
Turkish. W hat th<‘ speeeh heeame by the time it reaelietl the ear 
of the pasha 1 audd not telh iuit his taee tlarkened at tmia% and 
he pmaniiptorily shook his liead. The word eame bat4» tii me 
that the pasha wouhl n’t let him tmt ; AlnbebAtti must nns in 
jail tiE his trial. I tlieti Ue^au U\ aripie the matter, to say tliat 
there was no erimitud suit a*^aitjst him. mdy an aetiun ibr ilnm- 
a^es, and that I would be r<'‘’pi»ti- 4 ble for his appraranei' wlnai 
recpured. The tninslathnm were iiuule ; hut 1 tutw that I was 
every moment losing gnutiul ; no tme eindd tell what my aoUei- 
tutious became after being strained tUrtuiiili Arabie ainl 'rurki-;h. 
My case was lost, lH*eaust; it eouhl not be beard. 

Suddenly it oeeurred to me that the pasha might know siune 
European language. I tnruetl to him. and iedo'il him if he spoke 
German. (), yes 1 Tlie prospoet brightened, and if 1 alsi» hml 
spoken that language, we shcmld have hatl lio further Croubliu 
IIowevcT, desperation beat up my misty rerolleetum, and I gave 
the pasha a torrent of broken (terman tlmt evuic-idly aattiiii^bt-ti 
him. At any rate. In* ijeeame graejoim as soon m lu’ undt r tuod 
me. He said that AlMl-ebAiti was not eoidliietl o!i nw^^nut t>f the 
suit, he kn{*w nothing ami earetl nothinif for he- ditlh nltv with 
Ouanly, but ff>r his eontempi of the p* diet* and “ tjldiers. 1 
explained that, and a<i<led that Abtla-UAtti wa s an oh: I man, tliat 
I had been doetonng him tijr a fever evi r "Uiee wt* were in 
Damascus, that I brnretl to have him stay in that dainp jail ovt^r 
Sunday, and that I would !»* ri*s|!onsihle ftir Iuh eppiMrane*-. 

Do YOU nicau to say,” he nnketl, “ that yon will be per ainatly 
responsible that he apjwairs at the st raglio Momhiy morning ? ** 
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Certainly,"’ I saitl, ftir his u[>pt*araatH‘ at any time and pkee 
your Kx(H‘ll(‘nc*y imiy name.” 

Then he nmy jrn.” ile gave the ortier td his tinigtanan t« 
accompany us aiul priunire his release, aiul we retired, witii mu- 
tual protesiatums uf tlu^ highest eousideratitm. Aehmeil was 
nearly beside himself with joy. The htjrses seemetl tii him to 
eniwl ; he euukl n’t wait the momeut to aiiuouma* Ct» Ahd-eUAtti 
his (leliveraue(‘. “ Ah, tiu'V thought to keep AlHUeUAfti in jail 
all night, and sent wonl to (’airo, ‘ A btCel- At ti is in jail, ’ Ahd» 
el-Atti Ktlemli 1 lake my atlviet*, a man of n’speet,” 

The eohhle.pavrd eourt tT the tld Heniglh» pristm, to whieh 
the guards udiuittecl us withuni tpu'stitm, was ofdy <limly lighted 
by an oil-lamp tir two, ami we eouhl ilistinguish a tVw li'pires 
Hitting about, who looked like mahlaetors, but were probably 
keepers. \Ve wert' shown into a fdde where sat uptoi the 

gruuml an iitlieial, perhaps a jutlge, and two as’Tuauts. AlHbeh 
Atti was sent lor. llie old m:m was bn»i!ght in. suingiug his 
string <d* bt*acls in Ids hand, looking somruliat ere t udh n. but 
preserving a porleutous gravity. I aro -e and shook hand ^ with 
him, ami tt»hl him we Inul etuiie to take ium out. Wbrn we were 
seahal, a diseussiim of the east' sprung uj». the ollleail talked, lus 
two nssi>»tauts talked, aial Abd <1 Atti ami Ai-luiosl falk*d, and 
tluwe was evidently a dispo ation to gti um v the atlUir iVom the 
heginuing. It was a pity to etif short so nmi’li eiotim iier, hiil I 
asked tlu* pasha's dragoman to deliver his me j nige, and told Aeh« 
med that we would ptegpoui* the di ieU idun till Xhmd iv, and 
depart at <inee, Tlie prisoner was released, and, ths hnin * e^Uiee, 
We sliook hands ami got away with all ha Ue. As wr dji^ve to 
the hotel, Ahtl»c‘hAtti was jauiU'W hat pensive, hut tif-elarf d th-a 
he would rathcT glvt^ a huiulretl pounds iluiu uof he h r t*m fh^f 
night; and when we reaehetl home, Aelime<h wferr suu'ir 1 Were 
exuberant, insisfiHi <m dragging him to tin* eg/e oppe aie, to 
hdut him in triumpli. 

When I eame diovit in the morning, Aehnnsl was in the hall. 

** Well, Aebimsl, how ari’ yoil ? ” 

FirHte^eluss,” elosilig his vu-s with a huiimroun twinkle, 

I hu in it ntiw.” 
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“ In what ? ” 

“ lu the case with IVtuhaniined Ahtl-tl-Atti. 'fltat Ouardy 
savs I pay hitti damaue twenty iheusaml franes. Twenty thou- 
sand francs, I wish he in:iy ^et it ! HtJW much, I s’pose, for 
the consul ? Take my advice, the consul want niomy 

“Then the suit will keep you here with AlHUel-Atti ? 

'*Kccp, I don't know. I not pay him twenty thousantl fnmes, 
not one thousand, not tme i'r;iiic. W hat my hulicH dt)P W Im gQ 
to Coiistautinoph* with iny ladies? Tt)-mom>w moruint^ come 
the steamer. To leave the oUi man ahuic with these thiels, wlmt 
would anybody say of Mohammctl Aehmed for tlint ? W hat (ot 
consul is this? I want to go to (‘onstantiiHipie with my ladies, 
and then to sec my family in Ah^xamiria. Pcjr tme day in five 
mouths have I st^t^ my wife and shihl. O yes, 1 have very idee 
wife. Yes, aii(‘ wife (pdte plenty for me. Ami I hav<‘ a fme 

house, cost me twamty thousand di)llars; I am not rieli, hut I 
have plenty, God ftu*unv<‘ me. My shop is in the sdk lautnar, I 
am merchant. My futherdn-hnv say what for I tlr;u^tunnii? 
I like to S(‘c nice ptajph's ami ^o in the wcirid. When I am 
man, 1 am servant. Wdien I am mereliuut, O. I am very well in 
Alexandria. I think I md, p) any imu'e. Ah, here is Alid-el- 
Atti. Take my advicts he md iu*ed to he tlratroman ; he is pooty 
off. Good mornint^, my tritmd. Have they told you I am to he 
put ill jail also ? ” 

I hear; Ouardy sue you and Ahdallah so you canncjt \m 
witness.” 

‘‘0, they think they ^et mcuu-y from us. Mehbe the pasha and 
the consul. I think .stj.” 

*‘So am T,” r{‘sjujmh*il AiHhehAtti in his most serifms inau*- 
ncr. The “ Kastern <pu'stion,” with tht^se exp<-neneed drajoj- 
nmns, instantly resolves itself into a cptestiou of mouev, wluHner 
is couccnied and whattwer is tlu* trilmual. I said that I wouid 
see the eonsid in ilu* morning, and that I hoped to Intve all pro- 
ceedings stoppcal, so that we couhl get edf in the fiteamer. Ahd« 
el-Atti shook his head. 

“The consul not to <lo anything. Ouardy Imve lent him 
moiu^y ; so I hunderstood.” 
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Beyrout had a Sunday appeanince. The shops were nearly al 
elaatul, uiul the churches, especially the Catholic, were crowded 
It might have bt‘eu a pt^aet^ful day but for our imbrc>glio, whic 
liegau to be st^rious ; we could iK)t affi)rd the tinu* to wait twc 
wtH*ks for the next Cyprus steamer, we did not like to abaudor 
our dragt)maiis, and we lU'eded their services. The ladies whc 
depended upon Achmed were in a quandary. Notes went to th 
coiiHul, but pnxlueed no elfcet. The bankers were called into th 
eouneil, and one of tluuu undertook to get Aehmed free. Travel- 
lers, eitizeus, and all bc^gan to g(d interestc'd or euhingled in the 
ease. There was among respiu-tahle p(‘ople but one opinion abou 
the eonsurs dragoman. At night it was whispered about that the 
Amfrieaii eonsid had already he(‘u nunoved and that his sueeesso: 
was on liis way to Ihwrout. Aehmed came to us in the highes' 
spirits with the news. 

All day Monday we expc‘et(sl tint steamer. The day was frit- 
ten*d away in interviews with tin* consul and the pasha, and ii 
emlravoriug to h‘arn something of th<^ two cases, the suit for 
<lamag«‘s atid for tin* debt, supposed to i)e going on somewluu'e ir, 
the stu'aglio. After m\ interview with tlu^ consul, who (‘xpressec' 
c<n!Hider.!.hle ignorance of the case and tht‘ strongest d<‘sir(i to stoj. 
it, I was Hur[)i‘ised to find at tiie seraglio all tin; paptU's in the 
Cimsurs name, ami all the doeiimeiiiH written oii consular paper; 
stJ that when I appeared as an Amtn*iean citizen, to endeavor to 
get my tlnigoman relcast'd, it appcanal to the Turkish oflieials 
that they would phrase the Amtwieau government l)y detaining 
and piinishitig him, 

Tlie e{)uH^r{Kim was a little upper elmmlxT, with no Airniture 
exeept a long tahic and ('hairs; three' Mosh'in judge's sat at one 
tmd of the table, appart’iitly waiting to see what would turn up. 
'rhe seem* was not unlike that in an otlice' of a justice of the 
peaee iei America. The parth's to th<^ ease, witnesse's, attemdants, 
jjpeetntors, <'am(' ami we'ut us it please'd tht'in, talked or whispt'red 
to tin* judge'.H or to eaeli other. Tlu'ret seemed to he no ruh^ for 
the reeeptioii or n'jeetion of (-videtn'e. Tin* judges smoked and 
gatlnwed the faets as they drifted in, and would l)y and by make 
up their mimlH. It is truth to sjiy, howevt*r, that they seemed to 
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be endeavoring to get at the faetn, and tliat tlu*y npnf‘an*d to he 
above pr(^udice or interest. A new eomulie:iti<ni ilevrlupetl Ust-it, 
however; Antoine Ouardy elaiined to be a iTcaieh eui/t-n. and the 
Prencli consul was drawn into the tray, rids was a new ileviee 
to delay pi*oc*eediiigs. 

When I had given niy evidtuiee to tiie judges, whieh I was re™ 
quived to put in writing, I went with Ahtl-eUAfti to the rtHuu 
the pasha. This ollieial was gnieious emuigh, hut gave us uo 
hopes of release. He took me <me side aiitl advi^tui me, as a 
tmveller, to look out ftir another dnigtiniau ; thert* was no pn»s» 
pect that Ahd-el-.\.tii et>uld get away to atvoinpany im tui this 
steamer, — -in fiet, the process in court niight ti<*taiu him six 
months. Iltnvever, the best thing it) tlo wt>uhl he to go to the 
Ameriean consul with Ouardy aud settle it. He tlmmrht Ouardy 
would settle it for a rea,sonable amount, h was urciie nf Iuh lunn* 
nes.s, hut that was his atlviee. We were obliged ti» his KxeeUeney 
for this glimp.se behind the scenes of a Turkish court, and thanked 
him for las advice ; hut we dhl not hdlow it. AIhI t l Atti thought 
that if he abandoned the utt<*mpt to {siUeet a debt in u Turkish 
city, he ought not, besides, to pay tV>r the privih gr ofthdug no, 

Tuesday moruing the .steamer eatne the liarbor. Although 
we had registered our names at the ^dhee o( the eotti|sa!i\ for pas- 
sage, nothing wa.s reserved hu* us. Hetainetl at the 'craglio and the 
consuFs, we eould not gt> otf to seeure piaers, and ilie eotnrtpjenee 
was that we were sul|jt’et to the hlaek-nudi id the nti'w.ird ulien 
we did go. By noon tliere w«-re signs td thi‘ fuiliire td tin’ pro-e« 
cutiou ; aud w'e sent otf our luggag<'. In an luiur tu* two Alnl t'U 
Atti appeared with a tniop of fi-iemls, triumphant. Hoinewbrng 
I do not ktiow how, he atid Aeluned had rakeil up hiurteeii wit« 
nesses in his hivor; the judgt-s w<mld n’t luditwv ( Umrtly nor any 
one he produced, atid his case luwl utterly broken Tins 

moimtain of a aisc, which had aiujoved uh ntt many ilays aial 
absorbed our time, suddenly eollapHed. We wi r*’ not lorry to 
leave even beautiful Bey rout, ami would have iib-d ts? tin !.. f, 
of Turkish rule as well. At sunset, on the slramt r 
swarming above and Wow with pilgrium fhuu Jerugilem *ait| 
Mecca, we sailed for Cyprus. 
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CYPRUS. 

I N the mvlj timmitii? we were off Cyprus, in tlie open harbor 
of Liirnaka, — n row of wiut<‘. houses on the low shore. The 
town iH not peeuliar and not spi'cially attractive, but the Maruia 
lies prettily on tlu' l>iue s(*a, ami tin* palms, the eypresst^a, the 
ininart‘ts and eliurehdtnvers, form an picture behind it, 

backed by the. hivt-ly (uiiline of mountains, eouspitnious amonii^ 
them Santa Croeo, The hi^’liest, Olympus, cannot l)e seen from 
this point. 

A nii'iit had Muilieiul (o trnn.sjHU't us into another world, a 
wtu’ld in whieh all tnitliues are softened ami eoU>retl, a world in 
whieh hi".{orv apjitsirs liko nimatiee. We mi.u;ht have imagined 
that wv had sailed into sonio tropieal harbor, exeept that the 
islfiml hi lore us was bare of ibliage ; llit-n* was the ealm (if per- 
fect repoHe in the sky, (>u the Hi‘a, and the land ; Cyprus Uiude no 
harsh etmtmst with the azurt* water in which it mnmuxl to be au- 
ehored hir tln^ niorning, as our ship was. You could believe that 
the calm (if sumiiier and of early morning idw«iys r(*sted on the 
islaml, and tliat it slept exhausted in the meimny of its glorious 

Taking a enp of e(jne<% we rowcal ashore. It was (lu^ festival 
of St. <ii<irg(*, and the flags of various nationH were luing out 
idong tilt’ /orf/, uv di^jilayetl IVtnn the stallH of the consular resi- 
di'iu't's. It is out’ (if tin* chief yiO'e days of the year, and the 
foreign rejirrsenOit t\ es, wlni have iiot too mueh exeileiueut, eele- 
bridetl it by hirmal vi’^its to the Creek eonsul. J.iarnuka does not 
keen a hotel, and \vt; wandertsl about tor some time: heluia: W(j 
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could discover its sole hcanda, where we purimsed io hrt‘akt:ed. 
This establishment would pimse m artist, hut it luul tew attnie- 
tioiis for a person wishing' to break his tast, ami <Hir uuusuai dt** 
mand threw it into eonUision, riu^ was nut lung bur a 

kitchen in a tunibk-down build iug, siuukt*airieib with an earth 
floor and a rickety table or two. Alter delay, the ehe* r- 

ful Greek proprietor ami his lively \vite ■'wluist* guiHldiuinnn li 
willingness both to furnish us nt‘Xt tu mithiiig. but the hrsi tiny 
had, from their scanty larder, and tu eipher up a lung reekuniug 
for the same, excited our interest — proil need ^onie fried vc*id. <uur 
bread, harsh wine, and tart oranges ; uuti we bi'euktimteti nu^re 
sumptuously, I have no doubt, than any natives (it the irduiul rimt 
morning. The seant and hanl tart* of nearly all the eonjiiH*n 
people in the East would be unendiindue to any Anieriean * but 
1 think that the hardy peusantrv of tin’ Levant wt*u!d -pecdiiy 
fall into dyspeptic degenemey upon tin; inCrtKluetion Anienean 
rural eookiug. 

After We had killed our appetitt^s at the we |)reHenfed 

our letters to the Ameriean consul, tbuiend di i'v.u^»hi, m wh»r.e 
spacious residence we expcriein’ed a deligiitful nHn**iiu’: »4' 
Oriental and Western hospitality, d’he kaua ^ of tin* tL iitnil 
xvas sent to show us the ttnvn. Tliis kawiL * w.i'= a e *u , 
oflieial, a kind of glorified being, in nilk auil g -!*! hm-, wia* 
marched before us, huge in hulk, waving liis tnnelefJi; uf i»tliee, 
and gave us the appearauee, in spite cif our hnuuki'., of a tri 
umphal pr<»eession. Larnaka hus not ir*aii\ -.eiit .dftnuigli it 
was the residenee of the Lusigimn dyim-4v. biehard ( (eurde 
Lion having, toward the close of the twt lffh wuiurs, luadr a 
gift of the island to Gny dc’ Lusigimn, It ha u lemc vrr, s.^ne 
mosques and (Ireek ehurehes. 'riu* ehureh of St, lui/aiir., whitii 
contains the now vacant ttmih of the lanutiir» win. wu ; rai rd 
from the dead at Hethanv and afterwards beeaiue In leso tif 
Citium, is an intereHiing old Lyzuntiue editier. and le. ^ ati.ieiu si 
to it an English huriaLgruun<l. witli tombs of the sevenu-riiih 
century. The Greek priest who slite*ved m the ( ioneh dor ; not 
lose sight of the gtiiu of godlineHs in this life w!d!e pur uin*^ m 
this remote station hb heimudv journey. He mM my fnend 
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some exquisite old crucifixes, earrcd in wood, mounted in antique 
silver, wliieli lie took from the altar, and he let the church part 
with aomc of its quaint old pictures, comnicmoratin*!: the iiupos- 
sihlc exploits of St. Demetrius and St. George. Hut he was very 
careful that none of the. Greeks who were lounging ahoiit the 
chun'li shoulil be wituesscs of the tniusfer. lie said that these 
ignorant pi'ople had a pnqudiec about these sacred olqects, and 
niiglit make, trouble. 

I1n‘ (‘xeavatious made at Larnaka have demonstrated that this 
was the site of ancient (Jitium, the birtlqilace of Zeno, the Stoic, 
and the Ghittim so often alludt‘d to by the Hebrew prophets ; it 
was a Plneuieian eolony, and when Kzekid foretold the unrecover- 
able fidi of Tyre, among tlu! luxuries of wixdth he enumerated 
were! the ** beuehes of ivory brought out of the isles of Ghittim.’’ 
Paul does imt meutlon it, but he must have passed through it 
when he made lii.s journey over th(‘ island from Hahimis to Paphos, 
where he liad his famous eneouuter with tlu^ sorcerer Har-je.sns. 
A ft*w miles out of town on the road to Gitti is ulhirki.sh mosipie, 
whieh shares the high veneration of MOslems with those of Mecca 
ami Jcrusahmi. In it is interred the w(‘t-mu’.sc of Mohauumul. 

We walked on out of the town to the nmst eonsiihn*abh‘ ehnrch 
in the jdaet*, newly built by the Roman (htholics. ’riuwc is at- 
taehed to it a Franeisciin convent, a neat eslablishmeut with a 
gattleu ; and tiu* hospitable monks, when they knew we were 
Aiiiericatis, insisted upon entertaining us ; tin* eontrilmtions Air 
their ehureh had largely etmie from Ameriea, fliey saiil. and thc*y 
?a-mneti to regard us as among the number of their lieiienietors. 
This Gliristian eharity expressed itself also in some bunches of 
whieh the linitliers plueketl Air our Indies. One cannot but 
Ml Mptni mul n-"4pect that timid sentiment the monk ndaius for the 
Nfi whn-c fiirtM he llirs from, which he expresses in the care of 
IlMW rr s ■ tin- bin filing nea* seems to be th<! pun‘ ami only link 
hrcwerji tlu* imnik ami womankiml ; he may cultivate it willniut 
mu. Jimi oilVr it to the ehaiiee visitor without scandal. 

Tlie t|a\ wa'i !t»veh. but the suu had iiitcuHc power, uml in tle» 
Aiult tjf wi* tuok a private earriage into tlu* <*tmntry to 

Vinit fhr eiiureh cif Hi. <le{»rge, at which tln‘^t?e tiay of that saint 
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The images of her wliicli General di Cesnola found in her temple all 
!mve a long and sharp nose. These images are Phoenician, and 
Were made six hundred to a thousand years before the Christian 
eni, at tlie time that wonderful people occupied this fertile island. 
It is an interesting fact, and an extraordinary instance of the per- 
sistt'net‘ of natun* in pt‘rpetuating a type, that all the women of 
Cyprus to-day — who arc, with scarcely any exception, ugly — have 
exat-tly tlu* nose of the aneieut Paphian Venus, that is to say, the 
rum* of the Plueuiciau women whose husbands and lovers sailed 
the Metiiterrunean as long ago as the siege of Troy. 

It was tiff the southern coast of this island, near Paphos, that 
Venus Aphrodite, burn of the foam, is fabled to have risen from 
tlie Si‘a.

Originally, these //te w(n-e the scenes of a too 
literal Worship <4* Venus, and <*v<*n now the Cyprian maiden thinks 
that her eliauec* of matrimony is inereas(‘d by lu‘r att(nulance at 
this annual fair. I' jam that day all the young people go upon 
the ?u*a in small houis, and, until reet'ntly, it usetl to be the eustoui 
to dip a virgin liiio the watt*!* in remembranee of the mystic birth 

Vemr-i, I'liat t't'ivmony is still partially uuiiutained ■ instead 
(if runenng the maiden in the si*a, her etmipauions spatter the 
re preH(' nt at ivt'. of tlu* goddess with salt water, ™ immersion has 
given way hei’e also to sprinkling. 

The lively eurit)8ity of the W(»rld has been of late years turned 
to Cyprus as the theatre of some of the most impt)rtant and 
vxivimvt' arelueologieal disetiveries of this ctmtury ; diseoverit^s 
imit|iie, anti illustrative of tlu* manners and religion of a race, 
iiiiee tlu* most eivilizt-d in the Levant, of which only the sligbt(‘st 
mumuiu-ntH had Idtherto lu-en diseovered ; diseovt*ri(*s which 
fupplv tlic- lent link between Lgyptiau and (Indian art. These 
s|ile!idid re uilts, whieli by a stroke of good tbrtune (!onf(*r some 
en-dit upiui the Auieriean nation, are wholly due to the seliolar- 
8lup, patient imlustry, address, and enthusiasm of one man. To 
whis are tamiliar with the muguiticent (k‘snola ColUadion, 
which h the ehit'f attnietum of the Metropolitan Museum of New 
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York, I need make no apology for devotirig a few paragraphs to 
the antiquities of Cyp^^^^ cxplon‘r. 

Cyprus was the coveted prize of all the conquerors of the 
Orient in turn. The fliir island, with au area iiot so large as the 
State of Connecticut, owns in its unequal surhicc the extrcnics 
of the temperate climate; snow lies tluring the greater part of the 
year upon its mountains, which atUnii an altitiule of (»ver scweii 
thousand feet, and the palm sprcatls its hiudeaves altmg tnc 
southern coast and in the warm plains ; irrt*gular in shape, it has 
an extreme length of over one huiidnal ami ft>rty miles, ami an 
average breadth of about ft)rty miles, and its deeply iudeuted coast 
gives an extniordinarily long shan^liue ami oilers the facilities 
of liarbors for the most ac‘tivi5 commeree. 

The maritime Phanueians early discovered its atlvantages, and 
in the seventeenth century b. c., ora little Inter, a colony frtim 
Sidon settled at Citium; and in time these Vuukces of the Levant 
occupied all the sovithern portion of tin* island with their busy 
porta and royal cities. There is a tradition that Teueer, after 
the Trojan war, founded the eity of Salamis (Ui the east eoast. 
But however this may be, and whatever may be the exrmt dutt? 
of the advent of the Sidouians upon Ute islaml, it is tolerably 
certain that they were in possessit)n about the year UhH) ii, {%, 
when the navy of Thotmes III., the greatest conqueror mul stateH» 
man in the long litie of lUiaraohs, vbite<l Cyprus ami colleeird 
tribute. The Egyptians were never sailors, ami the fleet o* 
Thotmes III. wa.s no doubt composed of i*htenieian ships tuunm il 
by Phamician sailors. He was alreutly iti p«i-.ses^i<m of the \vlio*Ie 
of Syria, the Phccuicians were his tributaries nml allieH, their 
ships alone sailed the Crccian seas and airried the prochtets t>f 
Egypt and of Asia to the Pciasgie populations, "Hie Pluriiieiaii 
suprematw, established hy Hidon in Cyprus, was maintained by 
Tyre; and it was not seriously suhvcrtetl until 7tJH ti. when 
the Assyrian ravager of Byria, bntrgon, sent a fh*et mid r.^nqurjed 
Cyprus. He set up a Hide in Citium, eommeiiujrafiiig his expiMd, 
which has been prest^rved and is now in the musi iim at Ihnim. 
Two centuries later the islaml owned the Per^iant as maurm 
and was comprised in the fifth satrapy of Hariue H heean.e a 
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part of the empire of the Macedonian Alexander after his cou- 
tjuest of Asia Minor, and was again an Egyptian province under 
the Ptolemies, until the Roman eagles swooped down upon it. 
('oius are not seldom found that tell the story of these occupa- 
tions. Tiiose bearing the head of Ptolemy Physcon, Euergetes 
¥1L, found at Paphos and undoubtedly struck there, witness the 
resuleuee on the island of that licentious and literary tynuit, 
whom a popular outburst had Imushed troin Alexandria. Another 
with tlu‘ head of X'espasian, and on the obverse an outline of the 
temple of Venus at Paphos, attests the Roman hospitality to the 
gods and religions rites of all their eonejnered provinces. 

Upon the brtaiking up of the Roman world, (Cyprus loll to the 
Ciret*k Eiiipins and for centuries nuiiubiined under its ducal gov- 
C'friors a .sort of ind(*pendent lift^, enjoying as mu(‘h prosperity as 
was possible, under the almost uniform unb<‘cility and eorniption of 
the Hy'/.antine riiU^ Wv. have* aln‘ady sp(jken of its transfer to .the 
Lusigiiaus by Richard Uunir de Lion; and again a romantic chapter 
was ailded to its history by the nngu of Qgeen Cathariiu^ (’onuiro, 
who gave her kingilom to the V<*uetiau republic. Hiuee its final 
eompK^st by the Turks in 1571, Uypnis has iut(*rcsted the world 
only by its suirerings ; for T’urkisli historv hen^, as elsiwbcre, is 
little but a record of (*xaetious, rupim*, and mas.saere. 

From time to time during the present century efforts have 
ht*en matle by individuals and by learned soeieties to explc>re the 
antitfuities of Cyprus ; hut although many inten'sting diseoveries 
were imide, yet the field was eompamtivi'ly viigin when General 
di t esnola was appointed Amerhmn eonsul in Here and 

there a ^e/e, or some fRigmenis of jmttenr, or the remains of a 
tmnplf, had been unearlheil by chnnee or by superfidal search, 
Imt tlu^ ft‘W oljjc'cts <liscover<‘d served only to pique euriosity. 
For one reason or another, the efforts made to establish the site 
of imelfut cities ha<l been almndoued, the expe^ditions sent out 
Ijy Franet- had \mm eomparativdy barren of n^sults, and it seemed 
m if tile tnu'cs of the ocenpatiou of the Pluenieians, the Egyp- 
tians, the A ;:yrians, the Persians, and the Romans were irrecover- 
ably eoiiet-alcd. 

Genend L. P. di Cesnola, the explorer of Cyprus, is of a noble 
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Piedmontese fiimilv; lie received a military and classical etlucatiou 
at Turin; identified with the party of Italian unity, his sympa- 
thies were naturally excited liy the contest in Amt‘rit‘a; he othTcd 
his sword to our governinent, and served with distinctinu in the 
war for the Union. At its close he was appointed consul at 
Cyprus, a position of no pecuniary attniction, hut 1 presume that 
the new consul had in view the explonitions which have given Ids 
name such honorable celehrity in both heinispluu't's. 

The difficulties of his undertaking wen^ inuuy. lie had to en- 
counter at every step the jealousy of the Turkish govrrniurnt, and 
the fanatieism and superstitum of the oeeupants t»r the soil. 
Arclunologieal researclu's are not (aisy in the Hast uudrr the 
favonible cireuuistauces, and in places where tlie t races of uiici»‘ut 
habitations are visihhi above ground, and aueicut sites are known ; 
Imt in C-Yprus no ruins exist in sight to aid the exphor^T, and, 
with the exception of one or two localities, mj nainfs td’ atiehmt 
places are known to tlie pr(‘sent generation. lUit the eousii! was 
convinced that the great powers which had from agr to agt- hrld 
C'yprus must have left s(>m<‘ traces of their tit'enpation, atid that 
intelligent search would discewer the ruins of tin* ju-.i pmusi 
citi(‘s described by Btraho and mentioned by the es ‘.‘naplu r 
IHolemy. Without other guides than thr <ie^criptiot3s uf thrsi* 
and other ancient writers, tin? eonsul began his nearetj in I sill, 
and up to lS7n he had aseertained the exact sitt-s itf t ivrrn fuit'irtd 
citm mentiomsl by Htnibo ami Ptolemy, most uf wlueli hmi 
ceased to exist before the Cliristiau eng ami tiotie ui whieh has 
left vestig{‘s above the soil. 

In the time of David and of Bolomon the Plitenieians firmed 
the largest portion of the populathin tif the i-^lanu ; their 
cities of Paphos, Amathus, CarpasHa, (afium, and Amnifiehie to, 
were in the most flourishing coinlition. Not a ^aom- rtumunetl ni 
them above ground ; their sitrs wen* unkncjwu in lsi;7. 

■When Genend di Cesnola had sutistied liim^f lfof tlie protiabh* 
site of an aneient city or temph*, it was difficult to olitiun |ir i% 
mission to dig, even with the authority of the HnlmnN firiiian. 
He was obliged to wait ffir harvests to la* gatlHa’id, in ntmw 
cases, to take a lease of the grouiid ; sometimcH the rcligioim huut ^ 
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icism of the occupants could not he overcome, and his working 
parties were fn^quently beaten and driven away in his absence. 
But the consul exhibited tact, pathuicc, energy, the q\ialities ne- 
cessary, with knowledge, to a successful explorer. lie evaded or 
cast down all obstaeh‘3. 

In 18C)S he discovered the necropoli of Ledra, Citium, and 
Idulium, and opened during three years in these localiti(?s over ten 
thousand tombs, bringing to light a mass of ancient objects of 
art which enable us to understand the customs, religion, and civil- 
i/.atiou of tlie earlier inhabitants. Idalium was tamous of old as 
the place wlu‘re Greeiau pottery was first madc^ and fnignients of 
It have l)eeu found from time to time ou its site. 

In iHfjU and 1870 he surveyed Aphrodisium, in the noidhcast- 
ern part of tin; island, and ase(*rtained, in the interior, the site of 
Goigos, a city known to have htani in existence before the Trcyan 
war. The disclosures at this place exeittal both the wonder and 
the incrtalulity of tins civilized world, and it was not xuitil the 
inarvt'llous eolhs'tion of tin* explonu* was exhibiUal, partially in 
boiuhm, but fully in New York, that the vjist importauee of the 
laliors (if {Jcuun'al di ('<‘suola began to be eoinpreluaKhd. In 
cxpltn’ing tin* iit’cnipolis of Golgtm, In* came, a few feet below the 
soil, iqnm tin* rmuaius of the temph* of Venus, strewn with 
mntilatfd si’ulptnrrs of tin* highest interest, supjilying the miss- 
ing link iM'twern Kgy[}tiiin and (ireek art, and indeed illiistmtiiig 
the artistic eondition of most of tln^ M(*<literrmieau nations dur- 
ing the period from about 1200 to about 500 n. c. It would 
require too much space to tell how tin* British Museum missed 
and the Metroptilitan of New York secured this first priceless 
** GfHucila (‘olleetioii.'* Butnee it to say, that it was sold to a 
generous citizen of New York, Mr, John Taylor Johnson, lor fifty 
thouHand (hillars, — a siun which would not eompenHate the ex- 
plorer for his time and labor, and would little mort* than repay his 
peiunuarv outlay, which reached the amount of over sixty thousand 
diJIars ill lH75. But it was enough that the treasure was sis'iired 
by hifi mlopted country ; the loss of it to the Old World, which 
was publicly ralietl an “ Kurop<*an misfurtuni*,” was a piece of 
goad fortune to tin; Uuitetl Htates, whicli time will magnify. 
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Prom 1870 to 1873 ilic Generars ntteiitioii was (iivvvtvd U> tlm 
soutliwesteni portion of the islaiul, aiitl lu‘ laid open the iieerup- 
oli of Mariuui, Paphos, Manias, and autl three aneieut cities 
whose naiues arc yet unknown. In I STM he eKploivd aiul traetal 
the cities of Throni, Leiieolla, and Arsnuie, aiul the neeropoli ai 
several towns still unknown- In ls7h and 1 87 a in* hrt.u^hi tti 
light the roval eiti(*s of Ainalthus and thtrium, and h»eatetl tiie 
little toAvn of Kury. 

It would not be possible lien' to enumerate' all the of 

art or worship, and of domestie use, which iht se e’xeavanuiis have 
yielded. The statuaiy and the thousands th* piee<-s ofgla^s, ^unie 
of them rivalling the most perft'ct (Ireciaii shapes in form, ami 
excelling the Venetian ecdors in the irideseeiiee <»f age, perhaps 
attract most attention in the ]\Ietr(»ptilitan MuM*um. From I he 
tombs were taken thousands of vases of eartlumware, st?nie iu 
alabaster and bronze, statuettes iu teri’a-eotta, arum, eoins, seara» 
biei, cylinders, intaglios, cameos, gohl ornamiads, lual moilnarv 
sidtM. In the tmupies were brought tii light iii'aaipUiUH, lHis« 
reliefs, arehiteetural fragments, and statues of the didereat na- 
tions who have coiKiUta'ed and (H*eii[)ied tije i-lami, 'The iimvu-ip- 
tions are in the Egyptian, Assyriam Plnenieiam tlreek, and the 
Cypriote languages ; tin* last-mi'utitmed being, in the tipinam td' 
the explorer, an aneieut Greek dialeid. 

At Curium, uineteeu tet-t liehiw the surfice of tht^ giouud, w< re 
ibuud the remains of the d\-mple of Aptdlo thr ^aulp-

to the remains of the hc^t Greek art.

Here existed a temple to tin* Paphian Venn-, e bsidi 
place was in sight iif its portals, humms thronghtint the ; 

devotees aiul pilgrims (smstuntly n-sorted to it, an rlif) du now to 
the shrines oi Mei'ca and Jc!ruMaleiii, Not (mly the laaritime 
adventurers and tnulers from Asia Alinor and the Gtveian main- 
laud crowded to the temple of this pleasing and tyriunatc gotC 
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dess, and qxuttcd their tows or propitiated her favor by 
but the religious or the superstitious from Persia and Assyria and 
furthest Egypt deposited there their votive offtTiugs. The collector 
of a museum of antiquity that should illustrate the mannei's and 
X'cligiou of the thousand years before the Christian era could ask 
nothing better than these deposits of many races during juany 
centuries in one plaee. 

The exea vat ions at Paphos were attended with considerable 
tlang(‘r ; nune than once the workmen were obliged to llee to 
save tludr lives from the fanatic Moslems. The town, although 
it has lost its physical form, and even its name (its site is now 
called Balh)), retains the ehanieter of superstition it had when St. 
Paul tound it expedient to darken the vision of Elynias there, as 
if a city, like a man, posai‘ssed a smd that outlives the body. 

We spent the afternoon in exaniiiiing the new colleelion of 
(bmeral di Cesmila, not so larg(‘ as that in the Metropolitan 
Mnsenun, but perhaps richer in some respeads, particularly iu 
irhh'secMit gla^s. 

in the sunuiuT of lB7r>, howt'Ver, the labors of the nub^futi- 
gabie exphnaT were crowned with a discovery the riches of wlu(‘h 
east into tin* sliaih'. tin* real or pretended treasures of the “ Iltmse 
<if Prtaiu/’ a diH<a»vc‘ry not certainly of more valium to art than 
thost? that preeedi'd it, but well ealeulaUal to excite popular 
womhT, The funliiig of this subterranean hoard reads like an 
adventure tif Aladdin. 

In pursuing lus resemrehes at Curium, on the soulhwi'sieni 
siile of the islaml, (Jem^nd di Cesnola came upon the sit(i of an 
aueii'iit temple, and uncovered its broken mosaic pavtummt. Jh;- 
nrath iiuH, and at the depth of tweutydive A*et, he; broken into a 
huhtt’iTam*an paHsagt; eut in tlie rock. Tliis passage led to a 
doiir ; no gfuie sat by it, but it was securely closed by a stone 
?4at). When this was removed, a suite, of four rooms was <lis- 
efiiHftl, hut they were not immediately aceessihle; earth sitting 
thnmgh tin* inijls (or ages hud (illed them, and it reqninsl the 
labor of a iiuinth to elean out the ehambers. Imagine th(‘ fiwer-

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of buried treasure 1 In the first room wt*rt* ft>und only gold ob- 
jects; in the second only direr aiul silv(n*-^ill ornanunits and 
utensils; in the third aluhastcrs, terra-cottas, vases, and gnnips 
of figures; in the fourth and luUliing else. H is the 

opinion of the discoverer that these tour nHinis were the tlepimi- 
tories where the crafty priests and priestesses <if tlie c»kl tetnple 
used to hide, their treasurt‘s during times of war or siultitui in- 
vasion. I cannot hut think that the mysterituis snhterranean 
passages and chaiuhers in the ancient temples tif Egypt serveti a 
similar pur|K)se. Tiu‘ tn'asunt ftmud st'attenal in ihest^ rcHuns 
did not appear to he the whole hehmging to the temple, but only 
a part, left perhaps in the eonbisitm of a hasty tlight.

I confess that the glitter of these treasures, and the glamour of 
these associations with the ingenious people of antitpiity, trans- 
formed the naked island of C-ypriis, as we lay off it in the golden 
sunset, into a region of ail possibilities, and I longed to take my 
Strabo anil my spade and wander off pi'ospccting for its sacred 
placers. It seemed to me, wlieu w-e weighed anchor at seven 
o'clock (we waited for the mail so long that our stop at Smyrna 
will probabiv be too short to permit us to see Ephesus), that we 
were, sailing away from subterranean passages stulfetl with the 
curious treasures of antitpiity, from conccaletl chambers in which 
one, if he could only remove the stone slab of the door, would 
pick up the cutiuing work of the PluBiiiciau jewellers, the barbar- 
ous ornaments of the Assyrians, the conceits in gold and silver of 
the most ancient of peoples, the Egyptians.

The ffwward passengers have <iverflowetl tin ir limit"; niitl extend 
baek upon our portion of the deek, oeeiipying all erne = i.le t4' o t j 
the stern, leaving the so-called prlvilegeti elasn ciijy a narruiv 
promenade on the starboard side.

tion. One of them is imOlng a cigarette under her white veil at 



the risk of a conflagmtion. One of the slaves, with an olive com- 
plexion and dark eyes, is very pretty, uud nitlier hkt's to e;i*mally 
leave her face nneovertal h>r tlu‘ ht-nefit <if t\w infidelH wlto are 
about; that her ftH't and legs are l>arf she ejires |e*is. This 
harem is, however, cneraaehed upon l>y Ctrerk women, -who spniwi 
about with more fi*eedom. aiul regard the wurlci withouf the liin- 
drunee of a veil. If tliey an* not luuuLsinue, flirv are ;it h^asi mut 
self-conscious, as you wouhl think Winueu wouiil be in luigr.n' silk 
trousers and (‘Uibroidered jaekets. 

In the afternoon we eann* in sight tsf the aneieut eoa ts nt l-am- 
phvlia and Lyeia and a lovely ratige of what Wt* touk to the 
Karanmnian mt)untaiiis, siiOw-eu\ ereti and half hul in ehnnls, all 
remote and dim to our vision as the histijrieal pagi^aiit of As^vrljin, 
Persian, and Konuiu annieH on t!it*se slnwes in to onr inrnjrn*y. 
Eastwanl on that rugged eoast we know is <1|ieia and the lar niH 
of Paul and Iluroun al RnsehuL The snnsfi on the L\eian nioun- 
tains was glorious ; the hmt liy the water was vrih d in goldeii 
mist; the sea mmk from indigo to purple, ami nlieu the light 
waves broke tleeks of nm* or lihnnl flowetl oti tlie ^itriiiee. 

After dark, and heftire we wert* abreast tU tad Xanthmg we tft-, 
scried the famous natunil light which is almo’^t as my^teriMit ^ tu 
the moderns as itw^as to tlie aneieuts. Tln^ ilandlHaik '‘a\n tif it ; 
“ About two miles from the eousi, thrMugli a hnlile plain, ami 
then ascending a woody gh*n, the tniValfar arrivt'^ at thr 
or voleanie flame, whh-h issuen perpetnallv frnm flu* niotinfain/* 
Pliny says : '* MonHt ('hhmtrtu near Phaneii i, miiiti ini utieeitMing 
flame that burns tlay and night/’ (aptaiii Beuuhirt olinervtHl it 
from the ship during the night as a small Init ntrinh lighi among 
the hills. We at first tumtook if hir a Ughtlum^e. Hut ir wa i 
too high above the water flm that, and the fkine wan Um hu-e ; 
it was rjither a smoky mdianee than a |anid ai light, ami yet it 
had a dull red centre ami a duller lumimni** We 

regarded with curiosity and Home awe a flantt’ that had h-vu burn* 
ing for over twenty ctmturies, and perhaps was ali-ht the 

8igiud-fln;s were kindled to ammunee the fhll nflow. Kiduo =’1 

own Pharos to the aneiciit luariners ului v\ere nil hong eiunpai 
on these treacherous seas. 
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Othmvisc, this classic coast is dark, extin giiislied is the fire on 
the altar of Apollo at Patera, silent is the %viiitcr oracle of this 
god, and desolate is the once luxurious metropolis of Lycia. 
Even Xanthus, the capital, a name disused by the present iuhab- 
itauts, has little to show of Greek culture or Persian possession, 
and one must set4 the fragments of its antique art in the British 
Museum. 

(’oming on deck the next morning at the fresh hour of sunrise, 
I found we were at Rhodes. We lay just off the semicircular 
harbor, whieh is clasped, by walls — partly shaken down by earth- 
quakes — whieh have noble round towers at each embracing cud. 
illiocles ia, from the sea, one of the most picturesque cities in the 
Meditermneau, although it has little rcniains of that ancient splen- 
dor whieli caused Strabo to prefer it to Home or Alexandria. The 
harbor widl, wliieh is flanked on each side by stout and round 
stom^ windmills, exhauls up the hill, and, hecouiing double, sur- 
rounds the old town ; these massive fortifications of the Knights 
of Ht, 4 (dm hav<* withstood tlu^ oiisids of euemu‘s and the tremors 
of the earth, and, with ilu* aueient moat, excite the curiosity of 
this so-ealled pt-ai'eful ag(^ of iron-ckuls and monsti^ (mnnon. The 
city aseeiuls th«‘ slope of the hill and passes Ixyoiid the walL 
Onthidt* and on th(‘ right towarils tin; sea are a pieiun‘sqiie group 
of a eouph' of dozen stone windmills, mid some minarets and a 
ehureh4ower (jr two. lligluT up the hill is sprinkled a little 
tbliage, a fi‘w mulherry-lrees. and an isolat<*d palm or two ; and, 
k-yond, the iHliind is only a iiiass of broken, bold, rocky moun- 
tains. Of its forty-fiv<i miles of length, running soutliwesterly 
from tin^ little point on whicli the city stands, wc can sec but 
litth-. 

Wht‘ther or not Rhodes cm(*rg(‘d fi’om the sea at the command 
(if Apollo, the Greeks (‘xpressiHl liy tliis tnulition of its origin 
their apiin'eintlon of its graeiuus elimatc^, fertile soil, and ex<jui- 
site seeiiery. From remote antiquity it liad tame as a si^at of arts 
and letters, and c»f a vigorous maritime power, and thi; roimunm 
of its early eenturies was (‘(pialled if not surpassed wlnni it hi^- 
eamc the reHidenee (if the, Knights of Ht. John. 1 believe that 
the first impress of its eivillzatu»u was given by the Plueiueians ; 
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it was tbe home of the Dorian race hehiro the time i>f the Tttyan 
war, and its three cities were meiuhersof the Doruin IL-xapuIis ; 
it was in fact a flounshing“ maritiiue ctiuU‘d(*mc*y, htrims: eutnudi 
to send colonies to the distaiit Itahau caa’^C, iiud SUmn*; and 
Parthenope (modern Napiei^l perpetuatcHl tlu- luxurituis refine, 
incut of their fbunders. Tiie city lihtHles itjieif Wiis hniiiclcd 
about four hundred years ht‘ft»re (’hrist, and the splendor of its 
palaces, its statues and paintings, gave it a ]srrM'udii» ine aiuo^jg the 
most magiiidet'id cities of the aueieut worltL If the earfh of thii 
island could Ik‘ made to yield its hurled treasureH m (Spfim Iuh^ 
we should doubtless have new prools of the iulhimee of Asiatie 
civilixatiou upon the Ort^eks, aiul be able tfi truer in ihr early 
Doric arts and customs the suprior civili^ition of the Phoud- 
cians, aud of the masters uf the latter in seienee ami art, the 
Egyptians, 

Naturally, every traveller wlio enters tlu’ harbor t>f |ilie»ties 
hops to sec the site of one <if tin* sevt'U womler^i **f the worid, the 
C-olossus. lie is fn'cto plaee it on either mole at tin* tmf ranee i.jf 
the harbor, but he comprelunuis at ouee that a ^tainv \Uaeh uas 
only one hundred and five h’d high etudd nev<'r have «eiteudrd 
legs across the port. The huue of this eohtH^id bronyvc pitatneMf 
the sun is disproportioued to the perioiltif e^i^temv ; d t.toi»d 
only fifty-siA years affta* its ereetiiut, being shaken d*ovu by nti 
earth<pmke in the year ^^4 in c*., and rtieumbrnng the gronml 
with its fnigmeuts till the atlvent of the e^nepa a 

Wlmn we lauded, the town was not vet awake. i %%'. p? thv hn.j, 
meu and the eonee-houses by tiie landin!** nor .. I he timk 
boatman, whom we uceeptetl as our guiile, luaile an tm-neer^ lul 
exfursiou hjr bread, finding only a blaek unrufabh- im\iur*% 
sprinkled with aromatie seeds; but we wit nmb i ihf- ^heib r of ati 
old sycamore in a lyvely plaee by the shima and n-ptai nor euib o% 
and saw the sun coming over Lveia, ami shining uu the old 
towers and walls of the KiiighU. 

Passing from the tpmy through a Idghiy tirnan:tnfr i (holdo 
gateway, we ascended the faiuous historie sire* p !ul taiird fhi' 
Street of the Knights, the luasdvn houw"* of ^uiu h h ive wrili . 
stood the shocks of earthfiuakes and the dt va imiou of H.jatanio 
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and occupation. At this hour the sti*ect was as deserted 

as it three centuries and a half ago, when the Knights sor- 

rowfully sailed out of the harbor in semreh of a new home. 
Tbuir four months’ defenee of the eity, against the overwlielin- 
li\cr ft)rce of isiileiiuaii the Magnitieiait, aildt'd a new lustre to their 
valor, and extorted the adnimition of the victor and the most hon- 
orable of surrender. With tlieni departed the prosperity 

of Rluuh’H. Tliis street, of whose palaces we have lieard so 
iiuieh, is tint imposing ; it is not wide, its solid stone houses are 
only two Httwies high, and their fremts are now disfigured l)y 
cheap A nib baleonics, but the fiicades arc gray with age. All 
along* are remains of carve^d windows. Gothic sculptured door- 
ways, and shields anti coats of arms, crosses and armorial 
Ie«*ond.s, ar<^ set in the walls, partially dcfacetl by time and acci- 
dent ; ftw the Mtmlems, appartmtly inheriting ihercsp(*ct of Sulei- 
man for the Knights, have spared tln^ mementos of tlufir faith and 
provvesH. I saw no inscriptions that are intact, but made out 
xipor' one shield the words vuluntim mei ed. The carving is all 
beautiful. 

■\Ve went thrcmgli the silent streets, waking o!ily e(fiioes of the 
past, out tt» tin* ruins of tlie once eh^gaut church of St. John, 
wdiieb was sUakjit d«uvn by a p<»wdc*r«explosion some thirty years 
and utieriy flattimed l*y an earllu[uake some years ufter- 
wards, the riun parts wc met, and salubul with the iVee- 

doni of tnivrliers, a gorgesms Turk who was taking the morning 
air, and whotii tmr guide in iKited Immtli said was the governor. 
Ill this part «f the town m the Most|ue of Bideimau ; In the por- 
tal arc two Itively marble cohimns, rich with age ; the lintels are 
exquisitely carved with flowews, arms, msipics, musical instru- 
ixuuitH, the crossrtl sword ami the tcireh, and the mamlolin, |K‘r- 
haps the euihlt-in iif sonic irtmhadour knights Wherever we went 
"WC. fouiul bits <jf old carving, remains of columns, sections of 
battlemented rno{«. The town is saturab-d with the old Knights. 
bTcar tin* tnosque is a touinlation of charity, a ]>ul)lii* kit.i'lum, at 
which the poor were feil or were fret* to comt; and cook tlu'ir (ood ; 
it is in <lt*cav mnv, and the rooks were sailing about its old rouiid- 
topped ehiiuncys. 
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There are no Hellenic remains in the city, aiul tlie ouiy te- 
memlmmce of that past which we stmrclifti f w wa« t!ie 
coin, which has npoii one sitle the lunitl tT MeiliiH-i aiul upuu the 
other the rose [r^otfa) which g'livc tlic t<nvu tytiina The fettu 
was quiet; but in pursuit of this cciiu in the Jews’ t|ii;;ri4'r we 
started up swanns of tnulers, were sent from Isaac to Jai’.Ji. aial 
invaded dark simps and private houses where Jewisii Winueu anil 
children were just lu'i^innin^ to eoiuplain of the luorfrimr lyTea. 
Our guide was a jcdly Oreck* who was wilJinu to aualeii tiu* 
whole town in search of a silver coin. Tfie tr.uii nloas Wt* h.%il 
routed them out, had little !<» sliow in the way t>f anrit|uities. 
Perliaps the; best rt*pfesctitutivc tif the modern manuiacrureH of 
Ehmlcs is the woodtut shoe, which is in Umn like the Ijainaseut 
clog, but is inlaid witli more taste. The people whom we en* 
countered in our moruiag walk were (< reeks *»r Jews. 

The mortiiug atm<»sphere was deliehius. and we euidd well 
believe tlmt the elintate of Hhuties is thi' tiuest in the Alediier- 
ranean, and also that it is the least exciting of cities. 

it always so peimeful here? ” we askisl the guide. 

“ Nothing, if you please,” said he, has hapin ned here sinc« 
the powder-explosion, mithing in the least.” 

And is the (own as lu^althy as they say ? ” 

Nobody dies.” 

The town is eertainly elean, if it is itt ileeay. hi tHw sti-ert we 
found a row of muliM‘rry-tree8 down th** eentr*'. hut iloy were 
half decayed, like the stmd. I hIuuI idwavs think ttf lihodes m 
a silent city, — exeept in the Jews’ quarh r, where the h»q>e of 
selling an old coin net the whole hive humming, — and I 3»us|ieet 
that is its normal condition. 
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AMONG THE iEGEAN ISLANDS. 

3 I'R sail all diij among the il^geau islatids was surpassingly 
lovely ; our course was constantly changing to wind among 
hem ; tiicir l)cautiful outlines and the soft atmospluu'c that (si- 
/rappcd them disposed us to regard thtmi in tlu! light of Homeric 
nsiurv, ami we ditl not struggh^ against the illusion. They arc 
ill tree-less, and for tin* most part have* scant trac(‘H of V(‘getation, 
*Xc-ept a thin green grass whieli setmis rather a eolor than a suh- 
•itama-. Here ar<* the little islands of (Uialet‘ and Syme, once 
a’ats uf (ireeian culture, now llu^ ahmh* of a few iliousaml sponge- 
idlers. We |Kiss 'Pelos, and Nisyros, which was ouei^ ruled by 
.^)tieen Artemi da, and hud its share in the fortuiu's of thi^ wars of 
and Sparta. It is a small rouml mass of roek» hut it 
•iHes tweitty-two humlred feet imt of the sea, and its voleauie soil 
s favorable to (he grape. Opposite is the site of tlie ruins of 
’nidus, a Dorian city of great renown, ami famous for its shrine 
jf VemtH, anti her statue liy Pnixiteles. We get an ideal of the 
ndentatiun of this coast of Asia Minor (and its conseipient aeces- 
ihilitv to early sidtlemeiit and eiviliicalion) from the hict that 
’niilus is situated on a very narrow peninsula ninety miles long. 

Kos is eelfhnitetl not only for its sixe, loveliness, and Rulility, 
lit as the hirthplaee of Apelles and of [Ii[)poer:it.es ; the in- 
uibitants still venerate an enonnous plane-tree under whieh the 
^tiud plivsieiau is said to have dispensed his knowledge of heal- 
;ig. The ('ity of Kos is on a tine plain, which gradually slojies 
•cjiu the mountain to thii sea and is well covered with tret‘H. 
dm attmetive town lies prettily along tins shore*, and is dis- 
11 * 
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tiiiguishi'd by a massive* square meiiimval and l^y rtnuul 

stone %viiulmills with speeiallv long arnis. 

As we came around the ct»ruer uf Kf’s, \vr liatl a dis» 

taut but iulerestiug, uf the site ut llahearuassu^, the luiHhrn 
town of Houdroum, with its splemlui iiirtress, whieh iIh* *i‘urks 
wrested tVoiu the Knights ut Jehu. We sau by \i with 
regret, A)r the stmlent and tniveller iii the Kust etnae^ iu have a 
temier A-eling h»r the simple nature of tlu* lather td iu^UHiy, and 
would hjrego some ulher pleasant e\.|u'rn‘n<'i to make a pilnniii- 
ag<‘ to the birthplace td llerodtitiH. llenn al'a*, was born the 
historian Ibouysius, And lu*re» a lew year^ aeo, were idenidird 
the exact site and rescued the remains of auotln r <d the 8eveu 
Wonders, the Tomb of Vlausolus, built in honnr id her hiisbaiul 
liy the t'arian Artemisia, who sustauieil to him lije doiible rela* 
tiou of sister ami queen, lids momiuieut. wloeh eshduled the 
pedeetiou (d (ireck art, was tour huiubed am! tjeveu ire! in eir» 
cumAirenee and one humlred ami Ibriy Let hi‘dn it eou-nsted 
of a round building, surnuunled Ijv thirty eiibnim • ^mrimumtrd 
liy a pyrumul, and upon the latter >*tMini a eulu^sal $riou|i of a 
chariot and bmr horses. Some of tin* luautiful “rulptuiruf ihiji 
xnausoleum can be sec'u in the llriti'^h Mmeum, 

We were all the afternoon c udeavormg to eet iidd *d latinos, 
which the intervening islands hid from v irw. I A rty half Inuif 
some one was diseovering it, and announeing the Ihet. No tionbt 
half the pasHcngers will go to their gniven eomibrfed by the 
belief that they saw it. Some td them inTiiaily did have a 
glimpse of it towanls night, In'tweeu the idamb of ij|ef» luid 
Arki. It is a huger isliuui than we ex|H!etril to sre ; aud as we 
had understood that the Uevelatitiim were widfrii on a small 
rocky island, in ftiet a mere piece cd r»*ek, the iVat sertut'd Ivm 
(Htneult on a gootbHiml Kiauti. Its heiglif h mm erowueil bv 
the celebmted nujmotery of St. Jobu, but tlie rdaad ri an h.-ijeu 
and nninvitiug as it was when the Iloman-. iCit d it a |d.,ee of 
banishment. 

We passed AHtypatma, Kalymimjs, licros, aiid a = nred lin g of 
islets (as ii a giant hatl senvu this wm with roek '. n each of wlueh 
has a history, or is graced Iw a h*geud ; but theii gion i td the 
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jmst. The chief siipporfc of their poor inhalhtauts is now the 
s]>()i\i^e-hshcry. At sunset wc hml before us Icaria and Samos, 
aiul on the mainland the site of Miletus, now a fever-smitten 
place, whose vast theatre is almost the sole remains of the me- 
tropolis of the ronic conhaleraey. Perhaps the centre of Ionic 
art and enlturci was, however, the island of Samos, but I doubt 
not the fame of its Samian wine has carried its name further than 
the <‘xploits (if its warriors, the works of its artists, or the thoughts 
of its philosophers. It was the hirthplace of Pythagoras ; it was 
mKH‘ g(iv<wm*d hy I’olyerates ; tlieni for a time Antony and Cleo- 
|mtra est4ddished their court of love atid luxury. In the evening 
we sailed close under its high clills, and saw dimly opposite 
learia, whose only merit or interest lies in its assoeiatiou with the 
ilbjndged atwial voyage of leartis, the son of Dmdalus. 

Altliongli the voyages ami<l tlu‘S(‘ islands and along this historic 
roast prufonadly te.els tin* influence of tin* past, and, as he reads 
and hioks and reflects, b(‘eom(‘s saturated wdtU its half-mystcnaous 
anti dtheious romance, ht^ is U(wertlieh*ss s(‘an‘ely able, to btdieve 
tliat thcHt* (h'tiuded sluu'cs and juirple, rtjckv islets wen* the hom{‘S 
<if herot's, the theatres of W()rld-r(‘u<iwued exploits, the seats of 
Wealth and hixury and j)owt*r ; that tlie marble of sphnuUd t(‘mples 
gii*amed from every summit and headland ; that rieh cities clustered 
on every i*^land ami studded the maiidand ; and lluit tliis region, 
iHtuiiteous in the fruits <jf the Uhc’ml earth, was not Itvss prolifle in 
vignrtjus men aiul In^autifid women, who planted adventurous and 
remote coltjuies, ami sowed around the Mc*dit(*rniiiean th(* seeds of 
oitr itunlern civil katimi. In the pn'sent desolation and soft decay 
it is ditUeuit tu recall the wealth, the cliversified iiidustrY, tlu* mar- 
tial spirit, the refinement of the races whose art and iitemture are 
still atir emiilation and despair. Ib're, imbs'd, wiTt^ the begin- 
nings tif our cm, of our modern life, ^-separated by a great g\tlf 
fnnn the* ancient civilisation of the Nile, the life* of the people, 
the* attempts at selfg^ove-rnmenl, the imlividiuil aclventtm*, the new 
(levrltipnnaii of luirnan relations eonHeajnent upon eonnneree, and 
the exchange ai' products ami ideas. 

What these islands and this variegated and genial coast of Asia 
Minor tniglii beetjme under a governiueul that did not purulyice 
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effort and roL industry. It is impossible to ; bur the iiupres. 
sioii is Tiuide upnii the tniveUer that Nuluie U ,*< i'\liuur-trd iu 

these regions, jiiui thtit it %viii netai the n’^t »u' raauu-o oi a 
£^oIo<ru* eni to roston^ her printiiie vi*;t^r. Phe proUt^rubH and 
a%'arie<* of thiuisaiuis tjf ye.ars luive ii'ft tlit* hiud ju»w tnuf tuo 
flame of eivilization has Inirned out — like the ia‘aler oi ’ m rx- 
tinct vulmno. But prtdmldy it is soeirty auil not luiurv fhat is 
dead. The island of Ehoiles. for an exniuphu nuuhf in a lew 
yemrs of eulture a^iin prodnei- the th a i»nee supiiUed her 

hardy sons .with tleets of vessels, ami her pmld sthL uruler any 
intelli^’ent atTneiiltim*, wouul yield abumlant harvests. The land 
is now dividt'tl into petty holdinirs, iml eaeh poor |sn>pr:e!or 
semtelies it just enoiurli to mak«* it viehl a Si^anty retiirii. 

During the ni?rht the steamer had enme to Lhitis fSekiL ami I 
rose at <lawn to see =“ for we had rm opinni lo lauil the sptit 
almost etpuilly flinunm as the bitlhplaeeof Homer iitui the bud of 
the (’hiau wine. The town lies ahm^ the water lor a ndle or 
more around a shallow hay ijpniu^ Ui the e£i4, a euy of *snmll 
white houses, relievtnl by a minaret or two; rfo^e Ih rlu' waierb 
cnlgeare sotne thriHOMttiry ediiieeM, ntul in front vi an iuieif iii siiuare 
flirt, which has a mole es^tendine into the wafer, leruanated by a 
medheval bastitm, hehiml wlueh small veshrls fiml shelter, le*w 
by the short*, on the north, are some of the yfnrily windniillH pr. 
euliar to tlu'se islands, and I mn di-^tiieou di wsih a a tew 

fni^ments of Byrnutim* atul medhevai arehiteefure amoinr the 
common buihliiiurs.

It is now half a eeutury ‘^inee the imm* of Seii, re.e^* Hir erdi 
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the ei%'ili 2 e<l world as the thexitre of a deed whitdi Turkish history 
itst‘lf eau scarc'cly parallel, and the island is \n<>:orc)us]y re<a;ainin<^ 
its prospcunty. It only needs to recall the outlines of the story. 
The fertile island, whieh is four times the extent of the Ish^ of 
Wight, was the lu)me of one hundred and ten thousand inhab- 
itants, of whom only six thousand were Shirks. The (ireeks of 
Beio were said to dilh'r physieally and monilly from all their kiu- 
clnul ; tlu‘ir nuTehants were prinees at home and abroad, art ami 
literature tlourislual, with g;niee and retimmient of manner, and 
there probably nowhere exisbul a society more industrious, g^iy, 
eontented, and intellip^eut. Tempted by some adventurers IVom 
Banum to reb<*l, they drew down upon theinsi‘lv(‘s the V(‘ni:!:(*an(‘e 
of the d’urks, who n'taliated the l)Ioo(ly massaere of Turkish 
men, women, and ehildren by the insurre<‘tionists, with a uiiiv(‘rsal 
destruetioiL The eity of Heio, with its thirty thousand inhab-

The 
hiugua^(‘S spoken in Smyrna are Ihirkish, a th-eek tUaleet (the 
liomaie), Spatiish, Italian, French, English, and Arabic, prolmbly 
previiiUtig in the unler named. Our own steamer was uineh mort‘ 
Oriental than the city of Smyrna. As soon as we stepped ashore 
we seemt‘tl to have come into a Europcaii city ; the people 
alnu>st all wear the Frank dress, the shops offer little that in 
peeuliar. One who was unfiuniliar with Imzaars might wonder at 
the tangle tff varitnis lanes, but we saw nothing ealling for com- 
intuit. A walk through the Jewisli quarter, here as twt'iwwlien? 
else the dirtiest ami most pietun‘S(|ut‘ in the eity, will rewanl the 
plulo;so[)hie travt^ller with tiie sight of lovc*ly women lolling at 
every window. It is md the lasliioii for Smyriiiote ladies to 
promtunule the strt'ets, Init thtw mereifully array tlunnselves in full 
toilet and stand In tlnur domavays. 

The pn)««:raiunu‘ at' the voyage of the JchiHe promised us a 
day and a half in Smyrna, which would give us time to visit 
Epliesus. We wen^ tlue Frhlay noon ; W(» tlitl not arrive till 
Sat unlay noon. This vrxatious ilri.ay had eaused mueh ngtlailon 
<m btiard; to he eheatetl out <if Ephesus was au outragt^ wliieh 
the ttmrisis eoultl not submit to; they had come this \\ny on 
purpJise to see Kplicstis, I'hty wouhl ratlu*r give up anythiug 
else in the East. 'Phe nipiain sai<l he luid no diseretitm, he 
must sail at 4 IK M, 4'he pasHtmgers then prejiannl a hamlsome 
petition to the agent, begging him to tletiun the steamer till eight 
treloek, in order to permit them to visit Ephesus by a sp(‘eial 
train. Theni is a proelivity in all those wh<i eau write t<i sign 
any and every thing <‘Xeept a subseription |mper, and this petition 
reeeived tifty-Hix eager and first-class Hignutures. Tin* agent at 
Smyrna plumply refused our rec|ueMt, witii unneet'SHary suriiness; 
but upon tile arrival of the mptaiu, ami a eonsultation whieh no 
tUnibt had iin>re referenee to b'eight than to tin* petition, the 
ollbual agreed, as a spt*eiul bivor, to detain the sttainer till eight 
edeloek, but mit a imnuent longer.

Sidid tmek, elemu 
eh*gaiit, eonifortable nirriages. As we moved out t»f ilie eity the 
air was f\dl of the odor of orangt^ddtis^oius ; we rrosHt'd the 
Meles, and sped down a valley, very b rtile, siinling wath gmin- 
fields, green uuaulows, groves of mulberry, omnges, %s, with 
blue lulls, — an ancient Mi»unt (dympus, bevoiui whieh \n% green 
Sardis, in the distance, a country as lovclv and hoinrdike m an 
English or American hirindand. We hatl *»een nothuei so \u%n^ 
riant and thriving in the East behire. Tiie hilb, indecii, wi’n? 
stripped of trees, but clad on the tops with verdure, tlie result of 
plentifu! niius. 

We went “cypressd’ The usual time at trains is three hours; 
we ran over the fifty miles in an hour ami a cpiarter. \Ve could 
liardly believe our senses, that we were in a luvursous earriage, 
flying aloug at this mte in Asia, ami going to Ephraim ! W hde 
we were coiih‘ssing that tlie lazy swing of the eioTiage wa i luore 
agreetihle than that of the diuikey or the tlroiiiedan, the tntm 
pulled up at station Ayasohuik, tmee the rt* stlruee of the Hultiuis 
of Aytisolook, and tint c*amp of 1 aim riaue, mm a eUt^fer of eotiem 
houses and railw;iy-(dh<‘e<, with a Um h ver ‘inekeii iuhabitant i, 
who prtw upon tnivellers, not wiilt tirieutiu eourte^y, but with 
European insolence. 

On our right was a rouml hill suriiunuiteil by n lioitmu ea tie; 
from the hills on the left, striding atu’os = tlie r;o!u;,\ iMwardi 
Ephesus, were the tall stoue pillars of a iLmiau the 

brick arches and eondurtor nearly all fallen away, t to the sum- 
mit of nearly every pillar a white, reti deggrd ^.fiirh fytd built, 
from sticks and grass,, a high mund nrst, which efiverrd the bip; 
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and the bird stood in it motundess, a beatitifiil olyt-td at that 
height Against the sky. 

The station pt^ople had not obty^ed tnir ttdegniin tt^ fnnush 
enough Itorses, atid those of us who were obligtHl to walk eiingraf- 
niatral ours(‘lv(*s on the nustake, sinee the way was as rough as 
the steeds. Tlu* path led over a ground full of stfuie 
This was the site <jf Avasolook, whieh had been built tnh of the 
rnius <}f the old eity ; most pietim‘scpie oisjeets Wt‘re the small 
m<is<pU‘-tomhs ami miimn'ts, whieh r<‘vivetl hen- th<* most gniwFul 
bwms ami taneies of Hanieeiiie art. One, I notleetl, nlueh had 
the ideal IVrsian areh ami slender columns. Nature herself ha<l 
taken into hwing can* and dmped with elitiging green ami hang* 
iug vines. There were towers tjf briek, to whieh age lias given a 
rich tt>m% tlaring at tin' top in a etirve that faseinatt-tl the eye. 
On eaeh tonda tower, ami minaret the j^torks ha<l iiestetl, and 
upon cneh sttHnI tin- nmtln-r hmking down npou her hrotid, 
Ahout the enimhiing sides of a towm*, tints ilrapeil ami crowned, 
iimuiiierable swalhuvs had bnilt tlnnr ne%ts, so (hat it was alive, 
with hlrds, whijsc rhecrftd oeenpation gave a kiml of patltos to 
the inimati ilesrrtioa atid <le<-ay.

Kerping round the hill lhi)n, we reached the ruins of the gym- 
na'^auin, heaps of stmie ami<l brick arches, the remains of an 
eut»rmou^4 Iniilding ; near it is the north gate of the city, a fine 
marble ^tnieturr, now almost burhal. Still eireling Pioii we 
haintl nnrsrivi'i In a narrow valley, on the other side of whilHi 
(hr long ridge of ( 'onessus, which runs southward towards 
fh*’ t*nn« somns to havi* been the buriul-plaee of the old 

fMwn, Thii narnnv valley is stutlVd with remains (if splendid 
innldingn, of whii'h notlung is now to be seen but heaps of tine 
itiai’lile, walh. capitals, eolnmns, in prodigal waste. We stopped 
fo atlinire a bit of earving, or to notice a Greek inscription, and 
tiiissod on to the Hcadium, tti tlie Little Theatre, to the tomb of 
Luke, Gn one t»f the lintels of the entranee of this tomb, 
III w iiite niarble, as tVesh as if earvetl yesterday, is a cross, and 
uiiO? r it tiie figure of an Konpium ox, the emblem of that saint. 

We etneno'il from this gorge to a wide view of the plain, and a 
t bmp e uf nil arm of the sea. On this plain arc the seattereil 
jiu-ri *}f the ohl eity. briek, stone, ami marblc.- alisobitedeso- 
mil tiM* left, near the* seji, is a eonieal hill, erowned by 
our of tijr {tmtu-H uf the nueieiit wail, ami dignitied with the 
name lUe prison of Ht, Paid.” In this plain is neither lilb 
nor en!ti\atio!i, inil vegetulioii riots over the enimliling remains 
of Ltihe ,u ■, and tVver waits there its ehauee human prey. We 
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stood on the side of the hill Pion, amid the hilleu eulumns and 
heaped walls of its Great Theatn*. It was this theatre that the 
multitude ruslied when exeited n^aiiist l*aul by Ih im trius, the 
silversmith, who earned his religum into his bu'^iiiess ; ami here 
the companions of Paul emleavored to lu^ heanl and eoultl not, h>r 
'‘all with one voiee alumt the spaee of two htsurs erieil oiit. Great 
is Diana of the Kpliesians." This amnhitheatn^ iV»r tifty tlneimand 
spectators is seooptnl out of th<^ side of tlie hill, ami its {in-s of 
seats are still indieute<l. What a mm^nilleent virw rhry musr Inive 
enjoyed of the city and the sea heyinul ; h»r the water tlien eaine 
mueh nearer; and tlie speetattir who mav have wearied of the 
strutting of the buskined heroes on the stam% tiie mom^amons 
chant of the chorus, eotdil rest his eye upiui the |iur|4r ^aopes of 
Conessus, npott the colonnatles and chnneH iif the o|ndini eitv, 
upon the blue weaves that bore the im*rchants’ ships tT Home luul 
Alexatidria atnl Ih'iytus. 

The theatre is a nune of the most exipiisitt' marbles, and we 
left its treasures with rehietanee ; we saw <uher nuns, bast's of 
cdlumns, the remains e>r the eitv liia^a/iues h‘r the *stia-aoe of 
corn, and solid walls of huge sttutes tinef' wsidod by the ^ea ; we 
might have wandered hm days muhl the fragmentH, but to what 
purpos(‘ ?

the eitv) when lie was returning from the capture of Banlis ; 
H|«irtans afid Athenians alike, LYsamliT and Alcibiades, sought 
Hphesus, fiw it im<l Momething fljr all ; Ilannibal here eonferred 
with Aiitioehns’ (’ieero was euttwtained with games by the people 
when he was rm his way to his provinee of Uilieia ; and Antony 
ill the eharaet<T of inebriate Baechus, aeeompanied by Cleopatra, 
crowiictl with llowtws aiul attended liy hands of elftoninate musi- 
cians, nnulc here one <»f the pageants of his folly. In hiet, scarcely 
an) faiiujiis name cd' antignify is wanting to the adornment of this 
luv 4 »if:di!o city. Under the religion of Uhrist it has had the good 
IbrfiUif hi aisjuiro c*t|ual ctdebrity, thanks to tin' residtmee of 
Uauh the trtif»makcr, and to its eonspieinnis position at the head 
of thi‘ st'VfU c!iurilu‘s of Asia. Fnnii Kphesus went birth the 
iic%s I of tho rol .pf l, as tunnerlv hatl sjirisid tin* riti'S of Diana, and 
t’hri tian cdnua’lirs anti scluiols ijf pluhisopliy suret'eded the tem- 
p!--. ami nynma na of the polYtheists.

We rtia'iietl ahm*^ the iiulented, picturesque shore of Asia, liav- 
iie^ in view the im»uutains ahcnit uneient I’ert^amus, the seat of 
urn* of the -even ehii relies ; ami Uefore nooti euim* to Mitylene, 
the iiueient l^e-dicis, a lartre iHlatul whieh Insirs another Mount 
Ohiti|»tt«, ami east anehor in the bay uptin whieh the city Hlamls. 
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By the bend of the bay and the oppnjiite coast, tiir town h 
charmingly land-lockcd. The site ot Mitylcue, hke so many of 
these island cities, is an amphithmtre, ami the nunintam^^aepi"-*^ 
green and bloaming with fruit-trees, art* dotted with white htni^es 
and villages. The scene is Italiun rather than < ami gives 

one the genend impression of ( ‘astcdlamare or Horr*^ntr» ; hut the 
city is prettier to hiok at than to evplon% as its hrtjati and elean 
streets, its ordinary houses and Kurop»-au.din -s*'d inlmhitaiits, 
take us out of our ideal vc>yau:ing. and udo tin* regiMus of flic 
conimonplaee. The shops %ver<* elustH], and the iMunfrv prnpie, 
who in all eountries appear to deri%*e an um xplaim f! pleasure iit 
wandering about the str<‘t*rs of a city hand in hand, were seeking 
this mild reereatiou. A youtht'ui Jew. to whom the Sunday was 
naught, under |)reteuee (»f slunving us stuneihing afuifiiie, led m 
into the den of a (ireek, to wlioin it was aho ruiught, and whose 
treasures wu*re bags of ilefaeed copper eoiim of the Honmn period. 

Upon the point above the city is a fine nu’dijeva! ftwtn^ss, lunv 
a Turkish fort, wluTe we eneounteml, in the senfinri at the gare, 
the only oflicud in the Orient who ever refused hiu’kshee^h i I do 
not know what his hlea is. From the walls we h»oked upon ilu* 
blue strait, the eireling, purple lulls of upon i damU, pretty 

villages, and distant mountains, sob, !ia.^v, a'rrated, in siiorr,

shamefaced age. The hardy \outh of tim i I md . aih d iuL v:r 
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seas, and in exchange for the bounty of their soil brought back 
foreign fabrics of luxuiy. We know that Lesbos was no stranger 
to the Athenian influence, its scholars had heard Plato and Aris- 
totle, and the warriors of Athens respected it both as a foe and 
an ally. Charakos, a brother of Sappho, went to Egypt with a 
ship full of wine, and returned with the beautiful slave Doricha, 
as part at least of the reward of his venture. 

After the return of Sappho and her husband from their flight 
into Sicily, the poet lived for many years at Mitylene ; but she 
is supposed to have been born in Eresso, on the southwestern 
point of the island, where the ruins of the acropolis and remains 
of a sea-wall still mark the site of the famous town. At any rate, 
she lived there, with her husband Kerkylas, a landed proprietor 
and a person of consequence, like a dame of noble bii*th and 
gentle breeding as she was ; and in her verse we have a glimpse 
of her walking upon the sandy shore, with her little daughter, the 
beautiful child whom she would not give up for the kingdom of 
Lydia, nor for heavenly Lesbos itself. That Sappho was beauti- 
ful as her image on the ancient coins represents her, and that she 
was consumed by passion for a handsome youth, the w'-orld likes 
to believe. But Maximus of Tyre says tliat she was small and 
dark ; — graces are not so plenty, even in heaven, that genius 
and beauty can be lavished upon one person. We are prone to 
insist that the poet avIio revels in imagination and sounds the 
depth of passion is revealing his own heart, and that the tale that 
seems so real must be a personal experience. The little glimpse 
we have of Sappho’s life does not waiTant us to find in it the 
passionate tempest of her burning lyrics, nor is it consistent wdth 
her social position that she should expose upon the market-place 
her passion for the handsome Phaon, like a troubadour of the 
Middle Ages or a Zingara of Bohemia. If that consuming fire 
was only quenched in the sea at the foot of “Leucadia’s far- 
projecting rock of wme,” at least our emotion may be tempered 
by the soothing knowledge that the leap must have been taken 
W'hen the enamored singer had passed her sixtieth year.

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T he AcMLle^ wliicli has a nose for freight, hut none for poetry, 
did not stop at Tenedos, puffed steadily past the plain of 
Troy, turned into the broad opening of the Dardanelles, and. by 
daylight was anchored . midway between the Two Castles. On 
such a night, if ever, one might see the evolution of shadowy 
armies upon the windy plain, — if, indeed, this conspicuous site 
was anything more than the theatre of Homer’s creations, — the 
spectators on the walls of Ilium, the Greeks hastily embarking on 
their ships for Tenedos, the joyful procession that drew the fatal 
gift into the impregnable walls. 

There is a strong current southward through the Dardanelles, 
which swung the vessel round as we came to anchor. The forts 
which, with their heavy modern guns, completely command this 
strait, are something less than a mile and a half apart, and near 
each is a large and handsome town, — Khilid-bahri on the Euro- 
pean shore and Chanak-Kalesi on the Asiatic. The latter name 
signifies the pottery-castle, and is derived from the chief manu- 
factory of the place ; the towm of a couple of thousand houses, 
gayly painted and decorated in lively colors, lies upon a sandy flat 
and presents a very cheerful appearance. It is a great Asiatic 
entrepot for European products, and consular flags attest its com- 
mercial importance. 

When I came upon deck its enterprising traders had already 
boarded the steamer, and encumbered it with their pottery, which 
found a ready market with the pilgrims, for it is both cheap and 
ugly. Perhaps we should rather say fantastic than ugly. You

The confiscator of antiquities evidently had not the slightest 
knowledge of his business; he hesitated, but Achmed’s perfect 
indifference of manner determined him, and he slowly put the 
precious relic back into the box. The inspector parted from us 
with regret, but we left him to the enjoyment of a virtue unas- 
sailed by the least bribe, — an unusual, and, I imagine, an unwel- 
come possession in this region. 

Donkeys were not to be had, nor carriages, and we climbed on 
foot the very steep hill to the hotel in Pera ; ascending roughly 
paved, crooked streets, lined with rickety houses, and occasionally 
mounting stairs for a mile through a quarter that has the shabbi- 
ness but not the picturesqueness of the Orient. A squad of por- 
ters seized our luggage and bore it before us. The porters are 
the beasts of burden, and most of them wear heavy saddles, upon 
which boxes and trunks can be strapped. No drays were visible. 
Heavy burdens, hogsheads, barrels, and cases of goods were 
borne between two long stout poles carried by four athletic men ; 
as they move along the street, staggering under the heavy load, 
everybody is obliged, precipitately, to make way for them, for 
their impetus is such that they cannot check their career. We 
see these gigantic fellows at every street-corner, with their long 
poles, waiting for a job. Sedan-chairs, which were formerly in 
much request, are gradually disappearing, though there is nothing 
at present to exactly take the place of these lumbering convey- 
ances. Carriages increase every year, but they are expensive, and 
they can only ascend the height of Pera by a long circuit. The 
place of the sedan and the carriage is, however, to some extent 
supplied by a railway in Galata, the cars of which are drawn up 
by a stationary engine. And on each side of the Golden Horn is 
a horse-railway, running wherever the ground is practicable. 

To one coming from the West, I suppose that Constantinople 
would present a very mixed and bizarre appearance, and that he 
would be impressed by the silence of the busiest streets, in which 
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the nobe of wheels and the hiun of a \Sr-u vn eapT.u uanrin r.

for gorgeouH Nepiilchn*s, aiul I do not know any such pleasant 
n-dderiCt-i of the (h*ad as the turM>% or tombs of the imperial 
famih . rsnallv attached to the mos(|Ucs, but sometimes stand- 
ing aunrt, tluy are elegant ediflees, such as might be suitable tor 
the living ; in their airy, light, and siately ehambers the occu- 
pant i art’ tleprived tif nti splendtir to which they wiu’c aceustouKul 
in bfe, tine tjf ilie mttsi beantiful of these turMji, that ot Sultan 
MaluutitMl IL, I nii' 4 »nik for a ftmntain ; it is a domed, circular 
Ijudtliiig tif white rnarbje, with (’orintluan pilasters, and lighted 
bv U'ven large windows with gihletl grating. Within, in a cheer- 
ful, rarpeied apart uient, the biers of the sultan, his vidideli 
sultana, mul flve tiaughlers, eovered with cloths of velvet, richly 
rmbruiilrred, upon which an* thrown the most superb India 
the principal san’ophagi are surrounded l)y milings of 
inuUier of ptarl ; massive silver eandlestieks and Koran-stands, 
u|»iu which are beautiful manuscripts of the Koran, are disposed 
idMiUt the room, and at the head ol the Sultan s bier is a fex with 
a plume anti aigrette of diunnmds. In the court of Santa Sophia 
mm *^00 the iM^autiAd mausoleum of Bclim IL, who reposes be- 
mde the foitly of Idght ; and not for from it the Mtfh containing 
thi7 remaimi of Mohammed IlL, surroumled by the biers of seven- 
tren brothrrsi wlmm lu* murdered. It is pleasant to sec brothers 
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rniuulru if. Tiu' curinuH nsfiy Ituik ut the K^yptkn obelisk of 
Hyrii ftt fhe eruuibUu^ pymmul wliieh was the turning <^oal of 
the ; aiui he may tiiul mon* icHul tor refleetiou in the 

briHiar sniral etuumu, turmeil liy the twinin^s of three si*rpeuts 
wiits^e heath luiVe been kuoeketl olf. It tlestwves to l)e housed 
auil t*aretl lor. TIuto Is no (hnild of its vt‘nt‘nil)le anticpiity; it 
was Ht*eii In Ibueyt biles am! Herodotus in the Temple of l)<‘]phi, 
where its three hrauehiu^ heads formed a tripod upon whieh 
I'esfed the tbsh fif ^old whieh t!ie (Jreeks eaptured among the 
s|ii mIs of the bit tie of Plata‘a, The eoluiuu is not more tluui 
fidreti h*ei high ; it luis stotnl here sinei' the time of (h)iiHtantiue. 

This is the most famous sipiare of (h)ustautiuuple, yet in its 
presetit unromantie aspeet it is dillieult to reatamate it.s interest, 
it H saisi that its statiu’s of marble and bronze onee exeidled the 
uvius; ts'pulatiim t»f the eity. In its anuia emperors, whose viees 
ha%r :iluue ■ai\ed their nain(‘M to a eonspieiioiis eontmnpt, sought 
the pMpulir applause by driving in the ehariot raees, or strij)j)ed 
Iheta eUes tnr {lie '.ports uith wild Insists, ])roud to nnuiml the 
^p^ etafto’H nf tlu’ evploits of (’aliguia and I leliogabalus, llen^, 
ifi the rreoi of \ ua"4a aus, tin* "green’* hu’l ion, mitering the 
plaee uith iouerait‘d dag^o fs. iutmu'upted a solmuu festival and 
a = at- auaff d three tiinu‘uutd (jf the hliu'S,’* This plaee was ill 
fhe !ir =i Muarft-rof thi i ('eiitury the exc-reise and parade ground of 
the .lamr.uiei, luili! they were tlestroyed. Let ns do justice to 
the Turk i. In two inemomhle instanees they eKliibited a nerve 
nhieh tlie Hoiuan emperors laeked, who never had either the firm- 
le. ; 3 <>: tlu* eoiirage to extirpate the ITtetorian Guards. The Jan- 
iaohi .et U[i, tieposetl, murdiTed sultans, as the Guards did 
I'.u:(3rr.3r' ; ami the Mamelnkes of Egypt imitated their predeees- 

I 3 ai luiuie. Mahmood U. in (‘onstantinople, and Mohammed 
An in ( airo. hud the eoumge to extinguish these enemies of 
Ttirki-.lj iovureiguty. 

In tiiis nflghbiirhnod are several aneieut monuments; tlic 
luirnt th.iuiiiu, a hlnekeiied shaft of porphyiy ; the eolumn called 
IIiAurieuh and that of Theodosius, ^ ^ I shall not hitigueyou with 
fitrrhrr mmtiisn of them. Not fiir from the Hippodrom(‘ we de- 
siTiitlril into the reservoir called A Thousaud and One Columns ;

B IOUNO tiit^ tl;iy HteaniorH Imvc the (»akta bridg-e every half- 
iMHir far the villageH luui palueeji alang the Itosphorus ; there 
h Vi large fleet of lht‘Ui, prahubly thirty, but they are always 
er^iwded*, like the ferrv-buatH tluit ply the waters of New York 
Bay, 

We t4iuk aur fb-Ht sail on the BtisphorUH one afUTtioon toward 
a^ieeniin}*'; an far as lh‘bek, wluaat we had be(ni invited to 
^gieud the night by Br. Waahbnrue, the Presuletit of Roberts 
{^dlege. I ‘diall net stinu ibrgt't the aiiiinaiion of the harbor, 
er*ovtleil willi -.hippiiiir, amid whieh the st(*amers and eaiques 
were tlarling aduuil. like ahuttles, the first impn'ssion made by the 
paiaee^* ami raviHliingly lovely chores of this winding artery be- 
twvvn twu Hrtvi. Severn prtanontoneH from Asia and seven prom- 
(infuriei from Burope prtyeet into the stream, creating as many 
ei.rrr =p;mdin- Riys ; hat the villagi*s are more numerous than 
hav-'i and prnmnutorif'i together, fir there are over fcirty in the 
fmrreeu mih-i from the Sea of Marmora to the Bluek Sea; on 
the HhtireM in an alnuiHt uubniken line of buildings, many of them 
palaerH of marble ; tlie lu‘ighis are cmwncd with cottages and 
luxnriouH villas, ami ul)otles of taste and wealth pec-p out along 
the ^dopr^. If Vim wiy that wc seem to he sailing in the street 
Hi a eity, I ean only answer that it is not so ; nature is still 
supreme lirre, and the viHible dowegess of the scene. These 
hivriy lulls rising on both sides, these gracious curves are hers, 
tin ari* ilieHf; grtjveM ami gardeus of fruits and flowers, these vines 
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tin* Arnhin rittix in tiu* first IntttT. It was at this place that 
IhiriuH tlirnw a hritl^c across the Hosphonis, ami there is a tnuli- 
tiiHt cif a nitmr Stall wiiieh he oeeupicil here while his Asiaties 

passeii iiiCtt Kunipe, 

St^ fiir ns i kutiw, there is lu) other stream in the world upon 
whirh the wealth of palaees and the htmuty of gardens nuiy be 
so ativautagtH>usly <lisplayt*d. So fiir as I know, there is no other 
plaee whert* nature and art have so combined to produce an en- 
ehfUitiiig prt»speet. As the situation and appcanuice of Constan- 
tiitople are ujuspialled, so the Hosphonis is unwpie. 

Whatever may be the politiad changes of the Turkish Empire, 
! do not laEeve that this plmsing pieturc will be destroyed ; 
rafhc*r h't us expeet to see it mom lovely in the rapidly develop- 
imr ia^te of a new eni of letters and refinement. It was a wise 
tort thuugUt that planted the Amerieau C’ollege just here. It is 
ju^t where it 'dinuhl be to mould the new onler of tilings. I saw 
{unoiot it i two hundred pupils selmlurs of all emals and races, 
who will earn fniiu here living ideas to ev<*ry part of the empire, 
and 1 learmd to respeet that thirst for knowledge and ability to 
arspiire it whieh i'\i^.t in tlu* neighboring ICarnpeau provinet‘S. 
If iinpHtietit men e<ndtl wait the pnieess of edueatiou, the growth 
t»r %eliool-i, ami tlie development of eapaeity now alnmdy most 
pr.iiui dug, the Masteru (iuestiem might be solved liy the appear- 
anee tm the serne in less than a seem* of years, of a stalwart and 
iiiteiligeiit petiple, wlm Would not only be able to grasp Constan- 
tmople, but to futmiuiHter upon the decaying Turkish Empire as 
the IJiniaidi admuiisteixai Upon the Greek. 

( )n Friday tin* gn»at business of everybody is to see the Sul- 
tan to pray ; ami the eagerm*ss ivith which foreigners crowd to 
tlsr H|wetaele mm4 eonvince tlie Turks that we enjoy few religious 
ju'inle:te i at home. It is not known beforehand, even to the iii- 
matea tif tlu* piilaee, to what mosque the Sultan will go, nor 
wlieiber he will make a stm-t progress on horsehaek, or emhaih: 
upon die watc^r, for the dmsen place of prayer. Before twelve 
tdehtek We took eiirriage and dnivii down the lull, past the 
parade -'round ami the artillery Imrmcks to tlie rear of the palace 
<,f He ddkla di ; crowds on foot and in carriages were streaming 
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in tinier to ivrme Mare the piouH man. The mosque stands upon 
tilt- lUi iphoniM. whore itn hrt>ail marble steps ami pillared front 
ami climir lu-eupy as eoimpieiuuis a pasitiou as the Boj^ana at 
Xmaer. We sreitriHl a stutuling-pkee on the doek close to the 
lan.iia-:, isru ourMidr tin- ire.u railiiijx, and waited. A cordon of 
i in blue rej^timeiitals with red facinii:.s was drawn around 
the \ivii tH in the rear of the mosque, and two companies of sol- 
ihvt'i in u iiite hatl Htaeked tlieir piiiH on the imirblc landing, and 
were ItHinidns^ nboul in front of the building. 

The seeut' un the Bosphfjrus Was as giiy as a flower-garde?i. 
The water wai covered with gnieefid cm(|ues and painted barges 
ami t very mm of mean and splendid, that could bo pro- 

pellrti l^v oars ur sails. A thmm meu-of~war were decked with 
from keel to maintop; mi every yard, ami from bowsprit to 
;derfi. ^^lood a hue «tf sailors sharply detimsl against the bine sky. 
At one ii'eloek a aanouucetl that the superior devotee had 

eiiteriHi hii enn|tu% ami then frmu ev<*ry vessel of war in the 
ImrlMU' saluti* nnsweretl nalule in thunder that awoke the echoes 
of two eioatmeut s ; uutil on all the brciad water lay a thick battlc- 
iM.n*do% tiiron‘;*;'U whieh we eonld distinguish only the top.s of the 
mast’s and the dim hulks spouting tire. 

In tiie mul'il tif this earthtpiukt* of ph^ty, there was a cry, “He 
emue n he come » ! *’ The soldiers gmsp<’d tlu-ir arms ami drew a 
iuie <*aeh side t*f tiie lundiug, and the otlieiuls of the mosque 
{irrainp'd theimadvt*s on the steps, npon the water, advancing 
%vitli the H|M'i ii tjf raredmrseH, we saw two spleridid gilded etiiques, 
the one eontaiuing the Hultaii, the other his attendants. At the 
moment, a li-tht earringe with two laiy horst‘s, unattend(;d, dashed 
Up to the hilr doiO*, uud there deHeeuded from it and entered the 
mou|ite thf^ iniperial heir, the stm of the late Bultan atid the 
lifqjhew of the present, a slender, pule youth of apparently twenty- 
hvr or thirty yearn. We turn (not knowing how soon he is to 
bt-come Hulta!i Mumd V.) tiiir eyes to liim only for a moment, 
for the Hiiltan s euiqtie eomes with imperious haste, with the rush 
iiH it wi re of viettiry, an huiulrc*d feet long, narrow, rising at 
the ntoru like the Venetian Bueentaur, carved and gilded like the 
goldi'U chariot in whieh Alexander entered Babylon, — -propelled

Above the 
palace the river tlows ill walleil hanks, and betbre it reaches it 
tumbles uvvr an artilieiul hill of rocks, and sweeps round the 
garden in a grueefid eurvt‘. Ihwoud the palace, also on the bank 
iil the strt'ain, is a grove of superb trees and a greensward; here 
a military bnul plays, and this is the fashionable meeting-place 
of earringes, where hufulreds were circling round and round in 
the imitated efi(|uette of Hyde Park, 

We came (huvu at sunset, racing swiftly among the returning 
eaicpu*s, pa^iH^^ig and passtsl by laughing boalsful, whose gay 
hangliupi trailed in the stream, hh in a pageant on the Grand 
(anal e*f Veniee, ami watching with the interest of the philosopher 
unlv, the light litmt <jf beauty and fniilty pursued by the youthful 
eaupie of itie\perieuee and desire. The hour contributed to make 
the seemr one <sf inagM’al beauty'. I'o our right lay the dark 
e\ press's of the vast eenu'tery c)f Kyoub (or Ayuh) and the 
iditiuug iuosijue where, at their inauguration, the Osmauli Sul- 
tan?* are ^till girt wiih tin; sword of their founder. At this spot, 
in the fir>t siege of ( 'onstantinople Iw the Arabs, fell, amid thirty 
thousand Modems, slain outside! the Uoldeu Gate, the Aboo 
Ayuii, ijr Job, (uie of the lust etimpanious of the Prophet. He 
wan one of lln^ iiiimoiijil «uxiliari<>s ; he had fought at Jkder and 
( diiiil »itlf Itv siilf with Ahuhfkfr, and lie had the honor to he 
..iic ..r ill.- lii-st a-«;iilaiits of the ( ’liristiau capital, whicli Moham- 
innl luul (iredieted tliiit liis followers should one day possess. 
’I'hf 'ite (if hi i gnive, forgotten for .seven centuries, was revealed 
t.i the eimijiu ror of lh<! eity hy a fortunate vision, and the spt 
Wil l eM!niuemiii'ated by a mostiuc, and a gathering congregatioti 
«if the dead. 

I 'loud , had eolleeled in the west, and the heavy smolce of in- 
umucratde steamers lay (lurk upon the Bosphorus. But as we

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"We took a earring and ascended throu^i the city to the moun- 
tain of Bo<%oorl(M)< On the slopes above the town are orehanls 
and vlm-yurds ainl pr<‘tty villas. The last ten niinutos of the 
climb was acctnnplislied on foot, and when wc stood upon the 
sinnniit the world was at our feet. I do not know any other view 
that embraces so much and such variety. The swelling; top was 
carpctcil with ^rass, sprinkled with spring flowers, and here and 
there a spreading: pine oflVrcd a place of shade and repose. Be- 
hiiul us etmtinued iMuge on ningc the hills of the peninsula ; to 
the south the eye explored Asia Afinor, the ancient Bithynia and 
Mvsia, until it restetl on the monstrous snowy summits of Olym-

^ilk aiul the first capital of the Osman (lynasty. There stretches 
thf‘ blue Sea nf Marmora, bearing lightly on the surface the nine 
enehantinir l*rinees' Islands, whose eijuahle climatts and fertile soil 
have obtained fir them the epithet of the fsles of the Blest. Op- 
posite, Stamlioul rises out of the water on evi^ry side ; in the dis- 
tance a city tjf (louu'.s and piuuacles and glass, the dark-green 
npircM of cypress tiuupt'ring its lirilliant lustre; there the Golden 
l li«rn and its thnmged hri<lgcH ami its countless masts and steam- 
er/ fumieb^ ; (lalala and IVra, also lifted up into nobility, and 
ail their Mhabliy details hist, ami the Bosphorus, its hills, marble 
palaces, im}S(|ucs, autl ganhms, on cither side. I do not know any 
scene thiit approaches this in hcauty except the Bny of Naples, 
and the charm of that is so ditlcrcnt from this that no comparison 
is bnci'il upon the miml. The Bay of New York has many of the 
rlemmits of this chariiiing prospect, on the map. But Gonstan- 
tiinqile luiil IN euvirons can he seen from many points in one 
virw, while one woiihl need to ascend a balloon to comprehend in 
bkr uianm-r the capital of the Western world. It is the situation 
of run aaritiuople, lifted up into a (’onspicuoiisness that permits 
fiij tmr of iH Hiie^le spiemhirs to he lost in tlie general view, that 
inakr i it in apiH'araiin’ the unrivalled empress of cities. 

In tie* turi'*rrouml lay Scutari, mid in a broad sweep the heavy 
nci-n of i vprenw fon*Ht that covers tlu? great eemeiery of the Turks, 
whioli thi’V are -iaid to pnder to Kyouh, under the prophetic im- 
po . om thal they will one day be driven out of Europe. The

im wmuaii there, and as ft)r Miss Nightingale, ho had never heard 
her. lUit we p<TseV(‘red uiul tinully found an otlicer who led 
UH to tin* riumi she oeeupied, — a lai-ge. apurlnicnt now filled with 
tin* iieds of tin* siek, aiui, like every other part of the esUiblish- 
nu'iit, neat ami orderly. But our (uiriosity to see where the phi- 
Lmnn’Hpivi. hud labored was au enigma to the Turkish oflieials to 
the hmt. 'fhey insiste<i at first that we must be relations of Miss 
Nighiiuiiale, a supposition which I saw that Abd-el-Atti, who 
always seeks the advantage of distinction, was incliiuKi to favor. 
But we suiil no. Well, ptThaps it was natural that Englishmen 
slumhl imfulge in tlui seutimcuit that moved us. But we were 
m#l Kngli^limen, we were Amerieaus, — tiny gtive it up (mtirely, 
Thr nuperiutemlent of the. hospital, a courtly and elderly bey, 
whii hail fmght in the Crimeau war, and whom our dragoman, 
dipping hi^ Immi to the ground, saluted with the most profound 
Egyptian tih«’i^aue<*, insisttal upon serving us eolltic in the garden 
by the fimtitain of gold fish, ami we spent an hour of (piud there, 
(ht Siinday at iihinit the hour that the good people in America 
were Im -dimijig to think what tluy should wear to church, we 
watltul tiown t(i the serviec* in the English Mt*morud Church, on 
the brow of the hill in Pem, a pointed Gothic building of a rich 
iiml phuming interior. Only once or twice in many months had 
we b* en in a ('hristian church, and it was, at least, interesting to 
eunir,«t its simple fimms with tlie elaborate Greek ritual and the 
esuilf-^H rrprtitiuiis of the Moslem pniyers. A choir of boys in- 
tunvd or elnmted a portion of the service, with marked ability, 
ami wboilv relievu'tl tiu* audituwe of the necessity of making ic- 
Ine clergy men (-xcu-uttul tlie reading so successfully 
iiml wo i’tudtl onlv now and then eatcli a word. Tlie scivice, so 
fir Ui we were eoneenied, might as well have been in Turkish; 
and it was not altogether lost on us. We could distinguish 
oeeimiuimliy the Lord’s Prayer, and the name of Queen Victoria, 
»iid wr vmiM pome of the (’omimimlments as tluy whisked past 
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matiktntl tlmn an iron-clad ; it was a sort of floating liarem; we 
sat upon the awning-covered upper deck; the griaiter part of the 
lower tleck was jealously curtained otF and filled with Turkish 
ladies. Among tiuuu we recognized a little flock of a couple of 
iinivn^ Hje hannn of MuHtapha Pasha, the uncle of the Khedive 
<»t Pgvpt. They left th<‘ boat at his palace in Chenguel Keuy, 
aiHl u<- saw in silk gowns of white, red, blue, and yellow, 

stminung across the flower-garden into the marble portal, — a 
pretiv picture. Tin* pasha was tniusfL^rring his household to the 
country hir tin' summt'r, and wc imaginecl that the imprisoned troop 
cntciiHl these blooming May gardens with the elation of freedom, 
which might, Iiowcvit, Im more perfect if eunuchs did not watch 
every gatt' and ftiot of tiic garden wall, I suppose, however, that 
few uf (hem wouhl lie willing to exchange their lives of idle lux- 
nr\ for the miM*rv and chance, tif their former condition, and it is 
.s.iid tlmt the maids tif tlu‘ so-callcd (fliristian Georgia hear with 
ciivy of the gtuul fortune of their sisters, who have brought good 
priei-^ In tile d’urklsli capital.

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of Constantinople by Moliainmed II., the empire subsisted in a 
state of premature and perpetual decay. These Oriental dynasties 
are a long time in dying, and we cannot measure their decrepi- 
tude by the standards of Occidental morality. 

The trade and the commerce of the city are largely in the 
hands of foreigners ; but it has nearly always been so, since the 
days of the merchants and manufacturers of Pisa, Genoa, and 
Venice. We might draw an inference of Turkish insecurity from 
the implacable hatred of the so-called Greek subjects, if the latter 
were not in the discord of a thousand years of anarchy and ser- 
vitude. The history of the islands of the Eastern Mediterranean 
has been a succession of Turkish avarice and rapacity, horrible 
Greek revenge and Turkish wholesale devastation and massacre, 
repeated over and over again ; but there appears as yet no power 
able either to expel the Turks or unite the Greeks. That the 
leaven of change is working in the Levant is evident to the most 
superficial observation, and one sees everywhere the introduction 
of Western civilization, of business habits, and, above all, of 
schools. However indifferent the Osmanlis are to education, 
they are not insensible to European opinion ; and in reckoning up 
their bad qualities, we ought not to forget that they have set some 
portions of Christendom a lesson of religious toleration, — both 
in Constantinople and Jerusalem the Christians were allowed a 
freedom of worship in their own churches which was not permit- 
ted to Protestants within the sacred walls of Pontifical Rome. 

One who vrould paint the manners or the morals of Constanti- 
nople might adorn his theme with many anecdotes, characteristic 
of a condition of society which is foreign to our experience. I 
select one which has the merit of being literally true. Y"ou who 
believe that modern romance exists only in tales of fiction, listen 
to the story of a beauty of Constantinople, the vicissitudes of 
whose life equal in variety if not in importance those of Theodora 
and Athenais. Por obvious reasons, I shall mention no names. 

There lives now on the banks of the Bosphorus an English 
physician, who, at the entreaty of Lord Byron, went to Greece in 
1824 as a volunteer surgeon in the war of independence; he 
arrived only in time to see the poet expire at Missolonghi. In

her) a book well known in the West, entitled “ Thirty Years in 
a Harem.” But her intriguing spirit was not extinct even in a 
Turkish harem ; she attempted to palm off upon the pasha, as 
her own, a child that she had bought ; her device was detected by 
one of the palace eunuchs, and at the same time her amour with 
a Greek of the city came to light. The eunuch incurred her dis- 
ph?asure for his officiousness, and she had him strangled and 
thrown into the Bosphorus. Some say that the resolute woman 
even assisted with her own hands. Tor these breaches of decorum, 
however, she paid dear ; the pasha banished her to Kutayah, with 
orders to the guard who attended her to poison her on the way ; 
but she so ’won upon the affection of the officer that he let her 
escape at Broussa. There her beauty, if not her piety, recom- 
mended her to an Imam of one of the mosques, and she married 
him and seems for a time to have led a quiet life ; at any rate, 
nothing further was heard of her until just before the famous 
cholera season, when news came of the death of her husband, the 
Moslem priest, and that she was living in extreme poverty, all her 
beauty gone forever, and consequently her ability to procure an- 
other husband. 

The pasha, Mehemet, lived in a beautiful palace on the eastern 
shore of the Bosphorus, near Kandili. During the great cholera 
epidemic of 1865, the pasha was taken ill. One day there ap- 
peared at the gate an unknown -woman, wdio said that she had 
come to cure the pasha ; no one knew her, but she spoke with 
authority, and was admitted. It was our adventuress. She 
nursed the pasha with the most tender care and watchful skill, so 
that he recovered ; and, in gratitude for the preservation of his 
life, he permitted her and her daughter to remain in the palace. 
Tor some time they were contented witli the luxury of such a 
home, but one day — it was the evening of Wednesday — neither 
mother nor daughter was to be found ; and upon examination it 
was discovered that a large collection of precious stones and some 
ready money had disappeared with them. They had departed on 
the Trench steamer, in order to transfer their talents to the fields 
of Europe. The fate of the daughter I do not know ; for some 
time she and her mother were conspicuous in the dissipation of

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stuffs and antiquities, and animated by considerable briskness of 
trade. I presume there are more Jews here than there were in 
Paul’s time, but Turks and Greeks, in nearly equal numbers, form 
the bulk of the population. 

In modem Salonica there is not much respect for pagan an- 
tiquities, and one sees only the usual fragments of columns and. 
sculptures worked into walls or incorporated in Christian churclies. 
But those curious in early Byzantine architecture will find moro 
to interest them here than in any place in the world except Con- 
stantinople. We spent the day wandering about the city, under 
the guidance of a young Jew, who was without either prejudices 
or information. On our way to the Mosque of St. Sophia, we 
passed through the quarter of the Jews, which is much cleaner* 
than is usual with them. These are the descendants of Spanisb. 
Jews, who were expelled by Isabella, and they still retain, in a 
corrupt form, the language of Spain. In the doors and windows 
were many pretty Jewesses ; banishment and vicissitude appear to 
agree with this elastic race, for in all the countries of Europe 
Jewish women develop more beauty in form and feature than in 
Palestine. We saw here and in other parts of the city a novel 
head-dress, which may commend itself to America in the revo- 
lutions of fashion. A great mass of hair, real or assumed, was 
gathered into a long slender green bag, which hung down the 
back and was terminated by a heavy fringe of silver. Otherwise, 
the dress of the Jewish women does not differ much from that of 
the men ; the latter wear a fez or turban, and a tunic 'which reaches 
to the ankles, and is bound about the waist by a gay sash or 
shawl. 

The Mosque of St. Sophia, once a church, and copied in its 
proportions and style from its namesake in Constantinople, is re- 
tired, in a delightfid court, shaded hy gigantic trees and cheeredL 
hy a fountain. So peaceful a spot we had not seen in many a 
day ; birds sang in the trees without disturbing tlie calm of the 
meditative pilgrim. In the portico and also in the interior are 
noble columns of marble and verd-antique, and in the dome is a 
wonderfully quaint mosaic of the Transfiguration. We were shown, 
also a magnificent pulpit of the latter beautiful stone cut from a

The 
most perfect basilica is now the Mosque of St. Demetrius (a name 
sacred to the Greeks), Avhich contains his tomb. It is a five-aisled 
basilica ; about the gallery, over the pillars of the centre aisle, are 
some fine mosaics of marble, beautiful in design and color. The 
Moslems have spoiled the exquisite capitals of the pillars by paint- 
ing them, and have destroyed the effect of the aisles by twisting 
the pulpit and prayer-niche away from the apse, in the direction 
of Mecca. We noticed, however, a relaxation of bigotry at all 
these mosques : we were permitted to enter without taking off our 
shoes ; and, besides the figures of Christian art left in the mo- 
saics, we saw some Moslem pictures, among them rude paintings 
of the holy city Mecca. 

On our w^ay to the citadel we stopped to look at the Arch of 
Constantine before the Gate of Cassander, — a shabby ruin, wdth 
four courses of defaced figures, carved in marble, and represent- 
ing the battles and triumphs of a Roman general. Tortunately 
for the reader we did not visit all the thirty-seven churches of the 
city ; but we made the acquaintance in a Greek church, which is 
adorned with quaint Byzantine paintings, of St. Palema, who lies 
in public repose, in a coffin of exquisite silver filigree-wmrk, w-hile 
his skull is enclosed in solid silver and set with rubies and em- 
eralds. This may please St. Palema, but death is never so ghastly 
as w^hen it is adorned with jewelry that becomes cheap in its 
presence. 

The view from the citadel, which embraces the Gulf of Salo- 
nica and Mt. Olympus, the veritable heaven of the Grecian 
pantheon, and Mt. Ossa and Mt. Pelion, piercing the blue wdth 
their snow-summits, is grand enough to repay the ascent ,• and 
there is a noble w^alk along the wall above the town. In mak- 
ing my roundabout way through modern streets, back to the 
bazaars, I encountered a number of negro women, pure Africans, 
who had the air and carriage of the aristocracy of the place ; 
they rejoiced in the gay attire which the natives of the South 
love, and their fine figures and independent bearing did not speak 
of servitude.

Eomaiice, mythology, and history start out of the waves on 
either hand ; at twilight we w'-ere entering the Cyclades, and be- 
ginning to feel the yet enduring influence of a superstition wfliich 
so mingled itself wdth the supremest art and culture, that after 
two thousand years its unreal creations are nearly as mighty as 
ever in the realms of poetry and imagination. These islands are 
still under the spell of genius, and we cannot, if we wmuld, view 
tliem except through the medium of poetic history. I suppose 
that the island of Andros, which is cultivated largely by Alba- 
nians, an Illyrian race, having nothing in common wdth the ancient 
lonians, would little interest us ; if we cared to taste its wine, it 
would be because it was once famous throughout Greece, and if 
we visited the ruins of its chief city, it would be to recall an anec- 
dote of Herodotus : wdien Themistocles besieged the town and de- 
manded tribute, because the Andrians had been compelled to join 
the fleet of Xerxes at Salamis, and threatened them with the two 
mighty deities of Athens, Persuasion and Necessity, the spirited 
islanders replied that they were protected by two churlish gods, 
Poverty and Inability. 

It was eleven o’clock at night when we sailed between Keos 
and Helena, the latter a long barren strip that never seems to 
have been inhabited at all, except from the tradition that Helen 
once landed there ; but Keos and its old town of lulls was the 
home of legends and poets, and famous for its code of la^vs, one 
of which tended to banish sickness and old age from its precincts, 
by a provision that every man above sixty should end his life by 
poison. Its ancient people had a reputation for purity and so- 
briety, wfliich "svas probably due to the hegira of the nymphs, who 
w-ere frightened aw-ay to the mainland by a roaring lion. The 
colossal image of the lion is still to be seen in marble near the 
ruins of the old city. The island of the Cyclades, which we should 
most like to have trod, hut did not see, is Delos, the holy, the 
religions and political centre of the Greek confederation, the 
birthplace of ApoUo and Artemis, the seat of the oracle, second 
only to that of Delphi, the diminutive and now almost deserted 
rock, shaken and sunken by repeated earthquakes, once crowned 
with one of the most magnificent temples of antiquity, the spot

the hundred varieties of exquisite marbles detained us long ; there 
were some polished blocks, lovely in color, and you might almost 
say in design, that you would like to frame and hang as pic- 
tures on the wall. Another sign of the decadence of the national 
costume, perhaps more significant than its disappearance in the 
streets, was its exhibition here upon lay figures. I saw a country- 
man who wore it sneaking round one of these figures, and regard- 
ing it with the curiosity of a savage who for the first time sees 
himself in a mirror. Since the revolution the Albanian has been 
adopted as the Grecian costume, in default of anything more 
characteristic, and perhaps because it would puzzle one to say of 
what race the person calling himself a modern Greek is. But the 
ridiculous fusianella is nearly discarded ; it is both inconvenient 
and costly ; to make one of the proper fulness requires forty 
yards of cotton cloth ; this is gathered at the waist, and hangs in 
broad pleats to the knees, and it is starched so stiffly that it stands 
out like a half-open Chinese umbrella. As the garment cannot 
be worn when it is the least soiled, and must be done up and 
starched two or three times a ’week, the w'earer finds it an ex- 
pensive habit ; and in the whole outfit — the jacket and sleeves 
may be a reminiscence of defensive armor — he has the appear- 
ance of a latidsknecJit above and a ballet-girl below. 

Nearly as rare in the streets as this dress are the drooping red 
caps with tassels of blue. The women of Athens whom we 
saw would not take a premium anywdiere for beauty; but we 
noticed here and there one who wore upon her dark locks the 
long hanging red fez and gold tassel, who might have attracted 
the eye of a roving poet, and been passed dowm to the next age 
as the Maid of Athens. The jAtheiiian men of the present are a 
fine race ; we were constantly surprised by noble forms and intel- 
ligent faces. That they are Greek in feature or expression, as we 
know the Greek from coins and statuar}^, we could not say. Per- 
haps it was only the ancient Lacedemonian rivalry that prompted 
the remark of a gentleman in Athens, who was born in Sparta, 
that there is not a drop of the ancient Athenian blood in Athens. 
There are some patrician families in the- city wfflo claim this hon- 
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orable descent, but it is probable that Athens is less Greek than 
any other town in the kingdom ; and that if there remain any 
Hellenic descendants they must be sought in remote districts of 
the Morea. If we trusted ourselves to decide by types of face, 
we should say that the present inhabitants of Athens Avere of 
Northern origin, and that their relation to the Greeks was no 
stronger than that of Englishmen, to the ancient Britons. That 
the people who now inhabit Attica and the Peloponnesus are 
descendants of the Greeks wrhom the Eomans conquered, I sup- 
pose no one can successfully claim ; that they are ah from the 
Slavonians, who so long held and almost exclusively occupied the 
Greek mainland, it is equally difficult to prove. All w^e know is, 
that the Greek language has survived the Byzantine anarchy, the 
Slavonic conquest, the Prank occupation ; and that the nimble 
w'it, the acquisitiveness and inquisitiveness, the cunning and craft 
of the modern Greek, seem to be the perversion of the nobler 
and yet not altogether dissimilar qualities which made the ancient 
Greeks the leaders of the human race. And those who ascribe 
the character of a people to climate and geographical position 
may expect to see the mongrel inheritors of the ancient soil 
moulded, by the enduring influences of nature, into homogeneity, 
and reproduce in a measure a copy of that splendid civilization 
of whose ruins they are now unappreciative possessors. 

Beyond the temporary Olympium, the eye is caught by the Arch 
of Hadrian, and fascinated by the tow^ering Corinthian columns of 
the Olympicum or Temple of Jupiter. Against the background 
of Hymettus and the blue sky stood fourteen of these beautiful 
columns, all that remain of the original one hundred and tw'enty- 
four, but enough to give us an impression of wdaat wms one of the 
most stately buildings of antiquity. This temple, which w^as begun 
by Pisistratus, w^as not finished till Hadrian’s time, or until the 
worship of Jupiter had become cold and sceptical. The columns 
stand upon a terrace overlooking the bed of the Hissus ; there 
coffee is served, and there w^e more than once sat at sundowm, and 
saw’’ the vast columns turn from rose to gray in the fading light. 

Athens, like every other city of Europe in this age of science

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something in his last will for the adornment or education of the 
city of his patriotic devotion. In this, if in nothing else, they 
resemble the ancient patriots who thought no sacrifice too costly 
for the republic. Among the ruins we find no palaces, no sign 
that the richest citizen used his wealth in ostentatious private 
mansions. Although some of the Greek merchants now build 
for themselves elegant villas, the next generation will see the 
evidences of their wealth rather in the public buildings they have 
erected. In this little city the University has eighty professors 
and over twelve hundred students, gathered from aU parts of 
Greece ; there are in the city forty lady teachers with eight hun- 
dred female pupils ; and besides these there are two gymnasiums 
and several graded schools. Professors and teachers are well 
paid, and the schools are free, even to the use of books. The 
means flow from the same liberality, that of the Greek merchants, 
who are continually leaving money for new educational founda- 
tions. There is but one shadow upon this hopeful picture, and 
that is the bigotry of the Greek church, to which the government 
yields. I do not now speak of the former persecutions suffered 
by the Protestant missionaries, but recently the schools for girls 
opened by Protestants, and which have been of the highest service 
in the education of women, have been obliged to close or else 
‘‘conform” to the Greek religion and admit priestly teachers. 
At the time of our visit, one of the best of them, that of Miss 
Kyle of New York, was only tolerated from week to week under 
pei*petual warnings, and liable at any moment to be suppressed 
by the police. This narrow policy is a disgrace to the govern- 
ment, and if it is continued must incline the world to hope that 
the Greeks will never displace the Moslems in Constantinople. 

In the front of the University stands a very good statue of the 
scholar-patriot Korais, and in the library we saw the busts of other 
distinguished natives and foreigners. The library, which is every 
day enriched by private gifts, boasts already over one hundred 
and thirty thousand volumes. As we walked through the rooms, 
the director said that the University had no bust of an American, 
though it had often been promised one. I suggested one of 
Lincoln. No, he wanted Washington ; he said he cared to have 
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ELEUSIS, PLATO’S ACADEME, ETC. 


T here was a nightingale who sang and sobbed all night in 
the garden before the hotel, and only ceased her plaintive 
reminiscence of Athenian song and soitow with the red dawn. 
But this is a sad world of contrasts. Called upon the balcony at 
midnight by her wild notes, I saw, — how can I ever say it ? — 
upon the balcony below, a white figure advance, and with a tragic 
movement of haste, if not of rage, draw his garment of the night 
over his head and shake it out over the public square ; and I 
knew — for the kingdom of knowledge comes by experience as 
well as by observation — that the lively flea was as wakeful in 
Greece as the nightingale. 

In the morning the north-miid arose, — it seems to blow con- 
stantly from Boeotia at this time of the year, — but the day was 
bright and sparkling, and we took carnage for Eleusis. It might 
have been such a morning — for the ancient Athenians always 
anticipated the dawn in their festivals — that the Panathenaic 
processions moved along this very Yia Sacra to celebrate the 
Mysteries of Ceres at Eleusis. All the hills stood in clear out- 
line, — long Pentelicus and the wavy lines of Parnes and Coiy- 
dalliis ; we drove over the lovely and fertile plain, amid the olive- 
orchards of the Kephissus, and up the stony slope to the narro"^v- 
ing Pass of Daphne, a defile in Mt. -iEgaleos ; hut we sought in 
vain the laurel grove, or a single specimen of that tree whose 
twisted trunk and outstretched arms express the struggle of van- 
ishing humanity. Passing on our right the Chapel of St. Elias, 
on a commanding eminence, and traversing the level plateau of

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their grandmothers. One slender, liquid-eyed, slim-shanked girl 
offered me a silver coin. I saw that it was a beautiful Athenian 
piece of the time of Pericles, and after some bargaining I bought 
it of her for a reasonable price. But as we moved away to our 
carriage, I was followed by the men and women of the settlement, 
who demanded it back. They looked murder and talked Greek. 
I inquired how much they wanted. Fifty francs 1 But that is 
twice as much as it is worth in Athens ; and the coin was sur- 
rendered. All through the country, the peasants have a most 
exaggerated notion of the value of anything antique. 

We returned through the pass of Daphne and by the site of the 
academic grove of Plato, though olive-groves and gardens of 
pomegranates in scarlet bloom, quinces, roses, and jasmines, the 
air sweet and delightful. Perhaps nowhere else can the traveller 
so enter into the pure spirit of Attic thought and feeling as among 
these scattered remains that scholars have agreed to call the ruins 
of Plato’s Academe. We turned through a lane into the garden 
of a farm-house, watered by a branch rivulet of the Kephissus. 
What we saw was not much, — some marble columns under a lovely 
cypress-grove, some fragments of antique carving built into a 
wall ; but we saw it as it were privately and with a feeling of the 
presence of the mighty shade. And then, under a row of young 
plane-trees, by the meagre stream, we reclined on ripe wheat- 
straw, in full sight of the Acropolis, — perhaps the most poetic 
view of that magnetic hill. So Plato saw it as he strolled along 
this bank and listened to the wisdom of his master, Socrates, or, 
pacing the colonnade of the Academe, meditated the republic. 
Here indeed Aristotle, w^ho was horn the year that Plato died, 
may have lain and wmven that subtle web of metaphysics which 
no subsequent system of thought or religion has been able to dis- 
regard, The centuries-old wdnd blew strong and fresh througli 
the trees, and the scent of flowers and odorous shrubs, the mur- 
mur of the leaves, the unchanged blue vault of heaven, the near 
hill of the sacred Colonus, celebrated by Sophocles as the scene 
of the death of (Edipus, all conspired to flood us with the poetic 
past. What intimations of immortality do we need, since the 
spell of genius is so deathless ? 
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sun touclies it. We climb to the. top of the western pediment for 
the wide sweep of view. The world has already got wind of day, 
and is putting off its nightcaps and opening its doors. As we 
descend we peer about for a bit of nuirble as a nunnento of our 
visit ; but Lord Elgin has loft little for the klcptoinaiiiac to carry 
away. 

At this hour the Athenians ought to be assembling on the 
Pnyx to hear nemostliencs, who should be already on the bmm ; 
hut the bema has uo orator, and the terrace is empty. We uiiglit 
perhaps sec an early representation at the tiicatre of Dionysus, 
into which we can east a stone from this Avail, We pass the gate, 
scramble along the nigged hillside, — the duinping-groimd of the 
exeavators ou the Acropolis, — and stand above the highest seats 
of the Amphitheatre. No one has come. The whiter marble chairs 
in the row — carvtal with the names of the priests of Bac- 
chus and reserved for them — - wait, and even tlie scats not re- 
st‘rved are empty. There is no white-clad chorus mameuvritig 
ou the paved oreliestra about tht‘ altar ; tiie stage is broken in, 
and the ('rouebing ligures that supported it are the only sign of 
life. One, woviUl like to have sat upon these btnu'lu^s, that look 
ou the sen, an<l listened to a ehonis froiu th(‘ Antigone this morn- 
ing. One w(rul<l like to have v\ ituessed that seeue when Aris- 
tophatiea, ou tlus stage, mimieked and ruli(‘ul(*d Soemtes, and the 
philosopher, rising from his uudistingubhed scut high up among 
the people, replied. 
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that the great god Pan was dead, which |e doubting to do, yet 
for that when he came to Pelodes there was such a calm of wind 
that the ship stood still in the sea unmoored, he was forced to 
cry aloud that Pan was dead ; wherewithal there were such pit- 
eous outcries and dreadful shrieking as hath not been the like. 
By which Pan, of some is understood the great Sathanas, whose 
kingdom was at that time by Christ conquered, and the gates of 
hell broken up ; for at that time all oracles surceased, and en- 
chanted spirits that were wont to delude the people henceforth 
held their peace.” 

It was ten o’clock at night when we reached Corfu, and sailed 
in under the starlight by the frowning hill of the fortress, gliding 
spectrally among the shipping, wdth steam shut off, and at a sig- 
nal given by the bowsman letting go the anchor in front of the 
old battery. 

Corfu, in the opinion of Napoleon, enjoys the most beautiful 
situation in the world. Its loveliness is in no danger of being 
overpraised. Shut in by the Albanian coast opposite, the town 
appears to lie upon a lake, surrounded by the noblest hills and 
decorated with a tropical vegetation. Yery picturesque in its 
moss-grown rock is the half-dismantled old double fortress, which 
the English, in surrendering to the weak Greek state, endeavored 
to render as weak as possible. It and a part of the town occupy 
a bold promontory ; the remainder of the city lies around a little 
bay formed by this promontory and Quarantine Island. The 
more we see of the charming situation, and become familiar with 
the delicious mountain outlines, we regret that we can tarry but 
a day, and almost envy those who make it a winter home. The 
interior of the city itself, when we ascend the height and walk in 
the palace square, appears bright and cheerful, but retains some- 
thing of the dull and decorous aspect of an English garrison 
town. In the shops the traveller does not find much to interest 
him, except the high prices of all antiquities. We drove five 
miles into the country, to the conical hill and garden of Gasturi, 
whose mistress gathered for us flowers and let us pluck from the 
trees the ripe and rather tasteless nespoli. From this summit is 
an extraordinary prospect of blue sea, mountains, snowy summits, 
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
